He was going 
on with his prayſes, but Srrephon bad bim ſtay,andlooke:and ſo they both perceived 
a thing which floated drawing neerer and neerer to the banke; butrather by the fa- 
nourablc working of the ſea,then by aoy ſelfe induſtry, They doubredu while whac 
it ſhould be; tillir was caſt vp even hard before them : ar which time chey fully ſaw 
char it wasa man. Wherevpen running for pitic ſake vnto hit,;they found his hands 
( asic ſhould appeare,, coniftanter friends to hisſife , than hismemorie) faſtgripin

to man tofollow, whence we-onght ro ſecke all our knowledpe, fincerbey be fuch 
guides as cannot faile;which,befides their inward comfort, doe lead fo dire a way 
of proceeding , as cither proſperitiemnſt inſue; or , if the wickedneſle of the world 
ſhovld opprefle it, it cat never be faid, tharcuill happencth to him , who falles ac- 
companied with vertue: I would then have ſaid , the beavenly powers to be reue- 
renced, and not ſearched into;and their mercies rather by prayers to be ſought,then 
their hidden councels by curioficie.. Theſe kinds of ſoothſayings (ſince they have 
lefr vin our ſclues ſyfficientguides ) benothing but fancie , wherein there muſt 
either be vanirie,or infalliblenefle, and ſo,cither not to be reſpeed,or not tobe pre- 
vented. Bye ſince itis weakenefle too much to remember what ſhould haue beene 
done, and that your comimaundement ſtretched to know what is to be done, I doe 
(moſt deare Lord?with bumble boldnefſe fay , that the mannerof your determina- 
tion doth inno ſort better pleaſe me, then the cauſe of your going. Thele thirtie 
yeares you haue ſo governed this Region, that neither your SubieRs have wanted 
luiiice in yo, nor you obediencein them; and your neighbours bauc found you ſo 
hurteleſly firong , that they thovght it better to reſt in your friendſhip, then make 
new triall of your enmitie. [fthis then haue proceeded our of the good conſtitution 
of your ſtate, and out ofa wiſe providence, generally to prevent all chofe chings, 
which mightencomber your happineſſe : why ſhould you now ſeeke new courſes 
ſince your owne examplecomforts you to continue,& that it is tome molt — 
Pinky | t ough 
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though it pleale you not to tell methe verie wotdsof theOracle)that yer nodeſting 
nor influence whatſoever, can bring mans witto ahigher poinr, than wiſedome and 
goodnes? why ſhould you depriue your ſUlfeofgouernment, for feare of loſing your 
gouernment, like onetbat ſhould kill himſclfe for Rare of death? Nay rather, if this 
Oracle be to beaccounted of, arnie vp your courage the more againſt ic : for who 
will ſtick to him that abandons himſelfe, lec your ſubies haue you in their cies, ler 
them ſeethe benefits of your iuſtice daily more & more ; and ſo mult they needs ra 
ther like of preſent ſuerties then vncertaine changes. Laſtly, whether yqurtime cail 
ou co live or die,do both like a Prince: Now fer your ſecond reſolution; which is 
ro ſuffer no wortby Prince to be a ſurer ta either of your daughters , bur while you 
live to keepe them both vnmarried,and,as it were,to kill theioy ofpoſtericie,which 
in your time you may enioy, moued perchance by a thiſ-vnderſtood Oracle: what 
ſhall I ſay, if the affeRion of a facher to his owne children, cannor plead ſufficiently 
againſt ſuch fancies? once certaineic is , the God which is Gad of nature; dorh ne- 
uer teach vnnaturalneffe ; and even the ſame minde hold I couching your baniſhing 
them from companie, leaſt I know not what ſtrange lones ſhould follow. Certain- 
lie, fir, in my Ladies your daughters, nature promiſeth nothing but goodneſle, and 
their education by your fatherly care hath beene hitherto ſuch, as bath beene moſt 
fit to reſtraine all evill; giuing their minds vertuous delights, and not greiving them 
for want of well ruled libercie. Now to fall roa fodaine [traightning them,what can 


. it do butargue ſuſpition,a thing no more vnpleaſant,then voſure,tor the preſerving 
of verrue. Leaue womens miads, the moſt vntamed that way ofany : ſee whether a 


cagecan pleaſea bird? or whether a dog grow not fiercer with tying?what doth iea+ 
louſie, bur ſirre vpthe mindeto thinke, what it is from which they are reſtrained? , 
for they are treaſures or things of great delight, which men vſero hide, for the apt- 


| nefle they bave to each mans fancies:and the thoughts once awaked to thar, harder 


ſareit is tokeepe thoſe thoughts from accompliſhment, then bad beene before ro 
have kept the minde ( which being the chiefe part, by this meanes is defiled ) from 
thinking. Laftly, for the recommending ſo principall a charge of the Princeſſe 
Poamels ( whoſe minde goes beyond the gouerning of many thouſands fach ) to. 
fuch a perſon as Dameras is ( belides that the thing in it ſelfe is ſtrange?) it comes of 
a verie evillground,that ignorence ſhould be the mother of faithfulneſſe; Q no; he. 
cannot be go2d that knowes not why he is good, but ſtands ſo fatregood as his for- 
tune may keepe him vnaſſaied; but comming onceto that, his rude ſimplicitic isei- 
ther eaſily changed, or eaſily deceiued : and ſogrowes tharto be the laft excuſe of 


. his favle, which ſeemed ro haue beene the firſt foundation of bis faith. Thus farre 


hath your commaundement and ny zeale drawnme;which [;likea man ina vally 
that may diſcerne hilles, orlike a poore paſſenger that may [pie a rocke, ſo humblie 
ſubrmc ro your gracious conftderation, beſteching you againe to ſtand wholy vpon 
your owne vertue,a$the ſaureſt way to maintaineyou inthat yon are, and to auoide 
any evill which may be imagined, of | h 

By the contents of thistetter you may perceive , tharthe cauſe of all, hath beene 
the vanitie which poſſefſeth many,who(miaking a perperoall manſion ofthis poore 
baiting place of mans life) are deſirous to know the certaintie of things to come, 
wherein there is nothing ſo certaine as our cominuall” yneertaintie. But what in 
particulzr points the Oracle was /in faith I know not; neither (as you may ſee by 
one place of Phi/aoaxlerter) he him[elfe diſtinAly knew/Bur this experience ſhewes 
vs,that Baſilirs iudgement corrupted with —_— fortune, bath rather _ _ 
| ollowe 
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followed rhe wife (as I take it)counſell of Philanax.For baving left the ſterne of bis 
gouernement, with much amazement to the people, among whom manie ſtrange 
bruits are received for currant, and with ſome apparence of danger inreſpeR ofthe 
valiant Amphialus his nephew , & much envying the ambitions number of the No- 
bilitie againſt Phi/anax, to ſee Philenax foaduanced, though (ro fſpeake ſimply) be 


 deſerne more then as manieof vs as there be in Mrcadis : thePrince himſelfe hath 


bidden bis head, in ſuch fort as I told you, nor ſticking plainly to confefle, that hee 
meanes not(while he breathes)that his daughters hal bave any bnsband, but keepe 
them chus folitarie with him : where be ginesno other body leaue to viſic bim ar 
anie time bur a certaine Prieſt, who being excellent in poetric, hee makes him write 


out ſuch things as he beſt likes, he being no lefle detightfull in connerfation, then

whichis leaft decayed, and that is our tongue: or, thar emis being the onely 
thing whereof we poore olde men can brag, we cannot make it knowne bar by vt- 
tcrance : or;that mankind by all meanes ſeeking toeternize himſelfe ſo much the 
more, as heis neare his end, doth it not only by the children that come of him, buc 
by ſpeeches & writings recommended tothe memorie of hearers and readers.

- which makes me both loue &cruſt you. Neuer may be be old, anſwered Paladiue, 


that doth not reverencethart age, whoſe heanineſſe, ific waye downe the fraile and 
flcſhly ballance, ic as much lifts vp the noble and fpirituall part ; and well mighc 
you baueallcaged another reaſon, that their wiſedome makes them willing to pro= 


fit others. And that hane I recciued of you,neuerto be forgotten, but with vngrate- - 


tulneſſe. But among many ftrange conceits you told. me, which haue ſhewed effeRs 
in your Prince, truely even the laſt, that hee ſhould conceine ſuch pleaſurein ſhep- 
beards diſcourſe, would not feemethe leaſt vato me, ſauing that you told mee at 
the ficſt; char this country is notable in thoſe wits, and that indeed my felfe hauing 
bin brought not onely to this place, but to my life by Strephonand Claims, intheir 
conferenggfennd wits as might better become fuch ſhepheards as Homer ſpeakes 
of, that begGuernours of peoples, then ſuch: Senators who hold cheir Councelt in 


a ſheepe-cote. For them two (ſaid Xa/ander) eſpecially Clair, they are beyond the 


reſt by ſo much, as learning commonly doth adde to nature: for, baving negleted 
their wealth in _reſpe& oftheir knowledge, they haue not ſo much impaired the 
meaner, as they bettered the better. VWhich all notwithſtanding, itisa fporte to' 
beare how they imputeto loue, which hath inducdcheir thoughts (fay they,) witly 


- ſuchaſtrength. 


- But certainly all the people of thiscountry from high to lowe, is ginen to thoſe 
ſports of the wit, ſo as you would wonder to heare how ſoone even children will 
begin to verlifie. Once, ordinarie it is amongſt the meaneſt ſort, to make ſongs and

The. £rcadians fighting to keepe that they had won;the Helor5 to 
recouer what they had loſt, The_4rcadians asinan vnknowne place, hating no ſuc- 
cour but in their handsz the Helots, as in their owne place fighting for their liuings; 
wiues and children. There was vicorie and courage againſt revenge and deſpaire? 
ſafetie of both ſides being nootherwiſeto be gotten, but by deſtrud&ion, 
Arlength,the left wind ofthe Arcadians beganto lookeground; which Palading 
ſeeing , be ſtraight thruſt himſelfe with his choiſe band againſt the throng that op*« 
preſſed them, with ſuch an overflowing of valour , that the Captaine gf the Helots 
(whoſe eyes ſoone iudged ofthat wherewith themſelves wereEuecrned) ſaw that 


 healonewas worth all the reft of the Arcadians: which he ſo wondred at;thatit was 


hard to ſay, whether he more liked bis doings, or miſliked the effes ofhis doings! 
but decermining that v pon that caſt the game hay, and diſdaining to fight with anie 


.other,ſoughronly roioine with him? which mind was no leſſein Paladiws, having 


eaſily marked, chat be wasas the firft mover of all the other hands; And ſo theit 
thoughts meeting in one point,they conſented (though not agreed) totryeeach'o= 
thers fortune: and ſo drawing themſelves to'bethe vetermioſt of the one [ide,they 
began a combac,which was ſo-much interior to che batcaile irinoiſe and number, as 
ic wasſurpaſhng it in braverie of fighting, &(as it were)deligthful cerriblenes.Their 
courage was guided withskill, and their skill was armed” Fx ; neytherdid 
their bardineſle darken their wit, nortbeir wit coole their bardineſfſi:hork valiant, 
as men deſpiſing death; both confident, as vawontedro be overcome; yet doubtfull 
by their preſent feeling, &reſpeRtull by whar they had alreadie ſerene; Their feere 
ſtedie, their hands diligent,their eyes warcbfull;andcheir hearts reſolure. The parts 
either not armed, orweakelyarmed, were well knowne, & according tothe know- 
ledge [hoald bave bin (larpely viſited, bur that the anſwer was as quicke as the ob+ 
jection, Yet; forne Jighcning; the ſmart bred rap&;4nd the rape bred ſmarr apaine: 
till both (ides beginning to waxefainr;and rather: defirous to die accompanied, thets

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By that watch word Pa/ladixs knewthat it was his onely friend Pyrocles , whom | 
he had loſt vpon the ſea, and therefore both moſt full of wender,ſoro be met, if rbey, |? 
had not been fuller of ioy then wonder, cauled the retrairto be ſounded, Daiphan- 
1s by authoritie & Palladiws by perſwalion; to which helped well the little aduan- 
tage that was ofcither ſide: & that ofthe Helors partie their Capraines behaniour 
had madeas manic amazed as law or heardof it : and of the Arcadian (ide the good 
old X «lender (triving more then bis old age could atchicue, wasnewly raken priſo- 
ner. But indeed the chiefe parter of the fray was the night, which with her blacke 
armespulled their malicious ſights one from the other. Bur he that tooke Ka/ander, 
meant nothing leſſe then ro ſaue him, but onely fo long, as the Captaine might 
learn the enemies ſecrets,towards'whom he led the old Gentleman, when he cauſed 
the retreitto be ſounded;looking for no other deliverie from thar captiuitie,but by 


_ thepainfullcaking away ofall paine : when , whom ſhould he ſee next to the Cap- 


taine (with good tokens how valiantly he had fought that day againſt the Arcads- 
ns) but his ſonne Cliropbon ? But now the Captaine bad cauſed all the principall 
Helotsto beaſſembledas well to deliberate what they had todo,as to receive a mel- 
ſage from the Arcadiens; Among whom Pallediys vertue (beſides the loueKalender 
bare him)hauing gotten principall authoritie,be bad perſwaded them to feek rather 
by parley to recougthe Father and the Sonne, then by the ſword: ſince the good- 
nefſe of cbe Captaine aſſured him that way to ſpeed, & his value(wherewith be was 
of old acquainted)made him thinke any other way dangerous. This therefore was 
done in oderly maner, giving them to vnderſtand, that as they came bur ro deliner 
Clizophon,ſo offering to [eaue the footing, they alreadie had inthe towne,, to goe a- 
way without any further hurt, ſo asthey might haue the father and the ſonne wich» 


out ranſome delivered, Which conditions being beard and conceined by the Helots, 


Daiphantus perſwaded them without delay to accept them. For firſt({aid he) fince 
the ſtrife is within our @wne home, if you looſe, you looſe all that ia this life can be 
deare vato you: if you winne, it will bea bloudie vitoriewith no profit, bur the 
flattering in our ſelues that ſame bad humaurofrevenge. Beſides , itis like toftirre 
Arcadia vpon vs, whichnow, by viing theſe perſons well, may be brought to ſome 
amitie. Laſtly, but eſpecially, lesſtthe King and Nobilitie of Zaconra: (with whom 
now we haue made a perſe& peaceyſhould hope by occaſion ofthis quarell coioine 
the 47cadigns withthem ; and ſo breake off the profitable agreementalreadie con- 
cluded. In ſumme,csinall deliberations(wayingthe profit ofthe good ſucceſle with 
the harme of the evill ſucceſſe) you (hall finde this way moſt ſafe and honourable. 

T he Helotr, as much moved by bis authoritic, as perſwaded by his reaſons, were 
content therewith. Whereupon P«ledixe tooke order that the UHrcadians ſhould. 
preſently march out of che town, taking with chem their priſoners, while the nigh 
with mutuall difadence might keepe them quiet, and ere day camerbey might bee 
well on of their way,and lo auoid thoſe accidencs which in late enemies, a looke, a 
word, or a particylar mans quarrell mightengender. This being on both (ides con- 
cluded on,Xalender & Clitopbon, who now (with infinite ioy did -know each other)

this fight performed, little knowing that ir was againſt his father;bur{faid C/irophon) 
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here is he, who (as a facher) hath new begotren me, and (as a God) hath ſaued mee 
from manic deaths, who alreadic laid hold on me:' which X4/ander with teares of 
ioy acknowledged (beſides his ownedeliucrance)onely his benefite. Bur Daiphans 
;w,who loued doing well tor it ſelfe;and not forthankes, brake offthoſe ceremonies; 
defiring to know how Palladiwn ( for ſo. he called Maſidorus ) was comeintothar 
companie , and what his preſent eftate was4 whereof receiving a briefe declaration 
of Kalender, he ſent himiword by Clirephon, thathe ſhouldinot as now come ynto 
him, becauſe he held himſelfe nor-ſo ſure a maiſter of the Helotsmindes, thar hee 
would adventure him in their power, who was'o well knowne with an vnfriendly 
acquaintance,butehat he deſired him'to return with&a/ander,whitheralſo be with- 
in tew dayes (bauing diſpatched himſelfe of the Helors) wonld repaire. Kalander 
would needs kiſle his tiand againe for that promiſe, proteſting he would efteeme his 
houſe more bleſſed then a temple of the gods,it it had once received him, And then 
deliringpardon for Arzalus. Daiphantus aflured them that hee would die bur bee 
would bring him(though till chen kepr in cloſe priſon, indeed for bis ſafety, the He- 
lots being ſo animated againſt him as elſe he could not haveliued) & ſo taking their 
leane of him, Kalander, Clitophon, Paladins, and the reſt ofthe £1rcadians [wearing 
that they would no further in any ſort moleſt the He/ors,they ſtraight way'marched . 
out ofthe towne, carrying both their dead and wounded bodies with them; and by 
morning were all readic within the limites of Arced7a. | | 
The Helots of the other (ide ſhutting their gates, gaue themſelnes to burie their 
dead,to curetheir wounds, & reft their wearied bodiesgtill(the next day beſtowing 
the checrefull vie of chelighrt vpon them) D aiphantas making a generall conuocati- 
on, ſpake vnto them in this maner: Ve are firſt{ſaid he)to thank the gods,that(fur- 
ther then we had eyther cauſe ro hope, or reaſon to imagine) have delivered vs out 
ofthisgulte of danger, wherein we were alreadie [wallowed. For all being loſt, 
(bad they not direted my returne ſo iuſt as they did) it had beene roo late to reco- 
uer that , which being had, wee could*not keepe. And had I not happenedto know 
one of the principall men among them, by which meanes the truce began /betweene 
vs,you may ealily conceive, what little reaſon we baue tothinke, but thateyther by 
ſome ſupply out of 4rcadia,or from theNobilitie of thisCountry(who would have 
made fruits of wiſedome grow put of this occaſion)we ſhould have had our power 
turned to ruine, our pride to repentance and ſorrow. Burnow the Rorme, as it fell, 
ſoit ceaſed : and the error committed, in retaining C/itophom more hardly'then his 
age or quarrell deſerued, becomes aſharpely learned experience,tovſcinothertimes 
mote moderation. aceoeh | 
Now haue I to deliucr vnto you the concluſion betweenethe kings with theNo- 
bilitie of Lacedzmon and you ; which is in all points as your ſelves deſired: aſivell 
for that you would hauc granted, as for the affurance of what is graunted. The 
Townes and Fortes you preſently haveare fill lefe vnto you, to be kepteither with 


| orwithout garriſon,fo as you alter notthe lawes of the Countrey,and pay ſuch du- 


tiesas therelt of the Laconians doe ; Your ſeluesare made by publique decree; free- 
men, and ſo capable both to giue and receive voyce ineleRion of Magiſtrates. The 
diſtinQion of names betweene Helots and Learedemoniens to be quite taken away, 
and all indifferently to enioy both names of privitedges of Laconians. Your chil- 
dren to be brought vp with theirs in the Spartane diſcipline: and ſo you (framing 
your ſeluesto be good members of that eſtate)to be hereafter fellowes, and no lon- 

ger ſeruants. }: my ny 
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rance; For this is not a peace whichis made with them, bur this is a peace by which 
you are made of them. Laſtly a forgetfulneſſe decreed of all whatis paſt, they ſhew- 
ing themſclues glad to haue ſo valiant men as you arc , ioyned with them , ſo thar 
you areto take mindes of peace , fincethe caufe of warre is finiſhed; and as you ba- 
ted them before like pppreſſors, ſo:now to loue them as brothers ;rotake care 'of 
their eſtate becauſe ir is. yours , 8nd'to labour by vertuous doing , that the poſteri- 
tie may not repent your ioyning. Burnow one Article onely they ftood vpon, 
which in the end I with your Commiſhoners kaue agreed vnto, that I ſhould no 
more tarrie here, miſtaking perchance my humour, and thinking me as ſeditious as 
I am young,or elſcit is the king Amicias procuring, inreſpetrhat it was my ill hap 
to kill his nephew Eileen; bur howſocuerit be, I have condiſcended. But fo will 
not we,criedalmoſt the whole aſſembly, counſelling one another, rather to trie the 
vttermoſt event, then looſe him by whom they had beene vitorious. But hee as 


' well withgenerall orations, as particular dealing with the menof moſt credit, made 


them throughly ſee how neceſlarie it was to preferre ſuch an opportunitie before 
a vaine affeRion ; but yet could not preuaile, till openly hee ſware, that he would 


_ (ifatanictime the Zacedemonians brake this treatie) come backe againe, and be 
their Captaine.  .. | | 


 Sothen after a few dayes, ſetting them in perfe& order, he took his leave ofthem, 
whoſeeyes bad him farewell with teares , and mouthes wich kiffing the places 
where be ſtep , and after making temples vnto him as to a demi-God : thinking ic 
beyond the degree ofhumanitie to have a wit ſo farre ouergoing his age, and ſuch 
dreadfull terror proceede from fo excellent beautie. But he for his ſake obtained 
free pardan feor_1rgalws,whom alſo (vpon oath'neuer to beare armes againſt the 
Helots) hee delivered: and taking onely with hith certaine principall Iewells of 
his owne; hee would haue parted alone with _4rg4/ (whole countenance iyell 
ſhewed, while Parrhenis was loſt hee counted rior himlelfe delivered) but that the 
whole multitude would needs guard him into Arcadia. Where againe leauing them 
all ro lament his departare, hee by enquirie got to the well-knowne houſe of Ka- 
land; There was beereceiued with louingioye of X«leuder, with ioyfull Joue 
of Palladivs,with humble(though dolefull) demeanour of 4rg4/(whom ſpecially 
both he'andPallading regarded) with gratefull ſeruiceablenes ofCl/irophon,& honou- 
rable admira tion of all. For being now well viewed to have no haire on his face, 
to witnelſe him a man , who had done acts beyond the degree ofa-man, and to 
looke with a certainealmoſt baſhfull kinde otmodeftic, as if hee fearcd the eyes 
of men , who was' vamooued with fight of the moſt horrible continuances 
of death ; and as if nature had miſtaken her worke to have a <9ar/es hearr 


Ina Capids. bodic : All that beheld him (and all that might behold him, did be- 


hold him) made theireyes quicke meſſengersto their mindes, that there theyhad 
ſcene the vtrermoſtthat in mankind might be ſeene. the like wonder Paladins had 
before ſtirred, but that D aiphantms,as younger & newer come, had gotten now the 
aduantageinthe moyſtand fickleimpreflion ofeye-ſight. But while all men (fa- 
ving poore.14rgals) made the joy of their eyes ſpeake fortheir hearts towards 
D aiphantus: Fartune(that belike was bid ro that banker, and ment thento play the 
good fellow) brought a pleaſant adnentureamong them, 1c was that as they had 
newly dined,there came into Xa/tuder a meflenger,that brought him word,a yong

thicher,and defire to be lodged in-his houſe. Xa/ander (molt gfad of ſuch an'occafi- 
on, went our, andall his other wortby gueſts with him, ſauing onely 4ry6/w4, who 
remained in bis chamber,defirous char this companie were once broken vp,thar be 
might goc in his ſolirarie queſt after P471hevia. Bur when they met this Ladie, Ks. 
lender ſtraight thought the ſaw bis neece Partbenia, and was about in ſuck famitiar 
fort to haue ſpoken vnto her; bur ſhee in graue and honourable manner giving bim 
to vnderſtand that hee was miſtaken, hee halfe aſhamed excuſed himſeife with the 
excceding likeneſſe was berweene them, though indeede ir ſeemed thatchis Ladie 
was of the more pure and daintie complexion ; ſhe faid, it might verie well be, ha- 
ving beene many times taken one for another. But aſſooneas ſhe was brought into 
che houſe, before ſhe would reſt her,ſhee defired to ſpeake with 4rga/w publikely, 
who ſhee heard was in the houſe. Arga/ws came haſtily, and as haſtily thought as 
Kalander had done, with ſudden changes ofioy into ſorrow. But ſhee when ſhe had 
ſaid their thoughts with telling chem her name and qualitie, in this ſort fpake vnto 
him.My Lord Argalus, faid the , being of late left in the court of Queene Helen of 
Corinth, as chiefe in her abſence (ſhe being vpon ſome occaſion gone thence) there 
came vnto methe Ladie Parihenia, lo disfigured, as I thinke Greece hath nothing 
ſo ougly to behold. For my part, it was many dayes, before with vehement oathes; 
and ſome good proofes, ſhe could make methinke that ſhee was Paribenia. Yet at 
laſt finding certainly it was ſhee, and greatly pittying her misfortune, fo much che 
more, aschat all men had euer told me (as now you doe) of thegreat likenieſſe be- 
tweene vs, I tooke the bett care I could of her, and of her vaderftood the whole tra 
gicall hiſtoric of her vndeſerued aduenture: and there withall, ofthat taoft noble 
conftancie in you my Lord Arg«/ws: which whoſocuer loues not, ſhewes himſelfe to 
be a hater of vertue,& vaworthy to liuc inthe ſocietieoftmankinde. But no outward 
cheriſhing could ſalue the inwd fore of her minde, but a few daies ſince ſhe died; 
before her dearh earneſtly deſiring, & perſwading me,to thinke of no husband' but 
of you;asof the only man in the world worthy to be loued.withall,flic gane me this 
Ring to deliver you, deliring you, & by the amthoritie of loue commiarttding- you; 
that che affcion you bare her, you ſhould torneto me; aſſuring you, that'not 

can pleaſe ber ſoule more,then to ſee you and me matched together. Now-my Lot 
though this office be not ( perchance) ſutableto my eftate, nor ſex, who ſhould ra- 
ther looke to be deſired; yer,anextraordinatie deſert requires an extraordinarie pro- 


' ceeding: and therefore Iam come (with faithfull loue built vpon your worthinefle) 


to offer my ſelfe, and to beſeech you toaccept the offer : and if theſe noble Gentle« 
men preſent, will ſay itis great folly, let chem withall,fay it is great lone. And then 
the aid, earnefily attending rg lv his anfwere, who firſt making mot heartis 
ſighes(doing ſuch obſequies as he could co Peribenia)thus atifwered ber. I 
Madame (ſaid he) infinitlyam 1 bound vnto you, ſorthis, no more rarethett 
noble courtefie; but much bound for the goodnefle T perceine you ſhewed to the 
Ladie Parihenia( with that the teares ranne downe bis eyes, but hee followed ony 
and as much as ſo vafortunatea man, fit to beethe ſpe&acle of miſtrie , can' does 
you ſeruice; determine you haue made a purchaſe of a ſlaue { while I line) nener ro 
faile you. Burthis great matter you propoſe vnto me wherein I atn not foblind #9 
not to ſee what happineſſe it ſhould be vnto me; excellent Ladie, know, thatif my 
heart were mine to piue, you before all other ſhould haveir; but Parrbewies it is 
though dead:there I began, there [ end all matter of affe&ion, I hope I ſhall not long

He had ſcarce ſpoken thoſe words, when ſhee ranne to him,and imbracing him, 
why then Arga/c (ſaid ſhee) take thy Parthenia: and Parthenis it was indeede. But 
becauſe ſorrow forbad him roo ſoone to beleeue, ſherold bimthe trueth, wichall cir- 
cumſtances: how being parted alone, nleaning ro diein ſome ſolitarie place, as ſhe 
hapned romake her complaint, the Queene HelenofCorinth (who likewile felt ber 
part of miſeries) being then walking alſo alone1n thar lovely place, heard her, and 
neuer left till ſhe had knowne the whole diſcourſe. Which the noble Queene great- 
ly picrying,ſhe ſent to her a phylition of hers, the moſt excellent manin the world,in 
hope be could helpe ber : which in ſuch ſort as they ſaw be had performed, and the 
taking with her of rhe Queenes ſervants,thought yer ro make this triall, whether be 
would quijckely forget his true Parthenia, or no. Her ſpeech was confirmed by the 
Corimihian Gentlemen, who before had kept ber councell, & _77galws ealily perſwas 
ded to what more then ten thoufand yeares of life he deſired : and Xalander would 
needs baue the marriagecelebrated .in his houſe, principally the longer to bold his 
deare gueſt ; towards whom he was now (beſides bis owne babite of hoſpitalitie) 
carried wich loue and dutie : and therefore omirred no feruice that his wit could in- 
vent, and his power minifter. | | - 

| Butno way he ſaw he could ſo much pleaſure them,as by leauing the two friends 
alone, who being ſhrunke aſiderothe banquetting houſe where the piRures were:

But I chinke you will make me ſec, that the vigour of your wit can (hew it ſelfe in 
any ſubic&: or elſe you teede ſometimes your {olitarineſle with the conceits of the 
Pocts , whoſe liberall pennes can 8s ealily trauaile ouer mountaines, as mole-hills: 
and fo like well diſpoſed men,ſet vp euery thing to the higheſt note;eſpecially, whea 


' they pur ſuch words in the mouthes of one of theſe fancaſticall mind-infeRed peo- 


ple,chat children& Muſicians cal Lovers. This word, Louer,did no leſſe pierce poore 
pyrocles, then the right tune of mulicke toucherh him that is ſicke of the T a7arels, 
There was not one part of his badie, that did not feelea ſudden motion, while bis 
heart with panting, ſeemed ro danceto the ſound of that word, yet after ſome pauſe 
(lifting vp his eyes a little from the ground, and yet notdaring to place them 1n the 
eyes of Muſidorus) armed with the verie countenance of the poore priſoner ar the 
barre, whoſe anſwer is nothing bur guiltie: with much adoc he brought forth'this 
queſtion. And alas, ſaid he,deare coſin, what if  benot ſo much the Poet (the free- 
dome of whoſe pen can exerciſe ic ſelfe m_y thing) as euen that miſerable ſubie& 
of his cunning, whereof you [peake ? Now theerernall gods forbid (mainely cryed 
out Muſidors ) that ever my eare ſhould be poyſoned with ſoeuill newes of you. 
O let me neuer know that any baſe affe&tion ſhould get any Lordſhippe in your 
thoughts. But as be was ſpeaking more, Ka/apder came, & brake offcheir diſcourle, 
with inuiting chem to the bunting ofa goodly Stagge, which being harboured in a 
wood thereby,he hoped would make chem good ſport,and drive away ſome partof 
Daiphantus melzncholy. They condiſcended, and fo going to their lodgings, fur- 
niſhed themſelues as liked them, Daiphantss wricinga few words which he left ſea- 
|&d inaletter againſt chie returne. | | | 
Then went they together abroad,the good Kalender entertaining them with plea- 


' fantdiſcourſing, how well beloued the [poſt of hunting, when he was a yong man, 


how mpchinche compariſon thereof hee diſdayned all chamber delights, thatthe 


. Sunne (how great a iourney focuer he had re make) could neuer prevent him with 


earlineſſe, nor the Moone (with her ſober countenance) diſſwade him from wat- 
ching till midnight for the Deeres feeding. O ſaid he,you will neucr live tomy age, 
without you keepe your ſelues in breath wirh exerciſe, & in heart with ioyfulnefle: 
roo much thinking doth conſume the ſpirits, and oft it fals out, that while one 
thinkes too much of his doing , he leaues to doe the cffeR ofhis thinking. Then 
ſpared hee not to remember, how much Arcadia was chaunged fincehis youth: 
aiuitieand good fellowſhippe being nothing in the price ic was chen held in, 
bur according tothe nature of rhe old growing world, ſtill worſearid worle. Then 
would he tell them ſtories of ſuch gallants as he had knowne: and ſo with pleaſant 
companie beguiled the times haſt and (hortned tbe wayes length, till they came-to 
the ſ1deofthe wood, where the hounds were jn.couples ſtaying their comming, bur 
witha whining accentgraving libertic; many of chem in colour and markes ſore- 
ſcmbling, that it ſhewed they were of one kinde. The huntſmen handſomly at- 
Tired in their greene liueries, as though they were children of Summer , with 
ſtaues in their-bhands to beate the guilcleſſe earth , when the houndes were at a 
ſaulc ,and wich horues about their neckes, ro ſound an alarum vpona ſilly fugy- 
tive: The hounds were ſtraight vncoupled , andere long the Stapge thovghr ic 
berrer totruſt ro the nimbleneſſe of his feete, then to the ſlender fortification of his 
lodging: but cnen his feere berrayed him ; for howſoeuer. they went, they them- 
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and ſorherimes beleeuing the windes aduertiſements, ſometimes the view of (their 
faichfull counſellers) the humfmen, with open monthes then denounced warre, 
when thewarre was already begunne. Their cris being compoſed of ſo well forted 
mourhs, that any man would perceiue therein ſome kind of proportion, but the 
skilfult woodmen did finde a meſicke. Then delight and variety of opinion, drew 
the horſemen ſundry waies, yer cheering their hounds with voice and horne, kepe 
fill (as it were)togerher. The wood ſeemed to conſpire with thern againſt his owne 
Citizens, diſperſing rheir noiſe through all his quarters, and even theNymphEccho 
left to bewaile the lofſe of Nerciſms, and became a hunter. Bout the Stagge was in 
che end fo hotfy purſued, thar (leauing bis flight) hee was driven to make courage 
of difpaire;and fo curning bis head, made the hounds, with change of ſpeech,co teſti- 
fie thar he was ata bay: as if from hot purſuit of their encmie , they were ſuddenly 
come roa parley. 

But X «lender (by his $kill of coaſting the countrey) was among the firſt that came. 
into rhe beſieged Deete; whom when ſome ofche younger fort would haue killed 
with their ſwords, he would not ſuffer : but with a Crofle-bow ſent a death to the 
poore beaft, who wirh teares ſhewed the vokindneffe he cooke of mans crueltie. = 

But by the time that che whole companie was affembled,and that the Stagge had 
beftowed himfſelfe liberally among themrhat had killed him, D aiphantns was miſt, 
fot whotn Paladics carefully enquiring, no newes could be ginen him, but by one 
char faid, hee thought he was returned home; for that hee markt him, in the chiefe 
ofthe humting,taked by-way, which mighe leade to Xa/anders houſe. Thar anſwer 
for thetieme facisfiytig,and they having performed all daeries,as well for theStagges 
fanerall, as the hounds triumph, they returned ; ſome talking ofthefatneffe of the 
Deeres dbdy; ſome ofthe taireneſſe of his head; ſome of the hounds cunning; ſome 
of their ſpeed, and fore of theit crye; till comming home (abour the time that the 
catidtexbepin to inhetirerhe Sannes office) they found Daiphantus was not to be 
foutid. Whereat Paladivs greatly areas co a day or two paſſing, while nei- 
ther ſearch nor enquirieceuld belpe him to knowledge, ar faft he _ vpon the 
terrr; which Pyrocles had writreb beforc he went a bunting;and lefrin his fludie a- 
ni6ng other of his wiicings. The letter was direRed ro Paliadine bimielfe, and con- 
calded this words, Ep: | 
My of ly ttiend, violence of l6ue leades me into fucha courſe , whereof your 
knowledge ttiay much triore vexe you,then helpe me. Therfore pardon my concea- 
ling it froth you,fince, if I wrong you, it is inthe reſpe& I beare yeu. Returneinto 
Theſſalia,T pray you, as full ofgood fortunie, as I am ofdeſire:and ifT live, I will in 
ſhort time tollow you;if I die, loue my memorie. 

This Ws all, and this Paladiss read twice or thrice ouer. Ah(faid he) Pyrocles,what 
meanesthis alterationi? what have T deſerued of thee, to be thus baniſhed of chy 
councels? HeretoforeT haue accuſed the ſea,condemned the Pyrats, and hated my 
evil} forrunethar depritied me of thee z bur now thy felfeis the ſea, which drownes 
my confort , thy (elfe is the Pytat that robs thy ſelfe from me : thy owne will be- 
comes thy euill fortune. Then ttirtied he his thoughts to all formes of gheſles chat 
might light vpon the purpoſe and courſe of Pyrocles : for hee was nor ſo ſure by his 
words,that it was louie,as bewas dotbrfullwhete the loue was.Onetime he chojhe, 
ſomebeautie in Zaconis had laid hold of his eyes; another time hee feared, char ir 
might be Parthenias excellencie, which had broken the bands of all former reſolu- 
tion, butthe more he thought, the more he knew not what co think, armies of obie- 
Qion riſing againſt any accepted opinion. Then 
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 Thenascatefull be was what to doe himſelfe.: at length determined , nener to 
leaue ſeeking him, rill his ſearch ſhould be eyther by meeting accompliſhed, or by 
death ended. Therefore(for all the vakindnes bearing tender reſpe;that his friends 
ſecret determination ſhould be kept from any fuſpition in others)he went toXalan- 


der, and told him, that he had receiued a meſ{age from his friend, by which hee vn- 


derftood he-was gone backe againe into Zcorma,about ſome mattersgreatly impor- 


ting the poore men, whoſe proceRion he had vndertaken, &that ir was in any ſort 


fit for him zx0 follow him, but in ſuch private wiſe, as not to be knowne, and that 
therefore he would as then bid him farewell ; arming himſelfe ina blacke armour, 


as either a badge, or.prognoſtication of his minde: and raking only with him'/good | 


ſtore af money, and a'tew choiſe jewels, leauing,the greateſt number of them, and 
moſt of kis apparel with Xa/ander;which he did partly to'giue the more cauſe toks- 
Jander to expe their returne,and foto be theleſle curioutly inquiſitiue afterthem: 
and parcly.to leauechoſe honourable thankes varo him, forts charge and kind- 
neſſe , which bee knew he would not other way receiuc. The good olde man ha- 
- uing neither reaſon ro difluade, ner hopeto perſwade, receiued thethings, with 
minde ofa keeper, not ofan owner; but before be went , deſired heemighthaue the 
happineſle, fully to.know what they were; which he ſaid , he had euertill then de- 
layed,fearing.to beany way importune:but nowbecould not beſomuchanenemy 
to his deſires, as any longer to impriſon themin ſilence; Paladins rold him, that the 
matter was not fo ſecrer, but that ſo worthy afriend deſerued the knowledge , and 
ſhould bane it as ſooneashe might ſpeake with his friend ; without whoſe conſent 
(becauſe their promiſebound him otherwiſe) he could notreveale it: buc bad him 
| hold for moſt aſſured, that ifthey liued but awhile, he ſhould find, that they which 
bare thenames of Daiphantus and Palladins,would give him and his,cauſetothinke 
his noble courtelie welimployed.Xa/anderwould preflebim no further,butdeſiring 
that he might have leaue to goe, oratheaſt toiſend his ſonneand ſeruants with him: 
Palladits brake off all ceremonies,by telling him, his caſe ſtood ſo, that his greateſt 


fauour ſhould bein making leaft a-doe of hisparting. Wherewith Xa/ander know- 


ing it to bemorecumberthen curteſie,co ſtriue,abſtained from further vrging him, 

but not from beartie mourning theloſle of fo ſweet a conuerſation. 

; OnelyC/irophon by wehement importunitie obtained to goe with him, to come 
againe to Daiphantis , whom hee named and accounted his Lord. And in ſuch 
priuate guiſe departed Paladins , though hauing a companion to talke withall , 
'yettalking much more with vnkindneſle. And firſt they wene to Manrines;whereof 
heceule Parthenia was, he ſufpe&ed there might be ſome canſe of his abode. But 
finding thereno newes of him, he went to Tegea, Ripa, Eniſpe , Stimphalas, and 

Phinens,famous for the:poylonous Stygian water, & through all the reſt of 4rcadis, 

making their eyes , their cares, and their tongues ſerue almoſt for nothing, bur 

that enquirie. But they could know nothing bur chatin none of thoſe places hee. 
was knowne. And fo went they,making one place ſucceedero another,in like vn- 

certainty rothetr ſearch,many times encountring' ſtrange adventures, worthy to be 

regiſtredin the rolls of fame : bur this may not be omitred. As they paſt ina plea- 
ſant valley ( of either (ide of which high hills lifted vp their beetle-browes, as itthey 


would-ouer looke the pleaſantneſle of their vnder proſpe& )they were by the dain 


tineſſe ofthe place,& the wearines of themlelues, inuited to light from their horſes; 


and pulled off their bits, that they might ſomerhing refreſh their mourhsvpon the 
graſle (which plentitully grew , brought vp vaderthe care of thoſe well ſhading 


trees) 
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trees) they themſelues layed them downe hard by the murmuring muſicke of cer. | 
raine waters,which ſpouted our ofthe ſide of the bils, and inthe bortomof the val- 
lie made of many ſprings a prettie brooke, likea common-wealth of many families: 
bur when they had a while harkened to theperfwalion of ſleepe , they roſe , and 
walk'c onward in that ſhadie place, til C/izophon eſpyed a piece of armour, & not far 
off anotherpcece: and ſothe fight of one _ teaching hitm-ro looke for more,hee 
at length foundall, with head-peece and ſhield, by the deuice whereof, which was 
"}- he ftraight knew icto be rhearmour of his couſin, the 

noble 4mphialus. Whereupon (fearing ſome inconuenience hapned vnto him )hee 
rold both bis doubrand cauſe of doubr to Paladins , who.(confidering thereof) 
rhoughr belt ro make no longertay, bur to follow'on : leaſt perchance ſome vio- - 
lence were offered ro ſo wortby a knight, whom the fame of the world ſeemed to (er 
in ballance with any Knight living Yet with a ſudden conceipt,baving long borne 
great honourtothe name of 4-m;phialns,Palladius thoughr beſt rotake that armour, 
thinking thereby to learne by them that ſhould know thatarmour, ſome newes 
of _{1mphialus,and yer not hinder bim in the ſearch of Daiphantns too. So he by 
the helpe of C/:t9phon. quickly put on that armour ,whereof there was no one peece 
wanting,though hacked.in ſome places, bewraying ſome fight tot long fince paſſed. 
Ir-was ſomething too great, bur yet ſerued well enough. And fo getting omtheir hor- 
ſes , they travelled bur a litcle way , when in opening of the mouth of the valley 
intoa faire field, they met with a Coach drawne with fouremilke white horſes fur- 
niſhed allin blacke, with a black-a- Moore'boy vpon enery borle,they all apparelled 
in white, the Coach irſelfe verie richly furniſhed in black & white. But before they 
could come ſo neere 'as to diſcerne what was within, 'there came running vpon 
them aboue 2 douzen horſemen, who cried to them! to yeeldthemſelues priſoners, 
or elſe they ſhould die. But Paladius not accuſtomed to grapnt over the pol- 
ſeflion of himſelfe vpon ſo vnin eitles , with ſword drawne, gave them ſorude - 
an anſwere, that diverſe of them neuer had breath to reply againe :for being well 
backt by Clicophon,and hauing an excellent horſe vnder him, when he was overpreſt 
by ſome, he auoided them, & ere th'orher thought of it, puniſhedin him his fellows 
faults: and fo eyther with cunning or with force, or rather with a cunning force, 
left none of them either liuing, or able to make bis life ſerue to others bure, Which 
being donegbe approched the Coach,afſuring the blacke boyes they ſhould have no 
hurt, who were elſe readie to baue run away, and looking into the Coach, be found 
in the oneenda Lady of great beautie,& ſucha beautie,as ſhewed forth'the beames 
both of wiſedomeand good nature, bur all as much darkned,as might be, with ſor- 
row. In the other, two Ladies (who by their demeanure ſhewed well, they were 
but her ſeruants) holding before them a piRure; in which was a goodly Gentleman 
(whom he knew not) painted, hauing in their faces a certaine waiting ſorrow, their 
eyes being infefted with their miftres weeping. Bur, the chiefe Lady baning nor ſo 
much as once hed the noiſe of his coflia(fo had ſorrow cloſed vp all theentries of 
her mind,& lone tied her ſenſes to that beloved piQure)now the ſhadow of him fal- 
ling vponthepifure made her caft vp her eye, & ſeeing the armour which too well 

' ſhe knew, thinking him to be 4-phie/ns theLord of her deſires(bloud coming more 
freely inco ber checks,as though ic would be bold, 6: yer there growing new againe ' 
pale for feare)with a pitiful look(like one vniuſtly condemned:)My Lord Amphiales 
{aid ſhe,you bane enough puniſhed me: it is time for crueltie to Jeaue you, and euill 


fortune mez[f not I pray you(and to graunt my prayer,fittertime nor FRI can 
| | aue) \ 
\ 
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hauc)accompliſhed the one even now,&finiſh che other. With char, ſorrow impati- 
ent to be ſlowly vttered in her often ftaying ſpeeches,poured ir ſelte {o falt initeares, 
that Paladins could not bold her longer in error,but pulling off his belmet,Madam 
(faid be) I perceiue yau miſtake me; 1 am a ſtranger in theſciparrs, ſet vpon (withour 
any cauſeginen by me) by ſome of your ſeruants, whom becauſe I have in my iuſt 
defence cuill entreated,I came ro make my excuſe to you, whom ſceing ſuch as Ido, 
1 findgreater cauſe why Iſhould crave pardon of you. When ſhe ſaw bis face, and 
heard his ſpeech, ſhe looked out of the Coact; & ſeeing her men, ſome flaine; ſome 
lying vader their dead horſes,and ſtriving to get from vader them, withour making 
more account ofthe matter ; Truly (ſaid ſhe) they are well ſerued that durRt lift vp 
theirarms againſt that.armour. But fir knight(ſaid ſhe)I pray you tell me,how come 
you by this armour?forif it be by the death of him'that-owed it,then have I more to 
fay vato you. Palladirs aflured herit was not lo, telling her the true maner bow he 
found ir: Itis like enough (laid ſhe)for that agrees with the maner he hath lately y. 
ſed.But I beſeech you lir(ſaid ſhe)fince your proweſle hath bereft me ofmy compa- 
nie,letir yer ſo far heale the wounds it ſelfe bath gtuen, as to guard me to: the next 
rowne. How great ſocuer my buſines be faire Ladie;ſaid he,itſhall willingly yeeldro 
fo noble a cauſe: but firſt euen by the fauour you beare to the Lord of this noble ar- 
mour,I coniure you to tell me the ftorie of your fortune herein, leſt hereafrer when 
the image of ſoexccllent a Ladie in fo ſtrange a plight come before mineeyes, I con- 
demne my ſelfe of want of conſideration in nat haning demanded thus much. Nej- 
ther aske I ic without proteſtation,that wherin my ſword and faith may availe you, 
they (hall bind themſelucs to your ſeruice. Your coniuration,faire Knighe(faid ſhe) 
is too ftrong for my poore ſpirit rodiſobey,and that ſhallmake me (without.any o- 
ther hope my ruine being but by one vnreleeuable) ro yrouge your will herein: and 
*to ſay the trurth,a ſtrange njceneſle were it in meeto refraine that from the eares of 
perſon repreſenting ſo much worthines, which I am glad eventorocks and woods 
to vtter. Know you then that my name js Hc/ev,Queene by: birth, and hichertopol- 
kiſſed of the faire cittie and tetritorie of Corinth. can faynomoreof my felfe, bur 
beloved of my people;and may iuſtly ſay beloued, lince theyre content to beare 
with my abſence,and folly.But I being left by my fathers death, & accepted by my 


people, in the higheſt degree that countrey could receine; afſoone, orrather, before - 


that my age was tipeforit , my Court quickly ſwarmed full of ſuters : ome per- 
chance loving my eſtate,others my perſon, but once I knowaltof them, howſoeuer 
my poſſe fons were in their hearts, my beaurie(luch as iis) was in theirmouthes, 


manie ſtrangers of princely & noble blood, and all of mine owne countrie,to whom - 


either birth or vertue gaue courage toauow ſo high a deſire. . 

Among the reſt,or rather before thereſt, was the Lord:?hi/oxenws,fonne &heire 
to the vertuous noble man Timorhers; which Timotheus was a man both in power;

But whiles Philoxenw in good fort purſued my fauour,'and perchance _ 
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riſbed bimſelfe with ouer much hope , becauſe hee fonnd I did in ſome ſort ac- 
knowledge his valew, one time among the reſt hee brought with him a deare friend 
of bis, with that (hee looked v = the piture before her, and ftraight ſighed, and 
ſraighc teares followed, as ifthe Idole ofdutie ought tobee ho with ſuch 
oblations, and then her ſpeech ſtaied the tale, hauing brought her ro looke, buc 
that looke having quite put her out of her tale. But Paladins greatly pittying ſo 
ſweetea ſorrow ina Ladie, whom by fame hee had alreadie knowneand honoured, 
beſought for ber promiſe fake, to put ſilence ſo long vnto her mooning, cill ſhee 
had recounted the reſt of this ftorie. Why ſaid ſhe,this is the piture of d-phialas: 
what need I ſay more vmo you? Whac eare is ſo barbarous but hath heard of _111-

I not that I would ſo: with thar (hee wepr againe; till hee againe ſoliciting the con- 
cluſion ofher ſtorie: Then muſt you (ſaid ſhee) know the ſtorie of 1mphialm: for 
his will is my lifegbis life my hiſtorie:and indeed in what can I berter imploy my lips 
then in ſpeaking ol.

This Knight then whole figure you ſee, but whoſe minde can bee painted by no- 
thing, but by theircrue ſhape of vertue,is brothers ſonne to Beſelives king of Arcadia, 
and in hischild boodeeſteemed his beire: till Baſi/iws in his old yeares, marrying a 
young and afaire Ladie, had of her thoſe two daughters, fo famous for their per- 
_ feRion inbeautie : which put by their young colin from that expeRation. Vher- 
upon his mother ('2 woman of a haughbtic heart, being daughter to the King of 
Argos,cither diſdaining, or fearing, that her ſonne ſhould liue vnder the power = 
Bafiline, ſent him to that Lord Timsihens) betweene whom and berdead husban 
there had paſſed ſtraight bandsof mntuall hoſpitalitie, tobe brought vp in compa- 
nie with his ſonne Philoxenns. | 
A happicreſolution for ©/Amphieles, whoſe excellent nature was by this meanes 
trained on with as good education, asany Princes ſonne in the world could baue, 
which otherwiſeit ts thoughthis mother (farre vaworthie of ſuch a ſonne)) would 
not have given him. The good Timerhers no lefle louing him then his own ſonne. 
Well,they grew in yeares;and ſhortly occaſions fell aptly to tric 4-mphia/nc,and all 
occaſions were bat teppes for bim to climefame by. Nothing was ſo hard, buc 
his valour oucrcame; which yet ſtill he ſo guided with true vertue; that alchough 
no man wasSinour parts ſpoken of but he for his manhood , yer as though therein 
he excelled himſelfe, be was commonly called the courteous Hmphialus. An end- 
lefſe thingit Were for me to tell, how manieaduentures (terrible to be ſpoken of) he 
x 17a ; what Monfters , what Giants, wbar conqueſts of countries, ſometimes 
viing policie, ſometimes force, but alwayes vertue well followed, and but followed 
by Philexenus:betweene whom,and him,lo faſt a friend{hip by education was knit, 
that atlaſt P hilexenns having no greater matterto employ his friedſhip in, then to 
win me, therein decired, and had bis verermoſt furtherance: ro that purpoſe brought 
he bim to my Court, where eruly I may iuftly witneſſe with bim , that what his wit 
could conceive (and his wit can conceiue as farre as the limits of reaſon firetch ) 
was all dirc&ed to theſerring forward the ſuite ofthis freind Philoxeras: mine eares 
could beare nothing from him, bur touching the worthinefle of 2h:/oxenw, and of 
the great happineſle it would be vnco mee to have ſuch a husband ; with many ar- 
guments, which God knowes, [ carinot well remember, becaule I did not _ be. 
ecue. 
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leeve. For why (hould I viſe many circumitances co come to that where alreadie [ 
am,& ever while [ live muſt continue? in few wayds, while be pleaded for another, 
he wan niz for himſelte : if at leaſt (with that ſhe ligbed )hbe would accountit a win- 
ning, tor his fame bad ſo framed che way to my minde; that his preſenceſo full of 
| beautie,ſweetnes, and noble conucrſation;had entred there before he vouchlafed to 
call for the keyes. O Lord,how did my ſoule hang at his lipps while bee ſpake! © 
when he infeeling maner would deſcribe the loue of his friend, how well (cthooghe 
1) doth loue berweene thole lips!when he would with daintieft eloquence ſtirre pic- 


tie in me toward Philoxenms, why ſure(laid I to my lelfe) Helen, be not atraid, this 


heart cannot want pittie: and when he wouldextoll che deeds of Philoxenns,whoin 
deed had but wayted of him therein, alas (thought I ).good Philoxtnme, how euill 
doth it become thy nanie to be ſubſcribed to his letter? what ſhould I lapiney whes 
ſhould I not ſay(noble Knight)who am not aſhamed,nay am delighted,thus to ex- 
preſſe mine owne paſſions? PR i bb 

Dayes paſt, his eagetnes for his friend neuer decreaſed, my affeRion to him ever 
increaſed. Atlength,in way of ordinarie curteſie, I obtained of bim(who ſuſpeRed 
no ſuch fans his piture,the only Aſmphidlus, 1 teare that I ſhall eucr enioy : 
and growne bolder, or madder, or bold with madnefſe, I diſcoucred my affeQion 
vnto him. But Lord,1 ſhall never forget, how anger and curtelie; at one inſtant ap- 
pearedin his eyes, when hee heard char motion : how with his bluſh hee taught me 
{hame.In ſumme,he left nothing vnaſſayed; which might diſgrace himſelf, co grace 
his friend; in ſweet termies making me receiue a moſt reſolute refuſall of himlelfe. 


But when he found that his preſence did far more perſwadefor himſelfe, then his 


ſpeech could do for his friend, be left my Court; hoping that forgetſullneſſe (which 
commonly waits vpon abſence) would make roome for his friend ; to whom he 
would not veterthus much([I think) for a kind feare not to grieve bim,or perchance 
(though he cares little for me)ofa certaine honourable gratefulneſle, nor yetto dif 
coucr ſo much ofmy ſecrets: but as it ſhould ſceme,meant to travel into farrecoun- 
tcies, vntill his friends affeRion either ceaſed, or prevailed. But within a while, Pb1- 
loxenus came to ſee how onward the fruits were of his friends labour, .when (as in 
trueth I cared not much how betook it)he found me ſitting, beholding this pifore, 
I know not with how aff:Qionate countenance, buc I ary ſure with a moſt affeRio- 
nate minde. I traight taundielouſie and diſdainetook hold of him, and yet the fro- 
* ward paine of mine own heart made me fo delight ro puniſh him, whom T efteemed 
the chicfeſt let in my way; thac when he with humble geſture,& vehement ſpeeches 
ſued for my fauour, [ told him, that I would heare him more willingly, ifhe would 
ſpeake for _4mphialus,as well as _Amphialus had done tor bim:hee never anſwered 
me,but pale & quaking, went ſtraight away ; & ſtraighr my heart miſgave me ſome 
euill ſucceſſe: and yer chough [ had authoritie enough to haue ſtayed him (as in 
theſe farall chings it fals ouc,char che bigh-working powers make ſecond cauſes vn- 
wictingly acceſſorieto their determinations) I did no further, but ſent a foor-man 
of mine (whoſe faichfulnes to me | well knew) trom place to placeto follow bim, 
& bring me word of his proceedings: which (alas) baue brought forth that which I 
feare I muſt euer rewe. | 1 | 
For he hadrtrauclled ſcarce a dayes iourney out of my countrey,but that (nor far 
from this place)he ouer-rooke_Amphialus, who (by ſuccouring a diſtreſſed Ladie) 
had be:ne hereſtaied: and by and by called him ro fight with him, proteſting that 
one ofthem two (hould die, you may ealily iudge how ſtrange 1t was to Amphialar, 
whoſe hart could accuſe it ſelfe ofno fault, bur too much affet:d coward bim, which 
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he(refu ſing to figh: with him)would faine haue made ?h/oxexwvnderſtand, but(as 


my ſeruant ſince told me(the morggſmphialus went backe,the morehe followed,cal- 
ling bim Traytor,;&coward,yet never telling rhe cauſe of this firange alteration. Ah 
Philoxenus ((aid Amphialus) Iknow I am no traytor, &thon well knoweſt I am no 


coward:but I pray thee content thy ſelfe with this much,& let this ſatisfie thee,thar . 


1louethee, ſince I beare thus much ofthee:but he leaving words,drew his ſword & 
gaue Amphialus agreat blow or two, which but for the goodnes of bisarmor would 
haue flaine him: & yet ſo farre did Amphialus containe himlelte,flepping afide, and 
ſaying to bim:Vell ?-iloxenus,& thus much villany am I conter to put yp,not any 
longer for thy ſake( whom I have no caule to loue, lince thou doſt iniure me, & wile 


not tell me the cauſe) but for thy vertuous fathers ſake, ro whom I am ſo much 


bound;l pray thee goaway,andconquer thineowne pathons,& thou ſhalemakeme 


ſoone yeeld to bethy ſeruant. Buche would not attend his words, bur ſtill ftrake ſo 
fiercely at Amphialus ,thatin the end (nature preuailingabove determination) hee 
was fain to defend himſelfe,& withall ſo to eftend him;that by an vnlucky blow the 
poore Philoxenu fell dead at his feete;hauving bad time only to ſpeake ſome words, 


wherby Ampbialss knew it was for my ſake:which whe Amphialu law,he forthwith - 


gaue ſuch tokens of true-felt forrow, that as my ſeruant ſaid, «no imagination could 
conceine greater wo.Bur that by & by,an vnbappy occaſion made 4mphialu paſle 
bimſelfe in ſorrow-for Philoxenuswasbutnewly dead, when there comes tothe fame 
place,the aged and vertuous Timothens; who (baving beard of kis ſonnes ſodaine & 
affionate manner of parting from my Court) had tollowed him as ſpeedily as he 
could: but alas not ſo ſpeedily,bur that be found him dead before he could onertake 
bim. Though my bear be nothing but a ſtage of Tragedies, yet I muſt confeſle, it is 
enen vnableto beare the miſerable repreſentation thereof; knowing Amphialwand 
Timotherns as | baue done. Alas what ſorrow, what amaſement, what ſhame wasin 
Amphialus,when be law bis decre foſter father, find him the killer of his only ſonne? 
1n my heart I know, be wiſhed mountaines had laine vpon him, to keepe him from 
that meeding, As for T im9theus, ſorrow of his ſonne, and (I thinke principally) vn- 
kindnefſe of Amphialss ſo deuoured his vital ſpirits, that ableto ſay no more bur 
Ampbialus, amphialis, have I! he ſanketotbe carth,and preſently died. | 

But not my tongue,though daily vſed ro complaints;no nor if my heart (which 

is nothing buc ſorrow) wereturned to tongues, durſt it vndertake to ſhew the vn. 


ſpeakeablenes of his griefe. But (becauſethis ſerues to make you know my fortune) * 


hee threw away his armour, even this which you haue now vpon you, which 
at the firſt ſight I vainly hoped: bee bad put on againe ; andthen (as aſhamed of 
the light)be ran into the thickeſt ofthe woods, lamenting , aud euen crying out ſo 
pittifully,that my ſeruant,(thougb of a fortunenot vſed ro much tenderneſſe)could 
not refraine weeping when hetold it me. He once ouertooke him, but Amphiales 
drawing his ſword, which was the onely part of his armes ( God knowes to what 
-purpoſe)he carried abovr him, cbreatned to kill him it he followed him,and withall 
bad him deliver this bitter meſſage, that he well enough found, l was the cauſe of all 
this miſchiefe;and that if I were a man, be wonld go ouer the world to kill me : but 
bad me affure my elſe, that of all creatures in the world, he moſt hated me. Ah 
ſir knight (whoſe eares I chink by this timearetyred with che rugged waies of theſe 
misfortunes)now weigh my caſe, ifat leaſt you know what loue is. For this cauſe 
have I left my countrey,putting in hazard how my people will in time deale by me, 
aduenturing whar perils or diſhonars might enſue, onely to follow him, who pro- 
claimeth bare againſt me, and to bring my necke vnto him,ifthat may redeeme my 
| | creſpaſle, 
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treſpace, andaſſwage bis fury. And:.now fir laid ſhe)you haveyourrequelt,l Kern = 


.you take painesto guide metothenext towne, that there [ mayigatherfuch of niyi 
companie againe, as your valour hath left me.Pal/adiar willingly condiſtuded: bur + 
ere they beganto go,there cameC/izophon,who tiaving bin ſamthing hurvbydneF 
chem,had purſued him a good way:at length ouertaking himiandreadie to kilfhim; 
vnderſtood they were ſeruancs to the faire Queeie Helen, ang that the eaſe of this 
eatrepriſe was for nothing, but ro make Ampiralus priſoner, whom they krew their 
miſtres ſought;tor ſhe concealed her ſorrow,not cauſe of herforrow fronxnobodie; 
"But Clzcophon( very ſorie for this accident)cameback to cymifort the Queen; els 
ping ſuch as were hurt in the beſt ſort that he could and framing friendly cooftruQi- 
ons ofthis ralbly vader-raken enmitie,when in comes another(til that cimevnſeen) 


 allarmed, with his beuer down,whe firſt Jooking roundabout v>onthe — 
et 


as ſoone as he ſpied Paladire,he drew his word, and making ne-other prologue, 
flic at bim.Bur Pa/adiw((orie for ſo-much harme as had alreadie happened)ſoughe 
rather to retire, and ward, thinking he might be ſome one that belonged tothe faire 
Queene, whole caſe in his hearr he pittied. Which C/z2ophon (ecing, ftepr betweene 
them,asking the new-come knight the cauſe of his quarrehwhoanſwered hint, that 
he would kill that theefe, who had ſtolneaway his Maſtets arthour: if he did notre- 
ſoreic. With that Palladins lookt vpon him, and ſaw that heofthe other fide had 
Palladius own armour vpon him : truly (ſaid 2a/e&#ws)iif:I haue Rolne this armour; 
you did not buy that,butyou ſhall not fight with me vponſucha quarrell;you ſhall 
have this armour willingly, which I did onely put on todoe honour to the owner. 
But Cliropbon ſtraight knew by his words and voyce;thatit was /rmrenworthefaithfull 
and diligent Page of Amplialss; and thetetore telling him that he was C/rrophoy, 
and willing bim to acknowledge his error to the other; who deſerved all honor;the 
young Gentleman pulled off his head-picce, and'(lighting) went to kiſle:2efodine 
hands, deſiring him to pardon his folly ,- cauſed by extreamegreife, which' eaſily. 


. might bring farth anger, Sweete Gentleman (ſaid PaZadixs) you ſhall onhely make 


me this amends that you ſhall carrie this your Lords armour from meto him, and 
tell him from an vnknown knight (who admires his worthines) thathe cannot-caſt 
a greater miſt ouer his gloxie, then by- being vakind to ſo excellent a Princeſle as 
this Queeneis./ſmens promiſed be wopld as looneas be durſt find his Maſter: and 
with that went to doe his duetic to the Quetne, who in all theſe encounters afto-

- menus, (aid (he, hereis my Lord, where is yours? or come you to-bring mee ſome 


ſentence of death from him?ifit be ſo; welcumebeir., I pray you ſpeake,and ſpeake 
quickly. Alas Madam ſaid /ſwenue, I bauc loſt my Lotd, with that teares came 
vnto hiseyes) for aſloone as the vahappie combiate. was concluded with the death 
both of father and ſonne, my Maſter caftivg ofthis atmour , went his way : forbid- 
ding me vpon paine of death to follow him: Yaedivers dayes Followed his ſteppes, 
till laſtly I found him, having newly met with-dn excellent Spaniel], bellongingts 
his dead companion Philoxenue, The dogee ſtraight fawnedon my Maſter forolde 
knowledge:but neuer was there thing more vittallcheots beare my Maſter blame 
the dogge for loving his maſters myrtherer, refiewing a freſhhis complaines, with 
the dumbe councellor, as if they might-comfort.one another in their miſcries. But 
my Lord hauing ſpyed me, roſevp in fnch rage, that in truth {feared hee: would 
Kill me:yer as then ke ſaid only,if I would not diſpleaſe him I ſhould notcome neer 
him till he ſeat for me too harda.commandement for me to diſobey: Þ yeelded; 
leauing him only waited on by his dog, and mw thinke ſeeking outthe Dn - 
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places, that thisorany other countrie can graunt bim:and | returning where Thad 
keft his armour, found another in ſtead thereof, and (difdaining I muſticonfeſſe thar 
. any ſhopld-beare thearmourof the beſt Knight lining) /armed my fetfetherein to 
play the foole;as cuen now 1 did. Faire 1/men (laid the Queene)a fitter meſſenger 

could hardly be to-vnfold my Tragedie: I ſeethe end, Iſeemy end:;''o tt 

. Withthbat (ſobbing) ſhe deſired ro be conduRed to the next towne, where Pals 
dinslefe. her to bewayted on by Clitophon,at Palledins earneſt entreatie, who deſired 
aloneto take chat meldncholy courſe of ſeeking his friend; and therefore changing 
armours4gaine with 1ſmenu(who went withallto a caſtle belongivg to his maſter) 
he continued his queſt for bisfriend Daiphantue.

 -Sadireted he his courſe to Leconia,alwell among the Helors,as Spartans: There 
indeed he found his fame — his monuments engrauen in Marble, and yer 
moredutably in mens memoties, but the vniverſall lamenting his abſented pre- 
ſence, allured him of his preſentabſence. Thence into the Z/caw province, to ſee 
whetheratithe Olympian games (there celebrated ) hee might in ſuch concourſe 
bleſſe his eyes wich {6 defired anencounter : but that huge and ſportfull afſembly 
grew.to hitn a tedigus lonclineſle, eſteeming no bodie found, ſince D arphantus was 
loſt: Aftetward be paſſeth through C1chaz and Sicyonia,to the Corimthians, proude 
of their two Seas, tolearne whether by the ftreight of that-7Zbms, it were poflible 
to know ofhispaſſage. But findingeverie place more dumbe then other to bis de- 
thaunds,and remembring that it was late taken love, which bad wrought this new 
courſe; btcreturned againe: (afrertwo moneths trauaile in vaine) to make a freſh 
ſearch it-4rcadre; ſo much the more, asthen firſt he bethoughe himſelfe of the pi- 
RuteofÞbi/oclee(whichreſembling her he had once loned)might perhaps awake a- 
gaine that ſleeping paſſion, And having alreadie paſt ouerthe greateſt part of Arca- 
dia, ohne day comming vader the {ide.of the pleaſant mountaine Aena/w, his horſe 
(notbicigguiltie of hisinquiſitiuedeſſe) with flar-ryring taught him , thar diſcreete 
ſtayes niakes Tpecdie iournies : and thereforelighting down,G& vabridling his horſe, 
be bimſelfe went to repoſe bimſelfe in alittle wood he ſaw thereby. Where lying 
vnder theprocettion ofa ſhadie tree, with intention to make forgetting ſleepe com- 
fort a forrowfullmemorie, be ſawa ſight which perſwaded,& obtaynedofhis eyes, 
that they would abide yet a while open. Icwasthe appearingofa Lady, who becauſe 
ſhe walked with her {ide toward him, be could not petfeRly ſee her face; but fo 
much he mightſce of her,thart was a ſuertie for the reft,thatall was excellene. 

Well might be perceiue the hanging of herbaire in faireſt quantitie , in lockes 
ſome curled, and ſome as it were frogotten,withſuch a careleſſe care,and an art ſo hi- 
ding art,that ſhe ſeerned ſhe would lay them for a patterne, whether nature ſimply, 
or nature helped by cunning , beithe more excellent: the reſt whereof was drawne 
into a Coronet of gold richly'fet with pearle,and(o joined all oner with gold wyers, 
& couered with feathers of digers colours, thar it was not vnlike to an helmet, ſuch 
glictering ſhevw ic bare,& ſo bravely it was held vp from the head. Vpon her bodie 
ſhe ware a doublerofskie colour Satin,covered with plates of golde, andas it were 
nailed with precious ones, tharin it ſhemiptitſeeme armed;the neather part of her 

enewas full of ſtuife, and curafter ſuch a faſhion, thatehough the length ofir 
reached cotheankles,: yer in her going onemipght ſometimes diſcerne the ſmall of 
ber lkegge, which with thefoor was drefſedin a {hort paire of crimſon Veluct Bu(- 
Lins,in ſome places open{as the ancient maner was)toſhew the fairenes ofthe skin. 
Ouerall this ſhe wore a certainemantell, madeiri fach nxaner, that comming vnder 
her riglicarme,and couering moſt of that ſide, it had ho faſtning on theleft fide,

butonely vponthe top of the ihdulder,where the two ends mer, and were cloſed to> 
gether with a verie rich jewell:the denice whereof, as he after ſaw , was this; a Her- 
cules made iv little forme, but ſer with a diftalfe in his hand, as he once was by Om 
phales commandemeat, with a word in Greeke, butthusto be interpreted, Neuer 
more valiant. Onthe ſame fide, on ber thigh ſhe ware a ſword, which as itwitneſſed 
her co bean_{meon,or one following thar profeſſion, ſo it ſeemed bur a needleſſe 
weapon, fince ber other forces were without withftanding. Buechis Lady walked 
out right till he might ſee herenter into a fine cloſe arbour : it was oftrees; whoſe 
branches ſo louingly encerlacedone the other,that it could reſiſt the ongeſt violece 
ofeye-light;bur ſhe went into it by a doore ſhe opened, which moued him as warily 
ashe could followher,and by & by he might beare her ſing this ſong, with a voice 
no lefle beautiful ro his eares, then her goodlinefle was full of harmonieto his eyes.

Nay,weareto reſolve, that if reaſon 
 dire& it, we muſt do it;and if we muſt do it, we will do it-for to ſay I cannot,is chil- 
diſb, and [ will not, womaniſh. And ſee how cxtreamely euerie way you endaunger 
your mind; for to take this womaniſh habite ( without you: frame your behayiour 
accordingly) is wholly vaine: your behauiour can never come kindly from you,but 
as the mind is proportioned vnto it. So that you mult reſolue; if you will play your 

art to any purpoſe, what ſoeuer peeuilh imperfeRions arein that ſex,to ſoftentyour 
hear to receive them,the verie firſt down-ſtep toall wickednes:for doe not deceiue 
your ſelfe,my deare couſin, there is no man ſodainlycither excellently good, or ex- 
treamely euill, burgrowes citheras he holds bjimſelfe vp invertue, or lets himſelfe 
{lideto viciouſnes. Andletjvs ſee, whit pomeris the author of all theſe troubles; for- 
oth love, loue,a paſſion,and the baſeſt & fruitlefleft of all paffions: feare breedeth 
wit, anger is the cradle of courage; ioy opeueth and enabletbche heart: ſorrow, as it 


 cloſetb, foitdrawethit inward to Jooke tothe correAingofit ſelfe; and ſo all of 


them generally haue power towards ſame good by thediredionofReaſon;But this 
baſtard Loue (for indeed the name of Loueis moſt vn worthily applied too hate- 
full a humour)as it isengendred betwixt luſt & idleneszas the matter it works vpon 
is nothing but a certaine baſe weakenes, which ſome gentlefooles calla gentle heart; 
as his aioyned companions be vnquietnes, longings, fond comforts, faint diſcom- 
forts, hopes, icaloufies, vogrounded rages, cauſleſſe yeelding : ſois the higheft end 
itaſpires vato412 little pleaſure with much paine before, and great repentance after, 
Butthat endihow cndlefle ic runs to infiniteevills, were fit enough for the matter 
wa ſpeak of, but not for youreares, in whom indeed thereis ſo much true diſpoſiti- 
onto: vertue; yetthus much of bis worthy effe&s.in your ſelfe is to be ſeene., thar 
(beſides your breaking lawes of boſpitalitic with Xal/ander,& of frindhip with me) 
it utterly ſabuerrs the courſe of nature, in making reaſon give place to ſence,& man 
towoman.And truely 1 chinke bereupon it firſt gate the name of Loue: for indeed 
thecrueloue bath thatexcellent nature ini, that ic doth tragsforme the very eſſence 
_ ofthe loner into the thing loued; vniting, and as it were incorporating it with a ſe- 
cretand inward working. And herein do theſe kinds of loues imitate the excellent: 
for as the lone of heauen makes one heavenly, the loue of vertue, vertuous; ſo doth 
the lJouc of the world make one become worldly : and thiseffeminate love ofa wo- 
man, doth ſo womanize a man, that(ifhe yeeld to it) it will not only make him an 
Amazon;butalaunder,a diftafe,a ſpinner,or what ſocuer other vile occupation their 
idle heads can imagine, and their weake hands performe. Therefore(to trouble you 
no longer with my tedious, but loving words) if either you remember what you 
are, what you haue beene, or what you muſt be: if you conſider what itis that mo- 
ued you,or by what kinde of creature you are moued, you ſhall finde the m_—_ 
mall, 
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ſmall, the effeR ſo dangerous , your ſelte ſo vnworthy to run into the one,or td be 
driven by the other, thac I doubt nor, I ſhall quickly have occa(ion racher to praiſe 
yowtor hauing conquered ir, then to giue you further councell, bow to doe ir. Bur 
in Pyrocles this ſpeech wrought no more, but that hes, who before hee was eſpyed, 
was a fraid;after, being perceiued,was aſhamed, naw being bardly rubd vpon,lefc 
both feare and ſhame, and was moued to anger.But the exceeding good will be bare 
ro Muſidorus ſtriving with itz hee thus partly co ſatisfie bym,, bur principally to 
looſe the reines to his owne motions, made him anſwere: Couſin, whatſceuer 
good diſpoſition nzture hath beſtowed vpon me,or howſoever that diſpolitionhath 
bin by bringing vp confirmed, this I muſt confeſle, that I am. not yet come. to thar 
degree ofwiſedome,to thinke lighcof the ſexe, of whom I baue my life, ſince if I be 
any thing (which your friend{hip rather finds, then I acknowledge)I was to come 
to it. borne ofa woman, & nurſed of a woman. Andcertainly (for this point of your 
ſpeech doth neereſt rouck me ) it is ſtrange to ſeethe vnmanlike crueltte of man- 
kind, who not content with their tyrannous ambition, to haue brought the others 
vertuous patience vnderthem{like childiſh maſters) thinke their maſterhood no- 
thing, without doing iniurie tothem, who (if we will argue by reaſon) are framed 
of nature with the ſame parts of the minde for theexerciſe of vextue, as wee are. 
And for example, even this eſtate of 4m4zons (which I now for my greateft ho- 
nour do ſeeke to counterfeit) doe well witneſle, thatif generally the ſweernefle of - 
their diſpoſizion did not make them ſee the vainenelle of theſe things, which we ac- 
count glorious,they neither wanc valour of mind, nor yet dotlytheir faireneſſe take 
away their force, And truely we men, andJpraiſers ofmen, ſhould remember;thartit 
wee hane ſuch excellencies, it is reaſon to thinke them excellent creatures , of 
whom weeare ; ſince a Kyte neuer brought forth a good flying Hawke. Buttotell 
you true, as I thinke it ſuperfluous to. vie any words of ſucha'ſubieR, who is ſo 
praiſed init ſelfe as it needes no praiſes ; ſo withall I feare leſtmy conceit ( notable 
to reach vnto them) bring forth words, which for their vnworthineſſe may bea dil- 
gracetotheml ſo inward]y honour. Let this ſuffice, that theyare capable of vertue, 
and vertue(you your ſelues ſay)is to be loued,and I too, truly: but this I willingly * 
confeſle, that it likes me much better, when [ finde vertuc ina faire lodging, then 
when I am bound to ſeeke it in an ill-fauoredcreature , likea pearle in a dunghill- 
As for my faulc of being an vnciuill gueſt ro Xa/ander,it you could feele what an ins 
ward gueſt my ſclfe am hoſte vnto, ye would thinke it verieexcuſable, in char I ra- 
ther perform the duties of an hoſt,then the ceremonies of a gueſt. And for my brea- 
King the lawes of friendſhip with you ( which I would rather die , then efteQually 
doe, )truely I could findein my heart ro aske you pardon for it, but that your now- 
handling of me gines me reaſon to confirme my former dealing. And here Pyroctes, 
ſtaied, as to breathe himlſelfe, hauing beene tranſported with a little vehemencie 
becauſe it ſeemed bim Mu{idorizs had ouer-bitterly glaunced againft therepuration 
ofwomankind: but then quieting bis countenance(aſwell as out ofan vnquier mind 
it might be)he thus proceeded on:And poore Loue (ſaid he) deerecouln, is little 
bebolding vato you, (ince you arenot contented to ſpoileit of the honour of the 
higheſt power of themind, which notable men haue artributed vntoir, but yee de- 
ie it below all other paſſhons, in truch ſomewhat ſtrangely; ſince,if loue receive a- 
ny diſcrace; it is by the companie of theſe pafhons you preferre beforeir. Forthole . 
kinds of bitter obigRions (as,thar luſt, idleneſle, and a weake heart, ſhould be, as it 
were,thc matter anY forme of loue)rathertouch me, deere Mxſidorws,then loue,bur 


I am good witneſle of mine owne imperfeRions , and therefore will not _ = 
| elfe; 
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ſelfe: but herein I muſt ſay, you deale contrarie to your ſelfe: for if I be ſo weake, 
then can you not with reaſon ſtir me vp as ye did , by remembrance of mine owne 
vertue: or ifindeed 1 be vertuous, then muſt ye confeſle, that loue hath his working 
ina vertnous heart; and ſo no doubt bath ir, whatſocuer I be:for, if we love vertue, 
in whom ſhall we loue it but ina vertoous creature? wichout your meaning be, [ 
ſhould loue this ward, 7erzne,where I ſee it written in a booke. Thoſe troubleſome 
effe&s you lay it breeds, be not the faulrs of loue,but of him that loues,as an vnable 
veſſell ro beare ſuch a liquor, like evill eyes,nor able tolooke on the Sunne;or like a 
weake braine ſooneſt overtrhowne with the beſt wine.Euen that beauenly love you 
ſpeake of, is accompanied in ſome bearts with hopes, griefes , longings, and dif 
paires. And in that heavenly loue, ſince there are two parts,the one the love it ſel'e, 
th'other the excellencie ofthe thing loned;I,not able ar the firſt leape to frame both. 
in me,doe now(like a diligent workeman)make readie the chiefe inftrument,and firſt 
part ofthat great worke, which is loue it ſelfe; which when I bauea while praiſed 
in this ſort, then you ſhall ſce mee rurneit to greater matters. And thus gently you 
. may(ifit pleaſe you)thinke of me. Neither donbe yee, becauſe I wearea womans 
apparell,I will be the more womaniſh, fince I aſſure you (for all my apparell) there 
is nothing I deſire more,then fully co proue my (ele a man in this entrepriſe. Much 
mightbeſaid in my defence, much more for loue , and moſt ofall for that divine 
creature, which hath ioyned me and loue together. But theſe diſputations are ficter 
for quiet ſchooles then my troubled braines, which are bent rather in deedsto per- 
forme, then in Fords to defend the noble deſire that poſſeſſeth mie. O Lord laid 
Mmufidorus )how {harpe-witted you areto burt your ſelfe; No (anfwered he) bur ic 
is the hurt you ſpeake of, which makes me ſo ſharp-witted. Even ſo(faid Hnfidorws) 
ascuerie baſe occupation makes one ſharpe in that praQiſe, and fooliſh in all the 
reſt. Nay rather ( anſwered Pyrocles ) as each excellent thing once well learned 
ſerues for a meaſure of all other knowledges. And is that become (laid Muſidors) a 
meaſure for other things, which never receined meaſure in ic ſelfe ? It is counted 
without meaſure(anſwered Pyroc/es) becauſe the workings of it are without mea- 
ſure,but otherwiſe, in nature it hath meaſure, ſince it hath anend allotted vnto ir, 
The beginning being ſo excellent, I would gladly know the end, Enioying, anſwe- 
red Pyrocles, withadeep ligh. O (faid Maſrdorws)now ſet ye forth the baſenes of ir, 
ſinceifit end in enioying, it ſhewes all chereſt was notbiog, Ye miſtake me (anſwe- 
red Pyrocles,)] ſpeake ofthecnd to which it is dire&ted; whichend ends nor,no ſoo- 
nerthen the life. Alas,let your owne braine difenchant you (ſaid Muſidorms,) My 
heartistoo farre pofſeſled(faid Pyrocles.) But the head giues you direRion:And the 
heart giues melife anſwered Pyrocles. | 

Bur Maſidorus was ſo grieued to ſee his welbeloued friend obſtinate ( as hee 
thought) co his owne defiruQion, that it forced him with more then accuſtomed 
vehemencieto ſpeake theſe words. Well, well{faid be) you liſt to abuſe your ſelfe; 
it was avery white & red vertue, which you ceuld picke out of a painterly gloſe of a 
viſage. Confeſſerhe truth,and ye ſhall findeche vemoſt was but beavtie; a thing, 
whichthough it bein az greatexcelency in your ſelfe as may be in any, yer [ am ſure 
you make no furcher reckningofir, then of an outward fading benefit nature beſto- 
wed vpon you. And yet ſuch is your want ofatrue grounded vertue, which muſt be 
like it ſelfe in all pointszthat what you wiſely accounta trifle in your ſelfe, you fond- 
ly become a ſlaue vato another. For my part I nowproteſ}, I have left nothing 
vnſaid,which my wit could make me know,or my moſt entire friendſhip to youre- 
quires of me; I do now beleech you cuen for the loue betwixt vs ( it this other loue 
haue 
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| haveleftanyin you towards me) and for the remembrance of your old careful] fx 

ther (if you can remember him char forget yourſelfe, ) laſtly, for 2yroclesowne lakes 

(who is now vpon vhe point offalling or riſing) co purge your ſelte of this vile infe- 
| Rion, otherwiſe giue me leaueto leaue off this dame of friend(hip, az anidle ticle 
of aching which cannot be, where vertue isaboliſhed. The lengeh of theſe ſpeeches 
beforchad not ſo muchcloyed Pyrecles, though he were very impatient of long de- 
liberations;as this laſt farewell of him he loued as bis own life, did wound his ſoule; 
For thinking bimſelfe affli&ted , he was the aprerto conceive vnkindneſſe deepely: 


infomuch that ſhaking his head,anddeliuering ſome ſhew of teares, he thous vitered 
his griefes: Alas (ſaid be) Prince Maſidorus, bow cruelly you deale with me; if you 
ſeeke the viorie, takeir, and if ye liſt the triumph : haue you allthe reaſon of the 
world, and with me remaine all the imperfeRions ; yer ſuch as T can no more lay 
from me,then the Crow can be per{waded by thaSwan to caſt off all his blacke fea- 
thers. Bur truly you deale with melike a Phyficion,that ſeeing his Patient in 2 peſti- 
lent feuer;ſhould chide bim in ſtead ofminiftring belpe,& bid bim be ſick no more; 
or ratherlike ſuch a friend, that viſiting his friend condemned to petuall priſon, 
and loaden with grieuous fetcers,ſhould wil him to ſhake off his ferters,or hewovld 
leaue him.1 am icke, and ickero the death ; Iam priſoner , neither is thereany re- 
dreſſe, bur by herto whom Iama ſlaue. Now if you lift, leaue him that loves you 
in the higheft degree: But rememberener to carriethis with you, that you abandon 
your friend in his greateſt extremitic. = | = > 
And herewith the deepe wound ofhis loue being rubbeda freſh with this new 
' vakindnefſe, began asit were to bleed again, in ſuch ſort that he was vnable tobeare 
it any longer , but guſhingout aboundanceofreares, and crofling his armes ouer his 
wotull heatr, he ſunke downe tothe ground: which ſodainetrance went fo to the 
heartof Auſidorne, that falling downe by bira, and kiſſing the weeping eyes of his 
freind,he beſought him not to make account at his ſpeechb;which if ichad bin over- 
vehement, yet was it tobe borne withall, becauſe ie came out ofa loue much more 
vehement, that he had not thought fancie could bauerecciued ſo deepe a wound; 


bur now finding in him the force of it, hee would no further contrarieit, but em- - 


ploy all his ſeruice to medicine it, in ſuch ſort as the nature of ic required. Burenea 
this kindneſſe made Pyroclesthe more melt in the former vakindneſle; which his 
manlike teares well-ſhewed, witha ſilent looke vpon CIſnfidorws, as who ſhopld 
ſay, Andisit poſſible that Ms/idorus ſhould threaten to leaue me? And this ftrooke 
Maſidoras mind and ſences ſo dumbe too, thar for griefe being not ablero ſay any 
thing, they reſted with their eyes placed one vpon another, in ſuch ſort , as mighe 
well paint out the true paſhon of vnkindneſle ro be never aright, but betwixt them 
that moſt dearely loue. | 

Andrbus remainedthey atime, till at length Msfidoru embracing bim, faid, 
And will you thns ſhakeof your freind? It is you that ſhake me off (ſaid Pyrocles) 
being for my vnperfeRnefle vnworthie of your freind{hip. But this (ſaid Muſidorys) 
ſhewes you more vnperfe&,to be cruell to him,that ſubmits himſelfe vato you,bur 
ſince you are vnperfe(laid he,ſmiling)itis reaſon you be gouerned by vs wiſe and 
perſe& men. And thatauchority will I begin totake vpon mee, with three abſolute 
commandements:the firſt,thar you increaſe not your evill with further griefes: the 
ſecond,thar you loue her with all chepowers of your ming:and the laft commande- 
ment ſhall be, you command me to doe what ſeruice I cantowards cheattaining of 
your deſires. Pyrosles heart was not ſo oppreſſed with the ewo mightie paflions of 


lone and vnkindnefle, butthat ir yeelded to ſome mirth at this commandement of 
q Msſidoris 
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Xufidv7us; that he ſhould lone, fo that ſomething clearing his face fronhis formet 
ſhewes ofgriefe; Well(faid he)deerecoulin, I ſee by the well-chufing of your com» 
mandements,that you are farre fitter to bea Prince than a Councellor, anditherfore 
Fam reſoluedto imploy all my endeuour to obey you, with this condition,thac the 
commandemients ye command me to lay vpon you,ſhall only'be,that you continue 
ro loue me, & looke vpon my imperfe&ions with more affetion than indgement, 
Lone you(ſaid he,)alas,how can-my heart be ſeparated trom-therrueimbracing of 
it, without it burſt, by being too full of ir? Bur{ſaid he) ler vs leaue offthefe flowers 
of new begun friend({hip; and now I pray you againetell me, butrell it mefully, 0- 
miteing no circumſtance, the ſtorie of your affeions, bottr beginning, and procee+ 
ding ; aſſuring your ſelfe, that thereis-nothing ſo great, which I will tearero doe for 
you,nor nothing ſo ſmall, which I will di{daineto-do for you.. Let me therefore re- 
ceiue a cleere vnderſtanding, which manie times we miſle, while thoſe things we ac- 
count ſmall,as a ſpeech,or a looke,are omicted,like as'a whole ſentence may faile of 
his congruitie by wanting one particle. Therefore berweene freinds all muſt be laid 
open,nothing being ſuperfluous nor tedious. You (hall be obeted(ſaid Pyrvcles)and 
hereare we inas fita place for it as may be;forthisarbor no bodicoffers tocomein- 
to but my ſelfe, | vſing it as my melanchglieretriting place,and tlicrfore that. reſpet 
is borne vnto it + yerif by chaunce any ſhould come,lay thit: you ateaſcruant lent 
from the Queene of the 4-mazoxs to ſeeke me,andthen letmealone forthe reft. So 
faterhey downe,and Pyrocles thus ſaid : SuimorTixoa bien wid nt bag gs 

Couſin (ſaid he)then began the farall overthrow ofall my libertic, when walking 


among the pituresin Xa/anders Mouſe, year your felfe delinezed vatomee what you 


had vnderſtood of P5:/oclea,who much refembling(though Imuſt ſay)much ſurpal< 
fing)che Ladic Ze[mane, whom ſo well I loued: there were miticeyesinſeatd, and 
at your mouth did I drink my poiſon. Yetalas;ſo ſweer was ivvnto me;that4 could 


not be contented, till Xa/ader had made itmoreand more ftrong with bis declargs 


tion, Which the more I queſtioned,the moze pittie, I conceined- of her vnworthig 
fortunezand when wich pittie ence my heart was made tender,according tothe apt- 
neſle of the humovr,it received quickly a cruell impreſſion of that wonderful paſh- 
6n, which to be defined is impoſhble, becauſe no words reachto the firange vature 
of it:they only know it, which inwardly feeleit;ic is called Lone. Yet did I not{poor 
wretch)art firſt know my diſeaſe,thinking it only ſuch.a wonted kind of deſireto ſee 
rare {ighrs,and my pittie to be no other,bur the fruits of of a gentle nature. But euen 
this arguing with my ſelfe came of further thoughts , and the ' more 1 argued, the 
more my thoughts encreaſed. Deſirous I was to ſee the place where ſhe retained, 
as though the ArchiteAure of the Lodges would bave beene much for my learningy 
but mare deſirousto ſee her ſelfe,to be indge,forſooth,of the Painters cunning. For 
thus at the firſt did I flatter my ſelfe,as though my wound had beene no deeper: bur 
when within ſhort time I came to the degree of vncertaine withes, andthat thofe 
wiſhesgrew to inquiet longings,when I could fixe my thoughts vpon nothing, bue 
that within little varying they ſhould end with Ph:/ocles:when each thing I ſaw, 
ſeemed to figure out ſome part of my paſſions; when even Partheria's faire face be- 
camea leQure ro me of Philocles's imagined beautie; when I heard no word ſpoken, 
but that me thoughtir carried the ſound of Philoclea's name;then indeed,then Fdid 
yeeld tothe burthen, finding my ſelfe priſoner;before I had leiſure to arme my lelfe: 
and that I might well, like thE Spaniell,gnaw vpon the chaine that ties him ; but I 
ſhould ſooner marre my tceth,then procure libertie- yer I take to witneſle the eter- 
nall ſpring of vertue, that I had neuer read, heard,nor ſcene any thing ; I had never 

any 
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any taft of Philoſophie, nor inward feeling in my ſelfe , which for a while I did oor 
call ro my, faccor.But(alas)wharreliſtance was there, whenere long my verjereaſon 
was,(yen will ſay corrupted) I muſt confeſſe,conquered,and that me thought even 
reaſon did afſure me,chatall eyes did degenerate from their creation, which did not 
honour ſuch beautic ? Nothing in truth could hold any plea with ic, but the reue- 
rend friendſhip 1 beare vnto you. Forasit went againſt my heart to breakeany way 
from you,fodid I feare morethen any aſſaulc to breake ic to you: finding(as it isin- 
deed)thatto a heartfully reſolute,councell istedious, but reprehenſion is lothſome: 
and thar there is nothing more terrible ro a guilitie beart,then the eye ofareſpeRed 
friend. This made me determine with my lelfe (thinking ir a lefle fault in friend- 
ſhip ro doea thing witbout your knowledge, then againſt your will)totake this ſe- 


cret courſe; which conceit was moſt builded vp in me,thelaſt day ofmy parting and 


ſpeaking wich you, when vpon. your ſpeech with me, & my but naming lone(when 
elſeperchance I would baue gone further) I ſaw your voyce and countenance ſo 
chaunge,as itaſſured me , my revealing. it ſhould but purchaſe your. griefe with 
my cumber, and therefore (deare Mxſidorws) euen ran away from my well knowne 
chiding:for baning written a letter, whick I know not whether you found or no,and 
taken my chiefe iewels with me, while you-were inthe middeft of your ſport, I got 
a time(as I thinke) vamarked by any, to fteale away I cared not whither,ſo I mighe 
eſcape you,and ſo came I to 1thoniain the Province of Meſſenis;where lying ſecret, 
I put this in praiſe, which before | bad debiſed. For remembring by Philanax bis 
letter & X xlenders ſpeech, how obſtinately Beſi[r5 was determined not to marie his 


daughrers,/and therefore fearing leaſt any publike dealing (nould rather increaſe her 


captiuitie,then further my loue; Loue(therefiner ofinuention) had putin my head 
thus co diſguiſe my lelfe, that vnder that maske I might (if it were poflible) get ac- 
ceſle,& whar acceſle could bring forth, commitro fortune & induftrie, determining 
to beare the countenance of an Amazon.

I could not chuſe but ſmile at him, ſeeing him looke fo like an 
Ape that had newly taken a purgation; yet taking my ſelfe with the manner, ſpake 
theſe words to my ſelfe: O ſpirit (ſaid I)of mine, bow canſt thou receive any mirth 
in the midſt of thine agonies ? and thou mirth , how dareſt thou enter imtoa minde 
ſo growne oflate thy profeſſed enemie? Thy ſpirit (ſaid D ametas, ) doftthou thinke 
mea ſpick? I tell thee I am Baſilins ofticer, & haue charge of him and his daughters. 
O only pfarle(ſaid I ſobbing)char ſo vilean oyſter ſhould keep thee?Bythe combe- 
caſe of Dina (ſware Dameras this woman is mad : oyſters and pearles? doeſt thou 
thinke I will buy oyſters? Icell che once againeget thee packing, and with that lif- 
ted vp his bill to hic me with the bluntend ofit : but indeed that put mequice our 
of my leflon;ſo that I forgat all Zelmaexes ſhip,and drawing out my ſword,the baſe+. 
nefle of the vilaine yet made me ſtay my hand, and he (who, as Xa/a»der told me, 
from bis child-hood ever feared the blade of a ſword) ran backe,, backward ( with 
his hands aboue his head) at leaſt twentie paces, gaping and ſtaring, with the verie 
grace(I thinke)of the clownes, that by Larones prayers were turned into Forgs. Ae 
length ſtaying, finding himſelte withoutthe compaſſe of blowes , hee fell roa freſh 
ſcoulding,.in ſuch manerly maner, as might well ſhew hee had paſſed through the 
diſcipline of a Tauerne; Bur ſeeing mee walke vp and downe, without marking 
whar he ſaid , he went his way (as I perceived afcer) to Baſins: for within 2 
while hee came vnto mee, bearing indeed ſhewes in bis countenance of an honeſt 


_ - and well minded Gentleman, & with as much curteſie as Damertes with rudenefſe 


faluting me: Faire Ladie (ſaid hee) itis nothing ftrange, char ſuch a ſolicarie place 
as this (hould receive ſolitarie perſons ; but much doe | marvell , how ſuch a beau- 
tie as yours is, ſhould be ſuffered to'be thus alone. I (that now knew it was my 
part toplay) looking with a grave maieſtie vpon bir, asifI found in my ſelfe cauſe 
to be reverenced. They are neuecralone (ſaid I) that are accompanied with noble 
choughrs.But thoſe choughts (replyed Baſilivs)) cannot in this your lonelineſle nei- 
ther warrant you from ſuſpition in others, nor defend 'you from melancholy in 
your ſelfe:'[chen ſhewinga miſlike that be preſſed me o farre; I ſeek no better war- 
rant, ſaid I,then my owne conſcicnce,nor no greater pleaſure then mine owne con- 
rentation. Yet vertue ſeekes toſatisfie others, ſaid Baſil1##. Thoſe that be good, 
faid I, and they will be ſatisfied as long as they fee no cuill : yet will the beſt in 
this conntrie, ſaid Bſz/izs , ſuſpeAt io excellent beautie being fo weakely guarded. 
Then arethe beſt but ſtarke naugbt, anſwered I;for open ſuſpeCting others , comes 
of ſectet condemning cthemſelues: but in my countrie(whoſe maners Iam inall pla- 
ces to'tnainraine and reverence) the generall;goodneſſe (which is nouriſhed in our 
hearts (makes everie one thinke the firength of vertue in-another, whereof they find 
the aſſured foundation inthemſelues. Excellent Ladie, faid be, you praiſe ſogreat- 
ly (and yet fo wiſely) your countrie, that I muſt needs delire to know what the neſt 
35,0utof which ſuch birds doe flie. You muſt firftdeferve tir, faid I, before you may 
obtaine ir. And by whar meanes,faid Baſilizs;ſhall I deſernero know your eftate?By 
letting me firſt know yours, anſwered I. To obey you,faidheyI will doe it;altbough 
it were ſo much more reaſon yours ſhonld be-knowne firſt, as you do deſerve in all 
points to be preferd, Know you, faire Ladie, that'my name is Boſilis, vnwortbily 
Lord ofthis countrie:the reft,cither fame hath akreadie brought ro your eares,or(if .

Teame tothe never-enough praiſed Philoclez, I could Hor bur fall downie on my 


knees,and taking by force her band, and kiffing ir (I mult coffefſe) with more then 
womanly ardencie, Diuine Lady, faid 1,ler not the world,nor cheſe great Princefles 
maruell,to ſee me (contrarie to my maner ) doetbis ſpecialthonour vnto you, ſince 
all both men & women , do owe thisto the perfeFion of your beaurie.But ſhe blu- 
ſhing (like a fairemorning in May) atthis my fingularicie, and cauſing me to rife, 
Noble Ladie,ſaid ſhee, itis no maruell co ſee yohr indgement much miſtaken in my 
beaurie,ſince you begin with fo great an errour,as to do more honour vnto me then 


tothem,to whom I my ſelfe owe all ſeruice.Rather(anſwered I with a bowed down 


countenance)that ſhewes the power of your beautie, which forced meto doe'fuch an 
errour,ifit were anerrour, You are ſo well acquainted(laid ſhe (weetly,moſt ſweet- 


1y ſmiling) with your owne beavtie, that it makes you cali ly fall into the diſcourſe 


of beautie.Beautie in me? (faid I truly (ighing) alas ifthere be any, itisin my eyes, 
which your bleſſed preſence bath imparted mnto them. - | 
But then (as I think B{lizs willing her ſorro' do) Well, faid ſhe, I muſt needs con- 


feſſeT have heard tharir is a great happineſſtTo be praiſed of them thar are moft 


praiſe warthie: and wel I finde thar you are tn invincible Amazon, fince you will 


overcome, though in a wrong matter. Bpr if my beautie be any thing ; then lec ir 


obcainethus much of you , chat you will reeraine ſome while in thiscompanie, ro 
eaſe your owne trautlt and' our ſolitarinefſe. Firſt ler me die ( ſaid 1) before any 
word ſpoken by ſack 'amouth ſhould come in vaine, And thus with ſome other 
words of entertaining , was my ſtaying concluded; and Iledde amongthern to rhe 
Lodge; trueliea place for pleafantneſſe;, not vnfirto flatter ſolitarinetſe, for ir be- 
ing ſer vpon ſuth an vnſenfiblerifing of the fron nd, as you are come'ro a prettie 
height before almoſt you perceive that you aſcend, it gives theeye Lordſhip over a 
good large circuit, which aecording to the'nature ofthe conmrie,being _ 
berweene hills and dales , woods and plaines; one place more cleere, atrgther more 
darkeſome, ic ſcemesa pleaſant piture'ofhature, with lauely lighrſamnieſſe arid ar- 
tificiall ſhadowes. The Lodges ofa yellow ftone, built mche forme of 3 Qarre, ha- 
ving round about a garden framed incolike points; and beyond rthegitrden ridings 
cut out, each anſwering the angles ofthe Lodge: attheend of one of them is the 0- 
ther ſmaller Ledge; burof like faſhion, where thegracions Pamelalinethyſo that che 
Lodge ſeemeth not valike a faire'Comer, whole taile fttercherhit ſelfe to a ſtarre of 
leſſegrearneſſe. 12 EVE | 2 
... So Gynecia her ſelfe bringing me to my lodging, anon after 1 was invited and 
brought downero ſup with them in the Girdeq, a place not fairer innaturall orna« 
ments,then artificiall inentions;where,in a'banqueting houſe/among certain plea- 
fant trees, whoſe beads ſeemed curled withthe wrappings abourof Yine-branches. 
'The'table was ſet neere to an exceilenr warer-worke ; for þy the caſting ofthe water 
in moſt cunning maner, itmakes (with the ſhining of the Sunne vpanit) a perfe& 
'rain-bow,not tore pleaſant rothe eye then to the mind,foſenſible roſeetheproofe 
ofthe heauenly 174. There were birds alſomade ſo finely,thar they did not onely de. 
cciue the fight with their figure, but the hearing with their ſongs, which the waterie 
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inſtruments did make their gorge deliver. Thetableat which wee (ate was round, 
which being faſt ro the floore whereon wee fate , and that devided from thereli of 
the buildings , with turninga vice (which Befi//#s at firſt did, to make me ſport)the 
- table,and we aboutthe table did all turne round,by meanes of water which ran vn- 
der,and carried it abour as a mill.But alas, what pleaſure didir to me,to make divers 
times the full cixcle roundabour, ſince Phloclea(being alſo ſet) was carried ſtill in e- 
quall diſtance from me, and that onely my eyes did ouertake her? which when che 
table was tayed,and wee began to feede,dranke much more eagerly of ber beautie, 
then my mouth did of any other liquor. And ſo was my common ſence deceined, 
(being chiefly bene to her that as I drapke the wine, and withall ſtole a looke on 


her, me ſeemed I taſted her deliciouſnefſſe- But alas, the one thirſt was much more . 


inflamed then the other quenched. Sometimes my eyes would lay themſelves 0- 
pet to receiue all the darts ſhee did throw , ſometimes cloſe vp with admiration, 
2s if with a contratie fancie,they wold preſeruetheriches of that ſight they had got- 
ten, or caſi my lids as curtaines over the image of beaurie, her preſence bad painted 
inthem. True it is, that my Realon(now grownea ſeruant copaſhon)did yet often 
tell his maiſter, that he ſhould moremoderately vſe his delight. But he,that ofa re- 
bell was become a Prince,diſdainedalmoft to allow him the place of a counceller:ſo 
that my ſenſes delights being too ſtrong for any other reſolution, I did euen looſe 
the reines vnto them ; hoping that(going for a woman) my lookes would paſle,ci- 
ther vamarked,or vn ſuſpeted. | | | 
Now thus I had(as methought) well plaide my firſt a&;afſuring my lelfe, thar 
vnder that diſguiſement, I ſhould find oportunitieto reueale my (ele to the owner 
of my hcart.But who would thinke it poſhble (though I feeleirtrue) that inalmoſt 
eight weekes ſpace I haue liued here (having no more companie but her parears; 
and [ being familiar,as being a woman,and watcbfull,as being a louer) yet could ne- 
uer find oportunitie to haue one minutes leaſure of priuate conference: the cauſe 
whereofis as firange,as the effeRs are to me miſerable. And(alas)this itis. 

Atthe firſt ſight that Bſi/iws had of me(I think Capid hauing headed hisarrows 
with my misfortune) be was ſtriken (taking me to be ſuch as I profeſſe) with great 
affetion towards me, which ſince is growne to ſuch a doting loue, that till I was 
faine to get this place (ſometimes to retire vnto freely )I was even choaked with his 
tediouſueſſe. You neuer ſaw foureſcore yeares daunce vp anddowne mere liucly in 
a young louer; now,as finein his apparell , as ifhee would make me in loue with a 
cloake,and verſe for verſe with the ſharpeſt-witted Louerin Arcadia. Doe you nor 
thinke that thisis a ſallet of wormewood, while mine cyes feed vpon the_4m:broſi4 
of Philoclea's beantie. But this is not all;no,this is not the worſt: for he (good man) 
were calieenough to be dealt with, bur,as I thinke, Loue & miſchiefe hauing made 
a wager, which ſhould have moſt power in me, hane ſer Gyneca alſo on ſuch a fire 
towards me, as will neuer (1 feare) be quenched but with my dettruRion. For (ſhe 
being a woman of excellent wit, and of ſtrong working thoughts) whether ſhe ſu- 
ſpeRted me by my ouer-vehement ſhewes of affeRion to Philocles (which loue for- 
ced me vawilely to vtter, while hope of my maske fooliſhly encouraged me)orthae 
{he hath raken ſome orher marke of me,that I am not a woman; or what diuell it is 
hath reucaled it vnto her, | know not: bur ſoit is,thatall her countenances , words, - 
and geſtures,are euen miſerable portraitures ofa deſperate affeion. Wherby a man 
may learne, that cheſe auoidings of companie, doe but make the paſhons more vio- 
lent, when they meet with fit ſubie&s, Truly it were a notable dum ſhew of Cpids 
kingdome,to ſee my eies (languiſhing RR” ouer-vehement longing) dire _

ſelues to. Philoclea and Baſilins,as buſie about meas a Bee,& indeed as cumberſom, 
making ſuch vehement ſuits to me , who neither could 'if I would nor would'iif[ 
could,helpe him, while the terrible wit of Gysecia, carried with the Beere of violent 
Joue, runes throagh vs all. And ſoicalous is ſhe of my loue to her daughter, that I 
could never yet begin to ope my mouth to the vneuitable Philocles, but that ber 
vnwilhed preſence gaue my tale aconcluſion, before it had a beginning. And futely 
if I be no deceived, 1 ſee ſuch ſhewes of liking, & (if I be acquainted'with paſſions) 
of almoſt a paſſionate likinginthe heauenly Ph:loc/ea towards me, that I may hope 
her eares wouldnotabhorre my diſcourſe. And for good Baſilius,he thought it beſt 
to haue ladged vs together , but thatthe eternall hatefulneſſe ofmy deftinie made 
Gynecia'siealouſie ſtop that , andallother my bleflings. Yer muſt I-confefſe, that 
one way her loue doth me pleaſure; for ſince it was my fooliſh fortune, or voforty. 
nate folly,to be knowne by her,that keepes her from bewraying me to Baſilius. And 
thus (my Muſidorus) you haue my Tragedie plaied vato you by my ſelfe , which 1 
pray the gods may not indeedprouca Tragedie, And therewith he ended, makinga 
full point of a heartie ſigh. 008 ; 

HMuſidoras recommended to his beft diſcourſe, all which Pyrocles had told him 
But therin he found ſuch intricatenefle, that ke could ſee no way to lead him out of 
the maze; yet preceiuing his affeRion ſogrounded, that ſtriving again ir,did rather 
anger then heale the wound, and rather call his friend{hipp in queſtion then give 
placeto any friendly councell. Well (ſaid he)deere coufin, ſince it bath pleaſed the 
gods to mingle your other excellencies with this humour of loue, yer happie itis, 
that your lone is imployed vpon ſo rarea woman : for certainly, a noble cauſe doth 
eaſe much a grieuous caſe. But asit ſtands now, nothing vexeth me, as that I can- 
not ſee wherein [ can be ſerviceable vnto you. I deſire no greater ſervice of you(an- 
ſwered Pyrocles)then thar you remaine ſecretly inthis countrie,and ſomtimes come 
to this place, cicher lateinthe night or early in the morning, where you ſhall have 
my key to enter, becauſe as my fortune either amends or impaires, I may declare it 
vnto you,and have yourcounſel] & furtberance:and here by I will of purpoſeleade 
her, that is rhe praiſe, and yet the ſtaine ofall womankinde, that you may have ſo 
good a view , atto allow my iudgement- and as I can get the moſt convenient 
time, I will come vatoyou ; for though by reaſon of yonder wood you cannot ſee 
the Lodge, itif hardat hand. But now (faid ſhe) iris time for metro leave you, 
andjrowards evening wee will walke out of purpoſe hitherward, therefore keepe 
your ſelfe cloſe in that time. But Muſid#r5 berhinking bimlelfetbathis horſe mighe . 
happen to bewray him, thoughtit beſt to returne for that day to village not farre 
off and diſpatching his borſe in ſome ſort,the next day early to come a footthither, 
and ſo to keepe that courſeafterward,which Pyrocles verie well liked of. Now fare- 
well deere couſin(faid he) from me,no more Pyrocles,nor Darphantis now, but Zel- 
mane: Zelmane is my name,Zelmaneis my title, Ze/mane is the only hope of my ad. 
vancement. And with that word going out,and ſeeing that the coaſt wascleere, Zel. 
mane dilmilled Maſidorus who departed as full of care to help bis friend, as before 
he was to diſlwade him. 

Zelmane returnedtothe lodge, where(inflamed by Philoclea,watched by Gynecta, 
and tired by B«ſilizs){he was like a borſe detirous to runne,and miſerably ſpurred, 
but ſo thort rained as he cannot ſtirre forward; Ze/mane ſought occaſion to ſpeake 
with Philoclea; Baſilivs with Zelmanezand Gynecia hindred them all. If Philoclea hap- 
nedto ſigh (and figh hedid often) as If that figh were to be waited on, Zelmaye 
ſighedallo, wherto Buſilirs and Gynecia ſoone made vp foure parts of mas 2m 
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affeRion increaſed their connerſation; &their conuerſation increaſed their afteRion* , 
The reſpe& borne, bred due ceremonies; but the affeion ſhined fo throvgh them, 


that the ceremonies ſcemed not ceremonies. Zg/mapes eyes were (like children be- 
fore ſweet meat) eager,but fearfull of their ill-pleaſing gouernours. Time, in one in- 
Rant, ſeeming both ſhort and long vnto them:ſhorr,in the plealingneſle of fuch pre- 
fence:long, in the ſtay of their deſires; | | of 
But Ze/mene failed not to intice them all many times abroad, becauſe ſhe was de+ 
firous her friend M#/idorns (neere whom of purpoſe ſheled them) might baue full 
fight of them. Sometimes angling to a litle riucr neere hand, which forthe moiſture 
it beſtowed vpon rootes of ſome flonriſhing trees, was rewarded with their (ha- 
dow. There would they (it downe,and pretie wagersbe made between Pamela and 
Philoclea,which could ſooneſt beguile lilly filhes, white Ze/mane proteſted that the 
fir prey for them was hearts of Princes. Shealſo had an anglein her hand; but the 
raker was ſo taken,that ſhe had forgotten taking. Baſi/irzs inthe meanetime would 
be the Cooke himſelfe of what was ſo caught,and Gynecia lic ill,, but with no Rill 
fiueneſſe. now ſhe brought ther to ſee a ſeeled Done, who the blinder the wax; 
the higher ſhee ſtroue. Another time a Kite, which having a gut cunniogly pulled 
out of her ,aud ſo let fly,cauſed all the Kites in that quarter , who(as oftentimes the 
world is deceined) thinking her proſperous when indeed ſhee was wounded;made 
the poore Kite finde,that opinion of riches may well be dangerous. 

But theſe recreations were interrupted by a delight of more galantſhew; for one 
encning, as 84/;/i«5 returned from hauing forced his thoughts to pleaſe themſclues 
in ſuch ſmal conqueſt,therecamea Shepheard, who brought him word,that aGent» 
leman deſired leaue to doe a meſlege from his Lord vnto him. Baſliws graunted, 
whereupon the Gentleman came; and after the dutifull ceremonies obſerued in his 
maiſters namejrold him,that he was ſent from Phalantus of Corinih,to cravelicence; 
that as he had done in many other Courts, ſo he mightin his preſence defie all 4-- 
cadian Knights inthe behalfe of his Miſtris beautie, who would belides, her ſelfe in 
perſon bee preſent,ro giuecuident proofe what his Launce ſhould affirme,The con- 
dirions of his challenge were, that the defendant ſhould bring his Miſtrifle pi&ure, 
which being ſer by the image of 1r7e/ia (lo was the miſtreſle of Philanius named ) 
who in ſixe courſes fhould have betterofthe other,in theiudgement of Baſilizs,with 
him both the honors andthe picures ſhould remaine. Baſzliz#5(chough he bad retired 
himſelfe into that ſolicarie dwelling, with intention to auoide, rather then to accept 
any matters ofdrawing companie; yet becauſe hee wouldeftertaine Zel/mane, (that 
ſhe might not thinke the time ſo gainefull co him, loſſe to her) granted bim to picch 
his tent for three dayes, not farre from the lodge, and to proclaime his challenge, 
that what Arcadian Knight(for nonecls bur ypon his perrill was licenſed to come) 
would defend what he honored againſt Pha/aprws,ſhould haue the like freedome of 
acceſſe and returne. | 

This obtained and publiſhed, Zelmane being deſirous to learne what this Pha- 
lant#s was, hauing never knowne him further then by report of his good juſting, in 
fo muchas he was commonly called, the faire man of armes , 8a7/i4-,told herthar 
he had bad occaſton by one verie inward with him,to know in part the diſcourſe of 
bis life, which was,thar he was baftard-brother tothe faire He/enQueene of Corinth, 
and deerely efteemed of her for hisexceeding good parts , being honourably cour- 
reous, and wronplefly valiant, conſideratcly pleaſant jn conuerfation;and an ex- 
cellent Courtier without vnfaithfulneffe ; who finding his ſiſters vnperſwadeable 


melancholy,(throvgh the louc of Amphialu:)bad for atime left her Court, & gone 
into 
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into Lacovia,whereinthe warre againſt the He/ors,he bad gotten the reputation of 
one, that both durſt and knew. But as it was ratber choiſe then nature, thar led him 
ro matters of armes,ſo as ſoone as the ſpur of honour ceaſed, be willingly reſted in 
peaceable delights, being beloued in all companies for bis lovely qualities, and(as a 
man may terme it) wianing checrefulnefle,whereby;to the Prince and Court of La- 
conias,none was more agreeable then Phalaniw:and he nor given greatly to ſtr ple 
with his own diſpoſition, followed the gentlecurrent ofie, bauinga fortune full: 

ent to content, and he content with a ſufficient fortune. Bur in thar court he ſaw,and 
was acquainted with this _1rtheſia, whole beautie he now defends, became her ſer- 
uant, ſaid himſelfe, and perchancethought himſelfe her louer. Bur certainly, faid 
Beſilins , manie times it fals out, that theſe yong companions make themſelues be- 


| leeuethey loueatthe firſt liking ofa likely beautie; louiag, becauſe they will loue 


for want of other buſineſle,not becaule they feele indeed that divine power, which 
makes the heart find a reaſon in paſhon,and ſo(God knowes) as inconftantly leaue 
vponthe next chaunce that beantie caſts before them. So therefore raking loue 
vpon him likea faſhion, he courted this Ladie Artheſie,wbo was as fit to pay bimin 
his owne monie as might be: for ſhee thinketh ſhee did wrong to her beautie if (hee 
were not proud of it, called her diſdaineofhim chaſtitie, and placed her honour in 
little ſerting by his honouring her; determining neucr to marrie, but him , whom 
ſhe thought wortbie of ber : and that was one , in whom all worthineſles were har- 
boured. And to this conceipt not only nature had bent her, but the bringing vp ſhee 
receiued at my fiſter in law Cecropia,had confirmed her;who having in ber widow- 
hood rakenthis yong Arteſia into her charge , becauſe her father had beene a deare 
friend of her dead husbands, had taught ber to thinke that there is no wiſedome but 
inincluding both heauen and earth in ones ſelfe, and that loue, curteſie, grateful- 
neſſe, friendſhip, andall other vertwesare rather to be taken on, then taken in ones 
ſelfe. Andſo good a diſciple ſhefound of ber,thar liking the fruits of her own plan- 
ting, ſhe was content (if ſo her ſonne could haveliked of it) tohaue wiſhed ber in 
marriageto my Nephew _{mphialzs. But I thinke that deſire hath loſt ſome of his 
hear, ſince ſhe hath knowne, that ſuch a Queeneas Helen js, doth offer ſo great a 
priceasa kingdome, to buy his fauour ; for it I be not deceiued in my good fifter 
Cecropia,(he thinkesno face fo beautifull, as that which lookes vnder a Crowne. Bur 
Arteſia indeed liked wel of my Nephew Amphialus:for I can never deeme that lone, 
which in haughtie hearts proceeds of adeſire onely to pleaſe,and as it were,peacock 
themſclues;but yet ſhe hath ſhewedvehemencie of deſire that way,I think, becauſe 


- all herdefiresbe vehement, inſomuch that ſhe hath both placed ber onely brothera 


fine youth called /ſmenws)to be his ſquire, and her ſelfe is content ro wait vpon my 
liter, till ſhe may ſee the vttermoſt what ſhe may worke in_{Ymphialus; who being 
of a melancholy (though I muſt ſay truely courteous and noble) minde, ſeemes to 
loue nothing leſſe then Loue: and of late hauing through ſome aduenture , or in- 
ward miſcontentment,withdrawne himſelfe from any bodics knowledge, where he 
is; CArteſiatbe eaſter condiſcended to goe to the Court of Lacoria, wither ſhe was 

fent for by the kings wife, to whom ſhe is ſomewhat allied. | 
And there,afcer the war ofthe Helors, this Knight Phalantre (at leaſt for tongue- 
delight) made himſelfe her ſcruant, and ſhe fo little caring , as not to ſhew miſlike 
thereof, was content onel yto be noted to hauea notable ſeruant. For truely one in 
my Court neerely acquainted with him , witbin theſe few dayes made mee a plea- 
ſantdeſcripfion of their loue,while he with cheerefull lookes would ſpeake forrow- 
full words,v(ing the phraſe of his affeRion in ſo bigh a ſtile,that Mercnry would nor

'So 
that laſtly,ſhe (I thinke)bavingibitnd romakethe fame of her beautie ar) oratour 
for her to Amphiale, (perſwading titer ſelfe perhaps, that it might fall outin him as 
it doth in ſomethat havedelighrfallmeare before them, and have no ſtomick to ir; 
before other folks praiſe it)ſhetookethe adnantage one day vpon P hulaitus wncon- 
ſcionable praiſing of her, & certaine caſt-awiy vowes, how much he would doe for' 
her fake,to arreſt his wordaſloon avirwas ovt of her mouth, & by the vertue thereof 
ro charge himto goe with her through all the covres uf Greece, & with thechallengs 
now made to giue her beautie che principallicieover all other. Phalanine was en- 
trapped;& ſaw roundabout him, but could nor get out.Excecdinglyperplexed he' 
was(as hee confeft to him rhar told me the tale) not for doubt heehad ot bimſelfe, 
(for indeed he had little cauſe, being accounted, with his Launce eſpecially,where- 
upon the challenge isto be tried)as perte& asany that Greece knowethzbur becauſe 
he feared ro offend his ſiſter Helen,and withall (as he ſaid)be covid not ſomuch be- 
leeue his love, but that he muſt thinke in bis heart (whatſoener his mouth affirmed): 
that both ſhe, my daughters, & the faire Parthenia(wife to a molt noble Gentleman 
my wiues neere kinſman) might far better putintheir claime for thatprerogative, 
But his promiſe had bound him-prentiſe, . atid therefore it was now better with 
willingneſſe to purchaſe thankes,then with agiſcontented doing to hauethe paine 
and not the reward ;and therefore'went on,'as his faith, rather then love; did leade' 
him. And now bath healreadie paſſed the courts of Laconia, Elis, Argos, &Corinth;&

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Next camethe Queene of Zaconiz,one that ſeemed borne in the confines of bean- 
ties kingdome: for all ber lineaments were neither perfeRpoſſefſioners thereof; nor 
abſolute ſtrangers thereto: but ſhe was a Queene, and therefore beaurifull, | 

But ſherhat followed, conquered indeed with being conquered, and might well 
haue made all che bebolderswait vpon ber triumph, while her ſelfe wereled captiue. 
Ic was the excellently faire Queene Helen,whoſe Iacinth baire curled by nature,bur 
intercurled by art(like a fine brookerbrough golden ſands)bad arope ot taire pearle, 
which now hiding now hidden by the haire,did as it wereplay at faſt and looſe each 
with other, mutually giuing and receiuing richneſſe. In her face ſo much beautie and 
favour expreſſed as if Helen had not þcen knowne, ſome wouldrather have iudged it 
the Painters exerciſe,to ſhew what he could doe, then the eounterteiting of any ly- 
uing patcern,for no fault tbe moſt fault-fiading wit could'haue found,if it were not, 
that to the reſt ofthe bodie the face was ſomewhat too little: buethar little was ſuch 
a ſparke of beautic,as was able to enflame a world of loue; for everything was full of 
2 choile fineneſſe, that if ic wanted any thing in maieſtie, it ſupplicd it with increaſe 


in pleaſure, and if at the firſt ic ſtrake not admiration, it rauilhed with delight. And 


no indifferent ſoule there was, which if ic could reſiſt fromſubicRiog it ſelfe tro make 
ic his Princefle, that would not long to have ſuch aplay fellow. As for her attire, ir 
was coftly and curious,though the looke(fixc with more ſadneffethenit ſeemed na« 
ture had beſtowed to any that knew her fortune) bewrayed , that as ſhe vied thoſe 
ornaments, not for her ſelfe, but to prevaile with another,ſo ſhe feared that alwould 
not ſerue, Of a far differing (though eſteemed equal!) beautie, was the faire Parrbe- 
#ia,who next waited on Artbeſia's eriumph,choughbfarr better ſhe might have ſitin 
the chrone.Forin her eucriething was goodly,G6 ſtately;yer lo, thac it might ſeeme 
that great-mindednes was but the auncient-bearer to the humblenes, For her great 
ray eye, which might ſceme full of ber owne deautie:a large, and exceedingly faire 
| 96.6.4" withlall che reſt of her face & bodie, calt in the mould of Nobleneſle, was 
yet ſoattired,as might ſhew ,the miſtres thought it either not to deſerue, or not to 
need any exquifire decking, hauing no adorning but cleanlineſle; and fo farre from 
2ll arr, thar it was full of careleſneſſe; vnleſſe thar careleſneſle it ſelfe (in ſpight of ic 
ſelfe)grew arcificiall.

Ic was of a young maid, which fare pulling outathorne out of a Lambes foote,

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The laft of all ia place, becauſe laſt in the time of ber being captiue,was Zelmayne, 
daughter to the King Plexirtws : who at the firlt light ſeemed ro have ſome reſem-* 
bling of Philoclea, but with more marking(comparing it to the preſent Philoclea,who-: 
indeed had no paragon bur her lifter) chey might ſee, it was burſucha likenesas an 
vnperfe& glaſſe doth give;anſwerable enough in ſome features and colours, but er- 
ring in others. But Zelmane ſigbing, turning to Beſliws, Alas (ir, ſaid ſhee berebe 
ſome pi&ures which might berrter become the tombes of their Miſtreſles, then the 
eriumph of Artheſia.Itis true ſweeteſt Ladie (faid Baſi/;ws)ſome of them be dead,& 
ſome other caprtiue; but that hath hapned ſo late, as itmay be che Knights that de- 
fended their beautie, knew not ſo much: withour we will ſay (asin ſome other hearts 
I know it wob1d fall out)chat dearhit ſelfe could not blot our the image which lone 
hath engrauenin them. But diuers beſides theſe (ſaid Baſi{izs) hath Phalantus won, ' 
but he leaves the reſt,carrying onely ſuch, who either forgreatneſle of eſtate, or of 
beautie,may iuftly glorific theglocie of 4r;heſcas triumph. 

T hus talked Beſi/z#s with Zelmane, glad tomake any matter ſubieto ſpeake of 
with his miftres, while P-a/antwin this pompous maner,brought Ar:4cſia with her 
gentlewomen into one Tent, by which he bad another : where they borh waited 
who would firſt trike vpon the ſhield , while Baſ#zz5 the Iudge appointed ſticklers - 
and trumpets,to whom the other ſhould obey.But none thar day appeared,nor the 
next, tillallceadi2it had conſumed halfe his allowance of ligbr;bur then there came 
in a knight, proteſting himſelfe as contrarie to him in minde, as he was in apparell. 
For Phalantus was all in white, hauing in his baſes,and capariſon imbroidered a wa- 
ning water :areach (ide whereof he bad nertings caft ouer, in which were diverſe 
fiſhes naturally made, iand ſoprettily, that asthe horſe ſtirred, the fiſhes ſeemed to 
ſtrive, andleape inthe ner. , 

Bur the other Knight by name Ne#er, by birth an Arcedian &in affeRtion vowed 
to the faire Shepherdefle,was all in blacke,wich:fire burning both vpan his armour 
and horſe. His impreſain his ſhield,was a fire made of luniper, with this word, More 
edfie,and more ſweet. But this hot Knight was cooled withafall , which at the third 
courſe hereceiued of Phal/ants, leauing his piture to keepe companie with the 0+ 
ther of the ſame ſtampe;he going away remedileſly chafing at his rebuke. The nexc 
was Polycetes,greatly eſteemed in Arcadia, for deedes he had done in armes:& much 
ſpoken of for the honourable lone he had long borne to Gynecia; which Baſil1whime 
ſelfe was contenrt,not onelyrto ſuffer;but to be delighted with he carried jt in ſo ho- 
nourable 2nd open plaineneſle, ſetting ro his loue no other marke, then ro doe her 
faithtoll ſervice. Bur neither her faire piture, nor his faire running , could warrang 
him from onerthrow,and her from becomming as then the laſt of.4rrheſra's vio 
ries: a thing Gywecia's vertnes would little bane recked at another time, nor then, if 
Zelmane had not ſcene it. But her champion went away as much diſcomforted , as 
diſcomfited. Then T helamon for Polexena, & Exarilionfor Elpine,and Leon for Zoans; 
all brxaue Knights, all faire Ladies, with their going downe, lifted vp the ballance of

Vpon whoſe lofle as the heholders — , there comes into the place

hee)! pray you hearea few words;for my heart will breake if Iſay not my minders 
u: 1 ſce heeretbe piture of YY#9is, which I catinotrell how, for why theſe men 
when they fall downe, they {ay,isnot fo faire as youder gay woman. Bur pray. God, 
I may neuer ſee my old mother dlive, if I thinke [hee beany more march to Yrands,

- hand,and you ſhall ſee what I can doe to him. Baſi/is ſaw it was che fine (hephbeprd 
Lalus,whom once hee had afore him in Paftorall ſportes, and had greatly delighted 
in his wit tall of pretie (implicitie, and therefore laughing at bis earneſt ; de 
bad him bee content, ſince hee ſaw the pifures of ſo great Queenes, wete ſWitiets 
follow cheir championsfortune. Bur Z#/zs (even weeping ripe) went atnong the 
reſt, longing to fee fome bodiethar would reuenge Yranies wrong z and praying 
hartily for everie bodie chat ran againſt Pha/an1ws, then beginning to feele povettie, 
that hee could not ſet bimſelfe corhat triall. Bur by and by, even when the Sanne 
(like a noble Hart) began to ſhew his greateſt countenancein his loweſt eſtate, rhere 
came ina Knight, called Phebilas, a Gentleman of that countrie, for whom hateful 
fortune had borrowed the dart of loue,to make himmiſerable by the ſight of 2hi/o. 
tlea.For he had enenfrom her infancieloued her, &w as firiken by her before ſhewas 
able toknow what quiuer of arrowes her cies carried; but he loued &diſpaired, and * 
che more he diſpaired,the more hee foued. He ſaw his owne worthineſſe, & thereby 
made her excellencie have more tertible aſpe& vpon him; hee was ſo ſecret therein, 
as not daring to bee open,that tono creature hee ever ſpake ofit,bur his heart made 
ſuch ſilent complaints within it ſelfe,that while all bis ſenſes were attentine thereto; 
cunning iudges might perceiue his minde :ſo that he was known to lone though he 
denied,or rather was the better known; becauſe he denied ir. His armour& his attire

ſaw any (but her (elfe ){hould be auowed a champion for Philecles: in fo much that 
ſhe wiſht his ſhare, rill ſhe ſaw him ſhamed. For at the ſecond courſe he was ſttikers - 
_ from our of the ſaddle, fo full ofgriefe, &rage withall,that he wonld faine with 
the ſword have reuvenged it,but that being cohtrarie to the order ſet downe, Boſi/ins 
would not ſuffer: ſothat wiſhing himſelfe in the botromeof the earth, hee went his 
way,leauing Zelmareno lefſe angry with his lofſe, then ſhe would have bin with bis 
viRotie. Fot if he thought before a rinals'praiſe would have angred her, ber Ladies 
diſgrace did make her much more forger what ſhe then thought , whil: chat paſſion

Butthe night meaſured by the {horr ellof {leepe , was ſoone paſtouer, and the 
next morning had. given the watchful] ftarres leave to take their reſt, whena trum- 
pet ſummoned Zaſil/v.to play bis Iudges part « whicb bee did , taking his wite and 

hers with him 5 Ze/mave having locke her dore, ſo as they would not trouble 
her for that time : for alceadic there was a Knight inthe field, readie to proue Helew 
of Corinth had received great iniurie, both by the erring iudgemenc -of the cha- 
lenger , and the vsJuckic weakenelle of her former defender.. The new Knight 
was quickly knowneto be Clitaphen(Kalanders.lonne of _ his fiſter)by his ar- 
mour, which all guilc, was ſo welt handled, that it ſhewed ikea glittering ſand and 
orauell, enccrlaced with filuer rivers: his deuiſe bee bad put -1n the pitute of Hee 
len which bee defended; it was the Ermion with a ſpeech that [ignified , Rather 
dead then (potted. But in that armour fince bee had parted from Helen ( who would 
no longer his companie, findiug bim to enter into tearmcs of affection) hec_ had 
performed ſo honourable aRions) ill ſeeking for bis two friends by the names of 
Palladins and Daiphantus )that thoughhis face were coucred , his being was diſco- 
uered,which yet B/ilins (which bad brought him vpin his Court) would not ſeeme 
to doe; bur glad to ſee thetriall of him,ot who he had heard verie well, hee come 
' maunded the trumpets to ſound, to. which the;two brave Knights obeying , they 
performed their courſes, breaking their ſixe fſtaues, with ſogood, both Fill in the hire 
ting,and grace in the manner,that ir bred fornedifiicultie in the judgement. But Ba- 
ſilizs in the.end gaue ſentence againlt Clitophen, becauſe Phalanims had broken more 
ftaues, vpan the bead,and that once Clirophoy had received ſuch a blow,that he had 
loſthe reines of his horſe, with bis head well nie touching the croper of the horſe. 
But Clitophon was ſo angrie with the indgement (wherein be thought he had recei. 
ued wrong) that be omitted his dutie to his Prince, and vncle ; and ſodainly wene 
his way fill in the queſt of chem, whom as then he had left by ſeeking and lo yelded. 
the field ro the nexe coranner. OT: 

Whocommingin.abouttwo houres after ,, was no lefſe markedthen all the reſt 
before,becauſe hee bad nothing worth the marking. For bebad neither piture,nor 
deuice , bis atmour of as old a faſhion (beſides the ruſlie pooreneſle, ) that ic might 
better ſeemea monument of his grandfathers courage :about his middle hee bad in 
ſeede of baſes, a long cloake of filke , which as vahanſomely , as it needss muſt, be- 
came the wearer:ſo that all that Jookton,meaſured his length on the carth alreadie, 
fince he had to meete one who bad beeneviAorious of lo manygallants.But he went 
on towards the ſhield,and with a ſober grace ſtrake it; but as hee let his ſword fall ve 
pon it,anotber Knigbt,allin blacke came ruſtling in,who ſtrake the ſhield almoſtas 
ſoone as hee,and ſo ſtrongly,thathe brake the (hield intwo:the il] appointed Knight 
(for ſothe beholders called him)angrie with tbat, (as hee accounted) inſolent iniu- 
rieto himſelfe,bit him ſuch a ſound blow,that they that looked on ſaidgic well beca- 
mearndearme. The other anſwered' him againe in the ſamecaſe, ſothat Launces . 
wereputto (ilence,the ſwords were ſo buſie. 
_BurPhalatms angry ofthis defacing ſhield,came vpon the black knight, & with the 
pommell of his ſword ſer fireto his eyes, which preſently was revenged,not only by 
the Blacke but the ill apparelled knight , who diſdained another (huuld enter into 
his quarrell,ſo as, whocuer ſaw a matachin/dance ro imitate fightingabiswasa fight 
that did imitate the matachin: for they being but three that fought, every one had 
twoaduerſaries,ftriking bim, who ſtrook the third, & revenging perhaps chat of him 
which he had receiued of the other. But Boſi/i#srifinghimſelfcame to part them, the 

Rickler authority ſcarcely ableto perlwadecholericke hearers;8& partthem hee did. 
| i | But 
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But before he could determine, comes ina fourth, halting on foote, who com- 
plainedco Baſilins, demaunding tuſtice on the blacke Knight, for having by force 
raken 2way the picture of Pamels from bim , which in little forme he ware in a Ta- 
blec, and couercd with (i]ke had faſtened it to his Helmet ; purpoling for want of a 


bigger,to paragon the little one with Areas length, not doubting butenen in thar 


licclequantitie , the excellencie of that would ſhite thorow the weakenefle ofthe 
other ; as the ſmalleſt ſtarre doth thorow the whole 'Elemene of fire. And by the 
way he had met with this blacke Knight, who had(as he ſaid robbed him of ic. The 
inivrie ſeemed grievous,bur when it came fully tobe examined , it was found, thar 
the balting Knight meeting the other, asking rhe'cauſe of his going thictherward, 
and finding it was to defend Pamela diuine beautie 3gainft_#77eſias, with a prowd 
jollitie commanded him to leaue that quarrell onely'for him, who was onely wor- 
thie to enter into it. But the black Knight — no ſuch commandements,they 
fell ro ſuch a bickering , that he gat a halting, ant#]oft his piore: This vnderſtood 

. by Baflis4, hetold him he was now fitter tolooketo his owne bodie,then anothers 

picture,and ſo(vncomforted there. Jos fenthim away to learne of £/culapins,that 
he was not fit for Yenwe, But then the queſtipn ariling, who ſhould be the former a- 
gainſt P hala#tws, of the blacke, of the Jl appateſied.Knighr (who now had gotten 
the reputation of ſome ſturdie lour, he had fo well defended bimſelfe ; ) ofthe one 
fide, was alleaged tbe baving a pityfe, which the other wanted: of the orher fide, 
the firſt riking the ſhield ; bur che'concluſion Was, that rhe it apparelled Knighe 
ſhould haue the precedence, if he detinered the figure ofhis miſtrefſe'to Phalantrr; 
who asking him for it, Certainly (ſaid he ) her livelieft pitore (if you conld feeit) 
is in my heart,andthe beft comparifon Icontd make of her,is ofthe Suane ond:ofall 
the other heauenly beauties. But becau A grhradter orgy ws the diuinitie 
ofherbeautie,and would ratherbedazeled,thenraughtby the light,ific be not clow- 
ded by ſome meaner thing know yeerben,that Tdefend that ſame Ladie, whoſe i- 
mage Ph:b;luslo feeblylolt yeſternighr,andin flead'ofanocher(if yon ouercomeme) 
you ſhall baue me yourſſaue rocatriethat imageih your miſtreſſe triumph. ?halay- 
15 ealilyagreed to the bargaine , which readily hemade hisowne,- 
_ Bur when jt came to thetriall,che i!f apparelled Kmighr chooſing out the greateſt 
Rtaues in all che ſtore, at the firſt courſe gave his head fuch a remembrance, that he 
loſt almoſt his, remembrance,he him ſelfe receining the inconnter of Phalantue with-. 
out any extraordigarie motion : andat the ſecond*pave'him-ſucha -counterbuffe, 
thar becauſe Phalantus was lo perfica horſeman,as not to be driven from the ſaddle, 

' the ſaddle with broken girttes was drivenfrom'the horſe ; Phalantwe remaining an- 
grie and amazed, becauſe now being come almoſt tothe laſt of his promiledenter- 
priſe,that diſgrace befell him, which he had never befofs knowney® - © 

But the vicorie being by the Judges given, andthe Trumpergwitnefſedio the ill 
apparelled Knight; ?ha/anius diſgrace was ingrieued in lieu of comfort of Hr1eſia, 
who telling bim ſhe never lookt for other, bad him ſeeke' ſome othermiſtteſſe. He 
exculing himſelfe, and turning over the faulc to fortune, Then te6 that beyour ill 
fortune too(ſaid ſhe)that you have loſt me. Res OS 2 

Nay truely Madam )faid Phalantes) ir (hall not beſo : for Þ thinke*the loſle of 
fuch a Miſtreſle will proue 2.great gaine,and ſo concluded;to the ſpsrroFBaſihinw,to 
ſee yong folks loue,that catne in maskt with'fo great pope;go out Wits fÞ lictle con- 
tlancte. Bur 2 halgniis firt profeſin rear ſernice.co, Bſilis for his courteous in- 

I mitting his ſolirarie courle for his fake” woauld.yer conduct Arrefzatothe Caſtle 
DF Ccetope , Whither ſhe deftred'rs goe*: vowing it kitnſelfe; that neither — 
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mouth-louve, ſhonld ever any more intangle him, and with that reſolution he left 
the companie. W henceall being diſmifled(among whom the black Knight went a- 
way repining at his lock, that had kept him from winning the bonor, as be knew he 
ſhovld baue done to the piture of Pamela)the ill apparelled Knight(who wasonely

Mmyſidor us ,vwhereat marvailing not a lictle , thee demaunded of bim:,' whether the 
Goddeſſe of rtioſe woods had ſuch a power to transforme eueriebodig;or whether, 
as inall entrepriſes elſe he had done, be meant thus to match her in this new altera. 
tion. Alas (ſaid Mnſidorw )what ſhall I ſay, whoam loth co fay, & yet faine would 
haue ſaid? I finde indeed, thar all is but lip-wiſedome , which wants experience. '[ 
now(woe is me)do trie what loue can do. O Zelmane,who will reſiſt ic, mult either 
haue no wit, or put outhis eyes - can any man reſiſt his creation ? certainly by lone 
weare made,and to loue we are made. Beaſts onely cannot diſcerne beautie, and er 
them bein the roll of Beaſts that dot not bonoric. Theperfe& friendſhip Zelmanc 
bare him, and the great pitie ſhe (by good triall) had of ſuch caſes, could not keepe 
her from ſmiling at bim, remembring how vehemently be had cried our againſt the 
folly of louers. And therefore aliccle ro puniſh him, Why how now -deare couſin 
(faid ſhe)you that were laſt day ſobigh in thepuiper againſt louers,are you now be- 
come ſo meane an auditor?Remember that loue 1s a paſſion, &thata worthy mans 
reaſon muſt ever haue the maſterhood.1I recant, I recant (cryed Muſidoris) & with- 
all falling downe proſtrate, O chou celeſtiall, or infernall ſpirit of Lone, or wbato- 
ther heauenly or belliſh title thou liſt co haue (for effeRts of both] findin my felfe) 
haue compaſſon of me, ler thy glorie be as great in pardoning thera that beſub- 
mittedro thee,as in conquering thoſe that were rebellious. No,no,ſaid-Ze/maene,] ſte 
you well enough;you make bur ancnterlude ofmy miſhaps,and do butcounterfeit 
-thus,to make me ſee the deformitic of my paſſions: but take heed, that this teft doe 
Not one day turne to earneſt. Now Þ beſeech thee (ſaid Maſidoras, taking her faſt by 
the hand)euen forthe truth of our friend{hip,of which (if1 be not altogetheranvn- 
happie man)thou haſt ſome remembrance, &by thoſe ſecret flameswhich(l know) 
baue likewiſe neerely touched thee, make noieft of that-, which hath fo earneſtly 
pierced methorow,nor let that belight co thee, which is tome ſo burdenous, thacT 
am not able to beare it. Me/idor doth in wordsand behaviiour,did ſo lively deliner 
out his inward griefe,that Zelmane found indeed, he was throughly wounded: but 
there roſe a new iealouſic in her mind; leſt it might be with Philecleaby whom, as 
Zelmanethought,in right all hearts andeyes ſhould be inbericed. And therefore 'de- 
ſirous to be cleered ofchat doubr, Mu/idorus{hoxtly (as inthait and fullof paſſionate 
perplexedneſſe)thus recounted his caſe vatoher. +: 0, 
The day (laid be)I parted from you,T being in mind toreturne toa towne, from 
whence [| came hither , my horſe being beforetired , would ſcarce beare me a mite 
hence, where being benighred, the Gght of a candle (1 ſaw. a good way off) guided 
meto a young ſhepheards houſe; by name Menalcas,who ſeeing me ta be a ſiraying 
ftranger,with the right honeſt hoſpicalicie which ſeemesto be harbopred inthe r- 
cadian breaſts and though nor with curious-coſtlineſſe,yerwith cleanly: futhciencie, 
entertained me : and having by ralke with bim:, found che maner of che countrie, 
ſomething more in particular, then I had by K4landers report I agreed to ſoiourne 
with him in ſecret, which he faithfully promiſed co obſerue. And ſo hither to york 
arbour diuerſetimes repaired,and bere by your meanes had the ſight(O that thad 
neuer beene ſo, nay, Othatirt might euer be fo) ofthe goddeſſe, whoin a definite 
compaſle can ſer forth infinitie beautie. Allthis while Zelmane was racked with jca- 
loufte. But he went on, for (ſaid be) TI lying cloſe, and in truth thinking of you; and 
ſaying thus tomy ſelfe, O ſweer Pyrocles, how art thou bewirched  whereis thy 
vertue? whereis the vie of thy reaſon? how much am1 inferior tothee in the tate 
of minde ?

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Scarcely ,thinke I , had I ſpoken this word, when the Ladies came forth; at which 
ſight, I thinke the verie words returned backeagaineto ftrike my ſogle; atleaft, an 
ynmeaſnrableſting I felt in my ſelfe,that I bad ſpoken ſuch words. Arwhich ſight? 
( ſaid Zelmane) notable to bearc him any longer. O (faid Maſidorss) I know your 
ſuſpitionz No, no, baniſh all ſuch feare, ic was, itis, and muſt be Pamela, Thenallis 
fate (ſaid Zelmenc, )proceed deere Muſidorue.] will nor, faid he, impure it to my late 
ſolicarie life . (wbicb yet is prone to afteions, ) nortothe much thinking of you 
(rhough that calld the confiderationof loue into my mind,which before I cuerneg- 
le&ted) nor to the exaltation of Yexw.,nor reuenge of Cupid, but enen to her,who is 
the 994 357 AY Goddeſle,againſt which,the onely ſhield muſt be my Sepulcher. 
When I firſt ſaw her, I was preſently ftriken,and I (like a fooliſh child,char when a- 
ny ching hits him, will Qrike himſelfe vpon ic) would needs looke againe, as though 
I would perſwade mine eyes, that they were deceiued. But alas, well haue I found, 
that Loueto a yeelding heart is a King: but toa reſifting,isa cyrant. The more with 
arguments I ſhaked the ſtake, which he badplanred in the ground of my heart, the 
deeper ſtill it anke into it- But what meane I to ſpeake ofthe cauſes of my loue, 
which is as impoſſible to deſcribe , as to meaſure the backſideof heauen? Let this 
word ſuffice,] loue. 
And that you may know I doe ſo, it was I that came in blacke armour to defend 
. berpiure, where I was both prenented, and beaten by you. And ſo, Ithat waited 
hereto doe you ſeruice,baue now my ſelfe moſt need of fuccor.But whereupon got 
you yourſelfe this apparell,ſaid Ze/mane?I had forgotten to tell you, ſaid Maſidoras, 
though that were one principall matter of my ſpeech , ſomuch am I now maifter of 
my owne mind.

XMenalcas(beingof ah honeſt diſpo- 
fieion) pittied my caſe, whichmy face through my inward torment made cre- 
dible; and ſo (I giuing him largely for it ) let mee baue this raiment , inſtructing 
mein all theparticulaticies, touching himſglfe , or my ſelfe, which I deſired to 
know : yetnottruſting ſo much to his conſtancie , as that I would lay my life, and 
life of my life , vponir, I hired himto.goernto Theſſalia to a friend of mine, andro 
deliver bim aletter from me; coniuring him to bring me as ſpecdie an anſwere as 
he could , becauſcit imported me greatly ro know, whether cerraine ofmy friends 
did yet poſleſſe any fauour, whole interceffions I might vie for my reſtitution. He 
willingly tooke my letter, which being well ſealed. indeede contained other mat» 
ter, For] wrote to my trullic ſervant Caſsdeulre ( whom you know ) that aſloone 
as he had deliuered the letter, he ſhould keepe him priſoner in his houſe, not ſuffe- 
ring him to have conference with any bodie, till he knew my further pleaſure : in 
all other reſpes that he ſhould vic him as my brother. And is Mene!cas gone, 
and I here a poore ſhepheard ? more proud of this eſtate then of any kingdome, ſo

manifeſt iris, that the bigheſt point outward things can bring one vnto, is the con- 
cenctment of the mind , wich whicb 4 no eſtate ; without whicb, all eſtates bee miſe- 
rable. Now haue I choſen tbis day, becauſe (as Mexa/cas tolde mc) the other ſhep- 
heards are called ro make their ſports ; and bopethat you will with your credice, 
find meanes to get me allowed among them. You need not doubt(anſwered Zel- 
waxe)but that I will be your good miſtrefle: marrie the beſt way of dealing mult 
be by Dameras, who ſince bis blunt braine hath perceiued ſome fauour the Prince 
doth beare vnto me(as withouc doubt the moſt ſeruile flatterieis lodged moſt eaſily 
in the groſſcſt capacicie, for their ordinarie conceipt draweth a yeeldiog to their 
er, and.then baue they not wit todiſcerne the right degrees of duetie) is much 
more ſeruiceable vnto mee, then I can findeany cauſe to wiſh him. And therefore 
diſpaire not to winne bim:: for cuerie preſent occafion will catch. his ſenſes. and 
with that bridle and ſaddle you ſhall well ride bim. O heauen and earth (faid Aſi 
dorws ) to whata paſſe are our mindes brought, that from the righr line of vertue, are 
wryed totheſe crooked ſhifts ? Bur O Love, it isthouthat doefſt it: thou chaungeſt 
name vpon name;thou diſguiſeſt our bodies, and disfigureft our minds. But indeed. 
thou baſt reaſon ; for thoughthe wayes befoule, the iournies end is moſt faire and 
bonovrable. 

No more ſweet Muſidoriss (ſaid Zelmane) oftheſe philoſopbies ; for bere comes 
the veric perſon of Dametas. And ſo he did indeed, with a ſword by bis (idea forreſt 
bill on bisnecke,and a chopping. knife vnder his girdle:in which well provided ſort 
he had euer gone lince the feare Ze/mane had pur bim in. But he no ſooner ſaw her, 
but with head&armes he laid bisreucrenceafore her,cnough to haue madeany man 
forſweare all curteſie. And then inBſi{iz name be did inuite her to walke downe to 
the place, where that day they were to bave the paſtorals. 

Bur when he ſpied M»/idorus to be none of the ſhepheards allowed inthatplace, 
he wonld faine haue perſ[waded bimſelfeto vtter ſome anger, butthat he durſt not; 
yet muttering and champing , as though his cud troubled him, he gaue occaſion to 
Muſideris to come neere him,and feine his rale of bis owne life:that he was a youn- 

er brother of the ſhepheard Aenalcas,by name Dorw,lent by his fatber inhis ten- 

er age to Athens, thereto learne ſome cunning more then ordinarie, that he might 
bethe berterliked ofthe Prince: and that after his fathers death, his brother Mens/- 
c«(lately gone thicherto ferch him home)wasalſo deceaſed, where(vpon his death) 
be had charged him to ſeekethe ſeruiceof D ametes,and to be wholly & euverguided 
by him,as one in whoſe tudgernent & integritiethe Prince had ſingular confidence: 
For token whereof, he gaue to Dameras a good ſummeof gold in ready coine:which 
Menalcas bad bequeathed vato him, vpon condition he ſhould receive this poore 
Derw into his ſeruice,thathis mind and maners might grow the better by bis daily 
example. Dameres,that of all maners of ſtile could beſt conceiue of goldeneloquen- 
ce, being withall cickled by Maſidori praiſes, bad his braine ſoturned, that he beca- 
me ſlauetothar,which hethat ſued to be his ſeruant offered rogiue him; yer for co- 
untenance ſake, he ſeemed verie {queamilh,inreſpeRofthe chargehe hadofthePrin- 
ceſſe Pamela. But ſuck was the ſecret operation of the gold, helpedwiththe perfwaſi- 
onofthe Amazon Zelmane (who ſaid it was pittie ſohandſomeayong man ſhould 
be any where elſethen with ſo good a maiſter )that in the eng he agreed(ifthatday 
he behaued himſelfe ſo to the liking of Baſilirs, as be might be contented) that then 
he wonld receive him into his ſervice. 

And thus went they to the Lodge, where they found Gynecia and her daughters 
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readie togoctothe field; ro delight themſelnes there a while , vntill the ſhepheards 
comming:whicker alſo taking Ze/mane with them,as they went, Dametes rojd them 
of Dorus,anddefired hee might becaccepted there that daye in ftead of bis brother 
Menalcas.As$for Baſilins, he ftayed behind to bring the ſhepheards, with whom hee 
meant ro'conferre, to breed the better Ze/manes liking (which bee onely regarded) 
while the other beautifull band came to the faire field appointed for the {hepbear- 
diſh paſtimes. It was indeede a place of delight; for through the middeft of it there 
ran a ſweet bro ke, which did both hold the eie open with her azure ſtrames, & yer 
ſeeke tocloſe the eye with the purling noiſe it made vpon the pibble ſtones it ranne 
ouer:the fieldir ſelfe being ſet in ſome places with roſes,andin all thereſt conſtantly 
preſerving a flouriſhing greene:the roſes added ſuch arudie ſhew vntoit, as though 
the field were baſhfull athis owne beaurie :-abour ir (as ifit had beeneto incloſe a 
Theatre)grew ſach ſort of trees, as either excellencie of fruit, ſtatelineſle of growth, 
continuall greenencfle, or poericall fancies, haue made at any time famous. In moſt 
part of which there bad beene framed by art ſuch pleaſant arbors, that (one anſwe- 
ring another) they became a gallerie aloft from tree to tree almoſt round about, 
which below gaue a perfe&t ſhadow;a pleaſant refuge then from thecholerike looke 
of Phebue. | | 

- Inthis place while Gyvecia walked hard by them, carrying many vnquiet conten- 
tions abour her , the Ladies farethem downe, (inquiring diuetſe queſtions of the 
ſhepheard Dorws 5 who (keeping his eye ſtill vpon Pamela, ) anſwered with ſuch a 
trembling voice,andabaſhed countenance,and oftentimes ſo farre from the matrer, 
thatir was ſome ſport tothe young Ladies ; thinking it- want of education, which 
made him ſo difcountenanced with vawonrted preſence. Burt Zelwane that faw in 
bim the glafſe of her owne miſerie, taking the hand of Phi/oclea, and with burning 
kiſlesferting ic cloſe to her lips(as ific ſhould ſtand therelike a band'in the margine 
of a booke,to note ſumeſaying:worthy to be marked )beganto ſpeake theſe words: 
O Love, (incerhou art ſochangeable in mens cſtates, how art thou ſo conſtant in 
their rorments ? when.ſodenly there came our of a wood a monftrous Lyon, with 
2 hee Beare not farrefrom him, of lirtle lefle fierceneſle ; which (as they gheſt) ha- 
uing beene hunted in forreſtsfatre off, were by chaunce come thither, where before 
ſuch beaſts had neuerbene ſcene; Then care, not feate, or feare; not for themlelues, 
altered fometbing the countenances of the two Lovers, but ſo, asany man might 
perceine, was rather an aſſembling of powers, then diſmaiedneſſe of courage: Phi- 
locizano ſooner eſpied the Liongburthar obeying the commaundement of teare,ſhe 
leapt vp,and ranneto the Lodge-ward,as fait as ber delicate leggescould carrie her, 
whileP or -drew Pamela behind a tree, where [hee ftood quaking like the Patridge, 
on which the Hawke is euen readyto ſeaze. But the Lion(ſceing Philoclearun away) 
bent his race to her ward, and wasreagie to ſeaze bimſelte on the praie, when Ze/- 
»ane(to whom. daungerthets wasa cauſe otdreadleſneſle, all the.compotition of 
her elements. being [nothing bur fierie ) with ſwifcneſle of deſirecroſt him”, and 
with force of affe&tion ſtrakehim ſuch a blow vpon his chine, that ſhee opened all 
his bodie : wherewith the valiant beaſt turning her with open iawes, ſhee gaue 
him ſuch a thruſtchrough his breaſt, chat all the Lion copld doe, was with his paw 
to teare off the mantle& ſleeucofZelmanewith a little ſcratch, rather then a wound 
his death blow baning taken away the efteR of tis force.: butthere withall hee fell 
downe,and gaue Ze/maneleaſure to take oft his head,to carrie ir for a preſent toher 
LadiePhiloclea:who all this while(not knowing whar was donebehind her) kept on 
her courfe,like 4rerhn/a when ſheran from A/phews;her light apparell being carried- 

vp 
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vp with the wind,cthac much of thoſe beauties, ſhe would ar another time haue wil- 


lingly hidden, was preſented to the lightof the rwiſe wounded Zelmene. Which 
madeZelmane not tollow her over-battily,leſt ſhe {hould too ſoone deprive her ſelte 
ofthar pleaſure: bur carrying the Lions head ia her, hand,did not fally ouertake ber, 
cill they came to the preſence of Baſiius.Neither were they long there, bur that Gy- 
pecia came thither alſo ; who had beene in ſuch atraunce of muling , that. Ze/are 
was fighting with the Lion , beforc {he knew of any Lions comming : but then af: 
feRion reſiſting, and the ſoone ending of the fight preventing all extremitie of feare, 
ſhe marked Zelmenes fighting : and when the Lions head was off, as Ze/mare ranne 
after Philoclea,fo ſhe could not find in her heart but run afrer Zclmane:fo that it was 
anew light, Fortune had prepared to thoſe woods,to ſeethele great perſonages thus 
run one afterthe other,eachcarried forward with an inward violence; Philoclea with 
ſach feare, that he thought ſhe was ftill in the Lionsmouth ; Ze/mene with an ea- 
ger and impatient delight; Gyzecis with wings of Joue, flying (he neirher knew, nor 
cared to know whither. But now , being all come before Bo/ilis, amazed with this 
fight, and feare hauing ſuch poſſeſon ia the faire Philoclea,that her bloud durſt nor 
yer come to her face, to take away thename ofpaleneſle from ber moſt pure whice- 
neſſe, Zelmane kneeled downe, and preſented the Lions head vnto her:Only Ladie 
(ſaid ſhe) here ſee youthe puniſhment of hat vanatural beaſt, which contrary to his 
own kind,would baue wronged Princes bloud,guided with ſuch traiterous eyes, as 
durſt rebell againſt your beautie. Happie am I;.and my beautje both(aaſwered che 
ſweer Philocleathen bluſhing, for Feare had bequeathed his roometo his kinſman 
Balhfulneſſe)chat you excellent 4mazon,werethere to teach bim good mancrs. And 
even thanks ro chat beautie(anſwered Ze/mave) which can giue an edge to the blunt- 
eft ſwords. There Philocleatold her father how it had bappened :bur as ſhe had tur- 
ned hereyes in her talero Ze/mane, the perceiued ſomebloud ypon Zelmanes ſhoul- 
der, ſo thar ſtarting withthe lonely grace and pittie, ſhe ſhewed it to her father and 
motherz who, as the nurſe ſometimes with ouer-much kiſſing may forget togiue 
the babe ſacke,ſo had they with cop much delightiog,in beboldingS prayling Zel- 
mane, left off ro marke whether ſhe needed ſuccor, Bur thenthey ran both vnto her 
like a father and mother to an onely child, and(though Zelmenc aflured thetn it was 
nothing) would needs ſee it,Gynecis having $kill in Chirurgerie,an artin thoſe daies 
much eſteemed, becauſeir ſerued to vertuous courage,which even Ladies would(e. 
uer with the contempt of cowards) ſ-emie to cheriſh. But looking vpon it ( which 
gaue more inward bleeding wounds to Zelmaze,for ſhe might ſometimes feele Phi- 
lockeas touch , whiles the belped her mother ) ſhe.found it was indeed of no impor- 
tance ;yet applied ſhe aprecious baulme vntoic, ofpower to healea greater griefe. 
 Butcuenthen, and notbefore ; they remembred Pamcla,and therefore Ze/mane 
(thinking of her friend Dorws) was running backeto be latisfied, when they mighe 
all ſce. Pamela comming betweene Dorws and Dametas, hauingin her hand thepaw 
of a Beare, which the ſhepheard Dorws had newly preſented varo her,defiring berto 
acceptir, as of fuch a beaſt, which though ſhe deſerveddeath for her preſumption, 
yet was her wit to be efteemed, ſince ſhe could makeſo ſweet a choile. Dametas for 
his part came piping and dauncing, the merrieſt man in a pariſh : but when he came 
foneereas he might be beard of Beſi{ires he would needs. breake through his eares 
with this ioyfull ſong of their good ſucceſle:

Being all now come together, and all deſirous to know each othets'adventores, 
Pamelzs noble heart would needs gratefully make known the valiant meane of ber 
ſafecie, which (direQing her ſpeech to her mother) ſhe did in this maner © Aſſoone, 
ſaid ſhe,as ye were all run away, &rhat I hoped to be in ſaferie,there came out of the 
ſame woods a borrible foule Beare,which{feating belike ro deate, while the Lid was 
preſent,as ſooneas he was gone)came furiouſlytowards the place where I was,and 
this yongſhepheard left alone by me; Itruly(norguilcic of any wiſdome, which ſince 
they lay to my charge, becauſethey ay, iris the beſt refuge againſt that beaſt, bute- 
uen pure feare bringing forth thateffet of wiſdome) fell downe flat on my face,nec- 
ding not countrefeit being dead,for indeed T was little better. But this young ſhep- 
heard with a wonderfull courage , having no other weapon bur that knife you ſee, 
ſtanding before the place where I lay , fo behaved himſelfe, that the fitftfghcT had 
(when ! thoughr my ſelfe alreadie neere Charons ferrie) was the ſhepheard ſhewing 
me his bloudy knife in token of vitorie. Ipray you (ſaid Ze/mineſpeaking ro Dorws, 
whole valor ſhe was czrefull ro-hanemanifeſted)in what ſort, ſoillweaponed,could 
you atchieve this entrepriſe? Noble Lady,faid Dorms,the maner of thefe beaſts figh- 
ting with any man,is to ſtand vp vpon their hinder feer, & ſo this did,& being ready 
to give me 2 ſhrewd embracement, T thinke'the god Pay(euct carefull ofthe chiefe 
blefing of Arcadia) guided my hand fo tuft to the heart of the' beaſt ,"thar neither 
ſhe could once touch me,nor(whichisthe only matterin rhis worthy remembrance) 
breed any dangerto the Princefle.

And with thar word, corne borowiug the countenance 
of mIrch,ſmewhar ſhe ſmiled,agd thus ſpake on'; When {faid ſhe) Dorn made me 
aſſuredly perceive, that all cauſeoffeare was paſſed(chetrirkris) I was aſhamed to 
find my ſelfe alone with this ſhepheard ; and therefore looking about me.if could 
ſ-e any bodie z at length we botb perceived the gentle Damers lying wirhbis head 
and brealt as far as he could chruft himſelfe into 2 buſh, drawing vp his legs as'clofe 
vnto him as he could : for , like a man ofa verie kind nature, ſoone totake pictie of 
himſelfe, he was full reſolued notro ſee iis ownedeath. And when thisHepheard 
puſhed him, bidding him to be of good chere; it was a great while ere wee could

This Baſiliuzs (hauing the quicke ſence of a lover) rooke ,.as tkough his Miftreſſe 
had giuen him a ſecret reprebenſion,that hee had not ſhewed more gratefulneſſe to 
Dor«s; and therefore (as nimbly as hee could,)enquired of his eſtate , adding pro- 
miſc of great rewards : among the reſt, offering tq him, ifhe would exerciſe his cous 


rage in ſonldierie, hee would commit ſome charge vnto bim vader his Licutenanc, 


Philanax. But Dorus ) whoſe ambitionclimed by another ſtaire) having firſt anſwe- 
red touching his cſtate,that he was brother ro the ſhepbeard Menalces, who among.

Which being done, ke looked very curiouſly vpon himſelfe, ſometimes fetching 
alittle skip,as if he had ſaid his ſtrength had not yer forſaken him: Bur Zelmane ha- 
uingin this rime gotten ſome leiſure to thinke for an anſwer, looking vpon Gyne- 
cie,as if ſhe thought ſhe did her ſome wrong : Madam/ſaid ſhee) Iam not acquain-

Now was Zelmane brought to 
an exigent, when the king turning his eyes that way through the trees, perceiued his 
wife and miſtreſſe rogether,ſo that framing the moſt louely countenance he could, 
he came ſtraight way towards them;and at the firſt word (thanking his wife for ha- 
uing edtertained Zelmane) defired her ſhe would now returne into the Lodge, be- 
cauſe he had certaine marters of eſtate toimpart to the Lady Zelmane.

And therwith as they walked tothe 
other lodge,tomake Zelmanetinde ſhe might haue ſpent hertime better with him; 
hebepenwith a wilde Mernode to runne ouerallthe art of husbandrie ; eſpecially 
imployinghis:tongueabout well dunging of a field : while podre-Ze/menc yeelded 
her earesto thoſe tedious ſtrokes, nor warding them ſp muchas with any one an- 
ſwerztillthey cameto Zeſili4,and Gynecia,who attended for her ina coach to car- 
ric her abroad to ſee ſome ſpores prepared for her.. Bef#me, and Gynecis litting in 
_ thevticend; placed herat the other, with her left ſide to Philoclea.Zelmane was mo- 
uedin her minde,to hauc kifled their feet for the fauour of ſo bleſſed a ſear: for the 
narrowneſle of thecoach made them iayne from the foote to the ſhoulders very 
. cloſetogerher;the truer touch whercof thoughic were barred by their enuious ap- 
parcihyetasa perfet Magnes, though burin an iuorie boxe, will through the boxe 
fendforch his inibracing verrue toa beloved needle; ſothis imparadiſed neighbor- 
hdodmadeZeimencsſoulc cleaue vrito her,both thorow the tuory caſe ofher body, 
andthe apparel which did ouercloude ir. All che bloud of Ze/meres bodic ſtirring 
in her,as wine will doe when ſugac is haſtily petinroic,ſecking to ſuck- the ſweer- 
nefleaf the beloued gueſt : her heart, likea Lyon new impriſoned, ſecing him that 
reftraines his libertie,betore the grate ; not panting,bar ſtriuing violently(if ic had 
beene poſlible )to have leapt into the lappe of Phi/ociea. But Dametas, euen then 
proceeding from being maſter of a Cart, to bee door of a Coach, not a little 
proude'in himfelfe, rhat his whippe atthat time guided the rule of 4rcaaze, draue 
the coach( the couer whereof was made with ſuch ioynts, thatas they might ) ro 
auoid the weather(pull itvp cloſe whenthey liſted, ſo when they would they might 
pit each end downe, and remaine as diſcouered and open lighted as on horſeback} 
tillypon the ſide of the forreſt they had both Greyhounds,Spaniels, and Hounds :

her parents) a willingnefſe of conuerſation;her wir and behauiour a liking & filent 
sdmirationzatlengrh the excellencie of her naturall gifts, ioyned with the extreame - 
ſhewes ſhe made of moſt detout honouring Philozles (carrying thus in-dne perſon, 
the oncly two bands of good will, louelineſſe and louingneſſe)brought forthin her 
heart a ycelding toa molt friendly affeRtion;which when ithad gotten ſo full poſ- 
ſeflion of te keyes of her minde, thatir would receive no meſſage from her ſenſes, 
without that ton were the interpreter, then'ſtraight grew an exceeding de- 
light ſtil to be with her,with an vnmeaſurable liking of all thatZe/mexe did:matters 
being ſo turned in her,that where at firſt liking hee manners did breede good: will, 
now good-will became the chicfe cauſe of liking her manners : ſothar within a 
| While Ze/mare was not prized for her demeanure, but the demeanure was prized 
becauſe it was Ze/manes. Then followed that moſt naturall efe& of conformin 
herſelfeto thar, which ſhee did like, and not onely wiſhing to be her ſelfe ſuch an- 
other inal things, but to ground an imitation vpon ſo much an eſteemed authori- 
tie: ſo that the next degree wasto marke all Ze/maner doings, ſpeeches, and faſhi- 
ons,and to take them into her ſelfe, asapatterne of worthie proceeding. Which 
when once it was cnated, not onely by the cominaltie'of Paſſions, bur agrced 
vntoby het moſt noble Thoughts, and that Reafon it ſelfe (not yer experienced 
inthe iſſues of ſuch matters) had granred his royall aſſent, then Friendſhip a dili- 
pentofficer)tooke care to ſee the ſtatute throughly obſerued. Then grew on that 
not onely ſhece did imitate the ſoberneſſeof her countenance, the gracefulneſſe of 
her ſpeech; but eventheir particular geſtures: ſo thatas Ze/mexe did often eyeher, 
ſhe wouldiofterr eye Zehmare, andas Zelmaves cyes would deliuer a ſubmiſſive, but 
veheryent defire intheir looke,ſhe;rhonghas yet ſhee had not the defire in her, yer 
ſhould hereycs anfiverin like piercing kindneſle of a looke. Zelmare as much as 
Gvecias iealouſic would ſuffer;defired to-bee neere Philecles , Philocles, as much as 
eciaricaloufic would ſuffer,;defiredeo beneere Zelmaene, If Zelmane tooke her 
hand, and ſoftly ſtrained ir, ſheealſo(thinkingthe knots of friendfhip ought to bee 
mutuzll)would (wirh a'fweete faſtneſſe) ſhewſhe was loth to part from it. Andif 
Gelmanclighed,ſhe would figh alſozwherZe/tranc was ſad, the deemed it wiſdome, 
ard therefore ſhe would be {ad to6.- Z2/praver languiſhing countenance with croſt 
armes;and ſometimes caſt-vp eyes, — to haucanexcellent grace : and 
therefore ſhe alſo willingly put on'the ſame countenance : till at the laſt / poore 
foule,cre ſhe were aware) ſhee accepted notonely the badge, but the ſeruice ; nor 
- encely the figne, butthe paſſton ſignified. For whether'it were, tharher wit in con- 
tinuancedid finde; that Ze/maner friendſhip was full of impaticne deſire, _ 
morethan ordinarie limits, & therefore ſhe was content to ſecond'Zelmene,though 
her ſelfe knew not the limirs; or thar in truth,rrue loue (well confidered) hath an 
infeRiue power; atlaſt ſhee fell ivacquaintance with loues' harbinger, wiſhing : 
Eirſt ſhe would wiſh, that they ewo might liueall-rheir lives together, likerwo of 
Dienss Nymphes. Burthat wiſh, ſhe thought nor ſufficient, becauſe ſhe knew, there 
would be more Nymphs befides them, who alſo would hauctheirpart in Ze/mere. 
Then would ſhe wiſh; rhar ſhe were herfſifter, that ſuch a natirs!l band might make 
her more ſpeciall to her, Buragainſt that; ſhe conſidered, that, though being her (i- 
ſer; if thee happened robe married, ſhe ſhould be robbed of her. Then grown'bol- 
der, ſhewauld wiſkeither her ſelfe; or Zeimuve a man; thatthere miighr ſucccode a 
bleſſed mariage berweene thero. Pur whenthatwiſh had once diſplayed his enfigne Þ 
in her mtipde,then followed whole ſquadrons of longings, that ſoit wight be; with z 
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maine battcll of miſlikings, and repinings againſt cheir creation, rhat ſo ir was not, 
T hen dreames by night _—_ ro Ring more vnto her, than ſhcedurſt withby.day, 
wherc out waking did make her know her feltc the berter by. the image of. thoſe 
fancies. Butas ſome diſeaſes when they are cafie to bee cured,they are hard to bee 
knowne,but when they grow cafe to be knowne, they arc almaſt impoſſi>le to bee 
cured: ſorhe ſweete Philocleaywhile ſhe mighr prevent ir, ſhee did nor feelce it, now 
ſhce felr ir,when it was palt preucnting , like ariuer,no rampiers being builr againſt 
it,cill alreadic ir haue ouerflowes, For now indeede Jouc puld oft his maske, and 
ſhewcd his face ynto her,andtold her plainely, tharſhe was his priſoner. Then nee- 
ded ſhe no more paint her face with patſtons, fa: paſſions ſhone thorough her face , 
than herroſtc colour was often encreaſed with extraotdinarie bluſhing, and ſo an- 
other time, perfect whirencſle deſcended any of palenefle ; now hor, thea 
cold, dcfiring ſhee knew not what,nor how, it ſhee knew what. T hen her minde 
{choughtaolate) by the ſmart was brought to thinke of the diſcaſe, and her owne 
proofe raughr her toknow hermorhers minde'; which (as no error giues ſoſtra 
aſſaulr,as that which comes armed in the authoritie of aparent) ſo greatly forrt- 
fied her deſires, to ſee, that her mother had che like deſires. And the more iealous 
her motherwas, the more ſhee thought the Iewell precious which was with ſo 
many lockes guarded. Burthar prevailing fo farre, as to keepe the rwo louers from 
priuate conference,then began thee to feele the fweetneſle of a louers folitarmeſle, 
when freely with words and geltures, as if Zelzzave were preſent, ſhie might 
give paſſage to her thoughts : andſoas it were, vrter out ſotne ſmoke of - thoſe 
flames, wherewith clſc ſhee was not onely burned,but ſmothered. As this nighr, 
that going from the one lodgetorhe other by her mothers commandement, wich 
dolctull geſtures and vncertaine paces, ſhce did willingly accept the times offer, to 
bee a while alone: ſothat going a liccle afide into the wood, where 'taany times 
before ſhe had delighted to walke, her eyes were ſaluted with a tuft oftrees,ſo cloſe. 
{et rogerher,as with the ſhade the Moone gduethrough ir, ir mighe breede a feare- 
full c1nde ot deuotion to lookg vpon it, Burtrue thoughts of loue baniſhed all 
vaine fancie of ſuperſtition. Fall well ſhee did both remember and like the place ; 
for there had ſhee often with their ſhade beguiled Pha@bw of looking vpon her : 
There had ſhce enioyed her {elfe often, while ſhee was miſtreſle of her {clte; and 
had no other thoughts, bur ſuch as might ariſe out of quier fenſes. 4 

Buc the ptincipall cauſe that inuired her remembrance, was a goodly white 
marble (tonegthat ſhould ſceme had beene dedicated in ancicnt time to the Siluen 
gods: which ſhce finding there a few daycs before Zelmenes ng,had written 
theſe words vpon it,asa teſtimonie of her,minde, again the ſuſpirioa her captiui- 
tic made her thinke ſhe liucd in; The writing was this :

; -But now that her memory ſerued as an accuſer of herchange3and that her owne 
hand-writing was there, to beare teſtimonie againſt her fall z ſhee wear in among 
thoſe few trees, ſocloſed in the tops rogerher,as they might ſeeme alittle chappell: 
and there night ſhee by the helpe of the Meone-light perceiue the goodly ſtone, 
which ſerued as an altar inthat woodie deuotion, Bur neither the light was cnough 
torcadethe words,and the inke was alreadie foreworne, and in many places blor- 
ted: which as ſhee perceiued, Alas {ſaid ſhe) faire marble, which neuer receiuedſt 
{pot butby my writing: welldoetheſc blots becomea blotted writer. Bur pardon 
her which did not dillemble then,alchough ſhee haue changed fince. Enioy, enioy 
thegloric of thy nature, which-can ſocopnſtantly beare the markes of my incon- 
ſancie. And herewith hiding her eyes with her ſoft hand, there came into her 
head certaine verſes, which if ſhe had had preſent commoditic, ſhee would haue 
adioyned as retraction tothe other.

{omewhar from thereſt, as allowed to ſay ſomething) hee ſtepr vnto him, andpur- 
ting the {word into his hand notbound (a point of ciuilicie the officers vſcd to- 
wards bim, becauſe they doubtedn@ ſuch enterpriſe) Maſidoras, faid heegdic no- 
bly. .In truth; neuer map berweene ioy before knowledge what to be glad of; and 
feare after conſidering his caſe, had ſuch a confuſion of thoughts, as I had, when [ 
ſaw Pyrocles, ſa ncare mce. But withchat Dores bluſhed, and Pame/s ſmiled 3 and 
Dora the more bluſhed at her ſmiling, and ſhethe more ſimiledat his bluſhing: be- 
cauſe hechad ( with the remembrance of that plight he was in ) forgotten in ſpea- 
king of higſclfe to yſe thethird perſon, But 44ſidorw turned againe her thoughts 
from his cheekes to his tongue in this ſort : Bur, ſaid hee, when they were wirh 
{words in hands, notturning backes one ro the other { for there they knew was no 
place of defence ) burmaking ira preſeruation in not hoping to bee preſerued,and 


now acknopledging themſclucs ſubie@ro death, meaning onely ro doe honour to. 


their Princely birth, they flew amangſt them all ( for all were enemies) and had 
quickely cicher with flight or death, lcft none vpon the ſcaffold ro annoy them. 
Where ?procles(the excellent Pyrocles)did ſuch wonders beyond beliefe, as was 
ableto lead Muſoderss to-courage,though he had beene borne a coward. But indeed 
iuſt ragcand deſperate vertue did ſuch effes,thar —_—_— ſort of the beholders 


began to bee almoſt ſuperſticiouſly amazed, as ar effects beyond mortall power, 


But the king with angry threatnings from out a window (' where hee was not aſha- 
medrthe world ſhould behold him a beholder ) commanded his guard and the reſt 
of his ſouldiers to haſten their death. Bur many of them loſt their bodicsto looſe 
their ſoules, when the Princes grew almoſt ſo weary,as they were ready to be-con- 


quered with conquering,

that one of the ſouldiers(commanded tp go vp after his tellowes againſt the Prin-

There began to bee a great tumult amonglt rhe ſouldiers; which ſcene, 
and not vnderſtood by rhe people/vicd to feares, but not vſcd robee bold in them) 
ſome begantocrietreaſon; andrhat voice ſtraight multiplying it felfe, the king (6 
the cowardiſe.of a guiltie conſcience) beforc any man ſet vpon him fled away. 
Wherewicha bruit (cicher by art of ſome well meaning men, or by ſome chance 
25 lach things often fall out by)ran from oneto the other, that the king was ſlaine; 
wherewith certaine young men of the braueſt mindes,cried witha loud voice, Li- 
bertic;and encouraging the-other Citizens to followrthem, ſer vpon the guard and 
ſouldicrs,as chicte inſtruments of tyranny: and quickly ayded by the Princes they 
had leftnone of them aline,norany other in the ciry,who they thought had'in any

The Ladies made ſport at the deſcription and ſtorie of Copid. Byt Zelmane could 
ſcarce ſuffer thoſe blaſphemies(as ſhe rooke them)ro be read, bur humbly beſoughr 
Pamela ſhe would performeher fiſters requelt of the other part of the ſtorie. Noble 
Lady(anſwered ſhe,beaurifying her face with a ſweet ſmiling, & the ſweetneſſe of 
her ſinjling with the beauty other face){tnce.I amborne a Princes daughter, let me 
not giueex2mple of diſobedience.

Butthe Ladies miſery oner-ballanced my reputation: ſo that after her I went,and 
with ſixehoureshard riding,through ſowild places,as it was ratherthe cunningof- 
my:horſe foinctimes,than of my ſelfe,fo rightly to hit the way,l oucrgatthema lit- 
tle beforenight,neerto an oldilt-fauourcdcaftle,the place where I perceived they 
meantto perform rheir vaktightly errand. For there they began to ſtrip her of her 
clothes,when I came in among them , and running through the firſt with a launce, 
the iuſtneſſe of the cauſe ſoenabled meeapainſt rhe reſt, falſe-hearted in their own:

had not warranted her from that neereapproching crueltie. Iwas glad I had done 
ſo good adeedefor a Gentlewoman not vnhandſome, whom before Ihad in like 
ſort helped, :Butthe night beginning to:perſwade ſome retiring place,the Gentle» 
woman,cuen out of countenance before ſhe began her ſpeech, much after this ma- 
ncr inuited meto lodgethatnight with her father. | 
 Sir(faid ſhe) how much Lowe you,can beburt abaſed by words, fincethe life 1 
haue,I hold it now the ſecond time of you: and therfore need not offer ſeruice vns 
to-you;butonely torememberyou,that I am your ſeruant : and I would,my being 


{o, might any way yeeld any ſmall contentment vnto you, Now onely _ _ 
; : EI1IC 
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defire youto harbour yourſelfe this nighr in this caſtle ; becauſe thetime requires 
ir, and intruth this countrie is verie dangerous for murthering theeues, torruſt a 
ſleeping life among them. And yetI muſt confeſle, that as the loucI beare you 
makes mee thus inuite you, ſothe ſame loue makes mee aſhamed to bring you to a 
place, where you ſhall be ſo (nor ſpoken by ceremony but by truth) miſerably en- 


-tertained. Withthart ſhe rold me, thatthough ſhee ſpake of her father (whom ſhe 


named Chrewes)(he would hide no truth from-me;which was in ſumme, That as he 
was of all that region the man of greateſt poſſeſſions and riches, ſowas he either by 
nature,or an cuill receiued opinion,giuen to ſparing, in ſo vnmeaſurable ſort; that 
he did not only barre himſelte from the delightfull, buralmoſt from the neceſſary 
victhereof, ſcarcely allowing himſelte fit ſuſtenance of life, rather than he would 
ſpend of thoſe goods for whoſe ſake only he ſeemedto toy in life. Which extream 
dealing (deſcending from himſelfe vpon her) had driven her to pur herſelfe with 
agreat Lady ofthat country,by which occaſion ſhee had ſtumbled vpon ſuch mi. 
chances.,as were little for the honourcither of her,or her fam:ily.Bat fo wiſe hgd he 
ſhewed himſelfetherein, as while hee found his daughter maintained withour his 
coſt, hee was content to beedeafe toaniec noiſe of infamie ; which though ithad 
wronged her much more than the deſcrued,yet ſhe could not deny.,bur ſhe was dri- 
ven thercby to receiue morethan decent fauours. She concluded,thattherear leaſt 


 Thhould be free from iniuries,and ſhould be aſſured to her-ward to abound as much 


in the true cauſesof welcomes.,as I ſhould finde want of the effects thereof. . © - 
I, who had acquainted my ſelfe to meaſure the delicacy of food and reſt, by hun- 
ger and wearineſſe, at that time well ſtored of both, did nor abide long entreaty; 
but went with her to the Caſtle : which I found of good ſtrength, hauing a great 
Mote round about it ; the worke ofa noble Gentleman, of whofevathritric ſofne 
hehad bought it ; the bridge drawne vp, where we were faineto criea good while 
before we could haue anſwer,and ro diſpute a good while before anſwer would be 
brought to acceptance. Arlengtha willingneſle, rather than a ioy to receine his 
danghter,whom he had lately ſeene ſo neer death,and an opinion brought into hig - 
head by courſe, becauſe hee heard himſclfe called Father, ratherthan aty kinde- 
neſſethat hee found in his owne heart, made him takevs in, for my part by that 
time growne ſo weary of ſuch entertainement,thatno regard! of my ſelfe, but only 
the importunity of his daughter, made mee enter. Where I was met withthis 
Chremes,adriucling old fellow, lean,ſhaking both of head and hands, already halfe 
earth,and yet then moſt greedy of Earth : who ſcarcely would giue me thanks for 
whar I had done, for feare, I ſuppoſe,that thankfulneſſe might haue an introducti- 
on of reward. But with a hollow voice, giuing mea falſe welcome, Imight per- 
cciue in his eye to his daughter, that it was hard to ſay, whether the diſpleaſure of 
her company did not ouer-weigh the pleaſure of her owne comming. Burt on hee 
brought me,into ſo bare a houſe, that it was the picture ofmiſerablehappineſs, and 
rich beggerie (ſerued onely by a company of ruſticall villaines, fall of {\weate and 
duft,not one of them other than alabourer) in ſumme(as he counted it) profitable 
drudgerie : and all preparations both for foode and lodging ſuch, as would make 
one deteſt niggardneſle,it is ſo ſlurtiſh a vice. His talke of nothing but of his poner- 
tie, for feare belike leſt I ſhould haue proued a young borrower. In ſumme, ſuch a 
man,as anie enemie could not wiſh him worſe than to be himſelfe; But there that 
nighr bid I the burthen of being a tedious gucſt to a loarhſome Oaft: ouer-hearing 
him ſometimes birrerly warne his daughter of bringing ſuch coſtly mates vnder 


his roofe:which ſhe gricuing at,defired much xoknow my name,Ithinke parrly of

kindneſſe,to remember who had done ſome thing for her, and partly,becauſe ſhee 
aſſured her ſelfe I was ſuch a one as would make euen his miſer-minde contented 
with that he had done. And accordingly ſhee demanded my name,and eſtate, with 
ſuchearneſtneſſe, that I whom Loue had not as then ſo. robbed meof my ſelfe, as 
to.be another thanI am, told her direatly my name and condition : whereof thee 
was no moreglad than her father, as I might well perceiue by ſome ill fauoured 
cheerefulneſſe,which then firſt began to wrinkle it ſelfe inhis face, = 

\But the cauſes of their ioyes were farre different ; for asthe Shepheard and the 


Butcher both may look ypon one ſheep with pleaſing conceits, but the Shepheard 


with mindero profit himſelfe by preſeruing,the Butcher with killing him : So ſhe 


reioyced ro findthat mine owne benefits had made me to be her friend, who was a 


Prince of ſuch greatneſſe,& louingly reioyced: but his ioy grew/(as Ito my danger 
after perceiued)by the occafton of the Queen Artaxis's ſetting my headto ſale, tor 
hauing ſlaine her brother Tiridates , which being the ſumme of a hundreth thou- 
ſand crownes (to whoſocuer brought mee aliue into her hands) that old wretch, 
who had ouer-lined all good nature, though he had lying idly by him much more 
than that,yertaboucall things louing money, for monies owne ſake,derermined to 
betray me,ſo wel deſcruing of him, for to haue that which hee was determined ne- 
uerto vic. And ſo knowing that the next morning I was reſolued to go to the place 
wherel had left Anexiws,he ſentin all ſpeed toa Captaine of a Garriſonneere by , 
which thought it belonged co the king of 1beria, (yer knowing the Captaines hu- 
movr to delight ſo in riotous ſpending, as he cared not how he came by the mcans 
to maintaineit) doubted not that to bee halfe with him in the gaine, he would play 
his quarters partin the treaſon. And therfore that night agreeing of the fitteſt pla- 
ces where they might ſurpriſeme the morning,the old caitifte was grown ſo cere- 
monious, as hee would needes accompany meſome myles in my way ; a ſufficient 
token to me, if Nature had made me aptto ſuſpect ; ſincea churles courtefie rarely 
comes, buteither for gaine, or falſhood. Burt I ſuffered him to tumble into that 
pointof good maners: to which purpoſe he came out with all his clowns, horſt vp- 
on ſuch cart-iades, & ſo furniſhed,as in good faith I thought with my ſclfe, if that 
werethrift,[ wiſht none of my friends orſubiccts ever to thriue. As for his daugh- 
ter,the gentle Dido, ſhe wouldalſo (but inmy conſcience with a farre better mind) 
prolong thetime of farewell,as longas he. | | 

And fo we went ontogether: heſo old in wickedneſle, that he could look me in 
the face,& freely talke with me,whoſe life he had already contracted for:till com- 
_ ming intothe falling of a way which led vs intoa place, of each fide whereof men 
might eaſily keep themſelues vndiſcouered,I was encompaſſed ſodainly by a great 
troupe of encmies both of horſe and foote, who willed me to yeeld my ſeltero the 
Queene 4rtaxis.But they could not haue vicd worſeeloquence to haue perſwaded 
my yeelding,than that,I knowing the little good will Artax7e bare me. And there- 
fore making neceſfity and iuſtice my beſt ſword & ſhicld,]T vſed the other weapons 
I had as well as Icould;Iam ſure to thelittle eaſe of a good number, who truſting 
tothcir number more than to their valour,and valuing money higher than equirie, 
felc,that guilrines is not alwayes with eaſe oppreſſed. As for Chremes,he withdrew 
himlſelf,ſo gilding bis wicked conceits with his hope of gaine,that he was content 
to be a beholder how I ſhould be taken to make his prey, 17 

But I was: growne ſo wearie, that I ſupported my ſelfe more with anger than 
ſtrength,when the moſt excellent 42efidorw came to my ſuccour; who hauing fol- 


lowed my trace as well as he could,after he found I had leftthe fight with Anaxim, 
| Came 
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moſt of them wirhdrew themſclues. $607 0 02 2494 7 342) AL UEN 
Hee by his authority knowing of the Captaines owne conſtrained confeffion; 
what wasthemotiue of this miſchieuons praRtice ; miſſiking much ſuch violence 
ſhould bee offted in his Countrey to men of our ranke, but chiefly' diſdayning it 
ſhould be done in reſpeR of his Niece, whom (I muſt confeſſe wrongfully) he ha- 
ted, becauſe hee interpreted that her brotherand ſhe had maintained his ſon Play- 
w againſt him,cauſed the Caprtaines head preſently to be ſtriken off, andthe'old 
Lad Chremes ro be hanged : thoughtruecly for my part, Learneſtlylaboured for his 
life, becauſe I had eaten of his bread.

- woman, was by chance laine among his clownes, while ſhee ouer-boldly for her 


weak ſex ſoughtto hold them from me)noryet his owtnſhamefull end'was ſo much 
in his mouth, as he was led to exccution;as the lofſe of his goods, and burning of 
his houſe ; whichoften,with more laughter than teares of the hearers,hee made pi- 
tifullexclamations vpen,. | | wh: yy 
This iuſtice thus done, and we deliuercd,the King in deedein royall ſort innited 
vs tohis Court, not farrethence : inall pointsentertayning vs ſo, astruely I muſt 
ever acknowledge a beholdingnefſe vntohim;althoughthe ſtream of itfell outnor 
to be ſo ſweete as the ſpring. Forafter ſome daies being there (curing our felues of 
ſuch wounds as we had receiued, while I, caufing diligent ſearchto be made of A4- 
#axizs,could learnenothing,but that he was gone out of the Country, boaſting in 
every place how he had made me run away)we were brought toreceiuethe fayour 
of acquaintance with this Queene A»dromara, whom the Princeſle Pamels did in 
ſolively colours deſcribe theTaſt day,as ſtill me thinks the figurethereof poſleſſerh 
mine eyes,confirmed by the knowledge my ſelfe had. 
F And therefore I ſhall needethe leſſeto make you know what kinde of woman 
ſhe was , butthis onely, that firſt with the raines of affeftion,and after withthe ve- 
rievſe of direting, ſhee had made her ſelfc ſoabſolutea maſter of her husbands 


mind,thata while he would not,& after,he couldnot tell how to gouernc rs. 
ing 
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being gouerned by her : but finding an eaſe in not vnderſtanding, let looſe his 
thoughts wholly :to pleaſure, entruſting to her the entire condut of all his royall 
affaires. A thing that may luckily fall out to him that haththe bleſſing, ro match 
with ſome Heroicall minded Lady.Butin him it was neither guided by Wiſdome, 
nor followed by Fortune, but therby was ſliptinſenfibly into ſuchan eſtare,that he 
liuedat her 6 & {i diſcretion : all his ſubiects hauing by ſome years learned,ſo 
to hope for good,and feare of harme, onely from her, that it ſhould haue needed a 
ſtronger vertue than his,to haue vawound ſo deepely anentred vice.Sothat either 
not ſtriving, becauſe he was contented , or contented, becauſe he would not ftriue : 
he ſcarcely knew what was done in his ownechamber, but as it pleaſed her Inftru- 
ments toframethe relation, 

. Now we being brought knowne vnto her(thetime that we ſpent in curing ſome 
verie dangerous wounds) after once we were acquainted(and acquainted we were 
ſoener than our ſelues expected)ſhee continually almoſt haunted vs,till (and it was 
not long a doing)we diſcouered amoſt violent bent of affeion: & that ſo ſtrange- 
ly;that we might well ſee, an cuill minde in authoritie, doth not onely follow the 

way of the defires already within it, but frames to ir ſelfe new deſires, not before 
ought of. For, with cquall ardour ſhe affeted vs both : and ſo did her greatncſle 
i{daineſhamefaſtneſſe, that ſhee was content roacknowledge it to both. For(ha- 


hted in infamie : which often ſhee had vſed to her husbands ſhame, filling all 
mens cares,but his,with his reproach ; while hee (hoodwinkt with kindneſle) leaft 
of all men knew who ſtrake him. But her firſt degree was,by ſetting forth her beau- 
ties (truely in nature notto be miſliked,but as much aduancedto theeye, as abaſed 
tothe iudgement by art) thereby to bring vs (as willingly-caughrt fiſhes )to bite ar 
hcrbair, And thereto had ſheethar ſcutchion of her defires ſupported by certaine 
badly diligent miniſters , who ofren cloyed our eares with her prayſes,and would 
beds teachvs/a way of felicitic by ſeeking her fauour. But when ſhe found, that we 
were as deafe to them as dumb to her, then ſhe liſted no longer ſtay in the ſuburbs 
ofher fooliſh defires,but direQly centred vpon them;making her ſelfe an impudent 
ſuter, authorizing her ſelfe very much wich making vs ſee that all favour & power 
in that realme,ſo depended ypon her,as now(being in her hands)wewereeitherto 
keepe,or loſe ourliberty,at her diſcretion; which yet awhile ſhe ſotempred,as that 
we might rather ſuſpeR, than ſhe threaten, But when our wounds grew ſo, as that 
they gaue vs leaue to trauell,and that ſhe found we were purpoled to vic all means 
we could to depart thence,ſhe(with more & more importunatcneſs)cranted, which 
in all good maners was either of vs to be defired,or not granted. Trucly, moſt faire 
andcucrieway excellent Lady,youwould haue wondred to hauc ſeen, how before 
vs ſhe would confeſſe the contention in her own mind berweenrhart louely,indeed 
moſt lonely,brownneſle of Mafideres his face,& this colour of mine,which ſhe (in 
the deceiuable tile of affetion)would intitle beautifull: but her eyes wandred like 
aglutton at a feaſt, fromthe one to the other;8& how her words would begin halfe 

the ſentence to Meſidorm He end the other haltero Pyrocles: not aſhamed,fceing 


the friendſhip betweene vs,to deſire either of vs ro be a mediator to the other;as if 


we ſhould haue played onerequeſt at Tennis betweene vs : and often wiſhing that 
ſhe mightbe the angle, wherethelines of our friendſhip might meere, and beethe

thers death, and now returned, willingly entred into his fetuice, hatinig (more than 
he)both vs and that kitig of P#xtus. We therefore withall ſpeed went thitherward, 
but by the way this fell out,which whenſocuer I cemember without ſorrow, I muſt 
forget withall all humanirie. | | 

Poore Daiphentas fell extreme ficke, yet would needes conquer the delicacie of 
her conſtitution, and force her ſelfe to waire on me: till one day” going roward 
Pentus, we met one, who in great haſt went ſeeking for Tydew and Telenor, whole / 
death as yet was not knowne vato the meſſenger ; who (being their ſcruant, and 
knowing how dearcly they loued F/exirtss) brought them word, how fince their 
departing, Plexirtss was in preſent danger of a cruell death, if by the valianeneſſe 
of one of thebeſt knights ofche world, he were not reſcued:weenquired no further 
of the marter(being glad he ſhould now to his lofle find what an vnprofitable trea- 
ſon it had been vato him,to diſmember himſelfe of two ſuch friends)and ſo letthe 
meſſenger part, norfticking tomake him know his maſters deftruction by the fall-

But the griefe of that (finding a bodie alreadic brought to the laſt degree of 
weakenes)ſo oucrwhelmed the little remnant of the ſpirits left in Dajphantes, that 
ſhee fell ſodainly into deadly ſowndings ; neuer comming to her ſelfe, bur that 
withall ſhe returned to make moſt pittifult Iargentations; moft ſtrange vato vs, 
becauſe we were farre from gheſſing the ground thereof.

had maricd Zelmexes mother,who dying ofthat only child-birth, hea widower, & 
not yet aking, haunted the Court of 4-menie, where (as he was cunningto winne 
fauour)he obtained great good liking of Ar7ex/4;which he purſued, till (being cal- 
led home by his father)he fally got his fathers kingdome ; andthen negleRed his 
former loue: tillthrowne out of thar(by our meancs)before he was deepely rooted 
in it,2nd by and by againe placed in Trebiſond, vnderſtanding that Artaxis by her 
brothers dearh was becomeQueen of Armenia,he was hotterthan euer in that pur- 
ſuire: which being vnderſtood by this old knight, he forged ſuch a letter, as might 
be writcen from 4rtexie, intreating his preſear {Þut very priuate) repaire thirher, 
luing 
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ſecrets of his hearr, which abhord all other knowledge ; yet hee rather choſe 'ts 
reueale at this rime a moſt pernicious counſell, than by concealingir bring totuine 
thoſe, whom he could not chooſe but honour. So went he 0n,androld vs,that'F/ex- 
irt#s(in hope thereby to haue Artaxie, endowed with the great kingdome of ' xy- 
menia to his wife) had giuen him order when we were neare Greece, to finde-ſorne 
opportunitieto murder vs,bidding him to rake vs aſleep, becauſe he had ſeene whar 
we could do waking. Now firs(faid he)I would rathera thouſandtimes loſemy life 
than haue my remembrance { while 1 live) poyſoned with ſucha miſchiefes and 
therefore if it were onely 1,thar knew herein the kings order, then ſhould my'diſo- 
bedience be a warrant of your ſafetie, But ro one more(faid he) namely the Cap- 
taine of the ſhip, Plexirrus hath opened ſo much touching the efteRof murderin

- But when we came within halfe a dayes ſayling of the ſhore, ſothat they ſaw'ir 
was ſpeedily, or notatall to be done; then (and I remember ir-was about the firſt 
watchin the night)came tothe captain & whiſpered the Councellor in the eare:Bure' 
he(as it ſhould ſeeme)difſwaded him from it: the Captaine (who had bina Pyrate 
from his youth,and often blouded in it) wirh a loud voyce fware, that if Plexirtms 
bad him, he wouldnot ſticke ro kill God himſelfe. And therewithcalld his mates, 
and in the kings name willed them to take vs aliue or dead,enconraging them wirh 
the ſpoyle of vs, which he ſaid (and indeed was true) would yceld many exceeding 


_ rich iewels.But the Councellor (according to his promiſe) commanded them they 


ſhould not commit ſucha villanie, proteſting th«t he would ſtand betweene them 
and the Kings anger therein, Whecewith the Captaine enraged? Nay{faid he)then 
we muſt begia with this traytor himſelfe: and therwith gaue him a fore blow vpon

- But then wee knew irttime rather to encounter, than waite for miſthiefe. And 
fo againſt the Captaine we went, who ſtraight was enuironed with moſt part'ef 
the Souldiers and Mariners. And yctthe truth is, there were ſome, whom eyther 
the authoritie ofthe Councellor,doubt of the Kings minde. or liking of vs, made 
draw their ſwords of our fide : ſothatquickly it grew a moſt confuſed fight; For 
the narrowneſle of the place, the darkeneſſe of the time, and the .vncerraintie' in 
fach a tumult how to know friends from foes, made the rage ofthe ſwords-rather 
guide than be guided by theirmaſters. For my couſin and mee, truely I thinke wee 
fever performed lefle in any place, doing no other hurt than che defence of our 
ſelues,and ſuccouring them who came for it, draue vs to : 'for not difcerning-per- 
fealy, who were for, or againſt vs, wee thought it lefſe euill ro ſpare a foes. than 
ſpoyle a friend. But from the higheſt torhe loweſt part of the ſhippe there was no 
place left, without cries of murdering,and murdered perſons. The'CaprtaineT hape 
a while to fight withall, but was driuen ro part with him, by hearing the cry of the 
Counſellour,who rceived a mortall wound, miſtaken of one of his owne fide. 


Some of the wiſer wouldcall toparley, ahd wiſh peace : bat while the words. of 
CTY peace 
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2acewereintheirmouthes, ſome of theireuill audirors gaue them death for their 
Pire.So that no man almoſt could conceiue hope of liuing, but by being laſt aliue : 
andrherefore chery one was willing ro make himſelfe roome, by diſpatching al- 
moſtany-other: ſo thatthe greatnumber inthe ſhip was reduced to exceeding few, 
when of thoſe few the wor: jog of thoſe troubles, leapt intothe boatgwhich 
was faſt to the ſhip: but while they that were firſt were cutting off the rope thar. 
on came leaping in ſo diſorderly, that they drownedborh the boat and. 
themfelues. | 

Butwhile cuen in that little remnant, like the children of Cedars, we continued 
ſtilltoſlay one another,a fire, which(wherher by the deſperate malice of ſome, or 
intention to ſeparate, or accidentally while all things were caſt vp and downe) is 
ſhould ſeeme had taken a good while before, butneuer heeded of vs; who onely 
thought to preſerue or reuenge, now violently burſt out in many places,and began 
to maſterthe principall parts of the ſhip. Then neceſkitie made vs ſee, that a com- 

_ monenemie ſets at one a ciuill warre : for that little all we are, as if wee had beene ' 
waged by ſome man toquencha fire, ſtraight wentto reſiſt that furious enemie by 
allart & labour:bur ir was too late, for already it did embrace and deuour from the 
ſerne to the waſte of the ſhip: ſo as labouring in vaine,we were driuen to get vp to 
the prowe ofthe ſhip, by the worke of nature ſeeking to preſerue life as long as wee 
could:while truly it was a ſtrange and vgly fight, to ſee ſo hugea fire, as it quickly 
gomee bee inthe ſea, andin the night,as if it had cometo light vs to death. And 

y.& by it had burned offthe maſt, which all this whilc had proudly borne the ſfaile 
(thewind,as might ſeeme,delighted to carie fireand bloud in his mouth) but now 
itfell ouer boord,and the fire growing neerer vs,it wasnot onely terrible in reſpe&t 
of what we were toattend, bur inſupportablethrough the heat of it, 

-Sothat wee were conſtrained to bide it no longer, but diſarming and ſtripping 
our ſelues, and laying our ſclues vpon ſuch things, as weethought might helpe our 
ſwimming tothe larid, roo farre for our owne ſtrength to beare vs, my couſin, and 
Ithrew our {clues into the Sea.Burt I had ſwommea very little way, when I felr,by 
reaſon ofa wound I had,thar I ſhould not be ableto abidethe traucll : 8 therefore 
{ceing the maſte,whoſe tackling had beene burnt off, flote cleare from che ſhip, I 
ſwam vnto it,and getting on it,] found mine owne ſword, which by chance, when 
Ithrew it away,caughtby a peece of canuas, had hung tothe maſte, I was glad,be- 
cauſe I loued it well;but.gladder, when I ſawat the other cad the Captaine of the 
ſhip and of all this miſchiefe;who hauinga long pike, belike had borne himſelte vp 
with thar.till he had ſet himſelf vpon rhe maſt.Butwhen I perceiucd him, Villaine, 
faid L,doſt thouthinke to overlive ſo many honeſt men, whom thy falſhood hath 
broughtto deſtrution?

As for Drialw, Memnon, Nifas aid Policrates ;the 
firſt had hiseyes cur our f6,as he could not ſeero bid the neerfollowing death wel- 
come : thef feeond hadmerwith the ſame Propherthat old E/ch)i< had; and ha- 
vingfoundmany of his-fpeeches true,belecued this-roo, thathee:ſhouldncuer bee 
kilted,bmtby his ownecompanions: and thereforeno man was more valiant'rhan 
he againſtan enemy,no manmoreſuſpicious ofhis friends: foas heſeemedroſleep 
in ſecuriry,vhen he went fo a batrell;and ro enter into a battell, when hee began to 
ſlecp,ſuch guards he would ſer about his'perſon; yer miſtruſting thoſe very guards 
leſt they would murder'him. But now-Ampbialas helped to. variddle his doubts, 
' forheouerthrowing him from his horſe, his owne companions comming with a 
freſh ſupply,prefſed him to death.Wi/ms graſping with Amphiaize,was with a ſhort 
daggerſlaine, And for Policrates,while hee Gunged as much as hee could,kceping

Then Fortune /as if ſhe had madechaſes 
enow of the one fide of thatbloudy Teniſcourt)went of the other ſide the line,ma- 
king as many:fall downe of 4Amphiz/as followers,as before had done of Philanaexi, 
they lofingthe ground,asfaſt as before they had won it,only leauing them to keep 
it, who had loft themſclucs in keeping ir; Then thoſe thathad killed,inherired the 
lorofthoſethat had beenkilled;and cruell deaths madethemlie quietly together, 
who moſt intheirliues had ſought to diſquiet each other, & many of thoſe firſt 0- 
nerthrowa,tizdthe comfort to ſeethelt murcherers ouerruntbern toCherous _ 
Sh | ; Coards, 
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Coarus,”Cteſiphon, and Mils, loſt their liues vpon Philanex ſword:: but no 
bodies cale was more pitied, than of a young ſquire of. Amphialzs, called 1/- 
mus, Who neuerabandoning his Maſter, and making his tender age aſpire to 
as of the ſtrongeſt manhood, in this time that his 6s was put to the wort, 
and that Amphialus valour was the onely ſtay of chem from delivering them- 
ſelues ouer toa moſt ſhamefull Aighr, hee ſaw his maſterMorlſe killed vnder hin). 
Whereupon asking adnice ofno otherthoughr, but of faithfulneſſe and; courage, 
hee preſently lighted from his owne horſe, and withthe helpe of ſome choiſe 

and faithfull ſeruants, gat his maſter vp. But in the multitude that came of cither 
fide, ſome to ſuccour, ſome to ſaue Amphiains, hee came vnder the hand of 
Philanax : and the youth perceiuing hee was the. man thatdid moſt hurt to his 
partie (defirouſuen to change his life forglorie) ſtrake athim, as he rode by 
him, and gaue him a hurtvpon che leg,thatmade Phil/anexturne rowards him, bue 
ſeeing him ſo young, and ofa moſt louely preſence, hee rathertooke pittic of him; 
meaning rotake him priſoner, andrhenrogiue him to his brother A4genor to bee 
his companion, becauſerhey were not much vnlike, neither in yeeres, norcoun- 
tenance. Butas hee looked downe vpon him wich that choughr, hee eſpied where 
his brother lay dead,and his friend Leoxtias by him, even almoſt vaderthe ſquiers 
feere. Then forrowing not onely his owne ſorrow, bur the paſt-comfort ſorrow 
which he forcknew his mother would raþe (who with many teares, and miſgiui 
ſighs had ſuffered him ro goe with his elder brother Philanex)blotted outall figures 
of pirty out of his minde,& ary. forth his horſe (while 1/menns doubled two or 
three more valiant, than well ſer blowes)ſaying to himſelfe;Lerather mothers be- 
wailean vntimely death as well as mine:hethruſt himt h. Andthe boy fierce 
though beautifull;and beaurifull,chongh dying, notable ro keepe his falling feere, 
{11 downeto the carth, which he bit for anger, repining at his fortune, andas long. 
25 he could,refiſting death, which might ſceme vawilling too; ſolong he was in ta- 
king away his yong ſtruggling ſoule. 77 "Y2E 

?Philanax himſelte could haue wiſhed the blow vngiuen,when he ſaw him fal like 
zfair apple, which ſome vncurteousbody{breaking his bough)ſhould throw dowa 
before it were ripe. Butthe caſe of his brother made him forget both that,and him- 
ſelfe: ſo as oucrhaſtily preſſing vpon the retiring enemies, he was(ere he was aware) 
furrher engaged than” his owne ſouldiers could relicue him , where being oucr- 
throwne by Amphialns, Amphialus glad of him;kept head againſt hisenemics,while 
ſome of his men carticed away Philanax. | Qt SE I ets 1/3, 

But ?hilanex men, as if withthe loſle of Philawex they had hoſt the fountaine 
of their valour,hadtheir courages ſodried vp in feare;thar they began to ſet honour 
zttheir backs,and to viethe vertue of patience in an vntimely time, when into the 
preſſe comes (as hard as his horſe; - more affraide of the ſpurre, than the ſword, 
could carie him)a knight in armour as darke as blackenefle could make it, followed 
by none,and adorned by nothing;ſo farre without authoritie, that he was withour 
knowledge.But vertue quickly made him knowne, and admiration bred him ſuch 
atthoritic,that though they of whoſe fide he came knew hin not, yet They all knew 
it was fit ro obey him: & while he was followed by the valianteſt, he made way for 
the vileſt, For,taking part with the beſiegers,hee made the Amphia/ians bloud ferue 
fora capariſon to his horſe, anda decking vo his armour. His arme no ofter gaue 
blowes, than the blowes gaue wounds, than the wounds gaue deaths : ſo terrible 
was his force,& yet was his quickneſle more forcible than his force,and bis iudgs- 


[cnt more quicke than his quickeneflſe, For though his ſword went faſter than 
Y c ye- ſights, 
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eyc-{ight could follow it, yer his owne iudgement went ſtill before ir. There died 
of his hand Serpedon, Plifonax, Strophilas, and :Hppeittus, menof greatproofe in 
warres,and who had that day vndertaken the guard of 4-mphislus. But while they 
ſought ro ſaue him, they loſt the fortreſſes that Nature had placed them in. Then 
ſlew he Megalss,who was alittle before proud,to ſee himſelf ſtainedinthe bloud of 
his enemies: but when td owne bloud came to beemarried to theirs, hee then felt, 
chatcruclriedorh neuerenioy a good cheope glory. After him ſent he Fe/emon, who 
had that day vowed(with {oolifhbravery)tobe the death of ten: & nine already he 
hadkilied, and was carefull co pertorme his (almoſt performed) vow, when the 
blacke knight helpt himto make vp the renth himſelte. 

And nowthe often changing Fortune began alſo ro change the hue of the 


- bartels. Foratthe firſt, thoughir wereterrible, yet Terror was bi ſo braucly 


with rich furniture, gult-ſwords, ſhining armours, pleaſant penſfls, that the eye 
with delight had fcarcelciſure to be affraide : But now all vaiuerſally defiled with 
duſt, bloud, broken armour, mangled bodies, tooke away the maske, and ſer 
foorth Horror in his owne horrible manner. But neither could danger bee dread- 
fullro Amphialus his vodilmayable courage, nor yetſeeme ougly ro him, whoſe 
truely affeted minde, did ſtill painrit ouer with the beautic of Philocles. And 
therefore hee, rather enflamed than troubled with the increaſe of dangers, and 
glad to findea worthy ſubie& roexerciſe jg courage, ſought our this new knight, 
whom hre mighreaſily finde: for hee,like a wanton rich man, that throwes downe 
his neighbours houſe, to make himſclte rhe better proſped, ſo had his ſword 
made hirn ſo ſpacious a roome, that Amphialas had more cauſe to wonder at 
the tinding, than labour for the ſecking : which if ir ſtirred hare in hin, to ſce 
how much harme hee didto the one fide, it provoked as much emulation in him, 
to perceive how much good hee did tothe other f1dc. Therefore, they approa- 
ching onetothe other,as in two beautifull folkes, Loue naturally ſtirres a defice 
of ioyning, ſoin their two courages Hare ſtirred a deſire of triall, Then began 
there a comibate betweene them, worthy to hauc had more large T. and 
more quiet beholders : for with the ſpurre of Courage, and the birte of Reſped, 
each ſo guided himſelfe, that one might well ſee, rhe defire to oucrcome, made 
them not forget haw to ouercome: in ſuchrime and proportion tlicy did employ 
thcir blowes, that none of Ceres ſeruants could more cunningly place his flayle : 
While the left foot ſpurre {cr forward his owne horſe, the right let þackeward the 
contrarie horſe, cuen ſometimes by the aduantage of the encmies CRBe while 
the left hand (like him that held he ſterne } guided the horſes obedicnt cou- 
rage: Alldonein ſuch order, that it might ſeeme, the minde was _ Prince 
indeede, who ſent wiſe and diligent Lieutenants into each of rhoſe well gouerned 
parts. Burthe more they fought, the more they deſired to fight; and rhe more 
they ſmarted, the leſſethey felr the ſmart : and now were like ro make a quicke 
proofe, to whom Fortune or Valour would ſceme moſt friendly, when in comes f 
an olde Gouernour of Amph:alss, alwayes a good Knight , and carefull of 
his charge; who giving a ſore wound to the: Blacke Knights thigh, while hee 
thought not of him, with another blow ſlew his horſe vnder him.” Amphiales 
cricd ro him, that hee diſhonoured him : You ſay well(anſweredthe olde Knight) 
ro ſtznd now like a priuite ſouldier, ſetting your credit vpon particular fighr:ag, 
while you may ſee Baſilizs with all his hofte, is getting berweene you and your 
Tewne. Hee looked that way, and found thattrue indeede, rhat the enemie was 


beginning co encompalſe him about, and ſtoppe his returac : and therefore cauſug

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the retreat to be ſounded, his Gouernour ledde his men | homemard, w while hee 


kept himſelfe (till hindmoſt, aSif he had ſtood at the gate of-athice, to let the 
ſtreame goe,with ſuch proportion, as ſhould ſceme good vnto him: and with 
{o mantull diſcretion performed ic, that (though withlofſe of. many of his men) 
hee .rerurned himſelfc ſafe, and content, rhar his enemics/had felt, .bow ſharpe 
the (word could bite of Phileclea's Louer. The other partie, wg ran forthe 
loſle of Philenax, was yet ſorierwhea the Blacke Knighe could not found : For 
hee hauing gottena horſe, whom his dying Maſter had to theworld, 
finding himſelfe ſore hart, and ot” ks to be knawne, had inthe time of the 
enemies retyring, retyred away alſo: his chigh noc bloud ſo faft, as his 
heart bledde reuenge.

The liking of martiall marters without any diſlike of your perſon, ha 
brought me rather tothe company,than to the minde of your bellogers where lan- 
guiſhing in idleneſle,I defireto retreſh my mind with ſome exerciſe of arms, which 
mighr make knowne thedoers,wich delight of the beholders. Therefore if there be 
any Gentleman in your Towne,that cither for the loue-of Honaur, ar honour of 
his Loue,will armed on horſebacke, with Launce,& ſword; winnre mdercaloodh 
himſelfe, to bee a priſoner ar diſcretion of the conquerour, I will tomorrow'mor.- 
ning by Sunne-rifing, with atrumper anda Squire onely; attend him in like order 
furniſhed. The place I thinke firteſt, the land within the Lake, becauſe it ſtands {0 
well in the view ot your Caſtell, ascharthe Ladies may haue the pleaſure of ſceing 
the combat: which though it be within the commandement of your Caltell, I de- 
fire no better ſecurity,thanthe promiſe I maketo my ſelfe of your vertue.

And ſoas ſoone as the morning began to 
draw dew from the faireſt greenes to waſh her face withall, againſt the approach 
of the burning Sunne, he went to his ſtable, where himſelfe choſe our a horſe, 
whom(though he was necre twenty yeeres 01d) hee preferredefora picce of ſure 
ſeruice, before a great number of younger. His colour was of a browne bay,dapled. 
= wichblacke ſpots, his forchead marked witha white ſtarre; to which, in all 
is bodie there was no part ſatable, bittrhe left foor before ; his mane and tayle 
blacke and thicke, of goodly, and well proportioned greatneſſe; Hee cauſed him 
to bee trimmed with a ſumptuous ſaddle of tawnie, and gold ennamell, enriched 
with precious ſtones: his furaicure was made into the faſhion of the branches of a 
tree, from A ich the leanes were falling : and ſoartificially wetethe leaues made, 
that as the horſe moued, it feemed indcede that the leaues wagged, as when the 
wind playes with them, and being wade of apalecloth of gold, they did beare the 
ftraw- coloured liueric of ruine. His armour was alſo ofrawnic and gold, but for- 
med into the figures offlames darkned, as when they newly brake the priſon ofa 
ſmokie furnace.

him a very thankefall e,powdring ir with ſome-hope-giuing phraſes; which 
were of ſuch ioy to 4wphralus,thathe(rhough againſt publike reſpeR, and impor- 
runitie of difſwaders) preſently cauſed itro bee made knowne ro the campe, that. - 
whatſocuer Knight wouldrric the like fortune as Phal/autes did , heſhouldin like 
ſort be anſwered : ſoas diuers of the valiantelt, partly of themſclues, partly at the 
inſtigation of Þ«ſi/izs,attempred the combat with him : & according to cuery ones 
humour,ſo were the cauſes of the challenge grounded : one laying treaſon to his 
charge; another preferring himſelfe inthe worthineſleco ſeruc Philaclea,athird,exs

. Bur when the inefſenger came in with letters in his hand; and haſt in his counte= 
nance,though ſhe knew not whar to feare,yet ſhe feared, becauſe ſhee knew not, but 
ſheroſe,and wentafide,while he deliuered his letters and meſſage;yeta farre off ſhe 
looked,now at the meſſenger,and then at her husband:the ſame feare, which made 
her loth ro haue cauſe of fcare, yet making her ſecke cauſe to nouriſh her feare. And 
., well ſhe found there was ſome ſerious matter , for her husbands countenance figu- 
red ſome reſolution betweenlothſomnefle and necerhitie: & once his eyecaſt v 
her,and finding hers vpon him, hec bluſhed, and ſhe bluſked, becauſe hee oluſhed;

Bur by that time he was armed & ready to goe,ſhe had reconeret alittle ſtrength 
of ſpirit againe,and comrhing our, and ſceing him armed,and wanting nothing 
his departure but het farcwell,ſhee ran to him,tooke him by the arme,andkneeling 
downe without regard who cither heard her ſpeech;or ſaw her demeanour, My &tr>

Shee 
anſwered not,burſtood as ir were thunder-ftriken with amazement : for true Lone 
 madeobedicace ſtand vp againſt all other paſſions.

| Tght famous Amphic/vs, if my perſwaſion inreaſon, or prayer in good will, 

_ &\.mighprevaile with you, you ſhould by better meanes bee like to obtaine your 
dc{ire. You ſhould make many braue enemies become your faithfull ſeruants, and 
make yourhonour f:2vpto heauen, being caricd vpby both wings of valour 8 iu- 
ſtice;wherofnow it wants the latter, But ſtace my ſuire norcounſel can get no place 
in you.diſdaine not to receive a mortall chaltenge, from a man ſo far inferiour vato 
you in vertue,that I doe not ſo much miſlike of the deed,as I haue the doerinadmi- 
ration.Prepare therefore your {clfe,according to thenoble nianer you haue vied, & 
think aot lightly of acucr ſo weake an arme, which ftrikes withthe ſword of iuſtice. 


Tothis he quickly receined this anſwer. 
MY* more famous Argus, I whom neuer threatnings could make affraid; am 
nowterrified by your noble courtefic. For wel I know, from what height of . 
vertue it doth proceed, 8 what cauſe I haue to doubt ſuch vertue bent to my ruine: 
bur Love, which juſtifiech the vaiuſtice you lay varo me, doth alſo animate mee a- 
ginſtall dangers, fince I come full of hirh by whom your felf haue been{if I be not 
cceined) ſometimes conquered. I will thereforeatrend your appearance in the 

1:,carying this aduantage with me,that as it ſhall bea ſingular honour, itT get the

The challenge thus denounced, & accepted, 4rga/us was armed in a white armor; 
which was all guilded oner with knots of womans haire, which came downe from 
the creſt of his head-piece,and fo ſpredir ſelfe in rich quantitic ouerall his armour: | 
his furniture wascut our into the faſhion of an Eagle, whereof the beake(madeints 

 arichiewell)was faſtened ts the ſaddle,the tayle couered the crooper of the horſe, 
and the wings (erued for trappers;which falling of cach fide,asthe horſe ſtirred,the 
bird ſeemed to lic. His petrell and raines, were embrodered with feathers _ | 
| ynt 


bloud,his hearttafe withrhe-ſafne ſword to reuenge it; and on that bladers file 
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* ymoit: vpon his right arme he ware a flecue, which his dear Parthenis had made for 


him, to be worne inauſts, .inthe time that ſucceſſe was vngratefull co their wel- 
deſeraedlone : it was full of bleeding hearts, though neuer incendedto any bloudy 
enterpriſe, In his ſhirld (as his @wne deuice). hee had two Palme-trees, neere one 
another, with a word ſignifying, I# that ſort fouriſbing. His horſe was of a ficric for- 
rell, with blacke feere,and blacke lit on his backe, who with open noſtrels breathed 
warrc,before hee could ſee an enemie : and now ypwith one legge, and then with 
a20other,ſcemedtocomplaine of Nature, that ſhe had miade him any whit tarthie. 
But he had ſcarcely viewed the ground of the Iland, and confidered the aduan- 
rages (ifany were)thereof, before the Caſtle boate had deliuered 4mwhiales,jin all 
oints prouided to giuea hard entertainment. And then ſending each to othertheir 
Forms. in honourablemaner,to know whether they ſhouldattend any further ce- 
remonic,the trumpets ſounding, the horſes with ſmooth running, the ſtaues wich 
vnitaked motion, obediently performed their cholericke commandements. But 
when they drew neere, Arga/ss horſebceing hot, preſt in with his head: which 4w- 
phialis perceiuing,knowing i he gaue him his fide; it ſhould bets his diſaduantagg 
preſt inalſo wich him, ſo asborh the horſes and mea met ſhoulder io ſhoulder, ſos 
the horſes(hurtas mnch with the ſtriking,as being ſtriken) tumbled downe.to the 
earth, dangerouſly co their maſters, but thatthey by ſtrength bimble, and by vie 
$kilfull in the falling,ſhunned the harme of the fall,and withour jotereſpice, drew | 


- outtheir ſwords with a gallant bravery, each _—_ ro ſhew himlſelfe the lefſeen- 
ad: 


dammaged,and ro make knownethatchey were glad: they had now nothing elſet6 


' truſtro buttheir owne vertue, True it is,chat 4»phia/ns was the ſooner vp, bur Ar- 


«las had his ſword put tlic ſooner: and then fellthey tothe cruelleft combar, thar 
any preſenteye had ſcene.;Their [words firſt, like Canons; battering down the wals 
of their arniouir,raaking breaches almioft in eucry place for troupes of woundsrs 
enter, Among the reſt, 4rge/as gaue a great wound to Amphialas dilirmed face ; 
though partof the force of ir 4mphialss warded vpon his ſhield, and withall oY 
caſting his eye vÞ to Philsclea's Window, as if he had fetched his courige thence) 
feyning rocnrend the ſame fort of blow, corned his ſword, & with athighty reverſe; 
gaue acrriell wound to theright arme of Argalus, the ynfaithfull armour yeelding 
tothe ſwords ſtrong guided ſharpneſle. But though the bloud accuſed the hurt of 
Argalas,yerwould he in no adiori of his confeſſMt: bur keeping himſelFin a lower 
ward, ſtood watching with titnely thrbſtsts repaire his loſſe, which quickly he did: 
For Amphialus (following his fawning fortiine) layd on ſo thicke vpon Argalas, 
that his ſhield had almoſt fallen plece-meale tothe earth, when 4rgales comming it 
with his righe foot,and ſomething ſtouping to comic vnder his armour, thruſt hit 
into the belly dangeroully;8& morally it would hatic beene;bur that withtheblow 
before, Ampbielss had ouct-ſtriken himſelfe ſo, as he fell fide-ward dowri;and with 
falling ſaued himſelfe from ruine; the ſword by that meanes ſlipping afide, & ior 
piercing more deepely..4rg41s3 ſeeing him fall,thtearning with voice & ſword; bad 
him yeeld. But he ſtriving without anſwer toriſe, ArgaJus {rake witiall his might 
ypon his head. Bur his hurt arme not able to maſter ſo ſourid a force; let the fword 
fall fo,as Amphiales,though aſtoniſhed with the blow, could ariſe: which Arza/us 
conſidering ran in to graſp with him,& ſo cloſed rogerher;falling fo tothe ground? 
now one getting abouc,and thentthe other; atlength, both wearie of fo vhloiiely 
embracements;with a diſſetiting conſent gate vp; and went to theirſwords : but 
happencd,cacti of his enemies: where 4rg«/s5 finding his foes ſword garniſhed in

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thicir blouds together, Buthis minde was cuill wayted-otiby his lamed force, ſo as 
he received ſtill more and more wounds: which made all his armour ſeems to bluſh, 
that ir had defended his maſterno berger. Bur Amphialus perceiuing it,and weighing 
the ſmallharefulnefle of their quarrell, wich the worthinefle of the Knight, deſired 
himto take pirrie of himſelfe. But 47g «/us, the more repining, themort hee found 
himſelfe in diſaduantage, filling his veines with ſpite in ſtead of bloud, and making 
courage ariſc againſt faintnefle (like a Candell, which a little before it goes Out, 
giuesthenthe reateſt blaze) ſo did he vnite all his force, that caſting away the lir- 
tle remnant of his ſhield,and taking his ſword in both hands, he ſtrooke (uch a no- 
table blaw.thar he clett bis ſhield, armour,and arme almoſt ro the bone. 

But then Amphiales forgat all ceremonies, and with cruell blowes made more of 
his beſt þloud ſucceed the reſt; till his hand being ſtayed by his eare,his care filled 
with a pitifull crie,the crie guided his fight toan excellent faire Lady , who came 
Tunning as faſt as ſhe could,6: yer becauſe ſhe could nor as faſt as ſhe would,ſhe ſear 
her lamentable voice before her:8& being come,and being knowne to them both to 
be the beautifull Parcbenie(who had that night dreamed ſhee ſaw her husband in 
ſuch cſtare,as thee then found him, which made her make ſuch haſt rhither) rhey 
both maruailed.But Partherie ran between them(feare of Loue making her,forget 
the feare of Nature )and then fell down art their feete, determining fo to part them,

| Nance. Anorable example of the wonderful effets of Vertue, where the conquerot

be had made ſtoupeto his lure.Bur of none he made ſo good account as of Arteſia, 
fiterxo the lare ſlaine //mens4,a0d the chigfe of the ſixe maydes, who had trayned 
out the Princeſſes to their OC miſerie: ſo much did the ſharpeneſſe of her wit 
counteruaile (as he thought)any other defets of herſexe: for ſhee had vndertaken 
thatdangerous practice by the perſwaſion of Cecrop/e, who aſſured herthat the two 
Prince ould be made away;and then Amphis/us would marry her: which ſhee 
was the apter to belecue, by ſome falſe perſwaſion her plane had giuen her of her 
own incomparable exccllencies,& by the great fauour ſhe knew he bareto her bro- 
ther //mensus,which (like a ſelfe-flartering woman) ſhe conceiued was done for her 
ſake:But when ſhe had atchieued her attempt, & rhat ſhefound the Princeſſes were 
ſo farre from their intended death, as that the one of them was like to bee her ſoues 
raigne,8that ncither her ſeruice had won of Amphis/vs much more than ordinary 
fauor,nor her ouer-large offring her ſelfeto a mind otherwiſe owed, had obtaineds 
lookedefor acceptatis;diſdainro be diſdained, ſpite of a fruſtrate hope, 8 perchance 
vaquenched luſt-growne rage, made her vnquict thoughts fiade no otherreft, but 
rake was increaſed by the death of her brother, vvhomſhe iudged neither 
ſuccoured againſt 2hilevax, nor reuenged vpon Philawuax.

might tickle ambition, or flatterreuenge.Sothat Arteſis (puſht forward by Clinias; 
and dra#p@>nward by Zelmane) bound her felfe tothat praftiſe; wherein Zel+ 
wene(Yorther part)defired no more, but to haue armour and weapons brought ints 
her chamber,nor doubting therewith to pextoarme any thing, how impoſſible ſoe- 
ber, which longing Loue can perſwade,andinvincible Valourdarepromiſe. - -  - 
Bur Clini<s(whole faith could neuer comprehend the myſteries of courage) pers 
fwated Arteſia, while hee by commgricn heliduone the guard of onegate;toopen 
i(when he would appoint thetime)to the enemy, that ſhe ſhould impoyſon Jw- 
ro z which ſhe might the cafierdoe, becauſe thee her ſelfe had vied to make the 
roaths, when 4»phialus (cither wearicd or wm did vſc ſuch diet; And all 
things already were ready to be gut in execution, When they thought beſtts breake 
the matter with the rwo excellent ſiſters, nor oftheirconſentinathing ſo 
rinecfſes knowing their ſers 
uice,might be ſure to preſerue them from the furic of the entring ſouldiers:wherof 
Clinias (enen ſo) could ſcarcely be ſufficiently certaine : | ahg withall, making them 
priuie totheir ation, to bind them afterwardsto a promiſedigratefulneſle towards 
them. They went therefore at onetime, when they knew them robe glone, Clini- 
4: to Philoclea,and drtefisto Pamels : and Clinias, with no few words, did ſet forth 
vyhat an exploit was intended for her ſeruice; But Phz/oclca(in whoſtcleere minde 
treaſon could finde no hiding place)told him,that ſhe would bee glad; xt hee could 
perſwade her couſin to deliver her,and that fhe would never forger his {eruice ther- 
in:but that ſhe deſired him to lay down any ſuch way of muſchicte,forthat/for her 
part) ſhee would rather yeelde to perpetuall impriſonment, than conſent to the 
deſtroying her coufin; who' (ſhee knew) loued her, though wronged her. This 
Mma4 vnlooked 
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valooked foranſwer amazed Clinias, ſo that he had no other remedic in his mind, 
but tokneele downe to Philoclce,and beſeech her to keep ir ſecrer, conſidering that 
theintention was for her ſeruice: 8 vowing(fince ſhe miſliked it)to proceed no fur. 
ther therein,ſhe comforted bim with promiſe of filence which ſhe performed. 

1 Bur that little auayled: for Arteſia _ in like ſort opened this deuice to 4

Campezas ſhe thought,2mong themſclues : and being a cunning fiſher in troubled 

waters,ſtreight found by their voices and geſtures,there was ſome marter of conſe. 
quence,vvhich ſhe defired Pame/atortell her, Aske of her (ſaid Pamele)and learneto 
know, that who doe falſhood ro their ſuperiours,teach talihood to their inferioury, 
More ſhe would not ſay.But Cecropia taking away the each-way guilty Arreſis with 
feare of torture,gar of her the whole pradtile : ſo 2s Ze/mexe vyas the more cloſely 
impriſoned, and Clizias (with thereſt of hiscorrupted mares according to their 

merits) executed: For,as for Arteſis,ſhee was but lockt vp in her chamber, Amphis. 
ws not conſenting (for the louc he bare to 1/menss)thar turther puniſhment ſhould 
be layd vpon her. 
: Butthe noiſethey heardin the campe,was by occaſion of the famous Prince 4- 

#exiss, nephew to the Gyant Evarderwhom Pyrocles flue: A Prince,of body excee 
dingly ſtrong;in armes ſo skilful 8 fortunate, as no man was thought ro cxcell him, 
of courage that knew not how to feare;of parts vvorthy praiſc,if they had not been 
guided by pride,and followed by vniuſtice. For by a ſtrange compoſition of mind, 
there vvas no man more tenderly ſenſible inany thing offered ro himſelfe, whichin 
the fartheſt-fert conſtruction, might be wreſted tothe name of wrong, no man, that 

in his owneaQions could vyoric diftitguiſh berweene Valour and Violence : So 

oud,as he could not abſtaine from a Threſo-like boaſting, and yet (ſo vnlucky 
ging his vertues had gorten)he vvould neuer boaſt morerthan he yvould accom- 
pliſh: falſly accounting an vnflexible anger, a couragious conſtancie : eſteeming 
feare,and aſtoniſhment, righter cauſes of admiration, rhan Loue and Honour. This 
man had foure ſundry times fought vvith Awphialas,but Mars had becne ſo vnpar- 
tiall an arbiter,that neither fide gate aduantage ofthe other, But in the end it hap- 
ned, that Anaxizs found Amphiclus (ynknowne) in a great danger, and ſaued his 

life: vvhereupon/loaing his owne benckt)began to fauour him,ſo much the more, . 
| asthinking ſo well of himſelfeghe could not chooſe bur like him,vvhom he found 
match for himſelfe:vvhich at laſt grew to as much friendſhiptowards him,as could 
by a proud heart be conceiued. So as inthistraucll (ſeeking Pyrocles to be reuenged

For 
cauſing the ſtreets and houſes of the towne to witneſle his welcame (making both 
fouldicrs and Magiſtrates in their countenances toſhew their gladneſle of him) 
he led him to his mother, whom hee beſoughtto entertaine him with no leſle loue 


- and kindneſſe,than as one, who once had laued her ſonnes life, and now came to 
faue both lifeand honour. Tuſh (ſaid Avaxivs, ſpeaking aloude, looking vpon his 


brothers) I am onely ſoric there are not halfe a dozen Kings more about you : that 
what 4#4xi/us can do,might bethe better manifeſted. His brothers.ſmiled,as though 


| hchadouer modeſtly ſpoken far ynderneath the pitchof his power. Then was hee 


difarmed atthe earneſt requeſt of 4»phislsi:for Inrxins boyled with defireto iſſue 


- out ypon the enemies, per{wading himſelfe,thatthe Sunne ſhouldnot be ſet,before 
"he had ouerthrowne them. And hauing repoſed himſelfe, 4mphialus asked him 
yyhether he would viſite the young Princeſſes. Bur Av«xtss whiſpere@ him inthe . 


care: In truth. (aid he) deare friend Amphialus, though I am none of thoſe, that 
loue to ſpeake ofthemſclues, I neuer came yet in any companic of Ladies,burrhat 
they fell in loue with me.And I that in my heart ſcorn themas a peeuiſh paltry ſex, 
not worthy tocommunicate with my vertues, would not doe youthe wrong:ſince 
(as I heare) youdoedebaſe your ſelfe ſo much asto affetrthem.The courteous Aw- 
phialas could haue beeneangry with him for thoſe words;but knowing his humor; 


ſuffered him to danceto his ownemulicke : andgaue himſelfeto entertain both 


him and his brothers, with as cheerefulla maner,as could iſſue from/a mind whom 
vnluckie loue had filled vvich melancholy. For to 4vexivs he yeclded the direQtion 
of all. He gaue the watchword,and if any grace vveregranted, the meanes vvere to 
bee made to An4xivs. And that night when ſapper vvasended, vyherein Ampbialas 
would needes:himfelfe waite vpon him, he cauſed in Boates vpon the Lake an'ex- 


 cellent muſicke tobe ordered : which,though A»exivs might conceiue was for his 


honour, yctindcede hee vvas bur the Bricke-wall to conuey it to-the cares of the

- The muſicke was of Cornets,wherof one anſwering the ether,with a ſweet emu- 


laon,ftriuing for the glory of muficke, and ſtriking vpon the ſmooth face of the 
- Quiet Lake,was then delivered vpto the caſtlewalles, which witha proud reuerbera- 


tion, ſpreading it into the ayre, it ſeemed before the harmonle cameto the care,thar 
it hadenriched ir ſelfe in trauaile,the nature of thoſe places adding melodie to that 
melodiousinftrument. And when a while that inſtrument had madea braue procla- 
mation to all vapoſleſled mindes,ofatrention,an excellent conſort ftreight follow- 
ed of five Violls, & as many voices; which all being but Oratours' of their maſters 
pafſions,beſtowed this ſong vpon her, that thought vpon another matter.

But Anexins (ſeeming awearie before it was cnded)tald 4amphielus, that for his 
part he liked no muſicke,butthen ighing of horſes, the ſound of trumpets, and the 
criesof pong perſons: and therefore defired, that the next morning they ſhould 
ifſuevpon the ſame place, where they had entred that day, not doubting to make 
the quickly awearicof being the befiegers of 4nexivs. A2yphialus,who had no whit 
lefſecourage, thoughnot ns blownevp with pride, willingly condiſcended, 8: fo 
the next morning(giuing falſe alarum torhe other fide of the campe) Amplialar at 
A&naxins carneſt requeſt, ſtaying within the rtowne to ſee it guarded, Ansxizs and his 
brethren Z1carges and Zoilus,fallied out with the beft choſen men; Bur Beſilius (ha- 
ving bin the laſt day ſamewhat vnprouided) now had better fortified the our» 
throwne ſcenſe;and ſo well had pony euery thing for defence, that ir was im- 
poſſible forany valeur from within,to preuaile. Yer things were performed by 
Ataxius beyond the credite ofthe credulous. For thrice(valiantly followed by his 
brothers) did he ſer vp his bannervpon the rampire ofthe enemie : thoughthriſe 
apaine by the multitude,andaduantage of the place, bur eſpecially by the comming 
of three valiafit Knights, he were driven downe againe. Numbers there were that 
day,whoſe deaths and ouerthrowes wereexcuſed by the well knowne ſword of 
Anexins: butthe reſt by the length oftime and iniury of Hiſtorians haue beene 

dvp indarke forgetfulneſſe: only Treſ/ennixs is ſpoken of, becauſe when all 
abandoned the place,he only made head to Araxiwerill hauing loſt one of his legs; 
yetnot loſtthe heart of fighting, Lycarges(ſecond brother to A#exivs )cruelly muts 
thered him; Aexiss himſclfe diſdaining any furtherto deale with him. © 
'But ſo farre had 4n«xiusat thethird time preuailed, that now the Boſi/iaws begati 
to let their courage deſcend to their feete; Bſilins, and Philenax in vaine _— 
| with 
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with rcuerence of auchority to bridlethe flight of aſtoniſhment, and coreach Feace, 
diſcretion : ſo that Ampbielus,ſeeing Vicory ſhew ſich aflattering countenance to 
him, came out with all his force; hoping that day toend the fiege. | 
But thar fanciealrered quickly by the ſudden comming totheorher fide of three _ 
Knights, whereofthe one was in white armour, the other in green, andthe third by 
' hisblacke armour & deuice,ftreightknowne to be the notable knighr,whothe firſt 
day had giuen Fortune ſo fhorta ſtop with his notable deeds; fightinghand to hand 
with the deemed inuincible Amphialas. For the very cowards no ſooner ſaw him, 
bur as borrowing ſome of his ſpirit,they weatlike young Eagles to the prey, vnder 
the wing of their damame. For thethree aduenturers, not content to keepe them 
trom thcirrampire,leaptdowneamongthem,8enteredintoabrauecombate with 
the three valiaatbrothers. But to whether {ide Fortune would haue beene partiall, 
could not be determined. Forthe Baſbliers,lightned withthe beamesof heir ſtran- 
gers valour, tollowed ſothicke,thatthe Ampbialians wereglad withſome haſtrore- 
\tiretothe walls-ward : though Azaxiss neither reaſon, feare, norexample, could 
make himaſſwage the fury of his fight: vntillene of the Beſilians [vaworthy co 
have his nameregiſtred,fince hedid itcowardly,fideward,whenheleaft looked that 
way)almoſt cut offone of his legs: ſoas he fell downe,blaſpheming heauen,tharall 
the influences thereof had power ro ouerthrow him: and there death would have 
ſeazed of his proud heart, but that Amphialus tooke in handthe blackknight, while 
ſome of his ſouldiers conueyed away Anaxiss,fo requiring life for life vato him. 
And for the loue and example of Amphia/ss, the fight begaritoenter into a new 
fit of heate : when Beſilivs (that thought inonghto be done forthat day cauſed te- 
treate tobee ſounded, fearing leſt his men following ouer-earneſtly, might bethe 
loſſe of thoſe excellent Knights whom he defired ro know. The knights as foone as 
'they heard the retreate (though they were eagerly ſet,knowing that courage with» 
out diſcipline is neerer beaſtlinefſe than manhood)drew back their ſwords, thouy 
 - hungry of more bloud:cſpecially the black knight, who knowing Awphic'ss 
not retraine totell him, rhat this was the ſecondtime he eſcaped our of his hands; 
but that ke would ſhortly bring him a bil of all the former accounts. 4m ſee- 
iIngir firtoretirealſo (moſt of his people being hurt, -bothin bodies and hearts) 
withdrew himſelfe,with ſo well ſeated a reſolution, that it was as farre from anger;

This knight of the tombe(for ſo the fouldiers termed him)ſent to.Baſilins to des 
maund leaueto ſendin a damoſellintothe towne;, to call out Amphialus, accordin 
as beforetime ſome others have done, Which being granted (as glad any who, 
vnderrake the charge,which no body elſe in that camp was knowne willing to doe) 
the damoſell went in,& hauing with teares ſobbed outa braue challenge to Ampbie- 
las, fromthe knightofthe Tombe, Amphia/ns,honourably entertayning the Gen- 
elewoman,8: defiringto know the knights name(which the doletull Gentlewoman 
would not diſcouer)accepted the challenge,only defiring the Gentlewoman to ſay 
thus much to the ſtrange knight from him, thar if his minde were like ro his title, 
there were more cauſe of affinitic,than enmity betweene them.

Which alliance of paſſions ſo moued Amphizlas (already:tender minded by rhe 
affliictions of Loueſthar without itaffe or ſword drawne, hee trotted fairely co the 
forſaken Knighe,willing ro haue put offthiscombatx,to which his melancholy hear: 
did (more than euer in like occaſion) miſgiue him: and therefore ſaluring him, 
Good Knight/ſaid he)becauſe we are men,and ſhould know reaſon why wee doe 
things; tell methe cauſe, that makes youthus eager ro fight with mee. Becauſe I 
affirme (anſwered the forſaken Knight) that thou doſt moſt rebellious iniurie to 
thoſe Ladies tro whom all men owe ſeruice. You ſhall not fight with mee (faid Am. 
phialss)vpon the quarrell: for I confeſlethe lame roo; batit proceeds from their 
owne beauty,to enforce Loue ro offer this force. I maintaine then(ſaid the forſaken 
Knight)chat thou art nor worthy ſo to loue. And thar 1 confelle roo [ſaid Amphia- 
las)iince the world is nor ſorrichly bleſled,as to bring forth any thirig worthy ther- 
of. But nomore vaworthy than any other,fince in nonecan bea more worthy loue, 
Yes,more vawerthy than my ſclte (ſaid the forſaken Knight) for though I deſerue 
contempt, thou deſerueſt both contempr,and hatred. 

* But 4-phiclus by that thinking (though wrongly,each indced miſtaking other) 
that he was his riuall, forgat all minde of reconciliation,and having all his thoughts 
bound vpin choler, neuer ſtaying either iudge,trumpet, or his owne launce, drew 
our his ſword,and ſaying, Thou lyeft falſe villaine,vnto him;his words and blowes 
came ſo quicke rogether,asthe one ſeemed a lightning of the others thunder. But 
he found,no barren ground of ſuch ſcede: tor it yeelded him his owne with ſuchin- 
creaſe,that though Reaſon and Amazement gorarely together, yetthe moſt reaſo- 
nable cyes that ſaw it, found reaſon to be amazed atthe fury of their combat. Ne- 
uer game of death better played;never fury ſetir ſelfe forth in greaterbrauery. The 
curteous Yulcax,when he wronght at his more curtapus wiucs requeſt £Exeas an at- 
mour, made not his hammer beget a greater ſound, than the ſwords of thoſe 
nobleknights did: they needed no fire totheir forge, for they made the fireto ſhine 
arthe meeting of their ſwords, & armours,cach ſide ferching ill new ſpirit from 

_ thecaſtle window, and carcfull of keeping their fightthar way as a matter of grea- 
ter conſideration in their combar, than either the aduantage of Sunne or Winde : 
which Sunneand Winde (if rheaſtoniſhed eyes of the beholders! were not by the 
aſtoniſhment decciued) did both ſtand ftill co be beholders ofthis raremarch; For 
neither could their amazedeyes diſcerne motion of the Sunne, and no breath of 
Winde (tirred,as it either for teare it would not come among ſuch blowes, or wit 
dclight hadeyes ſo buſi-,asir had forgot to open his mouth. This fight being the 
more cruell, fince that Louc and Hatred conſpired to fharpen their humours, that 
hard it wasto ſay, whether Louc with one-crumpet, or Hatred with another, gaue 
the louder alarum totheir courages. Spite, rage, diſdaine, ſhame, revenge, .came 
waytingvpon Hatred : ofthe other fide came with loue-longing Defire, both in- 
uincible Hope, and fearcleſle Deſpaire, with riualike fcalouhc, which (although 
brought vp within doores inthe {choole of Capid) would ſhew themſelues no lefie 
forward,than the other duſty band of Hers, ro make themſclues notable in the 
notableneſſe of this combar. Of either ſide Confidence, vnacquainted with Loſle, 
butaſſuring truſt ro oucrcome, and good experience how to overcome ; now fe» 
conding their terrible blowes with cuaning labouring their horſes, to. ,winne 
ground of the enemy; now vnlooked-for parting one fromthe other, to winne ad- 
uantage by an aduantageous returne, Bur force againſt force, skill againſt kill, 
ſoenterchangeably encountred, that it was.not ealie go determine, whether encer- 
priſing, or preventing came former: both, ſometimes at one inſtanr, doing and 
| ſuffring 
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juffring wrong;and choler no lefle rifiagofthedoing, rhan of the ſuffring. Bur 4s 
rhe fire,the'more fucllispurto it; rhemorehungry till it is'ro.deuoure more: ſo 
che more they ſtrake; the tiorevnſatisfied they were with triking;: Theit very ar- 
mour by 'piece-meale fellaway trotmthem: andyettheir fleſh: abode the wounds 
conſtantly, asthough ir' were lefle ſenfible of 'ſmarr, thanthe ſenſlefſe armour ; 
their bloud in moſt places ſtayning their blacke colour, asifit would give amore 
lively colour ofmourning;than blackecan doe. And-ſoa long: ſpace they fought; 
while ncirher vertue nor-fortune ſeemed partiall-of vither ſide; which ſorornien- 
tedthe vnquiet heart of Amphia/as,that he reſolweq to ſeecaquickeend:andtheres 


_ forewiththe violence of courage, adding ſtrengtivro his bloiy, hee ſtrake in ſuck 


wiſe vponthe' fide ofthe-orhers head, that his remembrance left that battred odds 
jng: ſo as hewas quite from himſelfe; caſting his)awmes abfoad, and ready to fal 

downe, his ſword likewiſe went our of his handy 'buerhat-boing faſt by a chaine 
cohis arme, hee could nor looſe; ' And <Amphiaturvſedthefauourof occalion,res 
doubling his blowes : bur the horſe” {weary tobe beaten,as wellas the miaſter)car« 
ried his maſteraway, till he camers himſelfe. Bur then whocould haue Rene him; 
might well haue diſcerned ſhame in his cheekes,and reucnge in his eyes : fo as ſet« 
ting histeeth togerher with rage,he camerunningvpon <ampbialar, reaching" our 
his arme, which had gathered vp his ſword, meaning withthat blowtehauc clea- 
ved Amphialzs intwo. But Amphiales fleeing the blow comming, ſhunnedic\ wich 
nimble rurning his horſe aſfide;wherewith the forſaken Knight oucr-ſtrake himfelfe

Bur the courteous-Amphialss excuſed himſelfe, for —— bis will) 
kild his horſe-Excuſe thy elfe for viler faults (anſwered the: forſaken Knight) and 
vic this poare aduantage the beſt thou canſt, for thou ſhalr quickly finde thow: haſt 
necde of more. Thy folly{(faid Amypriaius) fhall not make me forget my ſelfe ; and 
therewith (trotting alittle #fide)alighred from his horſe, becauſe - hee would' not 
haue fortune come toclaymeany partofthe viory. Which courteousaRt would 
tiave molliged the noble heart of the forſaken Knight, if anyorher. hadidone.- ir;

of the blow,ſtrake Amphia/ws vponthe belly ſo horrible a wound, thathisgutscame 
out withall, Which Amphiz/as perceiuing (fearing: death, onely becauſc-it ſhould 


come with ouerthrow)he ſeemed toconiure all his ſtrengethfor one moments ſer- 


vice, & ſo,lifting vp his ſword with both hands, bit the forſaken knight-vpon the 
head.a blow,wherewith his ſword brake. Bur (as if it wouid doanotable ſeruicebe- 
foreit died)it prenailed ſo,euen in theinſtant of breaking, that the forſaken knight 
fellto the ground,quite for that inſtant forgetting both loue and hatred: & Amphia- 
va:(finding himfclfalſoin ſuch weaknefle,as he looked for ſpeedy death)glad ofthe 
vidory,though little hoping to enioy it, puld vp his viſar,meaning wich his dagget 
to giuc him death; but in fteed of death,he gaue him life: for,theayre ſo ern, 
ipirics,that comming to himſclfe,and ſeeing his preſent danger, withalife conque- 
ring death, herooke amphialas by thethigh,8: together roſe himfelfe,& onecrturned 
him.

Whichwhet the hardic brothers of 4nexize* perceived, not recking law" 
armes; not vic of chitialrie,chey flewin rodefend rheir friend, or revenge their loffe 
of kim:Burthey wereforthwith encountred with thetwo braue companions of the 
forſaken knight, whercofthe one being all in greene, both armour and furniture:k 
ſcerheddpleaſant Garden, wherein grew Orange trees; which with their golden 
froirs, -ctnningly:bearen in and embroydered, greatly enriched theeye-pleaſin 
colour of greene.In his ſhield was aſlicep feeding ina pleatant field with this word 
v9ithout feare or enay, Andrherefore was called the Knight ofthe ſheepe.

But his 
ewo friends knowing his caracſt deſire norto be knowne, covering him from any 
bodies cycs,conucyed him totheir owne tent: Boſi/iav himiſelfe conquering his ear- 
neſt deſire to ſee him, with feareto diſpleaſe him, who had fought ſo notably in 
his quarrell. But Fame ſerthe honour vpon his þacke, which he would not ſufferto 
ſhine in his face:no mans mouth being barraine of praiſes tothe noble knight, that 
had bartered the moſteſteemed knighrin the world :- every bodie praying for his 
life, and thinking thartherein they prayed torthemſclues. Bur he himſelfe, when 
by the diligent care of friends, and wellapplyed cunning of Surgeons,hecameto 
renew againethe league berweene his minge and body,then fell he to a freſh warre 
with his owne thoughts, wrongfully condemning his manhood, laying cowardiſc 
ro hitaſelfe, whom the' impudenteſt backbiter would not ſo haue wronged.For his

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Sunne,thar had {ecn him doe ſo weakely : & fo much abhorred all viſitationor ho- 
nour, wherof herhought himſelf vnworthy,thar hebeſought his two noble friends 
rocary him away toa caſtle not far oft, where he might cure his wounds,and never 
be known til he ade ſucceſs excuſerhis(as he thought) want in him. They louing- 
ly obeyed him, leauing Beſilizs.8 all the campe very fory forthe parting of theſe 
three vnknown knights, in whoſe prowes they had repoled greateſttruſt of vigory. 
\ Burthey being gone, Baſilius and Fhilanex gaue good orderto the {trengthning 
of the ſiege, tortifyingthemſelues,fo as they feared no more any fuch fodzin onſer, 
asthat of Anexizs. And they within (by reaſon of Avexivs hurt, but eſpecially 'of 
Ampbialas his)gaue them(clues onely to a diligent watch 8 ward,making no (allies 
out,bur committing rhe principall truſt ro Zozlus & Lycarges, For Avaxius was yer 
forced to keepe his chamber, And as for A-h:alas,his body had ſuch wounds,and 
he gaue ſuch wounds to his minde, ascafily i: could not bee-determined, whiether 


cunning Chirurgians had brought life to the poſſeſſion of his awa right, Sorrow 

Shame{like rwo corrupted ſeruants)came wairing of it, perſwading nothing bnrthe 
giviug oucr of itfeltero deſtruction. They layd before his pot prefene caſe, 
painting cuery piece of it in moſt vgly colours: they ſhewed him his loue wrap» 
ped in deſpaire, his fame blotted by overthrow; ſo tharif. before helanguiſhed, be- 
cauſe hecould not obraine bis deſiring, hee now lamented, becauſe he durſt not de» 
ficethe obtayning.Recreant Amphialus (would he ay to himſclfe) how dareſt thou 


coward, ora valiantrebell, bat both rebellious and cowardly, which no. law can 
quite,nor grace haue pirtic of? Alas life, whar litcle pleaſurethou doeſt meto piue 
mc nothing but ſenſe of reproch,and exerciſe of ruine? I would (ſweet Phbilactes) I 
had dicd, before thy eyes had ſeete my weakenefſe:andthen perchance with ſome 
fighthou wouldef haue confeſſed, thouhadſt loſt a worthy ſeruant. Buznow,cey- 
tite that I am, what euer I haue done, . ſerves but ro build vp.my riuals ie. 'F'0 
theſe ſpecches he would couple ſuch geſtures of vexation,& would fortifie-rhe ge- 
ſtures with ſuch effects of furie, as ſpmetimes offring toteare vp his wounds, {ome- 
times toretuſe rhe ſuſtenance of mear,and counſel of Phyſicians,thathis,perplexed 
mother was driuen to make him by force to be tended, with ds yank ha her 
felfe, and annoyanceto him : tillin the end he was contented to prounſe er, he 
would attempt no violence ypon himſelf, vpon condition he might perraybledby 
go body but onely his Phyfitians: his,melancholy deteſting all companie,ſoas fot 
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-therecauſed them to bekepr,as ready for the ſlaughter;ril anſwer cane from Buſt. 
«A fight fulof piry it was,to'ſee thoſe three(allexcelling in all thoſe excellencies, 
wherewith Nature can beautific any body : Pamela giuing ſweetneſle to maieſtie, 
Philocles enriching nublenefſe with humblenes, Zeimene ſerting in womanly beay- 
tie manlike valour)ro be thus fabiccted ro the baſeſt iniurie of vniuſt fortune, One 
- might ſec in Pamela willingnesrodie,rather han to haue life ar others diſcretion, 
though ſometimes a Princely difdaine would ſparkle our of her Princely cyes, tha 
ir houldbe in others-power to force her to die. In Philocleaa pretty fear came vp,to 
endamaske her rofie cheekes: bur it was ſucha feareas rather ſeemed a kindly chil 
to her innatehambleneſſe; than any other diſmayedneſle : or if ſhee were dif- 
mayed:it was more for Zelmane,chan for her ſelfe,or if more for her ſelf, it was be. 
cauſe Zelmare ſhould loſe her. As for Ze/mave, as ſhe went with her hands bound 
(for they durſt nor aduenture on her well known valour, eſpecially among a peo- 
ple,which perchance might bec moued by ſuch a ſpectacle to ſome reuolt) ſhe was 
thetrue image of ouer-maſtred courage,and of ſpite, that ſees no remedie. For her 
breaſt ſwelled wirhall;the bloud burſt ourat hernoſe, and ſhe looked paler than ac- 
cuſtomed,with her &yes caſt on the p—_— ſucha grace, as iffſhee were fallen 
out with rhe heauens, for ſuffering uch an injuric. The lookers on: were ſo moued 


withalt;as they mifliked what chemſclues did,and yer ſtilfdid wharchemſclues mif 
liked; For fome glad to rid themſelues of the dangerous annoyance of this ſiege; 
ſome willing toſhortenthe way to Amphialas ſucceſſion(wheron rhey were de 
dants)ſome;and th&greateſt ſome,doing becauſe others did, and ſuffering becauſe 
none durſtÞbegin to kinder, did in this ſort ſet'their hands to this (in their owne

* Burwhenttis meſſage was brought to Beſilzvs, and that this pirifull preparation 
wasa ſuficientderrerof credite for him to beleeue it, hecalled vnto him his chiefe 
Counſcllours : among which,thoſe he chiefly 'truſted were Philanax, & Kalander, 
htely comie tothe campe at Baſilins commandement,andin himſelfe wearic of his 
folicaric life,wanritig his ſonnes prefence,andneuer having heard from his beloued 
gueſts < rnd none from him.

meanescould preuaile with her, yer before ſlice would paſſe roa furcher degree of 

extremity; ſhee had ſought to win her fiſters.in- hape that-her ſonne mighelexia 

time ſatisfied with thi louc of fo faire a Lady; bur finding' ber allo; rather: more 
than leſle wiltull,ſhe yr now minded ey 5k theit deaths ſhould ſerne for'an 
example to the other,thar deſpiling worthy was.mote hiefull roche deſpi- 
fer, chanche defpiſed ; rhar yet becauſe her ſonne eſpecially afſeGterbher, and that 
in her owne ſclfe ſhe was moceinclinableto pitic ber, chan ſhee had. ſhee 
would begin with hertiſter, whothar afternoone ſhould baue her head cut off bes. 
fore her fact ; if inthe meane timc one ofthemdidnot pull outtheir jl}-wroughe 
fliches of vakindacile,ſhe bad her look for no ocher,tior{onger time than the cold = 
ber. There was no aflaultgiuen tothe ſweet? hilecles's mind, thatentred io farre,as 
this : for where toalbpaines and dangers of ber ſelfe, Forc-fight (with his | 
nant Reſolution) had made ready defence, now with the loue ſhee bare her fiſter, 
ſhe was driuen to a ſtay,before ſhe determined: bur leng ſhe ſtayed notgbefore this 
teaſoridid ſhine vato her, that ſince in her ſelfe thee preferred deach: before ſuch 2 
baſe ſervitude, loue did teach het ro with the ſane ro-her Giſter. T hereforecroſving - 
her'armes,and looking fide-ward vpon the ground; Doe what you will (aid hed | 

withvs: for my partheauen ſhallmelc before ur FS if. you will - 
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my counſel, for your owne ſake (for as for prayers for my ſake I haue felt how 
firele they provaile)let tay dearh firit ſerue for example to win her,who perchance 
is nor fo reſolued againſt 4mphialms,and ſo ſhall you not onecly iuſtly puniſh mee: 
tho indeede doc hare-both you and your ſon).but; if that may moue you, you 
doe tnore verruouſiyin preſeruing one molt worthy of life; and killing ano. 
cher moſt defirous of death : we winning her,.in ſtead of peeviſh,vnhappie 
erearure,tharIam, you ſhall blefle your ſon vvith the moſt excellent woman in 
all praiſewotthy things;rharthe world-holderh, But Cecropia (vvho had alreadie 
ſer downe toher ſclfe what ſhee vvould doe) bath vvith birtertermes and counte- 
nance, toldhergrhat ſhee ſhould not neede to woe death ouer-eagerly : for if her 
ſer going before her didnet tcach-her wit, her ſelfe ſhould quickly follow; For 
ſince they werenot robegortcn,there was no way for her ſons quiet, butto know 
that they were paſt perring-And ſo fince no intreating, northreatning might pre- 
uaile, ſhe bad herpreparcher eycs fora new play,vvhich ſhe ſhould ſee michin few 
Houres in the ballof rhar Caſtle. -- < 
: A place indeede ouer-firfor ſo vnſita matter: forbeing ſo ſtately made, that the 
botrome of itbeing even with the ground, the roofe reached ashie as anic patt of 
ce Caſlle.zt cither end ir had conuenicnt lodgings. In the one end was (one ſtorie 
fromthe ground) Plilotles's abode, inthe other of even height, Pamela's & Zelms: 
w#xin achamber aboucher: but all ovaulredof ——_— thickly builMone,as 
vnecould noway hearethe other: each of theſe chambers bad alutle window to 
jooke intothe hall, bur becauſe che ſiſters ſhould not haue ſo-much comfort, as to 
I6ok one to mnother;there was (ofthe ourfides).curtains drawn, whichthey could 
rnotiexch withthicir habds; ſo barring he reach of their ſight; But then the houre 
eime thatthe Tragedy ſhould begin;and curtaines were withdrawne from before 
the windowes of Zel/mane, and of Philecles : afufficienit challenge to call their cies 
ro.defend themfſclues in ſochan incounter. And by and by camein ar oncend of 
the hall; vvith abours dozen armedſouldicrs,a Lady , ledby acouple, with her 
hands bound before her + from: aboue her cyesto.her. lippes niutficd with a faire 
kerchiefe, but-from hermourhto the. fhoulders all bare : andſo was led on: to 4 
ſcaffold raiſed a good dealefrom the floore, andallcouered vvith crimſio veluer. 
Bur neither Ze/mane,nor Zhileclee needed to be rold who ſhee was : for the appar- 
rell ſhe wate,maderthem\oo well alured.thatit was theadmirable Pamela. Wher- 
untothe rate whitctieſſeof her naked necke gaue ſufficient teſtimony to their aſto: | 
niſhed ſenſes. Bur the faire Lady being come tothe ſcaffold, be then madero kneele'Y * 
downe, and ſoleft by her valkinde ſupporters, asit ſcemed that ſhee was aboutto 
ſpeake ſomewhat (wherennto Philorleas,poore ſoule,carveſtly liftned,accorgingto 
het ſpeech; even minding to frame her minde; her heartneuer till then almoRt wa- 
weting to ſave her ſiſters life) beforethe vnforrunate Lady could pronounce three 
theexecurioner cur off the ones ſpeech, and the others attention, with ma- 
o his {word'doe his cruell officeypon thar beautifull necke. Yer the: pirileſſe 
ford had'ſuch pitic of ſo preciousan obie@, tharat firſt ir did bur hit fiatloo 
Bur little auailed that; fince the Lady falling dowhe aftoniſhed wirthall, the cruell 
villaine forced the ſword with another blow to diuorce the faire marriage of the 
. And this was done ſo in an inſtant,that rhe vEry ad did ouerrun Ph/oclee's ſor- 
row (ſorrow'nor being able fo quickly tothunderbolt her heart thorough her ſen- 
| bur-firſt onely oppreſt her with a ſtormeof amazement) but when her cies 
thatcheyid ſee; as: condemning themſclues. to haue ſcene it , they became 
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yvcaric of their owne power of ſceing :and her foule then drinking VP. Wae-vyith 
great draughts, ſhee fell downe to deadly traunces : bur-her waging ia lo $.Vygh 
cruell pitie brought loathed life vato her, which yet-many times tooke his leaue as 
though he would indeed depart: but when he was ſtayed by force ebemnannh him 
deadly Sorrow, which thus exerciſed her mourning.ſpeech : Parmelamy;liſter; my 
fiſter Pamela,wo is me for thee, I would I had died forthee. Pamelgs,neucr,marcihal 
Iſcerhee : ncuer more ſhall I enioy thy ſweet company, and wiſe counſel, Alas, 
thou art gone to a beaurified heauen,& haſt left me here, who haue, nothing. goad 
in me,but that I did cuer louethee, and cuer will lament thee. Lerthis'day he noted 
of all vertuous folkes for moſt vnfortunate : letit neuerbe mentioned, batamong 
curſes ; and curſed be they that did his miſchiefc, and moſt accurſed be minecics 
that beheld it. Sweet Pamela,that head is ſtricken off, where only,yyiſdomg might 
be ſpoken withall ; that body is deſtroyed, which was the liuing booke of yertue. 
Deare Pamela,how haſt thou left meetoall wretchedneſle and milery Yer while 
thou livedſt,in thee I breathed, of thee I hoped. O Pamela, how much did I forthy 
excellencie honour thee, more than my morher,and loue thee more than my (elf 2 
Neuer more ſhall I lie with thee:neuermore ſhall we bathe in thepleaſant rigepto- 
gether:neuer more ſhall ſee thee in thy ſhepheard apparrell. But thouarrgone, & 
where am 1? Pamela is dead;andliue I: O'my God. And withthat ſhe fell againe 
in a ſwone, ſo as it was a great while before they could bring her to her ſelfe againg 
but being cometo her ſelte, Alas(faid ſhee) vnkinde women;ſinee you hayegiuen 
me ſo many deaths,torment me not now with life:for Gods ſakr:.let mee-goe; and 
excuſe your hands of more bloud. Let me follow my Pomele,@ hom euer L ſaughit 
to follow. Alas, Paw2/a,they will not let me come tothee;Burifthey keep promiſe, 
I ſhall tread thine own ſteppes after thee. For to what am barne/(miſerableiſsule) 
burto be moſt vahappy in my ſelfe,and yet more ynhappy in athers* But. Orthat a 
thouſand more miſeries had chanced vnto me,ſo thou hadſtnocdicd: Pawils, my 
ſiſter Pamels.Andſo like a lamentablePhilomels complained ſhethehorriblewrong 
done to her fiſter, which if it tird not in the wickedly cloſed minds ot her tormen- 
tors,a pitic of her ſorrow, yet bred ita wearinefle of her ſorrow: ſaasonly leauing 
one to preuentany harme ſhee ſhould doe her ſelfe, the reſt went away, conſulting 
againe with Cecropia, how to make profit of thistheir late bloudyaR: -- ;1v70al 
Iotheend, that woman that vied moſt to keep company with'Ze/maze, told 
Cecropie,that ſhee Found by many moſt ſenſible proofes in Ze/mane, that there'was 
neuer woman ſo loued another,as ſhe loued Phi/iclea:which was the cauſe that-ſhe 
(further than the commandement of Cerropie )had cauſed Zelnmne 5 curtains tobe 
alſo drawne: becauſe hauing the ſame ſpeRacle that Philocliea trad;ſheemightiand 
in the greater feare'for her,whom ſhe loued ſo well:and that indeed ſhe had thiethe 
needle in that deuice : for neuer ſaw ſheecreature fo aſtoniſhed as:Ze/marezexcees- 
dingly ſorry for Pamela,but exceedingly exceeding that exceedingneſle inftar for 
Philaclea. Therfore her aduice was,ſhe ſhould cauſe Zelmere tocome & ſpeak with 
Philsclea.Forthere bei ng ſuch vehemency of friendſhip betweenthem,iewas moſt 
likely both to moue Ze/wane to'perſwade;and Philetles to beperfwadedi Cecriopic 
liked well ofthe counſell,& zaue ordet to the ſame woman togodeale therigwich 
Zelmane, and to aſſure her with oath; that Cetropie was determined/?h5/oclesſhaild 
paſſethe ſame way that Pawel had done; withoutſhee did yeeldro ſatisfiethe ex- 
tremity of her ſons affeRion: whichthe woman did;adding thereunco many(as ſhe 
thought) good reaſons to make Zelmenethink Amphiala a fit march for Philoetes. 
Bur Ze/mane (who had from'timeto ——_—_— the qraell dealing they = 
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vid to the ſiſters, 8& now had her own cles wounded with the fight of ones death) 
was ſo confuſed withallcher courage {il rebelling againſt her wit,deftring ſtil with 
force to'doe impoſſible matters) thatas her defire was ſtopped with power,ſo her 
conceit was darkned with a miſt of defire. For blinde Loue,and invincible Valour 
Kill would cry out, that it could not be,Philocles ſhould bee in ſo miſcrable eſtate, 
and ſhenor relicuc her : and ſo while ſhe haled her wit to her courage, ſhe drew it 
- from his owne limits. But now Philoclea's death (a word able to marſhall all his | 
:ohrs in order)being cometo ſo fhorra point,cither with ſmall delay to be ſuf. 
—— by the giuin her ſelfe to another to be preuented,ſhe was driuen torthink, 
& to defire ſome lealure of thinking: whichthe woman granted for thar night yn- 
to her. A-night that was not halfe ſo blacke,as her mind ; nor halfe ſo filenr,as was 
fit for her muſing thoughts. Ar laſt,hee thar would faine haue deſperately loſt a 
thouſand liues for her fake,couldnot find in his hearr,that ſhce ſhould loſe any life 
for her owne ſake: and hee thar deſpiſed his owne death in reſpec of honouryer 
could wel-nie diſpence with honour it ſclfe in reſpec of Phi/oclen's death: for once 
the thought could nor enter into his heart, nor the breath iſſue out of his mouth, 
which could conſent toPhilocles's death for any bargain. Then how to preuent the . 
next degree to dearh(which was her being poſſeſt by anorher)was the poiar of his . 
mindes labour : andinthat hee found no other way, but that P4:/oclca ſhould pre- 
eenda ycciding vnto Cecropia's requeſt; 8& ſo by ſpeaking with 4mphi«las, and ma> 
king faire (but delaying) promiſes, procure liberty for Ze/waze , who onely wiſht 
but ro:come by aſword,not doubting rhen to deſtroy themall,& diliuer Ph;loclee: 
io lirtle did both the men,and their forces ſeem in her eyes, looking downe vpon 


them from the high top of affetions tower. 
With that minde therefore bur firſt well bound) ſhe vas brought to Philocles, 


poanar. wor plotted out in her conccit, how thee would deale with her : and ſo 
came ſhe with hearr & cics, which did each ſacrifice cither to Loue vypon the altar 
of Sorrow : and there had ſhethe pleaſing dif} pleaſing ſight of Philoglea : Philecles, 
whomalready theextreme ſenſe of ſorrow had brought to a dulneſſe therein, her 
face not without tokens that beauty had been by many miſeries cruelly battered, 
& yet ſhewed it moſt the perfeion of that beauty, which could remaine vnouer- 
throwne by ſuch enemies. But when Zelmare was ſer downe by her,8 the women 
one away (becauſe ſhe might be the better perſwaded when tio body was by,that 
Pad heard her ſay ſhe would not be perſwaded)then began firſtthe eyes ro ſpeake, 
andthe hearts tocric out: Sorrow a while would needs ſpeake his owne language, 
without vſing their tongues tobe his interpreters. Ar laſtZe/mavebrake ſilence,but 
Ipake with the only _— of amazement? forall her long merhodized oration 
was inherited only by ſuchkinde of ſpeecties. Deare Lady, in extreme neceſlio 
ties wee muſt not. But alas vnfortunate wretch thatI am, that I liueto ſee this day. 
And I take heauen and earth to witnefle, that nothing: & with that her breaſt ſwel- 
led(o with ſpite and griefe , that her breath had no lcaſure to turne it ſelfe into 
words: Butthe ſweet Philoctes that kadalready dyed in Famele,8: of the other fide 
had the hieauineſs of her heart ſomthing quicknedinthe moſt beloued ſight of Zel- 
=d ſomewhat at Ze/maxe's mind, 8 therfore ſpake vnto her inthis ſort: 

My Fyrozles (aid fhee) Iknow this exceeding comfort of your preſence, is not 
brought vato me for any good wilthat is owed vntome:but(as I ſuppole)to make 
prin meto ſauce my life with the ranſome of mine honour : although no 
y ſhould bee ſo vnfit a pleader in that cauſeas your ſelfe, yer perchance you. 
would hauc mee liue. Your honour 2 God forbid ({aid Ze/mene)that ever,for ny 
, 
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cauſe,l ſhould yecld toany touch of ir. But a while toprerend ſome afteRion, till 
time,or my liberty mighe worke ſomething for your ſeruice: this if my aſtoniſhed:

To whatpurpoſe my Pyrocles(faid Philoclea)? ofa miſerable time what gaine is 
there * Hath Podle's example wrought no morxein mee 2 isx captiue life ſo much 
worth? can cuer it goc out of theſe lips,that I loue any other bur Pprocles? ſhall my 
tongue be ſo falſe arraytorto my heart,as to ſay Iloue any other bur Pyrocles? And 
why ſhould I doeall thiszto liue? O Pemels,liſter Pamela, why ſhould Llivetonely 
for tay ſake Pyrocles,I would liue : butto thee I know too well I ſhall nor liue;& if 
not to thee, hath thy loue ſo baſe allay,my Pyroctes,as to wiſh meto liue ? For diffis 
mulation,my Pyrocles.my ſimplicity is ſuch,thar I haue hardly beene ableto keep 


- aftraight way, what ſhall I doein acrooked? But inthis caſe there is no meane of 


diſimulation,not for the cunningeſt : preſent anſwer is required, andpreſent per« 
formance vpontheanſwer. Artthou ſo terrible O death! No my ?yroc/es , and for 
that I doe thanke thee,and in my ſoule thank thee, for Iconfeſle the loue of thee is 
hercin.my chicfeſt vertue. Trouble me not therfore deare Pyroc/es, nor double not 
my death by tormenting my reſolution: fince I cannot live with thee, I will dic for 
thee. Onely remember me,deare Pproc/er;and loue the remembrance of me:and if 
I may crave ſo much of thee, let me bethy. laſt loue;for though 1 be not worthy of 
thee(who indeed artthe worthieſt creature lining)yetremember that my loue was 
a worthy loge.But Pyrocles was ſo ouercome with ſorrow(which wiſdome & yer- 
tue made iuſtin ſo cxcellenta Ladies caſe, full of exccllentkindneſſe) that words 
were aſhamed to come forth,knowing how weak they vvere to expreſſe his mind, 
and her merit:and therefore ſo.ſtayedin a deadly filence;forlaken of hope, & for- 
faking comfort: till che appointed guardians came in,toſceethe fruitsof Ze/maxe's 


ſcatcely her ſelfe could tell what, butin ſumme,deſirous of delaies, But Philocles, 
ſwwcetely continuing conftant, and inthe end, puniſhing her importunitie with 
filence,Zelmane was faine toend:Yetcrauing another times conference;ſhe obtai- 
nedir,and divers others;rill atthe laſt Cecropis found it was to no putpole, &ther= 
fore determined to follow her owne way. Ze/mane yet ſtill defirousro win(by any 
means)reſpire,cuen waſted with ſorrow and yncertainty,whether in worſe caſein 
her preſence, or abſence; beingableto doe nothing for Philocles's.ſuceaur, butby 
ſubmitting the greateſt courage of theeaith to fallar the feer of Ceeropie,and craue 
ſtay of their ſentencetill the vteermoſt. was ſeen, what her perſwaſions might doe. 
| Cecropia ſeemed muchtobe moucd by her importunjry; ſo as divers dates were 
wonne of painfull life rothe excellent Philoclea:while Zelmanre ſuifered ſome 
tocheriſh her minde, eſpecially truſting vponthe helpe of po 9 vvho (thee: 
knew)vvonld not be idle in this matter. till one morning a noyſe awaked Zelanenc; 
from whoſe oucr-watchful mind,the tired body had ſtolne a little ſleep: & 
with the firſt opening of her eics; Care taking his wonted place,ſhe ran to the win- 
dow which looked into the hall/for that way the noiſe guided her)8& there might 
ſhee ſee (the curtaine being lefr open euer fincethe laſt execution )ſeuen or eight 
perſons in a cluſter ypon the ſcaffold:who by and by retyringthemſeclues,nor 
Was to be ſcene thereupon, but a baſen of gold pirifully enamelled withblou 
inthe midiſt of it,the head of the moſt beautifull Ph;/ocles; The horribleneſs of the 
miſchiefe was ſuch,as Pyrocles could not at firſt beleeve his owne ſenſes, but bent 
his wofull eyes rodiſcerne it better : where.too well he might ſee it was Philoclea'd, 
Elfc, hauing ao veike, bur beautic Quer her face, vyhich ſtill appearedto be alines 
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ſodidrhoſc eyes ſhinegeuen as they were wont; and they were wont more than 
any othcr:and ſomerimes asthey moued,it might well make the beholder thinke, 
thatdeath therein had'borrowcd her beauty, and not they any way diſgraced by 
death;ſo fweer and piercing a grace they carried with them, 

{It was'not a pity, it-was noran- amazement, it: was not a ſorrow which then laid 
hold on Pyrecles,bura wilde fury ofdeſperateagony:ſo that he cried our,O tyrant 
keauen,traytorearth,blinde prouidence, no.iuſtice, hows this done © how is this 

- ſufferedthath this world agouernment? Ifichauelet, it powre our all his miſchiefs 

ypon me,8: {ce whether it haue power to makeime more wretched than I am. Did 

ſhe excell for this: haue prayed forthis ? aboniinable hand that did it ; dereſtable 

diuell that commandedir;curſed light that beheldir: & if the light be curſed, whar 
- ae then mine eyesthat haue ſeen ir? And have 1 ſeen Philoclce dead,and do I liuc ? 
and haue bHiued not to helpe her, burtoralke:of her s and ſtand I Rill talking ? 
And with thar(carried by the madneſle of anguiſh,not hauing areadier way to kill 
himſeclfe)he ranne as hard as euer hecould with his head againſt the vyall,vvithin- 
tention to braine himſelfe : but the haſte to do it. made the doing the ſlower. For as 
he came to giue the blow, his foote tripr,foas ir came not vviththe full force : yer 
forcible enough to ſtrike him downe 8 withallto depriuc him of his ſenſe,ſo that 
helay a vvhile comforted by the hart,in thathe felenothis diſcomfort, 

And when he came againe to himſelfe, heheard;or hethought he heard a voice 
which cryed,Reuenge,Reuenge, vato him; whetherindeed ir vvere his good An- 
—_— vſed that voiceto ſtay him fromwnnaturall murdering of himſelfe, or 

this waridering ſpirits lighted» /pon that conceit,and by their yveakneſſe (ſub- 
jieato apprehenſions) ſuppoſed they heard it. Butthatindeede,helped vvith Ver- 
ruez8 her valiant ſeruanr Anger,ſtopped him from preſent deſtroying of himſelf: 
yeelding inreaſon and manhood, firſtto deſtroy man,woman, 8 childe, that were 
any way of kinne to them that were acceſlary to this cruelty ; then to raze the Ca- 
Rle;and to build a ſumptuous monumenr for her fiſter, and a moſt ſumptuous for 
her ſclfe,and then himſelfe ro die vpon her tombe. This determining in himſelfe 
r0do,8 to ſeek all meanes how(for that purpoſe)to get out of priſon; he was con- 
rent a while to beare the thirſt of death : 8 yertvvent he againe to the vvindow, to 
kiſſe the beloued head with his eyes ; but there ſaw he nothing but the ſcaffold,all 
cobered ouer with ſcarler,8 nothing but ſolitary filence to mourne this miſchiefe, 
Bur then, Sorrow hauing diſperſtir ſelfe from his heart, intoall his noble parts, it 
proclaimed his authority, in crics and teares, nor vvith a more gentle dolcfulneſſe 
could powre our his inward cuill. &G |

Lanexivs, though hee were 
Hllen out with all womankind (in'reſpeR oftbehate he barettie fiſters, whom hee 
accounted murtherers of  Amphialbryyerat hisbtorhers requeſtgrantedhevleanc; 
And ſhee, (poore Lady; vvith grievous expeRtatidn,and Languiſhingdefrrecatried 
her faint4egs'to the place where heefay;eicher ior breathing; or in- all appearance

; -In;which pitcous plight when ſhee ſaw hinyrhough Sorrow had ſer-before her 
minde the pitifulleſt conceirthereofrhat ic couldipaii,yerthe preſent fight yvent 
beyopdallche former apprehenſions: ſo thatbegioning ro kneeleby thebody,her 
light ratie from her (6ruice,rather;than abide ſath a ſighr; 4nd ſhoerfeilinl2fwone 
vpon him;asif ſhe could notchoolſebutdic of his wounds; Burt when/her breith 
{aweary to be cloſed vpin woe)brokethe'priſoirof her faire lippes, and-brought 
memory (with his ſcruant-ſenſes) to his daturallofice; the&yermade the breath 
conuey theſe dolefull vyords vwith it; Alas{{didſhee): 4mphin/as, what ſtrange 
diſaſters be theſe,thar hauing ſoughethee ſo: lorig;T ſhould bee now ſorry to finde

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How often have I bleſt the meanesthat might bring mee neere thee? Now yvoe 
worththe cauſe thar brings me ſo neere thee.Ofren;alas,often haſt thou diſdaineq 

' my eares 2 but now; my deare Amphtalus, recciue them : theſe eyes can ſerue tor 
nothing clſe, bur ro weepe for thee {ince thou vvoulceſt never youchſafe them 
thy coraforryerdiſdaine norrhem thy ſorrow. I would they had been more deare 
ynto thee ; forthen hadſt thou lived, Woe is mee that thy noble heart could loue 
vvho hated thee,and hare who loved thee. Alas,vvhy ſhould not my faith to thee

-{Withrhar the body mouing ſomewhat, 8 piuing a grone, full of deaths mufick; 
ſhe fell vpon his face;and kiſt him,and vvirhallcryed out; O miſerable 1, that haue 
onely fauourby miſery : and rhen vvould ſhee haue returned to a freſh carcere of 
complaims,vvhen anaged andwife Gentleman cameto her, and beſought her,to 
remember what was fit tor her greatneſſe,wifedome and honour:agd wirhall,that 
it was ficrer to ſhew/her loue,in _— rhe body to herexcellent ſurgeon, firſt ap- 
plying ſuchexcellenr medicines as ſhe had receiued of him for that purpoſe; rather 
than only ſhew her ſelf a woman-Jouer in fruitleſle lamentations.She was ſtraight 
warned with the obedience of an ouerthrowne minde,and therefore leaving ſome 
ſurgeons of her owneto dreſſethe body, went her ſelfe ts 48axim, and humbling 
her ſelfe to him,as toweas his owne pride could wiſh,beſought him, that ſince the 
ſurgeons there had vnerly giuen him oger,charhe would ler her carry him away in 
her litter with her,fince the worſt he could haue ſhould be todie, and to die in her 
armes tharloucd himaboue all rhings;and where he ſhould haue ſuch mottuments 
ereRed oner him,as were fir for her loue,8& his worthineſle: befeeching him with- 
 all.fince ſhe was in a countrey of enemics (where ſhee truſted more to Anaxis's va 
lour,chan Befi/i#'s promiſe) that he would conuey them ſafely out of thoſeterrito- 
ries.

- But Avaxins himſclfc riding before the litter,withthe choice men of that _

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they were affraid euenro crie,though they were ready to crie for feare;but(becauſe 
that they might do) cuery body forced /cuen with harming themſelues) to do ho- 
nour to him : ſome throwing themſelues vpon the ground ; ſome tearing their- 
clothes, and caſting duſt ypon their heads, and ſome cuen wounding themlclues, 
and ſprinkling their owpe bloud in the ayre. 

The gecnerall conſort of whoſe mourning, performed ſo the naturall tunes of 
ſorrow;that euen to them {if any ſuch were)that felt net the loſle, yer others griefe 
raught them griefe;hauing before both their copaflionat ſenſe ſo paſſionat a ſpea- 
cle ofa yong man, of great beauty,beautified with great honor, honoured by great 
yalour,made of incſtimable value by the noble viing of it, to lie there languiſhing 
ynder the arreſt of death,8 a death where the maner could be no comfort tothe dil- 
comfortableneſs of the matter.But when the bedy was carried through the gate,8 

the people(fauing ſuch as were appointed)not ſuffred to goe further,then was ſuch 
an vniuerſall cry,as if they hadall had but one life, andall recciued but one blow; 

Which ſo moued Az4x:#4 ro confiderthe loſle of his friend;that(his mind apter 
to reuenge,than tegdernefle) hee pfeſently giuing order to his brother to keep the 
priſoners ſate,6c vnuiſited till his returne from conucying Helex,hee ſenra meſſen- 
gerto the ſiſters, to tell them this curteous meflage:that ar his return,with his own 
hands, he would cut off their heads,and ſend them for tokens to their father, 

This meſſage was brought vnto the fiſters,as they ſatear that time together with 
Zelmane,conferring how to carry themſelues, hauing heard of the death ot Amphi- 
«/as. And as noexpedtation of death is ſo painful,as where the reſolutionis hindred 
by the intermixing of hopes, ſo did this new alarum,though not remoue, yet moue 
ſomwhatthe conſtancy of their minds, which were ſo vaconſtantly dealt with. But 
within a while, the excellent Pame/s had brought her minde againe to his old ac- 
quaintance : 8& then as carefull for her ſiſter (whom ſhe moſt dearly loued) Siſter, 
laid ſhee, you ſee how many as our Tragedie hath:, Fortune is not yet aweary of 
vexing vs : but what ? A ſhip isnot counted ſtrong by bydijng one ſtormie: It is but 
the ſame trumpet of death, which now perhaps giues the laſt ſound : & let vs make 
that profit of our former miſcries;that inthem we learned to die willingly. Truely, 
ſaidPhiloclea,dear (iſter;I was ſo beaten with the euils of life, that though Thad nor 

vertue enotigh to deſpiſe the ſweetneſle of it, yer my weakneſle bred that ſtrength, 
| to be wearie of the pains of it: only I muſt confeſle,rhar little hope,which by theſe 
late accidents was awaked in me,wasatthe firſt angry withall.Buteuen in the dark- 
| neſle of that horrour, I ſee a light of comfort appgare; and how can I tread amiſle; 
that ſee Pamele's ſteps 2 I would onely (O that my wiſh might take place)that my 
ſchool-Miſtreſs might liue, to ſee me ſay my leflon truly. Were thata life, my 7hj- 
loclea,faid Pamela ? No no(laid ſhe) ler it come, and put on his worſt face : for at 


the worſt it is but a bug-beare. Ioy is it to me to ſee you ſo well reſolued,and ſince 
tie world will not have vs,let it loſe vs. Only(with that ſhe Raycd alirtle,and figh- 
| ed) only my Ph;lecles (thenſhe bowed down.,and whiſpered in her eare) only At#- 
, ſidorws,ray ſhepheard, comes between me and death,and makes me thinke I ſhould 
{ | notdie, becauſe I know he would not I ſhould die. With that Philoc/ea fighedalſo, 
4 | faying no more,butlooking vpon Zelmane : who was walking vp anddowne the 
» | chamber,hauing heard this meſlage fromi Anais, & hauing intime paſt heard of 
r | hisnaturegthought him like enough to performe ir, which winded her againe into 
| the formermazeofperplexity. Yerdebating with her ſelfe ofthe manner how to 
preuent it, ſhee continued her mufing humour, little ſaying, or indeede;, lirtle fin- 
ding in her heart to fay,ina caſe of ſuch exttemity,whete peretnptotily death was 
Ft Dd 3 thteatticd ! 
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threatned : and ſo ſtayed they ; hauing yet that comfort;that they might tarry to. 
gether. Pemels nobly,Pbilocles (weetely, and Ze/mane (adly and deſperately,none 
of them entertaining ſleepe, vvhich they thought ſhould ſhortly begin never to 
awake. (es | 

Bur Az»axims came kome, hauing ſafely conduted Heles , and ſafely.hee mighr 
well do it: For though many of Befi/izs Knights would haue attempted ſomthin 
vpon Azaxim, by that meanes to deliver the Ladies, yer Philanax,hauing awe 
his maſters commandement,and knowing his word was giuen,would not conſent 
vnto it. And the blacke-knight(who by then was ableto carry abroad his wounds) 
did not know thereof, but vvas bringing force,by force to deliuer his Lady.So as 
Anaxiw, interpreting it rather feare than faith, and making euen chance an argu- 
ment of his vertue,rerurned:and as ſoon as he was returned,with a fellon heart cal- 
ling his brothers vp with him,he went into the chamber, wherethey wereallthree 

- rogerher ; vvith ſtill intention to kill the ſiſters with his owne hands,and ſend their 
heads for tokens to their father: Though his brothers(vvho were otherwiſe encli- 
ned) diſlwaded him : but his reuerence ftayed their perſwafiong, But vvhen he was 
come intothechamber,with the very vvords of cholericke threatning climing vp 
his throare, his eyes firſt lighted vpon Pamele; vvho hearing he was comming,and 
looking for death, thought ſhe vvould keep her owne maieſty in welcomming it 
but the beames thereof ſo ſtrake his eyes, vvith ſuch a counterbuffe vpon his pride, 
thatifhis anger could not ſo quickly loue, nor his pride fo calily honour, yertboth 
vvere forced to finde a worthineſle. 

Which while it bred a pauſe in him, Zelmave(who had already in her mind both = 
what 8 how to ſay) ſtept out vnto him,and with a reſolute ſtajedneſle (void either 
ofanger.kindneſle, diſdaine, or humbleneſle) ſpake in this ſort. Avaxiw, ſaid ſhe, 
if Fame hath not beene ouer-partiallto thee, thou art a man of exceeding valour. 
Therefore I docall thee cuen before that vertue,& will make it the iudge between 
vs. And now I doaffirme, that to the eternall blot of all the faire ats that thou haſt 
done,thou doe weakly, in ſecking vvithout danger to reuenge his death, vvhoſe 
life vvith danger thou mighteſt perhaps haue preſerued : thou doeſt cowardly in 
going about by the death of theſe excellent Ladies, topreuentthe juſt puniſhment 
that hereafter they by the powers,which they berter than their father,or any other 
could make,might lay vpon thee, & docſt moſt baſely,in once preſenting thy ſelfe 
as an executioner;a vile office ypon inen, and in aiuſt cauſe : beyond thedegree of 
any vile word,in ſo vniuſt a cauſg,and vpon Ladies,and ſuch Ladies. And there- 
fore,as a hangman,l ſay,thou art vaworthy to be counted aknight,or to be admit- 
ted into the company of knights. Neither for what I ſay,will Ialledge other rea- 
ſons of wiſdome,or iuſtice,to proue my ſpeech,becauſe I know thou doeſt diſdain 
to beetyedto their rules, bur euen in thine owne Vertue (whereof thon ſo much 
glorieſt) I will make my triall : and therefore defie thee, by the death of one of vs 
ewo,to proue or diſproue theſe reproches.Chuſe thee what arms thou likeſt: Ionly 
demand,that theſe Ladies,whom I defend, may in liberty ſec the combar. 

When Zelmane began,her ſpeech, the excellencie of her beauty and grace made 

 bim a little content to heare. Beſides that, a new lefſon he had read in Pawels,had 
already taught him ſome regard.But when ſhe centred into braucrie of ſpeech, he 
thought ar firſt,a mad & rayling humour poſleſt her:till finding the ſpeeches hold 
well rogether,& ar length come to flat challenge ofcombar,he ſtood leaning back » 
with his body and head,ſomtimes with bent browes looking vpon the one fide of 
her, ſometimes of the other, beyond marucll maruclling,that bee,wko had —_ 
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heard ſuch ſpeeches from any knight,ſhould be thus rebuffed by a woman, & that 
maruell made him-heare out her ſpeech : which ended, hee turnied his head to his 
brother Zozlxs, and ſaid nothing,bur onely lifting vp his eyes,ſiniled.But Ze/mane 
finding his minde, A#4xiw, ſaid ſhee, perchance thou diſdaineſt toanſwer me, be- 
cauſe(as a woman)thou thinkeſt me not fitto be fought withall. Bur I tell thee, that 
I haue bin crayned vp in martiall matters,with ſo good ſucceſle, that I haue manie 
times ouercome brauer knights than thy ſelfe : & am well knowne ro be equall in 
teares of armes, to the famous Pyrocles, who flue thy valiant vncle,the gyant Evar- 
des. The remembrance of his Vncles death ſomething nettled him; fo as hce 
anſwered thus. | OO»: 

Indeede, ſaid hee, any vvoman may be as valiant as that coward, and'tayterl 

boy,who flue my Vacle trayterouſly,and after ranne from me in the plaine field. 
Five thouſand ſuch could not. haue overcome Exerdes, but by falſhood. ButT 
ſought him all ouer 4/ia, following him til from one of his cony holes to another, 
tillcomming into this Country, I heard of my friends being beſieged, & fo came 
to blow away the wretches that troubled him.But whereſocuer the miſerable bo 
flic, heauen, nor hell,ſhallkeepe his heart from being torne by theſe hands. Thou 
lyeſt in thy throate (ſaid Ze/mane) that boy, where euer he went, did ſonoble ads, 
as thy heart(as proud as it is)dares not thinke of, muchlefle performe.Buttopleaſe 
thee the better with my preſence,l tel thee,no creature can be nearerof kin to him, 
than my ſelfe : and fo well we loue, that he would not be forrier for his owngleath 
than for mine : I being begotteri by his fathet,ofan Amazon Lady. And therfore,' 
thou can(t not deviſe to teuenge thy felfe more vpon him, than by killing mee ; 

which if thou dareſt doe, mantully docir, otherwiſe, if thou harme theſe incont- 
parable Ladies, or my ſelfe without daring to fight with me, I proteſt before theſe 
knights,and before heauen and earth(that will reucalethy ſhame) that thouart the 
beggerlieſt daſtardly villaine that diſhonoureth the earth with his ſteps : &'ifthou 
letreſt me ouer-live them,ſowillI blaze thee. Bur all this could not moue Avexiae, 
but rhat hee onely ſaid, Evil ſhouldir become the terroyr of the world to fight, 
much worſfeto fcold with thee. JE 2 : 

| Bur, ſaid he, for thedeath of theſe ſame (pointing to the Princeſſes)ofmy grace 
Igiue themlite. And withall, going to Pamela, and offering totake herby the chin, 
And as for you, Minion (ſaid he)yeeld but gently tomy will, and you ſhall not on-- 
ly liue,but liue ſo happily : Hee would haue ſaid further, when Pamela,diſpleaſed 
both with words,matter and manner, putting himaway with herfaire hand, Proud 
beaſt, ſaid ſhee, yer thou plaieſt worſe thy Comedie, than thy Tragedie, For my 
part, afſurethy ſelte, fince ny deftinie is ſuch, that each moment my Jife and 
death ſtand in cquall ballance, I had rather hauethee,and thinkethee farre fitterto 
bemy hangman, than my husband. Pride and anger would faine haue cruelly 
rcuenged fo bitteran anſwer,but already Cupid had begun to make it his ſport, to 
pull his plumes : ſo that, vnuſed toa way of courteſie, and puit out of his byas of 
pride, hee haſtily went away, grumbling to himſelfe , betweene threatning and 
wiſhing ; leauing his brothers with them : the elder of whom Zycargas, liked 
Philocles,and Zozlus would needes lone Zelmane,or atleaſt, entertaine themſclues. 
with making them beteeue ſo; Lycurgus more-bragged, and neere his brothers 
humour, began, with ſetting forth their bloud, their deedes,; how many they 
had deſpiſed of moſt excellent women ; how much they were bound to them, 
that would ſecke that of them. In ſumme, in all his ſpeeches, more like- the. 
beſtower than the defirer of felicitie, Whonr it was art excellent a 
| 0 
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thoſe that would delight inthe play of vertue) to ſce with vvhata witty ignorance 
ſhe would nor vnderſtand: & how,acknowledging his perfeRions,ſhe would make 
that one of his perfeRions,not to be injurious to Ladies, Bur when hee knew nor 
how to reply,then would he fall to touching and toying, ſtill viewing his graces in 
no glafſe but ſelf-liking.To which Philoclea's ſhamefaftnefle & humblenefle, were 
as ſtrong reliſters as choller and diſdaine : for though ſhee yeelded not, he thought 
ſhee vvas to be ouercome : and that thought a while ſtayed him from further vio- 
lence, But Zelmane had eye to his behauiour, and ſet itin her memory vpon the 
ſcore of reuenge, vvhile ſhee her ſelte vvasno leſle attempted by Zoilss, who leſle 
full of brags vvas forwardeſt in offring (indeed) diſhorourable violence. | 

But vvhen after their fruitlefſe labours they had gone away called by their bro- 
ther, (vvho began to be perplexed between new conceiued defires,and diſdaine to 
be diſdained) Zelmene (who with moſt afſurcd quietneſſcof iudgement looked in- 
to their preſent eſtate) carneſtly perſwaded the rwo fiſters, that to auoide the miſ- 
chicfes of proud outrage, they vvould onely ſo farre ſute their behauiour to their 
eſtates.as they might winne time( which as ircould not bring then to vyorſe caſe 
than they vvere, ſo it might bring forth vaexpeRed reliefe. And why,faid Pamels, 
ſhall vve any longer flatter aduerſitie * Why ſhould vve delight to make our ſclues 
any longer balls to iniurious Forrune,fince our owne parentsare content to bety- 
rants ouer vs,fince our owne kinne are content trayterouſly toabuſe vs? Certainly 
in miſgap it may þc ſome comfortto vs that weare lightedin theſe fellows hands, 
vvho yet will keep vs from hauing cauſe of being miſerable by our friends means, 
Nothing gricues mee more, than that you, noble Ladie Zelmane, (to vvhom the 
vvorld might haue made vs able to doe honour) thould receiue onely hurt by the 
contagion of our miſcrie. As for mee and my ſiſter, vndoubredly ir becomes our 
birth to thinke of dying nobly, vvhile wee haue done or ſuffered nothing, vvhich 
might make our ſoule aſhamed atthe parrure from theſe bodies. Hope is the faw- 
ning traytor of the minde, while ynder colour of friendſhip,it robs ir of his chicfe 
force of reſolution. Vertuovs and faire Lady, ſaid Zelmazre, vvhat you ſay is true, 
and that truth may vvell make vp a part in the harmonie of your noble thoughts, 
Bur yer thetime (which ought alwayesto bee one) is not tuned for it ; while that 
may bring forth any good, doenot barre your ſelfe thereof: for then will be the 
time todie nobly, vvhen you cannot live nobly. Then ſo carneſtly ſhe perſwaded 
with them both, to referre themſclues to their fathers conſent (in obtaining 
whereof they knew ſome while would be ſpent) and by that means to temper the 
mindes of their proud woes ;thatin the end Pawel yeelded to her,becaulc ſhee 
ſpake reaſon, and Philecles yeelded to her reaſon, becauſe ſhee ſpake it. 

. And ſo when they were againe ſolicited in that little pleaſing petition, Pamels 
forced her ſelfe to make anſwer to Anexiss, that if her father gaue his conſent, ſhe 
would make her {elfe belecue,that ſuch was the heauenly vm renee wg ſhee 
hadne meanes toauoide it, Avexins (who was the moſt franke promiſet to him- 
ſelfe of ſacceſle) nothing doubted of Befi/ius conſent, but rather aflured himſelf, 
hee would bee his Orator in that matter : and therefore hee choſe out an officious 


ſcruaft (whom hee eſteemed very wiſe,becauſe he neuer found him but juſt of his 


_ opinion)and willed him to be his Embaſſadour to Befi/iu5,and to make him know, 
thatif he meant to haue his daughter both ſafe and happy, anddefircd himſelfe to 
haue ſucha ſonne-in-law, as would not onely prore& himin his quict courſe, but 
(ifhe liſted to accept it) would giue him che Monarchie of the world, that then he 
ſhould receiue Avsxivs , whe neuer before knew what it was to pray any _ 
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Thar it he did not,hee would make him know, that R_ of Anaxias vvas in 
.cuery thing beyond his will,and yet his wil notto be reliſted by any other power. 
His ſervant with ſmiling and caſt-vp looke, deſired God ro make his memory able 
rocont..ine the treaſure of that wiſe ſpeech ; and therefore beſought him to repeat 
it againey that by the oftner hearing it, his minde might bee the better acquainted 
with thediuineneſle thereof, and that being graciouſly granted, hee then doubted 
not by carrying wich him in his conceit, the grace wherewith 4zaxizs ſpake it, to 
perſwade rockie minds to their owne harme:(s little doubted heto win Befilins to 
that, which he thought would make him think the heauens opened, when he heard. 
bur the proffer thereof. Avexias grauely allowed the probability of his conieQure, 
and thereforc ſent him away, promiſing him h@ſhould haue the bringiog vp of his 
ſecond ſon by Pamela. | | Wc 
| The meſſenger vvith ſpeede performed his Lords commandement to Bufilins 
wha by naturequier;and by ſuperſtition made doubtfull, was lothto take any mat- 
ter ofarmes in hand, wherein already he had found ſo flow ſucceſſe ; though 2hz- 
lanax vehemently vrged him thereunto,making him ſee that his retiring backe did 
encourage iniuries. Bur Befilivs berwixt rhe feare of Avexjgs might , the paiſion 
of his loue,and icaloufic of his eftate,was ſa perplexed, that not able ro determine; 
hee tooke the common courſe of men, to flic onely then to deuotion, yvhen they 
want reſolution : therefore detayning the meſſenger with delayes, hedeferred the. 
direRing of his courſe tothe counſell of 4polo, vvhich becauſe himſelfe atthar

Ladics,vvhoin he viſited, doubting there had bin ſome further praRticechan yer he 
conceiued, But finding theni onely ſtrong in patience, he vvent and lockt a great 
Iron gategby vvhich only any body might mount to thar part of the Caſtle; rather 
to conceale the ſhame of hisbrother,ſlain by a woman,than for doubr ofaay other, 
annoyance: & then went vp to receite ſome comfort of the exccution,he was ſure. 
his brother had done of Zelmane: But Zelmane no ſooner ſaw thoſe brothers,;of, 
whomReaſon aſſured her ſhe was to expe reuenge;but that ſhe leapt to.a Target, 
as one that well knew the firſt marke of valour to be defence. And rhenaccepting 
the opportunity of: Avexiss going away, ſhee vvaited not the pleaſure of Lycur» 
g+s,but without arly. words (which ſhe euer thought vaine, when reſojution rooke 
the place of perſwaſion) gaue het own heart the contentment tobethe aſſailer, Zy= 
cargas,who was inthe lifbofition of his nature hazzardous,& by the lucky paſſing, 
through many dangers,growne confident in him(clf,went toward her,ratherasto 
a ſpoile than to a fightyſo farre from feare,that his aſluredneſle diſdained co hope. 
But when her ſword made demonſtrations abouc all flatteric ot ATSIIones ,.-and 
that hee found ſhe preſt ſo vpon him,as ſhewed that her courage ſprang not from 
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blinde deſpaire.but was guarded both with cunning and trengrh-: ſelfe-Joue then 
firſt in bin dinided it ſelte from vaine-glory, and made him find that the world w—_ 
worthineſs had nor his whole Globe compriſed in his breaſt,but that it was neceCl 
ſary to hauc ſtrong reſiſtance againſt ſo ſtrong aflailing. And ſo between them, for 
few blowes, Mers himſelfe might have beene delighted to look on. But Zelmane, 
who knew thar in her caſe ſlowneſle of viRory vvas little better than ruine, vvith 
the bellowes of hate, blew the fire of courage ; and hee ſtriking a maine blow ae 
her head, ſhee vvarded it with the ſhield, bur ſo. vvarded, that the ſhield was cut in 
rwo peeces while it proteRed her': and withall ſheerannegn to him, and thruſting 
at his breaſt; Which hee put by vvith his bs cn he vvas lifting vp his ſword to 
ſtrike againe, Thee ler fall the pecce of: her ſhield, and vvith herleft hand catching 
his ſword of the infide of the pommell, vvith nimble and ſtrong ſleighr, ſhee had 
gotten his ſword out of his hand,bcfore his ſenſe could conuey to his imagination 
what was to be' doubted. And hauing nowtwo ſwords againſt one ſhield, meaning 
not fooliſhly to be vngratefull to good fortune, while hee vas no more amazed 
with his being vaweaponed, than vyiththe ſuddenneflethereof,ſhe gaue him ſuch 
2 wound vpon his head,in _— of the ſhields ouer-weak refiftance, that withall 
hee fell tothe ground, aſtoniſhed vvith the paine; and agaſt with feare. But ſecin 

Zelmane ready to conclude her viory'in his death ; bowing vp his headto' her, 
with a countenance that had forgortenall pride, Enough excellent Lady, faid hee, 


the honour is yours: wherof you ſhall want the beſt wirneſle, if you killme. As you - 


haue taken from men the glory of manhood, returne ſo now againeto your owne 
ſex,for mercy. Iwill redeeme my life of youvvith no ſmall ſcruices;for I will vn- 
derrake to make my brother obey allyour commandements. Grant life, I beſcech 
you, for your owne honour, and for the perſons fake that you loue beſt, Zelmane 
repreſt a while her great heart, either difdaining to be cruell or pitifull, and there- 
fore not cruell : & now the imageof the humane condition began to be an Orator 
vnto her of compaſſion, when ſhee ſaw,as ifhelifred vp hisarmes with a ſuppliants 
grace,about one of them,vnhappily tied,a garter with a tewell, which(giuento ?j- 
rocles by his aunt of Theſſalia,6: greatly eſtcemed by him) he had preſented to Ph1- 
focles,and with inward rage promiſing extreame hatred, had ſeene Lycargws vvitha 
proud forcey8& not vyithout ſome hurt vnto her, pull away from Ph/ecle«, becauſe 
at intreary ſhe would not giue ir him.Butthe fight ofthat was like a cypher,ſignify- 
ing all the injuries which Ph:/ocles had of him ſuffred, and thatremembrance fee- 
ding vpon wrath, trod downe all conceits of mercy. Andtherfore ſaying nomore, 
but, No villaine,dic: it is Ph/oclee that ſends theethis token for thy loue. With that 
ſhe made her ſword drinke the bloud of his heart,though he wreſting his body, & 
with a countenance prepared toexcuſe,would faine haue delayedthe recejuing of 
deaths Ambaſſadours. But neither that ſtayed Ze/mane's hand, nor yet Anexius 
crie vato ker; who hauing made faſt the iron gate, cuen then cameto hy toppe of 
the ſtairs, when contrary roall his imaginations, he ſaw his brother lie ar Zelrmaze's 
mercy. Therefore crying,promiſing,8 threatning ro her to hold her hand:the laſt 
grone of his brother was the onely anſwer hee could get to his vnreſpeRted clo» 
uence.But then Pirie would faine haue drawneteares, which Fury in their ſpring 
Anger would faine haue ſpoken,but that Diſdain ſcaled yp his lips: butin 
his heart he blaſphemed heauen,thar it could hauc ſuch a power ouer him; no leſſe 
aſhamed ofthe viQory hc ſhould haue of her,than of his brothers ouerthrow: and 
no more ſpited that it was yet vnreuenged,than that the revenge ſhould be no grea»+.

Both thus being alreadie allied by bloud, yer did triuc for.a more ſtrict affini- 
tie? wounds' (in regard of their frequencie)) being no more reſpected than blowes 
were before.

Liucric, as oſt ſurable to their preſent cltate. : being ſeruants to one Maſks, 
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znd riuals in prefermerit. Neither could ſhowres of bloud:quench the windes of

#axius percciuing , did edily repell : and with thar-(gathering his diſtreſſed 
ſtrength together, as readieroremoue, bur firſt bent to giuea gallant farewell)ran 
foreward with ſuch a violent violence on Zelmane (nought being ableto reſiſt his 
ynreſiſtable force), that ſhce preſently interpoling her repoſed ſword, thought ic 
ranne him through the heart (or rather hee his heart vpon it) it could: not hinder 
him from running her through the body, and both totheearth, a braueflaſh of a 
dying light ! a mighty thunder of a quenched lightning ! Thus did hee overthrow 
his ouerthrower; not falling till none was able to ſtand before bim:whileſt though 
he were vanquiſhed, none could vaunrofthe vicoric, His breſt fell abouethe hand 
with the ſword, as if he would needs dycembracing it,cuen after death adoring thar 
Idoll of his life, and his dead weight {triuing with Zelmanes weake life, whilſt ſhee

Butyetif 1 were neuer ſo contented to 
ſpeake with you (for further O Beſilivs neuer looke for at my hands) I know 
not how youcan auoid your wiues icalous attendance, butthather ſuſpicion ſhall 
bring my honqurinto queſtion.

| But Pyrocles that had heard his name accuſed, 8& codemned by the mouth which 


of all the world,and more han all rhe world,he moſt loued, had then cauſe enough - 


to call kis mind to his home, and wicththe moſt haſte he could (for true loue feares 
the accident of an inſtant) tomatch the excufing of his fault, with declaration of 
his errandthither. And therefore blowne vp and downe with as many contrary paſs 
fions, as Acotas ſent out winds vpon the Troian reliques guided vpon the ſea by the 


valiant deneas,he went into her chamber with ſuche pace as reuerent feare doth 


teach, where kneeling downe,8& having prepared a long diſcourſe for her,his eyes 
were ſo filled with her fight,thatas if they would haue robbed all their fellowesof 
cheir ſeruices,both his heart fainted, 8 hisrongue failed in ſuch ſort, that hee could 
not bring forth one word, but referred her vnderſtanding to his eyes language. Bur 
ſhe inextremitie amazedyo ſee him there, at ſo vndneafeaſon,& aſhamed that her 
beautifull body made ſonaked a proſpeR, drawing in her delicate limmes into the 
weake guard of the bed,and preſenting in herface to him ſuch akinde of pitrifull

that I have leaſt ability now I hauemoſt need,to ſpeake in the cauſe vypbn which my 
life —_ my troth is ſo vndoubtedly conſtant vnto you, my heart is ſo 
aſſured a witneſſeto it ſelfe, of his vnſpotred faith, that hauing no onething in mee, 
whereoutany ſuch ſacriledge mighrariſe, 1 haue likewiſe nothing in fo dire a 
thing to ſay for my ſelfe,bur ſincereand vehement proteſtations ; for in truth, there 
may moſt words be ſpent, where there is ſome probabilitic ro breed of both ſides 
conieurall allegations. Bur ſo perfeR a thing as my. louc is of you, as it ſuffers no 
queſtion, ſo it ſcemesto receiue iniury by addition ofany words vato it, If my ſoule 
could haue beene polluted withtrechery,it would likewiſchane provided for it ſelfe 
due furniture of colourable anſwers; but as it toud vpoa the naked c6ſcience of his

deceirfull cunning.) Tharvoide ofall counſell, 8&depriucd ofall comforr, finding 
beſt deſerts puniſhed; neereſt hopes prevEred, he didabandon the fuccour of him- 
ſclfe, 8 ſuffered griete ſa to cloſe his hearr;thar his breath fayling him witha dearh- 
full ſhucting of his eyes, he felt down ar herbedfide, hauing had rimero ſay nomore, 
bur oh! whom doſt thou kill >h;/ocles? Sherharlittle Jooked for ſich an extreame 
evetir of heydoings, ſtart out of her bed, likeYeras riſing trom her mother the ſea, 
norſornuch iriken down with arnazemens,8gricfe oft her faulr, as lifted vp with 
the force of loue'& defire tohelpe, ſhe layther fairebody ouer his breaſt, & rhrow- 
ing.no otherwarerin his face; buxthe ſtreame' of herreares, nor giuing him ocher 
blowes,burthekiffing of her well formed mourh, her only cries weretheſe lamenra- 
tions2O vaforrunace ſuſpicion, ſaid ſhe,the very meane roloſethar weemoſt ſuſpet 
to loſe.

Which inthe ſweet minded Phi/ocles,whoſe conſideration was limited by. his 
wards,& whoſe conccitpierced no deeper than his outward countenance, wrought 
within a while ſuch quictneſle of minde,& tharquierneſle againeTuch repoſc.ofbo- 
dy,that fleepe by his harbingers weakneſle,wearineſle,8 watchfuloeſle,had quickly 
taken vp his lodging in all her ſenſes. T hen indeed had Pyroclesleafure to fitioiudg- 
ment on himſclte, and to heare his reaſon accuſe his raſhneſle, who, withaur fore- 
caſt of doube, without knowledge of his friend, withoutacquainting Philec/cewith 
hispurpoſe, or being made acquainted with her eſtate, had falne 
intothat attempt, the ſucceſſe. whercof he had Jong fince ſetdawneto himlſclfe as 
the meaſure of all bis other fortunes. But calling to minde how weakely they. doe, 
that rather finde fault with what cannot be amended, - than ſeeke roamendwhexcin 
they haue beenetaultic : he ſoone turned him from-remembring what,mighe haue 
beene done;to conſidering what was now to be done,8& when that conſideration fai- 
led, what was now tq be expected. Wherein hauing runne ouerallthe thoughts, his

brought Dameves to play a part in this royall Pageant, fo hauing 
continued him ſtill an-aRor, now thar all things were growne 
ripe foran end, made his folly the inſtrument of reucaling that, 
which farre greater cunning had ſought to conceale. For ſo it fell out,that Damer as 
hauing ſpent the whole day inbreaking vp the cumberſome vvorke of the Paſtor 
Dore, and feeling in all his labourno paine ſomuch, as that his hungry hopes re- 
cciued any ſtay, bing with the price of much ſweat and wearineſle gotten vp the 
huge ſtone, which he thoughr ſhould haucſuch a golden lining, thegood man in the

darkneſſe - which as naturally it breeds akind of irkeſome gaſtfulneſle, fo it. was to

well knew imported no lefſerhan his lite vato him. Therfore lighting acandle,there 
was.no place a Mouſe could haue dwelled in ;. but:chat hee. with. quakipg diligence 
ſoughr into.

And euer a« 
mong ſhee would ſauce her ſpeeches with ſuch baſtanados, rhat poore Daweres be- 
an nowtorhinke,that cither a-generall madding was falne,or elſe that all this was 
ut a viſion;Bur as for viſions the ſmart of the cudgell pur out of:his fancie: & there- 
fore againe turning to his wife,nort knowing inthe world what ſhe meant, Aci/o (ſaid 
he)hereafterthou maiſt examine me, do bur. now cell me what is become of. Pamels, 
I will firſt examine this drab,faid ſhe, & withall ler fall her ſtaffe as hardas ſhe could 
vpon Xo/«,ſtill taking her for Cherie." Bur Mop/e that was already angry, thinking 
that ſhee had hindred her from 4po/le, leapt-vp 8& caugnt her bytherhroate, like toi 
haue ſtrangled her, but that Demers from a condemacd man was faine tobecome 
a iudge & part this fray; ſach a picure of a rude diſcord; whete each was out with 
the other two; Ard .then getting the opportunity of their falling out to hold him- 
ſelfe in ſurety;who was indeed the verieſt coward ofthe three, hee renewed his car- 
neſt demand of them. . But it was aſport to ſee, how the former conceits Porus had 
printed. iti their.imaginations,.. kept ſtill ſuch dominion inthem, that 34/9 though 
now ſhe found and feleir was her daughter 4dopſa, yer did Charits continually paſle 
through her rhoughes ; which ſhee vtteted with ſuch crabbed queſtions to Dametas, 
that he nor poſſibly conceining np of her doubt, remained aſtoniſhed, & the a- 
ſtoniſhment encreaſed her doubt.

it varegarded.But Dewet 5 thateuer knew the Buttery better than any other place, 
otinthat way, and paſling ſoftly to Philecles's chamber, where hee thought moſt 
[ikely to finde Pamela,the dorebcing left open hee entred in, and by the lignt of the 
lampe he might diſcerne one onthe bed by her : which he although he tooke to bee 
Pamela, yertthinking no ſurery enough in a matter touching his necke, hee went 
hard to the bed fide of theſe vafortunate louers, who atthat time being not much 
beforethe breake of day (whetherit were they were ſo diuinely ſurpriſed, to bring 
this whole matter to the deſtined concluſion, or that the varefiſtable force of their 
ſorrowes had ouerthrowne the wakefull vſe of their ſenſes) were as then poſleſſed 
with a mutuall ſleepe, yet not forgetting with vinie embraccments to giuc any eye 
a petfeR modell of affection. But Demeras looking with the lampe in his hand, 
burneither with ſuch a face nor minde vpontheſe excellent creatures, as P/3che did 
vpon her vaknownelouer,and giuing euery way freedome to his fearetull eyes, did 
not onely perceiue it was Ze/mare,and therefore much different from the Lady hee 
ſought: but that this ſame Ze/manedid more differ from the Zelmene he and others 
hadeuer taken her for,wheria thechange ofher apparell chiefly confirmed his opi-

thoſe brinie tokens of paſſion. T hen turning her eyes againe vpon the booy, ſhe 
remembred a dreame ſhee had had ſome nights before, wherein thinking her 
ſelfe called by Zelmene, paſſing a troubleſome paſſage, ſhe found a dead 
which told her there ſhould be her onely reſt.

; And as ſhe was in this plight,the Sunne now climing ouer eur Horizon,the firſt 
Shepheards came by : who ſeeing the King in that caſe,and hearing the noyſe De- 
metas made of the Lady #bi/ocles, ranne vvith the dolefull tydings of zeſfi/zws dearh 


vnto him, who preſently with all his companie came tothe Caves entry where the | 


Kings body lay ; Demere for his part more glad forthe hope hee had of his pri- 
uare eſcape,than ſorry forthe publique loſle his Country receiued fora Prince not 
to be miſliked. Bur'1n Gyzecis nature preuailed aboue iudgement, and the ſhame 
ſhe conceued to be raken inthat order,ouercame for that inſtantthe former refolu- 
tion, ſothar aſſoone as ſhe ſaw the foremoſt of the paſtorall troupe, the vvretched. 
Princeſle ran to hauc hid her face 1n the next woods; bur with ſuch a minde,that ſhe 
knew not almoſt her ſelfe whatſhe could wiſhto be the ground of her ſafety. Dames 
£45 that ſaw her run away in Zel/manes vpper raimer,& iudging her to be ſo,thoughe 
centainely all the ſpirits in hell were come to play a tragedy 1n theſe woods, ſuch 
ſtrangechange he ſawevery way. The King dead atthe Caues mouth ; the Queen: 
(as he thoughr)abſent ; Pamele fled away with Dores , his wite and 49pſe in divers 
frenzics. But of all other.things Ze/mexe conquered his capacity, ſodainly from a 
woman grownetoa man; and from a lockt chamber gotten before him into the 
ficlds,which he gaue the reſt quickly to vaderſtand , for inſtead of doing any thing 
25 the exigent required, he began to makecircles,and all thoſe fantaſticall defences 
that he had cuer heard were fortifications againſt Deuils. But the other Shepheards 
who had both better wits, and more fairh, forthwith diuided themſelues, ſome of 
them running after G#ecsa, & cſtecming her running away,a great condemnation 
of her own guiltineſlc; others going to their Prince, to ſee what ſeruice was letr for 
them,cither in recovery of his lite,or honouring his death. They that went after the 
Queene, had ſoone taken her,in whom now the firſt fears were ſtayed,and the reſo« 
lurion to dye had repoſſeſſed his place in her minde. But when they.ſaw it was the 
Queen,to whom beſides the obedient duty they ow'd to her ſtate,they hadalwaicy 
carried a ſingular loue, for her courteous liberalities, and other wiſe and vertuous 
parts, which had filled all that people with affeQion and admiration;They wereall 
ſodainly ſtopped,beginning to aske pardon for their following her inthat ſorr,and 
defiring herto be their good Lady,as ſhe had euer beene. But the Queene who now 
thirſted to be ridde of her ſelfe , whom ſhce hated aboueall things ; with ſuch an 
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Sfared countenance as they haue,who already haue diſpenſed with ſhame; & dige- 
fted the ſorrowes of death;ſhe thus ſaid vnto them, Conrinve,continue,my friends: 
our doing is'betterrhan your excuſing;the one argues aſſured faith,the other want 
ofiflurance.ff you lontd yourPrince;when he was able & willing todo you much 
od, vvhichlyoucould not then require to him ; do you now publiſh your grate- 
nefſe, wheti it ſhal be ſeen'to the world, thereare no hopes lett to leade you vnto 
igRemembet,remember you haue loſt Bafi/i, a Prince to defend you, a Father to 
cate for you; a companiottin your toyes, a friend in your wams, Andif you loued 
him,ſhew'you hatethe author of his lofle. It is I, faichfull Arcaaiz#5, that haue ſpoi- 
led the Couritty of heir ptoreRor. 1I,none but I, was the miniſter of his vnnaturall 
end. Carty'therefore-my bloud in your hands, to teſtifie your owneinnocencie, 
neicher ſpare for my titles ſake, but confiderir was hee that ſo entituled me. And if 
youthinke of any benefirs by my meanes, rhinke with it that vvas bur the inſtru- 
ment and hee the ſpring. What ſtay yee Shepheards vvhoſe great: Shepheard is 
one? youneed not fearea woman , reuerence your Lords murtherer, nor haue* 
Sie her,who hath-nor pitic of her ſelfe. With this ſhe preſented her fairenecke, 
to ſome by name,other by ſ{ignes,defiring them to doe iuſtice to the world,;duty ro 
their good king, honourto themſclues, and fauour to her. The poore men looked 
one vponthe other, vauſed ro beearviters in Princes matters, and being now falne 
into a great perplexiti-/berwixta Prince dead anda Princeſle aliue. But once for 
them ſhee might haue gone whither ſhee would, thinking ita facriledge wo touch 
her perſon,when ſhe finding ſhe was nota ſufficient oratour to perſwade her owne 
death by their hands;well,{aid ſhc,iris but ſo much the moretime of miſery, for my 
part I will not giue my lite fo much pleaſure from hence forward as to yecldto his 
deſire of his own cholſe of death; fiace all the reft istakenaway,yet let me excell in 
milery.Leade me therfore whither you will;only happy,becauſe I cannot be more 
wretched. 'Bur neither ſo much would'the honeſt ſhepheards do, but rather with 
many teares bemoned this encreaſe of their former lofle, till ſhe was faineto leade 
them, vvith a very ſtrange ſpeQacle,cither that a Princefle ſhould be inthe hands of 
ſhepheards,or a prifoner ſhould dire her guardians : laſtly, before either witneſſe 
or accuſer, a Lady condemne her felfe ro death. Bur in ſuch monefull march they 
went towards the other Shepheards, who in the meane time hadleft nothing vn- 
aſſayed to reuiue the King, butall was bootlefle; and their ſorrowes encreafed the 
morethey had ſuffered any hopes vainly to ariſe. Among other trials they made to 
know ar'leaft the cauſe of his end, hauing efpied the vahappy cup, they gaue the 
kirle liquor that vvas lefrroadogge of Demeras, in which within a ſhort time ic 
wroughrthe like effect; although Pameras didio much to recover him, that for 
verieloucofhis life he daſhr out his braines. But nowall togerher,and having Gy- 
#ecigamohgthem,who ro make her ſelfe the more odious, did continually record 
to their mindesthe exceſle ot their loſſe,they yeelded rhemſelues ouer to all thoſe 
formes of lamentarion, that doletull images doe imprint in the honeſt, but ouer- 
render heartsgeſpecially when they thinke the rebound of the euill falls to their 
owne ſmart;. Therefore after the ancient Greeke manner, ſome of them remem- 
bring the-nobility of his birth , continued by being like his Anceſtors : others 
his/ſhape, which choughnot excellent, yet fauour and pity drew all things now 
torhe higheſt point ; orhers his peaceable gouernement, the thing vvhich moſt 
leaſerh menireſolued roliue of their owne; others his liberalitie, which though it 
eannor lightvpon all men, yer all men naturally hoping it may be they, make ita 
moſt amiable vertue. Some calling in queſtion the greatneſle of his power, _ 
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encreaſed the compaſſion to ſee the preſent change, (hauing adolefull -memorie 
how. hee hadrempered it with ſuch familiar courrefie among them; thar they did 
more fcele the truits, than ſee the pompes of his greatneſle) all wich one conſent 
giuing him the ſacred titles of good, iuſt,mercitull,che father of the people, the life 
of his Country, they ranne about his body, tearing their beards and garments ; 
ſome ſending their cryes to heauen, other inuenting particular howling muſickes 
many vowing to kill themſclues at rhe day of his funerals, generally ging atrue 
teſtimony that meg are _— creatures when miuries put them not from their 
naturall courſe ; and how cafie a thing it 1s for a Prince by ſucceſſion, deepely to 
finke inro the ſoules ot his ſubies, a more lively monument than Man/olus 
Tombe. But as with ſuch hearty lamentation, they diſperſed among thoſe woods 
their reſounding ſhrikes, the Sunne the perfeCteſt marke of time, hauing now got» 
ten vptwo houres iourncy in his daily changing Circle, their voice helped-with 
the onely anſwering Echo, cameto theearcs of the fairhfull and worthy Gen-' 
tleman Pb:lanax : whoat that time was comming to viſitethe King, accompanied 
with diuers of the worthy _4rcaaian Lords, who with him had viſited the places 
adioyning for the more aſlurance of Bfiliws ſolitarineſle, a thing after the late my- 
tinic hee had vſually done : and fince the Princefles returne more diligently conti- 
nued : which having now likewiſe performed, thinking itas well his ductic to 
ſeethe King, as of good purpoſe, being ſo neare, to recciue his further direQi- 
on: accompanied as aboue ſaid hee was. this morning comming vnto him, when 
thele vnpleaſant voices gaue his minde an;vncertaine preſage of his neareap- 
proching ſorrow. For by and by hee ſaw the body of his dearely eſteemed Prince, 
and hcard Gymecia's lamenting : hot ſuch as the turtle-like loue is wont to 'make 
for the euer ouer-ſoonelolle of her onely loued make, but with carfings of her 
life, dereſting her owne wickedneſle, ſceming onely therefore notto defre death, 
becauſe ſhee would not ſhew a loue of any thing. The ſhepheards, eſpeciall 
Damet4s knowing him to bee the feconf{. perſon in authority , gaue forthwir 
relation vnto him , what they knew. and had proued of this dolorous ſpectacle; 
beſides the otheraccidents of his children, But heeprincipally touched with his 
maſters loſſe, lighting from his horſe with a- heauie cheere, came and kneeled 
downe by him, where finding hee could doe no more than the ſhepheards had tor 
his recouevic, the conſtancic of his minde, ſurpriſed before he might call together 
his beſt rules, could nor retraine ſuch like words. Ah deare maſter, faid hee, what 
change it hath pleaſech the Almightie Iuſtice to worke in this place ! How ſoone 
(not to your loſſe,who hauing liued long to nature, & totime longer by your well 
deſerued glory,but longeſt of all inthe crernall manfion you now poſleſſe.) Bur 
how ſoone [ ſay to ourruine, haue you leftthe fraile barke of your cftate © O that 
the words I in moſt faithfull dury deliuered vnto you,when you firſt encred this fo 
lirarie courſe, might haue wrought as much perſwaſion in you, as they ſprang 
from truth in me,perchance your ſeruant Philanex ſhould not now haue cauſe in 
your loſſe, to bewaile his owne ouerthrow.And therewith taking himſclfe;and in- 
deedecuill fitteth ir mee (ſaid he) ro let go my heart to womaniſhcomplaints,fince 
my Prince being vadeubtedly well, it rather ſhewes loue of my ſelfe; which makes 
me bewaile mine owne loſſe. No,the true loue muſt bee proued in the honour of 
your memorie,and that muſt bee ſhewed wich — iuſt renenge ypon your vn- 
iuſt and ynnatyrall cnemies,and farre more honourable it will be for your Tombe, 
to haue the bloudot. your murtherers ſprinkled vpon it, than the tearesof 'your 
friends. Andif your foule looke downevpon this miſerable earth, I doubt nor ir 
| | had 
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had much rather your death were accompanicd with well deſerued puniſhment of 
the cauſers of ir;than with the heaping on it more ſorrowes with the end ofthem._to 
whom you vouchſafed your afteRion: Jet them lament that haue wouen the webbe 
of lamentation; let their owne deaths make them crie out for your death, that 
werethe authors of it. Therewith carrying manfull ſorrow and vindicatiue reſolu. 
tion in his face, heeroſe vp, ſo looking on the poore guiltlefle Princeſle tranſpor. 
red with an vniuſt iuſtice, that his eyes were ſufficient Heraulds for him, to de. 
nouncea mortall hatred. She (whom furies of loue, firebrands of her conſcience, 
ſhame of the world, wichthe miſerable loſſe of her husband, towards whom now 
the diſdaine of her ſelfe bred: more loue ; with the remembrance of her viſion, 
wherewith ſhe reſolued afſuredly the gods had appointed that ſhamefull end ro be 
her reſting place,had ſet her mind to no other way but to death)vſedTuch like ſpee- 
chesto Philanax,as ſhe had before to the ſhepheards ; vvilling him not to looke vp- 
on her as a woman, but a monſter , not as a Princefle,but as a traytor to his Prince , 
notas Bafiliw witebut as Befilrz murtherer.She told him how the world required 
at his hands, the iuft demonſtration of his friendſhip , if he now forgor his Prince, 
he ſhould ſhew hee had never loued bur his fortune : like thoſe vermine that ſucke 
of the liuing bloud , and leaue the body afſoone as it is dead , poore Princeſſe 
ncedleſly ſecking to kindle him , who did moſt deadly deteſt her, which he vt- 
tered in this bitteranſwer. Madam (ſaid hee) you doe well to hate your ſelfe, for 
you cannot hare a worſe creature ; andrhough we feele enough your helliſh diſpo- 
fition,yert we need not doubt you are of counſell to-your ſelfe of much worſe than 
we know. But nov feare not, you ſhallnor long be cumbred with being guided by 
fo cuill a ſoule; theretore prepare your ſelf,that if it be poſſible you may deliuer vp 
your ſpirit ſo much purer, as you more waſh your wickedneſle yvith repentance. 
Then hae preſently giuen order for the bringing fromManrives,a great number 
of rents; for the receit of the principall 4rced#ans : the maner of that country being 
that where the Prince died,there ſhould be orders taken forthe countries gouerne- 
ment,and in theplace any murther was committed,the iudgement ſhould be giuen

-mentherruc example of vertue. Andbecauſethereis nothing left mee robee ima« 
gined; which ]ſo much deſire, as tharthe memory of: P3recles may tuer hauc an al- 
lawed place in your wiſe iudgement, I am.conteneto draw ſo much breath longer, , 
as by anſwering the ſ{wecte obicRions youalledged, may bequeathe (as I thinke) a! 
right conceit ynto you, that this my doing is outof iudgement, andnot- ſprung of 
on. -Yourfather(you'ſay)was.wontco ſay, that this like ation doth more pro-. 
ceed af fear of furrhereuil or ſhame,than ofa true courage; Truly firſt they puta ve-. 
ryighefling caſe, ſpeaking of rhem who can neuer after cometotell, with what mind: - 
they did tt. And as for my part, I call the immorrall truth to witrieſſe,that no feare of 
rotmen; can appallme : who know it.is but diuerſe manners of apparrelling death :: 
js pI, learned to ſer bodily paine but in the ſecond forme of niy being. And 
2sfor ſhame; how.can I be aſhamed ofthar, for which my well meaning conſcience 
willanſwet:formeeto God;and your vnrefiſtable beauty tothe world 2: Butto take: 
thatargumem ip his owne force, and grant ir:done, for augiding of further-paine 
or diſhonour;{foras forthename of feare, itis bytan odious: title of paſſion, giuen. 
ro:tharwhichtrue indgement performerh) grant; 1 ſay, it is.to (hunnea worſe caſe, 
' anderuely Ifloe nor ſee, but that true fortitudeglooking intoall humane _—_ ad 
* | a perſiſting 
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 heauenly powers, as it beares the greaceſt-name, ſo it is the onely thing,t 
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a perſiſting reſolution, carried away neither vvith wonder of pleaſing things, nor 
ahonithient of the vnpleaſane, doth not yer depriue it ſelfe of the diſcerning the 
difference of cuill,/ bur rather is the onely yertue, whichin an aſſured tranquility 
fhuns the greater by the valianrentring into the leſle. Thus for his countries ſafety 
he will ſpend his life, for the ſauing of a lim he will not niggardly ſpare his goods: 


for theſauing of all his body he vvill not ſpare the cutting off alim,where in 


the weak-hcarred man wilratherdie,than ſeethe face ofa ſurgeon: who might with 
as good reaſon ſay,that the c@nſtant man abides the painefull ſurgery, for feare of a 
furrher cuill: but he is content to waite for deatl1it ſelfe,bur neither is true;for nei- 
ther hath the one any feare,bura well chooſing indgement:nor the other hath any 
contentment, but onely feare, and nor having a heart atiuely to performe a matrer 
of paine,is forced paſſiuely ro abide agreater damage. For to do,requires a whole 
heart; to ſuffer falleth eaſilieſt in the broken minds. And if in bodily rorment thus, 
much more in ſhame, vzherein fince valour isa vertue, andvertue iscuer limited, 
yvee muſt not runne ſo irfinitely,as to thinke the valiant man is vvillingly to ſuffer 
any thing, fince the very ſuffering of ſome thingsis a certaine proofe of want of 
courage. Andifany thing vnwillingly, among the chieteſt may ſhamegoe : for if 
honour be to be held deare, his contrary is to bee abhorred, and that not for feare, 
but of a true eleQion. For which'is the lefle inconuenient;either the loſſe of ſome 
yeares more or lefle: (once yvee know our lives bee not immortall) or the ſub. 
micting our {clues to each vaworthy-miſery,which the fooliſh world may lay vpori 
vs 2 As fortheir reaſon, thar feare is contrarie to hope, neither doel defend feare; 
nor much yeeld to the authoriry of hope , ro cither of which great inclini 
ſhewes bur a feeble reaſon, which muſt be guided by his ſeruants : and who uildy 
not vpon hope, ſhall feare noearth-quake of deſpaire. Their laſt alledging of the 
tat 

bred any combate in my minde,And yet I doe not ſee, but thatif God had made vs 
maſters of any thing,ir is of our owne liues ; ont of which without doing vvrong 
to any body, we are to ifſue at your owne pleaſure, And the ſame argument would 
aſmuchpreuaile to ſay vvce ſhould for noneceſlity lay away from vs, any 'of our 
ioynts, ſince they being made of him, vvithour his warrant wee ſhould hot depart 
from them; or if thatmay be,for agreater cauſe wee may paſle to a greaterdegree. 
Andit wee be Lieutenantsof God,in this lictle Caſtle,doeyou not thinke we muſt 
take warning of himtogiue ouer our charge when he leauesvs vnprouided of good 
meanesto.tarry in it? No certainely doe I not, anſwered the ſorrowfull Phile- 
elea, ſince it is notfor vsto appoint that mighty Maieſty, whattime hee will helpe 


' vs: the vttermoſt inſtant is ſcope enough tor him, to reuokeeuery thing'to ones 


owne deſire. And therefore to preiudicate his determination, is buta doubt of 

oodnefle in him,who is nothing bitgoodneſſe, Bur when indeed he doth either 
b ſickneſle, or outward force lay death vpon vs, then are weeto take knowledge 
that ſuch is his pleaſure, and to know that all is wellthat hee doth. Thatwe ſhould 
be maſters of our ſclues, we can ſhew atall notitle,nor claime  fince neither we 
made our ſelues, nor bought our ſelues', wee can ſtand vpon no other rightbur his 


- Lift, which hee muſt limit as it pleaſerh him. Neither is thereaty proportion bes 


twixt the loſle of anyother lim, and that, ſince the one bendsto the preſeruing of 
all, the other tothe deſtruction of all ; the one takes not rw the mindefrom the 
ations for which it is placed in the world, the other cuts off all poſſibilitie of his 


working. And truely my moſt deare Pyr#/es, I mult needes proteſt vnto you; tharT 
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cannot thinke yourdefence cuen in rules of vertue ſufficient, Sufficient & excellent 
itwerc, if the queſtion were of two outward things, vvhercin a man might by na- 
tures freedom determine,whether he would preferre ſhame to pain; preſent ſmaller 
torment,to greater following,or no.Bur to this(befides the compariſon of the mar- 
ters valures) there is added of the one pa rt a direReuill doing, vvhich maketh the 
ballance of that fide roo much vnequall: ſince avertuous man without any reſpe&, 
whether the griefe be lefie or more,is never to do that which he cannot affure him- 
felte is allowable before the cuerliuing rightfulneſſe; but ratheris ro think honours 
or ſhames,which ſtand in other menstrue or falſe iudgments,paines or not paines, 
which yet neuer approch our ſoules,tobe nothing in regard of an vnſpottedconſci- 
ence. And theſe reaſons do I remember, I haue heard good men bring in, that fince 
ic hathnot his groundin an aflured vertue, it proceeds rather of ſome other diſgui- 
ſed paſſion.Fyroc/es was not fo much perſwaded as delighted,by her wel conceiued 
& ſweetly pronounced ſpecches;but when ſhe hadclolcd her pitiful diſcourſe,8& as 
it were ſcaled vp her delightful lips, with the moiftnefle of her tears, which follow- 
ed ſtill one another like a precious rope of pearle:riow thinking it hye time; Be it as 
ou ſay (ſaid hee,moit vertuous beauty) 1nall the reſt, but neuer can God him- 
Ar; r{wade me,that #5rocles life is not well loſt, for topreſerue the moſt admira- 
ble Philocles. Lerthat be if it be poſſible written on my Tombe,and I will not enuic 
Codrw honour. With that he would againe have vſcd the barre, meaning if that 
fayled, to leaue his braines vpon the wall ; when Phi/ocles now brought to that ſhe 
moſt feared;kneeled down vatohim, and embracing ſo his legs,that without hurt- 
her (vvhich for norhing hee vvould haue done) hee could not ridde himſclfe 
from her, ſhe did with all the coniuring words, which the authority of loue may 
lay, beſcech him, hee vyould notnow ſocruelly abandon her, hee vvould not 
leauc her comfortlefle in that miſery , tovvhich hee had brought her. That then 
indecde ſhee would cuen in her ſoule accuſe him, to haue moſt foully betrayed 
her ,thatthen ſhee would haue cauſe to curſethe time thateuerthe name of Pyro- 
cles came to hereares, which otherwiſe no death could make her doe. Will you 
leave me, {aid ſhe, not onely diſhonouredas ſuppoſed vnchaſte with you, bur as 
amurdererof you 2 Will you giue mine cyes ſucha picure of hell, i my 
neareapproching death, as to fee the murdredbody of him I loue more than 
all the lives that nature. can giue £ With that ſhee ſware by the hyeſt cauſe of all 
dcuotions, that if he did perſeuere in that cruell reſolution, ſhe would (though vn- 
truely)not only confeſle to her father, that with her conſent this aQ had been com- 
mitted;but if that would not ſerue (after ſhe had puld out her owne cies, made ac- 
curſed by ſucha ſight) ſhce would giue her ſelfe ſo terrible a death, as ſhe might 
thinke the paine of it would counteruaile the never dying paine of her mind. Now 
therefore kill your ſelfe,tocrowne this vertuous ation with infamy:kill your ſelfe 
to make mee (whom you ſay you loue) as long as I after liue, change my louing 
admiration of you, to a deteſtable abhorring yourname. And ſo indeede you 
ſhall haue the end you ſhoote at : for in ſtead of one death, you ſhall giue me a 
thouſand, and yer in the meane time, deprive me of the helpe God may ſend me. 
ocles even ouerweyed with her ſo wiſcly viteredafteRion , finding her deter- 
mination ſo fixed, that his end ſhould but depriue them both of apreſent con- 
tenrment,' and notauoidea comming cuill (as a man that rannenor vntoit, by 
a ſodaine qualme of paſſion, butby a true vic of reaſon, preferring her life to his 
.owne} nowWthat wiſedome did manifeſt vnto him , that way would nor _ 
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heretired himſelfe, with as much tranquility from it, as before hee had pone yn. 
to it. Likea man, that had ſetthe keeping or leauing ofthe body, asa thing vvick- 
out himſelfe, and ſo had thereof a freed and vntroubled conſideration. Therefore 
throwing away the barre from him, and taking het vp from the place, where hee 
choughtrhe conſummating ofal beauties,very vaworthily lay, ſuffering all his ſen- 
ſes ro deuoure vp their chiefeſt foode,which he aflured himſelfe they ſhould ſhort» 
ly after for cucr be deprived off: Well,ſaid he, moſt deare Lady, whoſe con- 
*xentment Ipreterre before mine owne, and judgement eſteeme more than mine 
owne, I yceld vnto your pleaſure. The gods ſend you haue not wonne your owne 
loſſe. For my part they are my witneſſes, that I thinke I doe more at your com- 
mandement, indelaying my death, than another would in beſtowing his life; 
But now, ſaid hee, as thus farre I haue yeelded vato you, ſo grant mee inrecom- 
| pencerhus much againe, that I may finde your loue in granting, as you haue 
found your authority in obtayning.My humble ſuite is, you will ſay I came in by 
force into your chamber, for ſoam [ reſolued now to affirme, and that will be the 
beſt for vs both; but in no caſe name my name, that whatſocuer coine of mee, my 
' houſe be not diſhonoured. Phi/ocles fearing leſt refuſall would turne him backe az 
gaineto his violent refuge, gaue hima certaine countenance,that might ſhew ſhe 
did yeeld to his requeſt, the latter part wherof indeed ſhe meant for his ſake to per- 
forme. Neither could they ſpend more wordstogether: for Phbilenex, with twen- 
tic of the nobleſt perſonages of Arcade after him, were come into the Lodge, Phi. 
lenax making the reſt to ſtay belowe, forthe reverence he bare to womanhood, ay 
ſilly as he could came to the doore, & opening it, drew the cies of theſe twodoleful 
louers ypon him. Philocles cloſing againe for modeſty ſake, within her bed the 
riches of her beauties, bur Pyroc/esrooke hold of his barre, minding at leaſt to 
dye, before the excellent Philoc/ea ſhould receiue any outrage. But Philenexreſted 
awhile ypon himſclfe, ſtriken with admiration at the goodly ſhape of Pyrocles, 
whom before he had neuer ſeene,and withall remembring befides others the nora« 
ble a& he had done {when with his courage and eloquence, hee had ſaued $efiliav; 
perchance the whole State from vtter ruine) he felta kinde of relenting minde to- 
wards him. But when that ſame thought came wayted on withthe remembrance of 
his maſters death, which be by all probaþilitics, thought he had bin ofcounſell vn- 
to withthe _ , compaſſion turnedrto hatefull _ , and left in Philewax 
a ſtrange medley, betwixt pity and revenge, betwixt king and abhorring.O Lord; 
, aid hero himſelfe , what wonders doth nature ingprtime, to ſet wickedneſſe ſo 
beautifully garniſhed?and that which is ſtrangeſt, out of one ſpring tomake won- 
derfull eftecs both of vertue and vice to iſſue ? Pyrocles ſeeing him in ſuch a muſe, 
neither knowingthemao, nor thecauſe of his comming; but aſſuring himlſelfe , it 
was for no good, yet thought beſt to begin with him in this ſort. Gentleman, ſaid 
he,what is the cauſe of your comming to my Lady Phileelea's chamber 2 isit tode- 
fend her from ſuch violence,as I mightgoe about tooffer voto her? if ir be ſo,triiely 
your comming is vaine, for her owne vertuc hath bin a ſufficient reſiſtance, there 
nceds no ſtrength to be added to ſo inuiolate chaſtity, rhe excellency of her mind 
makes her body impregnable. Which for mine owne part Thad ſoone yeelded to 
confeſſe, with going out of this place(where I found but little comfort being ſo dif- 
dainfully recctued) had I not been, I know not by whom preſently vpon my com- 
ming hither, ſo locked into this chamber,that I could neuer eſcape hence : where 1 
was fetred in the moſt guilty ſhame,thatever man was,ſcein —_— vn- 
ſpotted goodnes,my filthy thoughts ſoughtrodefile, If for thatt cyou come,

already Iafſure youyour errand is performed;butifit beto bring me toany puniſh- 
menr whatſoeuer, for hauing vndertaken ſo inexcuſable preſaumption-ztruly Lbeare 
ſuch an accuſerabout me of mine own conſcience,that I willingly ſubmit my ſelfe 
vntoir.Only thus much let me demand of you, that you will be a witneſle vato the 
king wharyou heare me ſay,and oppoſe your ſelfe;that neither his ſodain fury,nor 
any other occaſion may offer any-hurt to this Lady' ; in whom you ſee nature hath 
accompliſhed ſo much,thar Iam taine to lay mine own faultineſle, asa foyle of her 
ureſt excellencie. I can ſay no more, but looke vpon her beauty, remember her 
loud, conſider her yeares,and iudge rightly of her vertues, and I doubt not agen- 
tlemans minde, will then bee a ſufficient inſtraRtervnto you, in this I may tearme 
it miſerable chaunce, happened vnto her by my vnbridled audacitie. Phil/ansx vras 
content to heare him our, not for any fauourhe owed him, but to ſee whether hee 
would rencale any thing of the originall cauſe, and purpoſe of the kings death. Bur 
finding it ſo far from that, that he named Baſi/ius vnto him, as ſuppoſing him aliue 
thinking itrather cunning than ignorance : Yong man(ſaid he)whom I have cauſe 
to hate,before I haue meane to know, you vſe but a point of skill, by confefling the 
maniteſt ſmaller fault,to be belecued hereafter in the deniall of the greater. But for 
thatmarter, all paſſethrooneend, and hereafter we ſhall haueleaſure by corments 
co ſeeke the truth, if the loue of truth it ſelfe will not bring you vnro it. As formy 
Lady Pbz/ocles, if it ſo fall out as you ſay, it ſhall bethe more fit for her yeares, and 
comely for the great houſe that ſhe is come of, thatan ill gouerned beautic hath not 
cancelled the rules of vertue.But howſocuer it be,it is not for youto teach an Arca- 
dian what reuerent duty we owe vnto any of that progenie. Bur, ſaid he,come with 
me without reſiſtance, for the one cannot auaile,& the othermay procure pity. Pi- 
ty © ſaid Pyrocles,with a bitter ſmiling, diſdained with ſo curriſhan anſwer : no,no, 
Arcaaian,l can quickly haue pitie of my ſelte,and would think my life moſt miſe- 
rable, which ſhould be a gift of thine. Only I demand this innocent Ladies ſecuri- 
tic, which vatill thou haſt confirmed vnto me by an oath, aſſure thy ſelfe, the firſt 
thar layes hands ypon her ſhal leaue his life, for ateſtimony ofhis ſacriledge. Phi/a- 
#4x With an inward ſcorne thinking it moſt manifeſt they were both, heat leaft, of 
counſell with the kings death, Well, ſaid he,you ſpeak much to me ofthe king: 1 do 
here ſwearevnto you, by the Joue I haue euer borne him, ſhee ſhall haue no worſe, 
howſocuer it fall out, than her own parents. And ypon that word of yours I yeeld 
faid the poor Pyrrcles,decciued by him that meant nottodeceiue him. Then did 265- 
lanaxdeliuerhim intothe hangs of a nobleman iathe copany,cueryone deſirous to 
haue him in his charge,ſo much did his _ preſence (wherin true valor ſhined) 
breeda delightfull admiration in all the beholders. Philanax himſclfe ſtayed with 
Philoclea,to ſee whether of her he might learne ſome diſcloſing of his former con- 
cluſion. But ſhe, ſweet Lady, whom firſt a kindly ſhamefaftnefle had ſeparated from 
Pyrocles(having bin left in a more open view than her modeſtywould wel bear)then 
the attending her fathers coming,8 ſtudying how to behaue her ſclfe rowards him 
for both their ſafcties, had called her ſpirits all within her; now that vpon a ſodain 
Pyrocles was deliuered out of the chamber from her,at the firſt ſhe was ſo ſurprized 
with the extreme ſtroke of the wotull fight, thar like thoſe that in their dreames are 
taken with ſome vgly vifion, they would fain cry for help,burt haue no force,ſo rc- 
mained ſhe awhilequite deprined not only of ſpeech, but almoſt of any other liuely 
aRion, But when indeed Fyrocles was quite drawh from her cyes,and that her vitall 
 ftrength beganto returne vato her,now not knowing whar they did to F5roc/es,but 
(according to the nature of louc)fearing the worſt, wringing her "> _— 
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abundance of teares bettic firſt part oF her eloquence, bending her amber-crowned 
head ouer her bed fideto'the hard: hearted Philanex,0 Philmwax Philaniex; ſaid he; 
Fktiow how tminch anthbriry you have'with my father:there is'no man'whioſe wile 
dome he ſo'tiuch eſteemes,nor whole faith ſo'niuch he repoſeth vpon./ Remember 
how oft you haue promiſed your ſeruice vnto mie, how oftyoui hane giuenmeorcas 
fion tobeleetie that there was no Lady in whoſe fauor you more defrredrotemain*: 
andifrheremcinbrance be not vnpleaſant to your mind, orthe rehearſal vifictiig 
for my fortune, remember there was a'time'When I could deferue it.' Now ny 
chance is turtied , let not your truth tiirne. Tpjefent my ſelfe vnto you,” the thoft 
humble and miſerable ſupplianc living, neither ſhall my defite be great: T ſeeke for 
co more life than Iſhallbe found worthy of.'If my bloud may waſh away thedif 
honour of Arcadie,fpare it not,although through me ir hath indeed neuer been dif 
honored.My only fate is,you wil bea meane for ine,that while T am ſuffered to en 
ioy this life, I may nor be ſeparated from him, rowhom rhtgods haue ioyned mee, 
andthar yon determine nothing ofhim more cruelly than yotrdoe of tee. If youl 
rightly iudge of what hath paſt, wherein the gods (rhat ſhontd haue beefie of or 
marriage) are witnefles of our innocencies;then procure, wee may liue together; 
Bur ifmy father wil not ſo conceiue of vs,as the fault(if any -were)was vnited;ſolee = 
the puniſhment be vonited alſo; There was no man that ever loued eitherhis Prince, 
or any thing pertaining to him,with a truer zeaſethan Philanax did: Thismade hirt 
euen tothegeprhof his heart reccinea moſtveliemert grief,ro ſee his rttiſter mad 
as it were'more miſerable after detth. And forhimſelf, callingro mind id what fort 
his life had bin prefered by Ph#oblea,what rite taken by* 421bbialus he Was like to 
ſaffer a cruel! dearh, there was nothing could haite kept tint from falling ro rendet 
pitic, burthe perfe& perſwaſion hee had, that altthis was ioynedro the packe of his 
maſters death , whichthe miſcoticeivedſpeech of marrizge made hinf the more 


_ beleeue. Therefore firſt muttering'to himſclfe ſuchrlike words: The viblencerhe 


Gentleman ſpake of,is now turned to marriage! he alledged'Mars,but ſhe fpeaksof 
Vewns, O vntortunate maſter ! This hath been'rhar faire diuell Gynecje : ſeprawdy 
one of her daughters, proſtiratedthe other, empoyſoned thee, to oterthrow*the 
diadem of Arcadts. But at lengththus vnder her felfe he ſaid: If your Father, Ma- 
dame,were now to ſpeak vnto,tfuely there ſhoutd no body be found a more ready 
aduocate for you than my ſelte; For ! would ſuffer this frule;though very great, ts 
be blotted out of my minde,by your former led life, your benefir joey my oIfe, 
and being daughterto ſuch a father. But ſince among your ſelues you haue takth 
him away,in whom was the onely powerto haue mercy,you mnſt now be clothe 
in your owne working : and looke for none other, than that which dead pitile 
lawes may allot vnto you. For my patt,] loued you for your vertue,but'now where 
is that? Tloued you in reſpecof a priuate benefit, whats rhatin copptiton of the 
publike loſs?T loued you for yourfather,vnhappy folks you haue robbedthe world 
of him. Theſe words of her father were ſo little vnderſtood by the only wel viider- 
ſtanding Phi/oc/ca,that ſhee deſired him to tell her, what he meant'to ſpeake ih ſuch 
darke fort vnto her of her Lord and Father, whoſe diſpleaſure was more'dreadfull 
vnto her,than her puniſhment : that ſhe was free in her owne conſcience, ſhe had 
neuer deſeruedecuill of him, no not inthis laſt fa : wherein if it pleaſed him ro 
proccede with patience, hee ſhould finde her choiſe had not been vnfortunate. He 
that ſaw her words writren inthe plain table of her faire face, thoughtit impoſſible 
there ſhould therein be contained decefſt ; and rherfore fo much the more abaſhed: 
Why,faid he, Madame, world you haue me ——_ notof ——— 
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the Princeſle Pamela: flight,& your fathers death?With that vvord the ſweet Ladie 
a pitifull cric,hauing freight in her face & breaſt abundance of witnefles, that 
heart was far from any ſuch abominable conſent. Ah ofall fides vtterly ruined 
Fhilecles,faid ſhcee,now indeede I may well ſufferall conceit of hopeto.dye in mee, 
Deare father, where vvas 1,that might not do you my laſt ſeruice before, ſoon after 
milgabiyfotowhg you? Philanex perceiuedthedemonſtration ſo liuely:& true in. 
her,that he eaſily acquited her in his heart of that faR,and the more vyas mouedto 
ioyne with her in moſt hearty lamentation. But remembring him,thatthe burthen, 
of the tatc,and puniſhment of his maſters murderers, lay all vpon him : Well,ſaid 
he, Madame, I can donothing,withoutall the ſtates of Arcadie: what they vvill de-; 
terminc of you, I know not : for my part your ſpecches would much ;preyaile with, 
e,bur that I finde not how toexcule your giuing ouer your body to him, that for 
the laſt proofof his treaſon, lent his garments to diſguiſe your miſerable mother,in 
the Lo vile fat ſhe hath committed. Hard ſureit vvill be toſeparate your cauſes, 
yvith whom you haue ſo nearely ioyned your ſelfe. Neither do I deſire it, faid the 
{weetely weeping Fbiloclee:whatſocuer you determine of him,doethat likewiſeto 
me; for I know, from the fountaine of vertue nothing but vertue could euer pro- 
cecd.; onely as you find him faultleſle, let him find you tauourable,8 build not my 
diſhonour oy ſurmiſes. Philanax feeling his heart more & more mollifying vnto 
25 tina the image of his dead maſter in his fancy,8 viing that forthe ſpurs of 
is reuengefull choler, went ſuddenly vvithout any more ſpecch from cfolae 
Ladie, to yvhom now fortune ſeemed to threaten —_ death, and vadeſerued 
ſhame among her leaſt evils. Bur 2hilanex leauing good guard .vpon the Lodge, 
went himſelfe to ſee the order of his other priſoners, vvhom cuen then as he iſſued, 


| he foundincreaſed by this vahoped meanes. 


..., The noble Pamels hauing deliuered over the burthen of her fearefull caresto the 
naturall caſc of awell ie {lcep,repoſed both mind & body vpon the truſted 
ſupport of her Princely ſhepheard, when vvith the braying cries of a raſcall compa- 
nic ſhe was robbed of her quict, ſo that at one inſtant ſhee opened her eies,and the 
enraged Muſiderw role from her,enraged betwixt the doubt he had whattheſe men 
yvould go about,and the ſpite hee conceiued againſt cheirill-pleafing preſence. Bur 
the clownes hauing with their hideous noiſe brought them both to their feete, had 
ſoone knowledge what gueſts they had found, for indeede theſe were the skumm 

remnant of thoſe rebels, whoſe nauglty minds could not truſt ſo muchtothegood- 
nefle of their Prince, as to lay their hang-worthy neckes vpon the conſtancy of his 
promiſed pardon. Therefore when the reſt (who as ſheepe. had but followed 


- their fellowes)ſo ſheepiſhly had ſubmitted themſelues, theſe only committed their 


fafetic to the thickeſt part of thoſe deſert woods: who as they were in the conſtitu- 
tion of their mindes little better than beaſts, ſo were they apt ro degenerate to a 
beaſtly kind of life, hauing now framed their gluttoniſh ſtomackesto haue for food 
the wild benefirs of nature, the vetermoſt end they had, being but to draw out (as 
much as they could) the line of a tedious life.

But the firſt he oulertooke,as beran away,carrying his head as farre be- 
fore him, as thoſe manner of runnin! $S.are wont to doe, with one blow ſtrake it ſo 
cleane off, that it falling berwixtthe hands, andthe body falling vpon it, it made a 
ſhew asthough the fellow had had great haſte to gather vp his head againe, Ano- 
ther the ſpecd he madeto runne forthe beſt game, bare him full burt againſt atree, 
ſo thartumbling backe witha bruſed face, andadreadfi ll expeQation, Maſiderus 
was ſtraight ypon him: & parting withhis ſword one of his legs from hi 1cf bim. 
ro make a roring lamentation that his mortar-treading was horted fot.cyer. A third: 
finding his feere rog {lowe,as well as his hands too weak, ſodainly tiriied back, be- 
ginning to open his lippes for mercie. But before he had well entred a rudelycom-' 
piled oration, 4«ſidorus blade was come betweene his iawes into his throate, and: 
ſothe poore man reſted there for cuer with a very cuill mouth full of an andt(7<} 
Maſidorys in this furious chate would haue followed fome other of, theſe hatefull 
wretches, but that hee heard his Lady cry for helpe, whom three of this villangus! 
crue,had(whiles 2»ſidores followed their fellowes) compalling about ſomerrees, 
ſodainely come vpon and ſurpriſed, threatning tokill her if ſhe cried, and meaning, 
' tocotiney her out of ſight , while the Prince was making his bloud-thirſty chaſe. 
But ſheethat was reſolued,no worſe thing could fall vato her,than the being depri- 
ued of him,on whom ſhe hadeſtabliſhedall her comfort, with a pitifull cry fetched 
his cyes vnto her: whothen thinking ſo many weapons thruſt into his eyes, as with 
his eyes hee ſaw bent againſt her, made all hearty _— to her ſuccour.But one of 
them wiſer than his companions, ſer his dagger to her Alablaſter throate, ſwearing 
if he threw notaway his ſword, hee would prefently kill her. There was neuer 
poore ſcholler,that hauing in ſtead of his booke ſome playing toy about him, did 
more ſodainely caſt it from him,atthechild-feared preſence of a cruell Schoolma- 
ſter, than the valiant M»ſidorss diſcharged himſelfe of his onely defence, when be 
aw it ſtood vpon the inſtant point of his Ladies life. And holding vp his noble 
hands to ſo vaworthy audience, O Arcadiess, it is I that haue done you thewrong, 
the is your Princeſſe (ſaid he) ſhee neuer had will ro hurt you,and you ſee ſhee hat 
no power. V ſe your choller ypon me that haue better deſeruedit,donot your ſelues 
the wrong to do herany hurt, which in no time or place will cuer be forgiuen you. 
They that yet truſted notto his courtefie,bad him tang further off from his ſword, 
which he obedicntly did. So farre was loue aboucall otberthings in him. _

fidors: whenthe villaineEthat had his leg cut off, cameſerawhng rowards thetn,and 
being helped to them by one of the companie, Hegan Vic a;gronin voice, atid 
i disfgured face, todemand the revenge of his bloud, 'vvhich fince he had Tpenc 
vvithrhem in their defence,it vvere no rea ſon he ſhould be ſuffered by them'to die 
diſcontented, The onely contentment he required was, thiat by heir ielp vvith his 
owhe hands he might pur his murtheter to ſomec pENGenth.: he would faine haue 
cried more againſt Mufidorws, but that the muc hl ) ſe of bloud helped on with this 
vehemencie,choked vptlic ſpiritsof his life, leauin him'ro make  betwixt his body 
dhd foule an ill-fauoured partition. Butthey ſeeing Oo fellow that ſoft dye be- 
fore theit face ;, did ſwell in new mortallrages: All Tefolueg' to ill himgbut Gow 
ohely confide dogvhat maner of terrible death they ſhould inuent for hinf. Thus 
vvasa while the agreemetit of his ſlaying,brokenby diſagreetfiept of themaner of 
58.104 extremity ofcruelty grew for 4 time tobe rhe ſtop of cruelty. At length they 
ete reſoliied every one to haue a peece of him, & to become afl as well ha omen, 
as indges : yvhen Pamela tearing her haire, and falling downeamong them, ſome- 
cities vvith all rhe ſort of humble prayers,mixt with promiſes of great good turns 
(Which they knew her ſtate was able to pertorime) ſometimes threatning them,thac 
ifrhey kild'him and not her,ſhe would not only reuenge it ypotithem, but ypon all 
' their wiues and children : bidding them confider rhat though rhey m ight think fhe 
was come away in her fachers difvleaſure , yerthey might be ſure he wauld euer 
ſhew himlſclfe a father , that the gods would neuer if ſhee liued, puther info baſe e- 
Aate, butthat ſhe ſhould hauc ability to plague ſach as they were:returvibg afreſh 
to praiers and promiſes, mixing the ſame againe with threatnings, brought ther 
who were now growne colder in their fellowes cauſe [who was paſt aggraulating 
qe matter with his cries)to determine with themſelues rhere was no way, but cy- 


her to kill them both,or ſauc them both. As for the killing,already they bauing an- 

yered themſelues,thatthat was a way tomakethem Citizens of the woods for c- 
uer ; they did in fine conclude they would rerurne' them backe againe to the King, 
which they did not doubr,would be the cauſe of agreat reward, befides:heir ſafety 
from their fore-deſerued puniſhment. Thus hauingeither by fortune, or the force 
ofthoſerwo louers inward working vertue,ſettledtheir cruel hearts to this gentler 
courſe,they took the two horſes, & hauing fer vpon themrheir Princely priſoners, 
rhey returned towards the Lodge. The villaines having deckedall rheir heads with 
lawrell branches, as thinking they had donea notable a, finging andſhowring, 
ran by them, in hope to haue brought them rhe ſame day againe to the king. But the 
rtime was ſo farre ſpent, that they vvcre forcedto rake vp thatnights lodging in the 
midſt of the woods. Where while the clownes continued their watch abour them, 
now that the night, according to his darke naturegdid addea kinde of deſ9lation to 


the penſiue hearts of theſe two afflited louers, Myfidorns taking the tender hand E 
| P arncls, 
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' Pamela, 8 bedewing it with his tears, in this ſort gaue an iflue to the ſwelling of his 
hearts griefe. Moſt excellent Lady,faid/he, in whar caſe thinke you am1 with my 
ſclf,how vomerciful iudgments do I lay vpon my ſoule,now that I know not whar 
god hath-ſo reverſed my well meaning enterpriſe,as in ſtead of doing youthat ho- 
nour which I hoped(& not without reaſon hoped)Theſalia ſhonld haue yeelded yn: 
to you;ant now like to becoma wretchedinſtrumet of your diſcomfort? Alas,how 
contrarie an end haue all the inclinations of my minde taken ! my faith falls oura 
ercaſon.vato you,and the true honour I beare you, is the field wherein your diſho- 
nour is like to be ſowne ! But I inuoke that vniuerſall & only wiſedom(which exa- 
mining the depth of hearts, hath not his iudgment fixed vpon theeuent)to bear te 
ſtimony with me, that my defire though in extremeſt vehemencie, yet did not ſoo+ 
uercharge my remembrance,burcharas faras mans wit might beextended, I ſoughe 
to preuent all things that might fall ro your hurt. Bur nowthatall theevillfortudes; 
of euil fortune haue croſſed my beſt framed intent, lam moſt miſerable inthat,thar: 
I cannot only not giue you helpe ; but which is worſt of all,am barred from giuing; 
youcounſell. For how ſhould Iopen my mouthto counſell you.inthat, wherein: 
by my counſel youare moſt vndeſeraedly fallen?The faire & wiſe Pemela,althoughs 
ful of cares of the vahappy turning of this matter, yet ſeeing the griefe of Meoſidords' 
onely ſtirred for her , did ſo tread downe all other motions with the true force of 
vertuc,cthar ſhe thus anſwered him, having firſt kiſſed him, which before ſhee had 
neuer, loue commanding her,which doubted how long they ſhouldenioy one anos 
ther ; or of aliuely ſparke of nobleneſs,to deſcend in moft fauorto onegwhen heis 
loweſt inafflition.My deare,& euer deare Maſfidorws (faid ſhe) a greater wrong do 
youto your lelf,that wil torment you thus with grief forthe fault of fortune. Since 
a man is bound no further to himſelfe,than to do wiſely; chance is only to trouble 
them that ſtand vpon chance. Putgreater is the wrong (at leaſt if anie thing that 
comes from you may bearethe name of wrong) you doe vnto me,tothinke me ei- 
ther ſo childiſh, as notto perceiue your faithfull faultleſneſle , or perceiuing it, ſo 
baſely diſpoſed,as to let my heart be ouerchrown, ſtanding vpon itſelf in ſovnſpot- 
teda pureneſle. Hold for certain,moſt worthy M»ſidoras,itis your ſelf Tloue, which 
can no more be diminiſhed by theſe ſhowres of euill hap;than lowres are marred 
with the timely raines of April. For how can I want comfort that haue the true and 
liuing comfort of my vablemiſhed vertue? And how can I want honour, as long as 
Auſidorus in whom indeed honour is, doth honour me 2 Nothing bred from my 
ſelf can diſcomfort me : & fooles opinions I will not rekenas di onot.Mafidorus 
looking vp tothe ſtarres, O mind of minds {ſaid he) the living power of all things, 
which doſt with all theſe cies beholdour euer varying aRions,acceptintothy fauo- 
rable cares this praier of mine : If I may anie longer hold our this dwelling on the 
earth, whichiscalled alife,grantme abiliry to deſeruc atthis Ladies handsthe grace 
ſhe hath ſhewed vnto me;grant me wiſdome to know her wiſdome,& goodnefle ſo 
to encreaſe my loue of her goodneſſe, thatall mine owne choſen defires, be to my 
{clfe but ſecond to her determinations. Whatſocuer I be,lct it be to her ſeruice: let 
mee herein be ſatisfied, that for ſuch infinite fauours of vertue, I haue ſome'way 
wrought her ſatisfaRtion.Burif my laſt time approcheth,and that Iam no longer to 
bec amongſt morrall creatures, make yet my death ferue her ro ſome purpoſe, that 
hereafterſhe may not haue cauſe to repent her ſelfe that ſhe beſtowed fo excellenta 
mind yponMuſidoras.Pamelscouldnotchuſe but accord the conceir of their fortune 
to theſe paſſionate praiers, in ſo much that her conſtant eics yeelded ſome teares, 
which wiping from her faire face with At#fdorus hand, ſpeaking ſoftly vnto him, 
| as 
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2s if ſhe had feared more any body ſhould be witneſſe of her weakneſle, than of a- 
ay thing cle ſhe had faid, You ſee, ſaid ſhee, my Princeand onely Lord, what you 
wotke in me by your roo much gricuing for me. I pray'you think I haue no joy bue 
in you, & if you fill that with ſorrow, what do you leaue for me? What is prepared 
for vs we know not,but that with ſorrow we canot preuent it, we know. Now letys 
turn fro theſe things, 8 think you how you will have me behaue my ſelf rowards 
ou in this matter. Muſidorws finding the authority of her ſpeech confirmed with 
dire neceſſity , the firſt care came to his minde was of his deare friend and couſin 
Pyrocles, with whom long before he had concluded what names they ſhould beare, 
ifypon any occaſion they were forced to giue themſelues out for great men,and 
et-not make themſclues fully known.Now fearing leſt if the Princeſs ſhould name 
im for Msſidorws, the fame of their two being together, would diſcouer Pyrocles 
holding her hand betwixc his hands a good while together : I did not thinke, moſt 
excellent Princeſſe,ſaid he,to haue made any further requeſt vnto you ; for having 
beenealready to you ſo vnfortunate a ſuirer, I know not what modeſty can beare 
any further demand. Bur the eſtate of one yong man,whom(next to you, far aboue 
my ſclfe)I loue morethan all the world,one worthy of all well being tor the nota- 
ble conſtitution of his mind,and moſt vaworthy to recciue hurt by me, whom hee 
doth in all faith & conſtancy loue,the pity of him only goes beyond all reſolution 
to rhecontrary, Then did he,tothe Priaceſſe great admiration, tell her the whole 
ſtorie as farre as he knew of it,and that when they made the gricuous difiunRion of 
their long combinarion,they had concluded Aufidorw ſhould entitle himſelfe P#- 
ladius Prince of 1beris,and Pyrocles ſhould be Daiphantwe of Lycia. 
©,-Now (ſaid Muſidorwe) he keeping a womans habir, is to vic no other name than 
Zelmane : but Ithat find it beſt,of the one ſide for your hogor,you went away with 
a Prince,and not with a ſhepheard; of the other fide accounting my death leſle e- 
uill than the betraying of that ſweete friend of mine, will take this meane betwixt 
both,and vſing the name of Paledims,if the reſpeR ofa Prince will ſtop your fathers 
furie, that will ſerue as well as Meſideres,vntill Pyrocles fortune being _ way C- 
Rabliſhed,Imay freely giue good proofthat thenoble country of Theſali£ is mine: 
and ifthat willnot mitigate your fathers opinion rs mewards (nature I hope wor- 
Ling in your excellencies will make him deale well by you for my part the image 
of death is nothing fearfull vato mee:and this good [ſhall hane reaped by ir,that I 
ſhal leaue my moſt eſteemed friend in nodangertobe diſcloſed by me. And beſides 
(finceT muſt confeſſe, I am not withouta remorſe ofher caſe) my vertuous mother 
ſhall not know her ſonnes violent death hid vnder the fame will go of P«/adius.But 
as long as her yeares, now of good number, be counted among the liuing,ſhee may 
joy her ſelfe with ſome poſſibility of my returne.. Pemelz promiſing him vpon no 
occaſion cuer to name him, fell into cxtremicie of weeping,as ifher cics had beenc 
content to ſpend all their ſeeing moiſtneſle,now that there was a ſpeech of the loſle 
of that, which they held as their chiefeſt light. So that Mufdorus was forced to re- 
paire her good counſels with ſweet con ſolations , which continued betwixt them 
vntill it was about midnight,that ſleepe hauing ſtolne into their heauie ſenſes, and 
now abſolutely comanding in their vitall powers, left them delicately wound one 
in anothers armes quietly to wait for the comming ofthe morning: which as ſoon 
as ſhe appeared to play her part, laden (as you haue heard)with ſo many well occa- 
fioned lamentations; their lobbiſh guard(who all night had kept themſclues awake, 
with prating how valiant deeds they had done when they ran away : and how faire 
adcaththcir fellow had dyed, whoathis laſt gaſpe ſued tobe a hangman) awaked 
them, 
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them, and ſt them'vpon their horſes, to whom the very ſhining force of excellent 
yertue, though in a very harriſh ſubie,had wrought a kind of reverence in them, 
Maſidorws as he rid among them {of whom they had no other hold but of Pamels) 
thinking it want of well ſquared iudgement,to leaue any mean vnaſlayed of fauing 
' theirliues, to this purpoſe ſpake to his vnſcemly guardians, vſinga plaine kindof 
phraſe to make his ſpeech the more credible. My maſters (ſaid he) there is no man 
that is wiſe,bur hath in whatſocuer he doth ſome purpoſe wherto he direQs his do- 
ings,which ſo long he follows, till he ſee that either that purpoſe isnot worth the 
paines,or that another doing carries with ita better purpoſe. That you are wiſe in 
what you take in hand, I haue to my coſt learned- that makes me deſire youto tell 
me what is your end incarrying the Princefle & me back to her father.Pardon ſaid 
one, reward cryed another. Well (ſaid he) take both , although TI know you are (6 
wiſe to remember, that hardly they both will goe together,being of ſo contrarie a 
| making,for the ground of pardon 15 an euill, neither any man pardons but remem- 
bers an cuill done: the cauſe of reward is the opinion of fome good aR,and who ſo 
rewardcth, that holds rhe chicfe place of his fancy, Now one man of one compa- 
nie, to haue the ſame conſideration both of good andeuill, but that the conceit of 
pardoning,if itbe pardoned, will rake away the minde of rewarding,is very hard,if 
not impoſſible. For eicher euen in iuſtice will hee puniſhthe fault as well as reward 
the deſert,or elſe in mercy ballance the one by the other: fo thatthe not chaſtifing 
ſhall be a ſufficient ſatisfying. Thus then you may ſee that in your owne purpoſe 
reſts great vncertainty. Bur. vill grant thatby this your deede you ſhall obtaine 
your double purpoſe. Yetconfider I pray you whether by another meane,thatmay 
not better be obtained, and then I doubt not your wiſedoms willteach you totake 
hold of the better. Iam ſure you know,any body vvere better haue noneede of 4 
pardon than enioy a pardonzfor as it carries with it the ſurety of a preſerued life, ſo 
beares it a conrinuall note of a deſerued death. This therefore (beſides the danger 
you may run into, my Lady Peme{e being the yndoubted inheritrix of this ſtare, if 
ſhe ſhall hereafter ſeeke toreuenge your wrong done her) ſhall be continually caſt 
in your teeth,as men dead by the law : the honeſter fort will diſdaine your compa- 
nie, and your children ſhall be the more baſely reput-d of, and you your ſclaes in 
euery {leight faulr hereatter,as men once condemned, apteſt to bee ouerthrowne, 

Now if you will (I doubt not you will, for you are wiſe) turn your courſe & guard 
my Lady Pamela thitherward, whither ſhe was going : firſt, you need not doubt to 
aduenture your fortunes where ſhe goes, & there ſhalyoubeaſſured in a countrey 
as good and rich as this, of the ſame manners and larguage,to be ſo farre from the 

conceitof a pardon, as wee both ſhall be forced tya.acknowledge wee haue recciued 
by your meanes whatſocuer wee hold deare in this life. And ſoforreward iudge 

you whether it be not more likely, you ſhall there receive it where you have done 

nocuill, but fingular and vadeſerued goodnes; or here where this ſeruice of yours 

ſhall be diminiſhed by your duty, and blemiſhed by your former fault. Yes I proteſt 
and {weare vnto you, by the faire cies of that Lady, there ſhallno Gentlemenin all 

that countrey bee preferred : you ſhall haue riches, caſe, pleaſure,andrhat which is 

beſt co ſuch worthy mindes, you ſhall not be forced ro cry mercie fora good fad. 

Youonly of all the Arcadiexs,ſhall hauethe praiſe in continuing inyour late valiant 

attempt, and not baſely be brought vndera halter for feeki . libertie of Arcs- . 
dis. Theſe words in their mindes, who did nothing for any loue of goodneſſe, but 
onely as their ſenſes preſented greater ſhewes of profit;beganne ts make thera wa- 
ver, and ſometo cop their hands and ſcratch their heads , and fiycare it was Nr 
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beſtway.Others that would ſeem wiſer than the reſt, to capitulate whit tenements 
they ſhould haue,what ſubſidies they ſhould pay : others toralke of their wines, in 
doobr whether it were beſt ro ſend for them, or to take new where they went: moſt 
{like fooles) nor readily thinking what was nextto be done, but ima ining vvhat 
chearethey would make when they came there, one or twe of the laſt diſcourſers 
beginning ro turne their faces rowards the woods which they had left. But being 
now-.come within the plaine near to the Lodges,vnhappily they cſpieda troupe of 
horſemen; But then their falſe hearts had quickly, for the preſent feare, forſaken 
their laſt hopes : and therfore keeping on the way toward the Lodge,with ſongs & 
cryes of ioy., the horſemen,who vyereſome of them Philanax had ſent outto the 
ſearch of Pamels, came galloping vnto them ; maruclling who they were that in 
fucha generall mourning, durſt ſing ioyfull tunes,and in fo publique a ruine weare 
the lawrell token of victory. And that which ſeemed ſtrangeſt , they might ſee 
two among them vnarmed like priſoners, but riding like Captaines. But when 
came nearer, they perceiued the one was a Lady, and the Lady Pamela, Then 
glad they had by hap found that which they ſo little hoped to meete withall, taking 
theſe clownes; who firſt refiſted them, for the defire they hadto be the deliuerers of 
the two excellent priſoners, learning that they were of thoſe rebels, which had 
made the dangerous vproare, as well vader colour to-puniſh that, as this their laſt 
withſtanding them, bur indeed their principall cauſe being, becauſe they them- 
ſclues would haue the only'praiſe of their own queſt, they ſuffered not one of them 
toliue.Mary three ofthe ſtubborneſt of them they left cheir bodies hanging vpon 
 thetrees, becauſe their doing might carry the likelier forme of iudgement.Such an 
valooked forend did the life of tuſtice work, for the naughty minded wretches,by 
fubie&s robe executed,rhat would haue executed Princes : and to ſuffer that with- 
out law,which by law they haddeſerued. And thustheſe young folkestwiſe priſo- 
niers, before any due arreſt, deliuered of their iaylours, but not of their iayle,had 
rather change than reſpite of miſery ; theſe fouldiers that rooke them vvith verie 
few words of entertainment,haſtingto carry themto their Lord Phi/snax:to whom 
they came, euen as he going our of the Lady Philocies's chamber , had oucrtaken 
Pyrocles , whom before he had deliuered to the cuſtody of a Nobleman of that 
country. When Pyroc/cs led towards his priſon, ſaw his friend 44»ſidorws,with the 
noble Lady Pamels inthat inexpected ſort returned, his griefe (if any griefe were 
ina mind, which had placed euery thing according tohis naturall worth) was ve- 
riemuch augmented, for beſides ſome ſmall hope he had, if Mufidorns had once 
beenecleare of Hreadia, by his dealing and authority to haue brought his onely 
gladſome defiresto a good iflue zthe hardeſtate of his friend did no leſſe, nay ra- 

ther more vexe him than his owne. For ſo indeede it is euer found, where yalqur 
and friendſhipare perfectly coupled in oneheart:the reaſon being,thatthereſolute 
man,hauing once digeſtedin his iudgementthe worſt extremity of his owne caſe, 
and hauing eyther quite expelled or at leaſt repelled all paſhon, which ordinarily 
followesan ouerthrowne fortune, not knowing his friends minde ſo well as his 
owne, nor witli what patience he brookes his caſe (which is as it were the materi- 
all cauſe of makinga man happy or vahappy)doubrs whether his friend accompts 
nothimſelfe more miſerable, and ſo indeed be more lamentable. But afloone as 
Aiuſidorus'was brought by the ſouldiers neare vato Philenax, Pprocles not knowing 
whether ever zfter he ſhould be ſufferedto ſee his friend, and determining: there 


could beno aduanrage by diſſemblinganot knowing of him, leapt ſodainely from 


their harids that held him, and paſſing with a ſtrepgth ſtrengthened with a true 
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afteion,throughthem that encompaſſed Aaſidorw, he embraced himas faſt as he 
couldin hisarmes. Andkiffing his checkes, O my-PFaladiws ({aid heYletrnotourvers 
true now abandon vs, let vs proue ourmindesarenofſlauesto fortune;bur inadyers 
fity can triumph ouer adderſttic. Neare Daiphantis, anſwered Muſidors (ſeeing by 
his apparrell his being aanatvwas tenealed)I thank you forthis beſt care ofmy bes 
part: but feare not, hane-kept.too long company with you towant now athorow: 
determination of theſe rhings;T well know theteis nothingeuill but within-vs,the 
reſt is either naturall:or:accidentall.:Philanex'tinding then of ſo neareacquains 
cance, began'preſently ro examine them apart: but ſuch reſ6Jution he met within 
| them, that by no ſuch meanes hee could learne further than it pleaſed them:tode+ 
linet. :So that hee thought beſt to pur them borh-in one place, witheſpiallof their 
wordsand behauiour; that way roftft ourthe more oftheſe tarepaſſed miſchicfes;; 
And for'rhat pur ofe eauerhent borh vnto the Nobleman, who before had the 
cuſtodie of 'Py# 06 wy WP Simpathas, Jeatunga truſtic.ſeruant of his owne to 
give diligent watch towhat might paſſe berwizerhem. No'man that hath cute paſs 
ſed thorow the ſchoole of affeRion;needs doubtiwiacatorinentivg griefeit wasto 
the noble Pamela, to hane the company of him taken from her,to whale yertuous: 
company ſhe had bound her life.. But weighingwichher ſclfe,ir was firfor her ho- 
nour till her doing wereclearely manifeſted, 'tharthey ſhould remaine ſeparate, 
kept downe the rifingrokens of griefe; ſhewihg'paſiion innothing buther eyes; 
which accompanied Mufidorm even vnto the tent, whither hee and Pyroc/es were 
led. Then witha countenance more princely than ſhe was wont, according rothe 
wont of higheſt hearts(like the paline tree ſtriuing moſt vpward, when hee ismoſt 
burthened) ſhee commanded Ph:lawax, to bring her to her tatherandmother, thar 
ſhe might render themaccounrof her doings. - Phi/anax ſhewingaſullen kinde of 
reuerencevnto her, as a man' thathonoured her as his Maiſters heire, but much 
mifliked her forher (in his conceit) diſhonourable proceedings, told herwhat was 
paſt; ratherro anſwerher, than -rhat he thoughr ſhee was ignorant of 'it. Bur: her 
good {pirirdid preſently fuffera true Cottipaſſionate affliion of thoſe hard aduen- 
tutcs : whichwithcroſhng herarmes, looking a great while onthe ground, with 
thoſe eyes which let fall many reaves, ſhe well declared. Butinthe end remembring 
how neceſlary it was for her, not to loſe her ſelfe in ſuch an extremicie; the ſtrenge 
thened her well created heart; andiſtoutly demanded Philanax, what authoritic 
then they had to lay hands on herperſon, who being the vadoubted: heire, was 
then the lawfull Princeffe of that.-Kingdome * Philanay anſwered, her Grace 
knew the ancient:lawes of Arcadia bare, ſhe was to haue no ſway of gouernment 
til ſhe camero bneandtwentie yeares of age, or were martied. And married Iam, 
replycd the wiſe Princeſle, therefore 1 demaundyour dueallegeance.- The gods 
forbid, ſaid Phi/anax, Arcadia ſhould bea dowrie of ſuch marriages. hee 
told herall the States of her country were euill ſatisfied touching her fathers death; 
which likewiſe according to the ſtatutes of Arcadis,was enen that day tobe iudged 
of;: before the bodie were remoued to recciue his Princely funeralls, After that 
paſt,ſhe ſhould haue ſuch obedience,as by the lawes was duevnto her,defiringGod 
thee: would ſhew her ſelfe berter in-publike gouernement, than ſhee had done-in 
private. She would haue ſpoken tothe Gentlemen and people gatheredabouther ;: 
but ?Philanax fearing leſtthereby ſome commotion might ariſe,or at leaſt a hinde- 
rance of executing his maſters murderers, which he longed after more rhat any 
thing, haſted her yp to the Lodge,where her ſiſter was, 8& there with a choſen com- 
pany of Souldiers to guard the place,left her with Philoclea,Pamels proceling hey 
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laid violent hands on her,and that they centred into rebellious attempts againſt her. 
But high rime it was for Phi/zxex ſo to doe : for alrcady was all the whole multi. 
tude fallen into confuſed and dangerous dinifions. 
-/ There was anotablecxample, how great diſflipations, Monarchall gouernmenc 
is ſubic&vnto. For now their Prince and guide had lettthem, they had not expe- 
riencetorule, and had not whom to obey. Publike matters had cuer beene pri- 
nately governed, {o that they hadno liuely taſte what was good forthemſclues. 
Buteuery thing was cither vehemently deſirctull, or extreamely terrible. Neigh- 
bours inuafions, ciuill diſſention, Fray the comming Prince, and whatſoe. 
ver in common i war IaeTIaN dreadfull thew, Pris heads, bur in few 
how ro prevent : harkcning oncuery rumour, ſuſpeRing ecuery thing, condem-. 
ning them whom before they had honoured, making ſtrange and im : fiible cales 
of the Kings dearth , while they hr thetnſclues in danger , wiſhing nothing 
but ſafety zas ſooneas per{waſion of ſafery tooke them, defiring further benefirs, as 
amendmentof forepaſſed faults (which faults notwirkſtanding none could tcll 
eitherthe grounds or effe@ts of) all agreeing in thevniuerſall names of liking or 
miſlicing, burof what in eſpeciall points, infinitely diſagreeing, Altogether like 
a falling ſteeple, the parts whereof, as windowes, ſtones, and arr were well, 
but the whole maſſe ruinous. And this was the all, wherin notwith- 
ftanding was anextreame medley ofdiuerſified thoughts, the greatmen looking to 
make themſclues ſtrong by faRions,the geatlemen ſome bendgee the, ſome ſtan- 
ding vpon themſelues, ſome defirous to ouerthrow thoſe few which they thoughe 
were ouer them;the ſouldiers defirous of trouble, as the nurſe of ſpoile, and nor 
much vnliketo them __ in another way, were all the needie ſort,the rich fear- 
full, the wiſe carefull. This compoſition of conceits, brought forth a dangerous 
tumulr, which yet would have beene more dangerous, butthat ichad ſomany 
parts, that no body well knew againſt whom chiefly to oppoſe themſelues. For 
ſomerhere were that cricd to haue the ate altered, and gouerned no more by a 
Prince ; marie inthe alteration, many would hauc the Zecedemonizx goucrnment 
of a few choſen Senatours ; others the. Arbenian,where the peoples voice held the 
chiefe authority.Bur theſe were rather the diſcourſing ſort of men, than the aRiue, 
being a matter morcin imagination than praRice. Bue they that wene neareſt to 
the preſent caſe, (as ina countrie tharknew no gouernement withour a Prince) 
were they that ſtroue whom they ſhould make. Whereof a great number there 
werethat would hauethe Princeſle Powele preſently to enioy it : ſome diſdaining 
that ſhee had as it were abandoned her owne country, enclining more to Philoclea: 
andthere wanted not of them, which wiſhed Gywecis were deliucred,and made Re- 
enttill Pamels were worthily marricd. But great multitudes there were, which 
ns beene acquainted withthe juſt gouernment of Philarex, meant to eſtabliſh 
him as Licutenant of the ſtate : and theſe werethe moſt popular ſort, who indged 
by the commodities they felt. Bur the principall men in honour and might, who 
had long before enuied his greatneſſe with Beſe/ivs, did much more ſpurne againſt 
any ſuch'preferment of him.For yet before theirenuic had ſome kind of breathing 
out his rancour, by laying his greatneſle asa fault to the Princes judgement , who 
ſhewed in Deamer« he might eaſily bedeceiuedin mens valour: But nowif the Prin- 
ces choice,by ſo many mouths ſhould be confirmed, whatcould they obieR co ſo 
rightly eſteemedanexcellency *£ They therefore were diſpoſed, ſooner to yeeld to 
any thing, than to hisraifing : and werecontent (forto croſle Philanax)to ſto 
thoſe aRions,which otherwiſe they couldnot but thinke good. Philenax himclt 
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counted himſclfe buras one, wherein notwithſtanding hee would employ all his 
loyallendeauour. | by c [3G 
But among the Noblemen, hee that moſt openly ſer bimſelfe againſt kin, was 
named Timautws, a man of middle age,but of extreame ambition, as one thar had 
laced his vetermoſt good in orcatneſſe, thinking ſmall difference by whar. ineanes 
be came by it. Of commendable wit, if hee had not made ita feruant ro vabrideled 
defires. Cunning to creepe into'mens fauours, which he prized onely as they 
were ſeruiceable vnto him. He had beene brought vpin ſome ſouldierie, which he 
knew how to ſerout with more than deſerued oftcntation. Servile (though ecnui- 
ous)to his betters: and no lefſeryrannically minded rorhem he had advantage of. 
' Counted reuengefull, bur indeed meaſuring both revenge and reward, as the par- 
tic might either helpe or hurt him, Rarher ſhameleſſe than bold, and yer more. bold 
in practice, than in perfonall aducntures. In ſumme, a man that could bee as euill/ 
as be liſted, and liſted as mnchas any aduancement mightthereby be gotten. As for 
verrue, hee counted it bura-ſchooleiname. He cuenat the firſt afſembling together 
finding the great ſtroke Philanexcarried among the people, thought ichis readi 
way of ambition,toioyne with him:which though his pride did hardly brooke, yer 
the other vice carrying with ita more apparant obieR, preuailedoverthe weaker,ſ6 
thatwith thoſe liberal proteſtations of friendſhip,which men that care not for their! 
word are wont to beſtow, he offered vnto him the choiſcin marriage ofcither the' 
ſiſters, ſo he would likewiſe help himo the other,and make ſucha partition of the 
Arcadian ent fon ſincehe loued his maſter, becauſe hce was his 
maſter, which ſhewed che loue begin in himfelfe, he ſhould rather, now occafion 


_ yvaspreſented, ſeeke his owne good ſubſtancially,than affect che ſnoke of a #lory, 
all 


by ſhewing an vntimeely fidelity ro him that. could not reward it : and haue 
fruit he ſhould ger, inmens opinions, which would bes divers, as many ; few 
ecine to yeeld hin due praiſe of his true heart. Bur Philanax, who: had limiced 
his thoughts in thatheefteemed good(to which he was ncicher carried by the vain 
 rickling of vncertainefame, nor from whichbe would be cranſporred by caioyiag 
afly _—— the ignorant world giyes the excellent name of gopds) with 
great miſlike of his offer, hemade him ſo peremptory.an anſwet,nar withoucthrear- 
ning, if he found him foſter any ſach fancie, that: Timaurar wentwithan inward 
= from him, whombeforc he had ncuerloued ; and meauring all mens mar- 
$by his owne pace,ratherthoughtit ſomefurcher fetch of Philavaxifas that he 
would have all ro himſclfe alone) than was any way taken with.che louely beauty! 
of his verrne ; whoſe image he bad ſoquite defaced in his owne ſoule;y that he had 
| lefthimſelfe noeyestobehold it, but ſtaied waiting fir oppbrtunity to execute his 
defires both for himſelfe and againſt Philavex, which bythe bringing backe of 
Pamelas,the people being diuided: into motions (which both! wich murmul 
ring noyſes, and putting themſelnes in ſcucrall troupes;'rhey well ſhewed) hee 
thought apt time was layed before him ; theapaters being (as the Prouerbefaith) 
troubled, ard ſo the better for his fiſhing, Therefaregoing|amongtt thechiefeſt 
Lords,whom parc. repine at Ph/anax;ahd makingakind of con- 
uocation of them, hee mucighe eats 74s. , drawing cuery thingts 
"1 Q 2 the 


25 much hindred by thoſe, that did immoderaccly honour him, (which brought 
both more envie, and ſuſpicion vpon him) 2s by theny that did manifeſtly reſiſt 
him bur (ſtanding onely vpona conſtant defire af iuſtice, and a cleare conſcience): 
went forward ſtoutly in the action of his maſters revenge, whichhe thought him. 
ſelfe particularly bound to. For the reſt, asthe ordering of the goucrament; hee ac+: 
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che moſt malicious interpretation, ther malice it ſelfe'could inſtruthim to doe. 
Hee faid, it was ſeaſon for them'to looke to ſucha weed, thar elſe wouldonergrow 
them all. Irwas not now time to conſult of the dead, but of the living : ſince ſuch 
 aflie Wolfe was entred among them, that could make iuftice the cloake of tyran- 
nie, and loue of his late maſter the deftruQion of his now being children. Doe you 
not ſee (ſaid hee) how farre his corruption hath ſtretched, that hee hath ſuch a 
number of Raſcals voyces to declare him Lieutenant, ready tomake him Prince, 
bur that he inſtruts them, matrers are not yet ripe for it? As forvs, becauſe wee 
are too rich to be bought, he thinkes vs the fitter ro bee killed. Hath Arcadiebred 
no man but Philanax? j ſhee becomea ſtepmother ro af] rhereft, and hathgiuen 
all her bleffings to Philanex? Or if there bee men amongſt vs, let vs ſhew vvee 
diſdaine to be ſeryants to a ſeruant, Let vs make him know, we are farre worthi- 
cr not to be ſlaues, than he to bea maſter. Thinke you he hath made ſuch haſte 
intheſe matrers, to givethem ouerto anorher mans hand * Thinke you, he durſt 
become the iaylor of his Princeſſe , but eyther m=2aning to be hermaſter, or her 
murtherer? And all this for the deare good will forfooth)he bears tothe kings me- 
mory,whoſc authority as he abuſed in his lifez'ſo he would now perſeuere toabuſe 
his name after his death. O notable affeRion, ifor the lone of the father to kill the 
wife, and diſinherite the children ! O fingle-minded modeſtie, to aſpire tono lefſſe 
thantothe Princely Diademe ! No, no, he hath viredall this while, butto come 
the ſoonerto his affeaed end. Bur let vs' remember what webe, in quality his 
equals, in number farre before him : let vs deliver theQgeene and our naturall 
Princefles, and leaue them. no longer vnder his authority ; whoſe proceedings 
- would rather ſhew that hee himſelfe had beene the murrherer of the King, than a 
fic Gardian of his poſteriry. Theſe words pierced much into the mindes, already 
inclined that way ; inſomuch that moſt part of the:Nobilitie confirmed Timas- 
tus ſpeech, and were ready to executeit : when Philanaxcame among them, and 
with a conſtant, bur reuerent behauiour, defired them they would not exerciſe 
priuare grudges in ſo. common aneceſfitic. Hee acknowledged himſelfe a man, 
and a faulty man : to the clearing or ſatisfying of which, lie would ar all times 
ſubmit hiuſelfe , fince his end was to bring all things to an vpright indgemenr, 
it ſhould: cuill fi him to flic the indgement.' But ſaid hee, my x nk let not 
Timautss rayling ſpeech (who whatſocuer hee findescuill in his owne foule, can 
with caſc lay it vpon another) make me loſe your good fanour. Confiderthar all 
well doing ſtands ſo inthe middlebetwixt his rwocontrary evils, th{itis a ready 
matterto caſt a {landerous ſhade vpon the moſt approued vertues. Who hath an 
ewll rongue,can call ſeuerity,cruclry,and faithfull diligence,diligent ambirion. Bur 
my endisnortocxcuſe my ſelfe,norto accuſe him: for both thoſe, hereafter will be 
time enough. There is neither of vs, whoſe purging or puniſhing may ſo much im- 
oy to Arcadis, Now I requeſt you,for your awne honours ſake, and require you 
y the duty, you owe to this eſtate, that you'doe preſently —__ the lawes) 
take in hand the chaſtiſement of ourmaſters murtherers,81aying order for the go+ 
wernment: by whom ſo cuer ir be done, ſo irbe done,and iuſtly done, I am ſatisfied. 
My labour bath bcene to framethings ſo, as: you might-determine : now it is in 
you todetermine. For my part, I call the heanens to witneſleythe carc of my heart 
ſtands to repay that, wherein buth Tand moſt of you were tycd to that Prince;with 
whom all my louc of warldly actions dead. . tk 
i, As Philanax was ſpeaking his laſt words ,: there came one runningto hina with 
open mouth, and tearcfull eyes, telling him, that there wasa great number of 
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the people,: which were bent to take the young nien out of Simpathis hands, and 
25 it ſhould feemeby their acclamarions, were like enough to proclaimethem Prin- 
ces. Nay, ſaid Philanex, (ſpeaking aloud , and looking witha inſtanger vpon the 
Noblemen) it is no ſeaſon to heare Timantas 1dleflanders, while ſtrangers be- 
come our Lords,and Bzſi/ius murtherers fit jn.-his throne,. But whoſocuer is atrue 
Arcadian, let him follow me. Wigh that he went towardthe place he heard of,fol- 
lowed by thoſe that had euer loucd him,and ſome of the Noblemen. Some other 
remaining with Timaatus, vvho in themeane time was conſpiring by ſtrong hand 
to dcliuer Gyxecie, of vvhom the weakeſt uard vvas had. But Philansx where hee 
went,found them all in an vproare,vvhichthus vvas falneout. The greateſt mulci- 
rude of people,that vvere come tothe death of Baſares,vrere the Mantineans, as be- 
ing the neareſt city to the lodges. Among theſe,the chiefe man both in authority & 
loue,was K4/ander,he that not long before had bin hoſt tothe two Princes, whom 
though he knew not ſo much as by name, yet beſides the obligation heſtood bound 
to them in, for preſeruing the liues of his ſonneand nephew, their noble behaviour 
had bred ſuch loue in his heart towards them, as bath wichteares hee parted from 
them, vvhen they lefr him(vnder promile to returne)and did keep theiriewels and 
apparrel as the reliques oftwo demi- gods. Among others, tte had entredthe priſon, 
and ſeenthem,vvhich forthwirh ſo inueſted his ſoule, both with ſorrow & defire to 
help them (vvhom he tendred as his children) that calling his neighbours the Men: 
tincans vnto bim,herold them allthe praiſes of thoſe twa,young men, ſwearing, he 
thought the gods had promiſed for them better, than they themſeluesconld haue 
imagined. He willed them to coſider,thatwhen all was done, Beſiliss children muſt 
enioy the ſtate,whoſince they had choſen, & choſen fo,asall the world would noe 
mend their choiſe,why ſhould they reſiſt Gods doing, & their Princeſles pleaſure £ 
This was the only vvay to purchaſe quietneſs without bloud, where otherwiſe 
ſhould at one inſtant crowne Pamels with a crowne of gold,and a diſhonored title: 
vvhich vyhether euer ſhe would forget, hee thought it fit for them to vveigh : ſuch 
(ſaid he) heroicall greatneſle ſhines io their eyes, luch an extraordinary. maieſty in 
all their aRtions, as ſurely either fortune by parentage, 0x. nature in creation, hath 
madethenſ Princes. And yet a ſtatealready we haue,we need but aman,vuho fince 
he ispreſented vnto you by the heauenly prouidence,cmbraced by yoyrvndoubted 
Princeſle, worthy for their youth, of compaſſqn,for their beauty,ofadniiration,for 
their excellent vertuc,to be Monarches of the yvorld;ſhall we not be content vvich 
our owne bliſſe, ſhall vye put out our eyes becauſe another man cannot ſee? or ra- 
ther like ſome men, vvhen too much good happens vntothem, they thinke them- 
ſelues inadreame, and haue no ſpirits to taſte their owne goods? Nogno, my 
friends, beleeue me, lam ſo vnpartiall, that I know not their names, but ſo- ouer- 
come vvith their vertue, that I ſhall then thinke, the deſtinies haue ordained a per- 
petuall flouriſhing to Arca4ze,vvhen they ſhall allot ſucha gouernour vnto it. This 
ſpoken by a graue man in yeares, great in authority, nearcallyced tothe Prince,and 
known honeſt, preuailed ſo withallthe Mazrimeans, that with one voicethey ran to 
deliuerthe two Princes. But Phil/anax came in time to withſtand them; both ſides 
yet ſtanding inarmes,and rather wantinga beginning, than mindestocnterinto a 
bloudy conflid.Which ?Phi/evax fore-ſeeing,thought beſtto remouethe priſoners 
ſecretly,and if need were,rather vvithout forme of tuſtice to kill them,than againſt 
iuſtice (as hee ms to haue them vſurpethe ſtate. But there againe aroſe a new 
trouble. For —_ «5 (the noble man that keptthem) was ſo ſtriken in compaſſion 
with thcir excellent preſence,thatas hee would not Py his promiſe to Phjlewex, 
EY 0 3 co 
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tro giue them liberty, ſo yet would he not yeeld them to himſelfe, fearing he would 
doerhem violeace. Thos tumult vpon tumelt arifing,the Sunne (I thinke) aweary 
to ſee their diſcords, hadalreadic gone downe to his Welterne lodg ing.But yetts 
know what the poore ſhepheards did,who werethe firſt deſcryers oftheſe matters, 
will not to ſome earcs perchance bea tedious digreffion. |

Tr ſhepheards finding no place for them in theſe garboils, to which their quice 
hearts(whoſe higheſt ambition was in keeping themſclues vp in goodneſſc)had 
atall any aptoeſſe,rerired themſelues from among the clamorous multitude: and as 
ſorrow defires company,went vp together to the Weſtern fide of a hill, whoſe pro- 
ſpeRtextendedit ſo far,as they mightwel diſcerae many of Arcedis's beauties, And 
there looking vpon the Sunnes as then declining race, the poore men ſate penſiue 
of their preſent miſcries,as if they found a wearineſle of their wofull words: tillat 
laſt good oldGerox(who as he had longeſt taſted the benefits of zaſiliw gouernmer, 
ſo ſeemed to haue a ſpeciall feeling of the preſent loſſe) wiping his eies and long 
white beard bedewed with greatdrops of teares, began in this ſort to complaine, 
Alas poore ſhzepe (ſaid hee} which hitherto haue enioyed your fruitfull paſture,in 
ſuch quietnesas your wooll amongſt otherthings hath made this country famous, 
your beſt dayes are now paſt : now you muſt becamethe viRuall of an armie, and 
perchance anarmie of forraine enemies : you are now not onely to feare home- 
Wolues,butalien Lyons; now (I ſay) now that our right Baſ#ins is deceaſed. Alas, 
ſweer paſtures,ſhall ſouldiers that know not how to vie you, poſleſle your Shal they 
that cannot ſpeake the Arcades language be Lords ouer your ſhepheards?

ſuffer attenriuc indgement, atid not foreindging paſſion, to bee the weigherof my = 
words )I will deliver vato you what a bleſſed meanerhe — haue ſent vatoyeuif 
you liſt to embraceit.I thinke there isnone amongyou ſo yong,cither in yeares,or 
vnderſtanding,bur hath heardthetrue fame of that iuſtPrinceExerchw kingof Me- 
cedow, A Princewith whom our late maſter did ener hold moſt:perfeRalliance;He, 
euen he, is this day come; hauing bur twentic horſe with himwithin ewo mylesof 
this place, hoping to have / Tre: Fear hone, Befilawalive, but ndw willicig rado 
honour ro his death. Surely, ſurely the heauenly-powers have in ſo full atimebe- 
ſtowed him on vs, tovnite our diuiſions, Formy part therefore wiſh, tharifince 
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ng our ſelues we cannot agree in ſo manifold partialities,we doe put the orde-. 
ring ofiall theſerhings into his hands, as well touching the obſcquies of the King, 
the puni t of his death, as the mariage and crowning of our Princefle.

feete;for ſuccour of his life : giuing a true leſſon, that vice it ſelfe js forced to ſeeke 
theſanQuaric of vertue. For 2hilenex who harcd his euill, but nothis perſon,and 
kneve that a iuſt puniſhrene might by the manner be vniuftly done ; remembring 
withall, that although hereinthe peoplesrage mighthaue hit rightly, yet ifir were 
nouriſhed in this, no man knew to what extreamities it might extend it ſelfe : with 
earneſt dealing , and employing the vitermoſt of his authoritie, hee did proteR 
the trembling Timezrw. Andrhen having taken agencrall oath, that they ſhould 
in the nonage of the Princefle, or till theſe things were ſettled, yeelde full obedi- 
ence to Exerchws, ſo farre as werenor preiudiciall tothe lawes, cuſtomes, and liber- 
ties of ©4rcedis: and hauing taken a particular bond of Simpethw (vader whom 
he had aſcruant of, his owne)that the priſoners ſhould be kept cloſe, without con- _ 
ference with any man : he himſelfe honoutably accompanied with a great number 
of torches, went: tothe King Exercbus, whoſe comming in this ſort into Arcadia 
had thus fallen out. {5 | | 
...,.Thewofull Prince P/azgss receiued of Befilins no other ſuccours, but only cer- 
taine to condu@ him to Exerchus, made all pollible ſpeede towards Byzantium, 
where he vaderftood the King, : hauing concluded all his warres with the winning 
ofthartowne, had now for ſome good ſpace made his aboade. But being far gone 
on hisway, heerecciucd certaine intelligence, that Exerchns was not onely ſome 
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dayes before retutried inro 4faredaw, but fincewas gone with ſome haſte ro viſit 
that coaſt of his country tligt lay towards ey, The occaſion giuen by'the Larixes, 
who hauing already gotten itito'their hands, partly by conqueſt, and partly by 
confederacie, the greateſt patr:of /*4/y, and long gaped to deyour Greece alſo 
(obſcruing the preſent opportunitie of Zuarchw abſence, and Bſi/ius ſolitatineſle, 
which two Princes they knew to hce in effeR the whole ſtrength of Greece) were 
evenreadyto lay an vniuſt gripe vpon it, which after they might beautifie with 
the noble name of conqueſt. Which purpoſethough rhey made not knowne by 
any ſolemne denouncing of warre, but contrariwile gaue matiy tokens of conti- 
nuing ſtilltheir former amitie : yet the ſtaying of his SubicQs ſhips , trafficking 
as Merchants intorhoſe parrs, together with the daily preparation of ſhipping, 
and other warlike probifiors in Ports, moſt conuenient for the tranſporting of 
Souldiers, occaſioned Exerchus (not vnacquainted with ſuch practiſes) firſt to ſu- 
fpeR, then to diſcernc, laſtly to/ſeeke ro prevent the intended miſchiefe, Yet thin- 
king warre heuer to be accepted, vntill it be offered by the hand of neceflity,he de- 
termined ſo long openly to hold them his friends,as open hoſtility bewraicd them 
not his enemies; nor ceafing in the meane time by letters and meſſages ro mouethe 
Stares of &rtece by vniting their ſtrength, romake timely prouiſion againſt this pe- 
ri!:by many reaſons making them ſee,that.though ia reſpe of place ſome of them 
might ſeerne farther remoued from the firſt violence ofthe ſtorme, yet being im- 
barked in'tHt fame ſhip;the finall wracke muſt needes be common to ther all. And 
knowingthe mighty force ofexample, with the weake efie of faire diſcourſes not 
wayted ot with agreeable ations, what be petſwaded them, himſelfe performed, 
kaiting in his own Realthe norhingeither vndone or vaprouided, whichfnight be 
thought neceflary for withſtandingan inuaſion: His firſt care wasro put his people 
in a readineſle for warre, and by hisexperiented Souldiersto traine the vaskiltull 
ro martiall exerciſes. For the better effecting wherof,as alſo for meeting with other 
inconucniences in ſuch doubtful tires incidetitt6 the moſt ſetled ſtares,making 6f 
the diuersregions of his whole Kingdome ſo tnany diuifions as he thought conue- 
nicat, heappointedthe charge oftfiem'tothe greateſt, and of greatcſteruſthe had 
about him : arming them with ſufficiencauthoritiero leauic forces within their ſe 
verallgouernements, bothfor reſiſting the inuaditigenemie, and puniſhing the dif- 
ordered ſubieR.Hauing thus prepared thie body, and aſſured rhe heart of hiscoun- 
trey againſt any miſchicfe thatmight atraint ir, he theh tooke into his carefull con- 
ſiderationthecxternall parts, giuing orderboth for the repairing andincreaſing 


| His Nauy,and for the fortifying of ſfuchplaces,eſpecially-on the Sea coaft;as either 


commodittc of landing, weakenefſe of the countrey,or any otherreſpet ofaduan- 
tage was likelieſt ro draw the etiernie viito, Butbeing noneof them whothink all 
things done,for whichthey-haue oncegiuen diredtion, he followed euery where his 
commandment with his preſence, which wirnefſed of every mans lackneſſc or dili- 
gence, chaſtiſing the one,& encouraging the other; ſaffred forthe fruit of any'pro- 

table counſcll tor'want of rimely raking to bee loſt. And thus making one place 
facceedanother in the propreſle of wiſedome & vertue, he was now cometo As/on 


| aprincipall Port of his Realm, when the poor Plexpas extreniely wearied with bis 
. Tong 1ourney(defire of ſuccouring E7gbz, no — than feare ofnor ſuc-

couring herin time, aggrauating his trauell)by a lamentablenarration'of his chil- 
drens death,called homehis cares from encountting forreine tnemies,ro _—_— 
the inſurrection of inward paſſions. The matter fo haynous,themaner fo villanous, 
the loſle of ſach perſons, in ſo vnripeyeares, in'atime ſo dangerous tothe _ 
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ſtate of Greece, how vehemently it moued togricfe and compaſſion others, onely 
notblind tothe light of vertue,nor deafe to the voice of their countrey,might per- 
chanceby a more ooning worry in lively colours bee deliuered, But the face 
of Exarches ſorrow, tothe one in nature, to both in affeRion a father, and iudg- 
ingthe world ſo much the more vaworthily depriued of thoſeexcellencics,as him- 
ſelfe was better iudge of ſo excellent worthines,can no otherwiſe be ſhadowed our 
by the skilfulleſt pencell,than by couering it ouer with the vcile of filence. And in- 
deede that way himſelte took, with ſo patient a quierneſle receining this pitifull re- 
lation, tharall the words of weakneſle ſu ppeofieg megnanimity ſeemed totriumph 
ouer miſcry.Only receiuing of Flenges perteRt inſtruction of all thingsconcerning = 
Plexirtus and Artexia,with promiſe not onely to aide him in delivering Eroxe, but 
alſo with vchement proteſtation,neuerto returne into Afacedes, till he had purſued 
the murtherersto death : he diſpatched with ſpeedea ſhip for Byzenti#m,cormman- 
ding the gouernour to prouide all necgilarics for the warre againſt his owne com- 
ing , which hee purpoſed ſhould bee very ſhortly. In this ſhippe Plevgss would 
ole goe, impatient of ſtay, for that in many dayes before hee had vnderſtood 
nothing of his Ladies eſtate. Soone after whoſe departure, newes was brought to 
Exarchus, thatall the n___ detaynedin /#4/y were returned. For the Latizes find- 
ing by Exerchws proceedings their intent to bee fruſtrate (as before by his ſodaine 
returne they doubted it was dilcouered) deeming irno wiſedometo ſhew the will, 
nothauing theability to hurt, had notonly in free & friendly manerdiſmiſled them, 
but forthetime wholy omitted theirenterpriſe,attending the opportunity of fitter 
occaſion, By meanes whereof Zvarcbss, rid from thecumber of that warre (likely 
otherwiſe to haue ſtayed him longer) with ſogreat afleet as haſte would ſaffer him 
toaflemble, forthwith imbarqued. for zyzentiam. And now followed with freſh 
winds he had in a ſhorttime runalong courſe,when on a night encountred with an 
extreme tempeſt, his ſhips wereſo ſcattered, that ſcarcely any two were lefttogether. 
Asfor the Kings owne ſhip, depriued of all companie, ſore bruiſed, and weather- 
beaten,able no longer to brookethe ſeas churliſh entertainment, a litcle before day 
it recouered the ſhore. The firſt light made them ſee ir was the voahappy coaſt of £e- | 
conis: for no other country could haue ſhown the like euidence of vanarurall war. 
Which hauing long endured betweene the nobilitie and the Helotes,and once com- 
nded by Pyrec/es,vnder the name of Diepbantxs,ummediatly vpon his departure 
fag broken out more violently than cuer before. For the King taking opportuni- 
tic of their Captaines abſence, refuſed toperforme the conditions of peace,as cx- 
torted from him by rebellious violence. Whereuponthey were againe deeply en- 
tredinto warre, with ſonotable an hatred towards the very name of a King, that 
Enarchss (though a ſtranger vato them)rhought it not ſafe there to leaue his per- 
ſon, where neither his owne force could be NEG the ſacred name of Ma- 
teſtic, a proteQion. Therefore calling to him an Arcedie»:(one that comming with 
Planzwus had remained with Eegrchw,defirousto ſee the warres) hee demaundedof 
him forthe next place of ſuretie, where hee might make his ſtay, vnrill hee might 
heare ſomewhat ofhis fleere,or cauſe his ſhip tobe repayred. The Gentleman glad 
to haue this occaſion of doing ſeruice to Exxrebas,and honour to Beſilins(to whom 
heknew he ſhould bringa moſt welcome gueſt) told him, that if irpleaſed himto 
commit himſelfro 4rcadia,(a part wherot lay open to.their view)he would vnder-

ſtandes vpon vertue. Qh excellent Au/idorss, anſwered Pyrocies, how doe you 
teach mee rather, to fall out with my ſelfe, and my fortune, fince by you haue re-: 
ceiued all goed,you only by me this afflition ? to you and your yertuous Mother, 
Iin my tendreſf eares, and Fathers greateſt troubles,was ſent for ſuceotir. There. 
did I learne the ſweetemyfterics of Philoſophic ; there had Iyour liucly example 


+ to confirmethatwhichl1 learned; there laſtly had I your friendſhip,which no va- 


happineſſe can euer make mee ſay, but that hath made mechappie. Now ſee how: 
my deſtinic (the gods know) aot my will, hath rewarded you : my father os. 
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for you away out of your land, whence but formee you had eee : what after 


— 


followed, you know, © It was my loue not yours, which firſt ſtayed you here; and 
therfore ifthe heanens cuer held a inſt proportion;it were & not you; that ſhould 
fecle the ſmart. O blame not the heauens, ſweer Pyrocles, ſaid Meſpdoras, as their 
courſe netteralters, ſois there nothing done by the vnreachable ruler of them, but 
hich an everlaſting reaſon for it: And to ſay thetruth of theſerhings, wee ſhould 
deale vngratefully with nature, if we ſhould be forgerfall receiners of her gitt,and 
diligent Auditors of the chaunces we like not. - * We haue lined, and haue lined ro 
be good to our ſelues and others: our ſoules whichare put into the ſtirring earth of 
our bodies, haue atchieued the cauſes of rheirchicher comming 1 they haueknown 
and honoured with knowledge,the cauſe of their creation,and to many men(for in 
this time, place, and fortune,it is lawfull tor vs ro ſpeakegloriouſly)irhath been be- 
houefull,that we ſhould live. Since then eternitic is notto be had in this coniunRi- 
on,- whatis to be loſt by the ſeparation, burrime? which ſince it hath hisend,when 
that is oncecome, all rhat is paſt is nothing : and by the protraRing nothing got- 


ten, but labourand care. Doe not me therefore that wrong, (who ſomerhing in 


cares, but much inall other deſerts, am fitter todie thanyou)asto ſay, you haue 
rought me to any cuill :- fince che loue of you, dorh ouerballance all bodily mi{- 
chiefes, and rhoſe miſchiefesbee bur miſchiefes tothe baſer mindes, too much de- 
lighted with the kennell of this life. Neither wil I any more yeeld to my paſsion of 
lamenting you, which howſoeuerit mightagree to my exceeding friendſhip, ſare- 
Iy it would nothing ro your exceeding vertue. Adde this to your noble ſpeech my 
deare coufin, ſaid Pyrocles, thatif weecomplaine of this our fortune, or ſeeme to 
olir ſeluesfaultic, in having one hure rhe other, wee ſhew a repentance of the loue 


webearetotheſe marchleſle creatures, orat leaſt a doubr, it ſhould be over dearely 


bought, which for my part (and ſo dare Tanfwer for you) Icall all rhe Gods to 
Wicneſſe, Tam fo far from, thatno ſhame, no torment, nodeath, would make mee . 
forgoc the leaſt parr of the inwardhonour,cſſcntiall pleaſure,and liufng life, I haue 
efioyed inthe preſence of the faultlefle'Philocles. Take the preheminence in all 

ings, but in truc louing, anſwered Gr 067 for the confeſſion of that no death 
ſhall get of me. -Ofrhar,anſwered Pyrocles ſoberly ſmiling,T perceiue we ſhall haue 
#debatc in the other world, if atleaſt there remaine any thing of remembrance in 
charplacce. 'Tdoenotthinke the contraric, ſaid Muſidorws, although youknow,itis 
greatly held, that with the death of bodie and ſenſes (whichare nor onely the be- 
ginning , burdwelling and nouriſhing of paſſions, thoughts and imaginations) 
they failing,memoric likewiſe failes, whichriſeth enly out of them: &then is there 
lefenothing, bur the intelleRuall part or intelligence, which void of all morall ver- 


nies, which ſtand in the meane of perturbatiens, doth oaly liuc in the contempla- 
. tie vertue, and power of the omnipotentgood, the ſoule of ſoules,and vniuerſall 


Kfe of this great work, & therfore is vtterly void from he poſſibility of drawing to 
Kclfrheſc ſenſible conſiderations: Certainly,anſwered Pyrocles,I cafily yeeld,that 
We ſhallnotknow one another, and much leſie theſe paſſed things, wirh a ſenſible 
or paſſionateknowledge, For the cauſe being raken away, the effects follow.Nei- 
ther do I think, we ſhall hauc ſuch a niemoric,as now we have, which is bur a relick

attiredrh es inic againfbrieaexc day,which being-indeed rich and Princely, 
they accordingly determined vomaintaine the names of Paladize and Dizphentus 
as before ic-is/mentioticds| Then gaue' they themſclues ro conſider, in-what fort 
they maight deferid: theie cauſes, 'tor they thoughtir no lefle vaine rowiſh dearh, 
thanicowandly to feare it; [till ſomething before morning, a ſmall lumiber taking 
—— byand by after called vp to come to the anſwer,ofno lefſerhan 
iolicogimbported; Butia this ſort was the iudgement ordered. As-ſoone as the 
mordiogrhad:raken a: full poſſefſion'of the Element, Exerches called voto him 
Phjlenats || and:willed him to draw out into the middeſt of the greene, (before the 
chiete ) the throne: of iudgement ſeate, in- which/Boſilins waswontto fir, 
 andaccording'totheir:cuſtomes, was euer 'carricd:with rhe Prince, For Exarchus 
did wiſchyconfider m—_— to bee naturally taken with exterior ſhewes, far 
morethatwith.inwatd conſideration of the materiall points. And: therefore in 
chivhew eary into ſocntangled a matter , hee would lcaue nothing which might. 
bee eyrhiaam armourarornament vato him, and intheſe pompous ceremonies 
hee well knew a ſecterof gouernement much raconſiſt. Thar was performed by: 
the diligent Philawex, and therein Exarches did ſet himſelte all clothed in blacke, 
with the principall men; \who could in that ſuddenneſſe prouide- theinſclues of 
ſuch mourning rayments,; The whole people commanded to. keepe an orderly 
filence of each ſide, which was duly ubſcrued ofthem, - partly for thedeſire they 
had to ſee a good concluſion of theſe matters, andpartly ſtriken withadmiration, 
as wellat the graucand Princely preſence of Ewerchas , asat the greatneſle of the 
cavſe,, which was then to comein queſtion.: As for: Fbilanezx, Exerchss would 
hauedone him the honour to firby-him,y butheexcuſed hiniſclfe,: deſiring to be 
the accuſer of the priſoners in his maſters behalfezand+therefore fince hee made 
himſelfe a party, it was notconuenicacfor-him to fit inthe iudiciall place. Then 
was it a while deliberated, whether the rwo young Ladies ſhould be brought forth 
in open preſence : but that was toppedby Philanex, whoſe loucand faith, did de- 
ſend from his maſter to his children, aod only defited,the ſmartſhould light vpon 
the others, whom hee thought guilky of his death arid diſhonour, :alledging for 
this, that neither wiſedome would they ſhould be brought in preſence of the 
ple, which might hereppon x. 778 to new. yprores; nor iuſtice required they 
zould be drawne to any ſhame; till ame body accuſed them. And as for Pemels, 
he proteſted the lawes of Arcedis,would not allowany iudgement of her,although 
ſhe her ſelke wete ro-deterinine nathing tillage or marriagecnabled her. Then the 
kings body being laid ypon a Tablegiuſibefore Everchuis. &all coucredoucs: with 
blacke, thepriſovers,namely:the Queende4Wayoung Princes, were ſent forto-ap- 
eareinthe ProteRtors name: which name Was thecaulc they canicnoy roknows- 
edge,how neare akinſinan wasto-judgentthemy burthoughchim tobe fome'No- 
bleman; choſen byqthgGountry,ipthis extremity: Soextraordinary: a courſe had 
theprderof the heautas producedarthisrimeghat bothnephew 8c ſon, werenot 
only priſoters,but vokaown.tatheir vncle hd father, who of many years badnot 
ſeonthemApd 2316 cemas te plead for bislife before thatthronean which throne 
lately:ljeforie be had ſaucdihe:Kings life. Buefurſt was Gyyccia led fattby inthe ſame 
weedesthatrhodaydenigheþetore ſhe had warne,favingithat inſteadof Zeimiane's 
gitmentin which ſhewas faundyſbe.badeaſt ona longcloak, which reached eo the 
witha pooredelthat, whichalmoſt coucred all her 
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face, mopart of her goodly haire (on which her hands had laid many a ſpirefull 
hold) ſolying vpon her ſhoulders, as a man might well ſee, had no arcificiall care. 
leſneſſe, Her cies downe on the ground, of purpoſe notto looke on Pyrocles tace ; 
which ſhee did not ſo muchſhun, for the vnkindneſſe ſhe conceived of her owne 
ouerthrow;as for the feare,thoſe motions in this ſhort time of her lite, ſhould be re- 
uiued, which ſhe had with the paſlage of infinite ſorrowes mortified; Greatwas the 
compaſſion the people felr, to ſeetheir Princeſle ſtate and beautie ſo deformed by 
fortune and her own deſert, whom they had cuer found a Ladic moſt worthy of al 
honour. Butby and by the ſight of the other two priſoners drew moſt of the eies 
to that ſpeacle. Pyrocles came out led by Symperbas,clothed after the Greeke man=» 
ner, ina long coate of white veluet, reaching to the ſmall of his legge, with great 
buttons of Diamonds all along vpon it: His necke without any coller,not ſo much 
as hidden with a ruffe,did paſſethe whiteneſs of his garments, which was notmuch 
in faſhion vnlike to the crimſon rayment our Knights of the order firſt put on. On 
his feete hee had nothing but ſlippers, which,after the ancient maner, were tyed vp 
with cerraine laces, which were faſtned vnder his knee,having wrapped about(with 
many prettie knots) his naked legges. His faire auberne haire (which hee ware in 
great length , and gaue at that tumea delightfull ſhew , with being turd vpand 
downe with the breath of a gencle wind) had nothing vpon it, but white Ribbin, in 
thoſe daies vied for a Diademe. Which rouled once or twiſe about the vpper- 
moſtpart of his forchead,fell downe vpon his backe,cloſed vp ateach end withthe 
richeſt pearle wereto be ſeen in theworld. After him followed another nobleman, 
euiding th2noble Maſidorus, who had vpon him along cloake, afterthe faſhion of 
that which wee callthe Apoſtles mantle, made of purple Satten, not that purple 
which we now haue,andis but a counterfeit of the Ger«/zan purple (which yet was 
farre the meaner in price and cſtimation)bur of che right Tyr#e purple, which was 
neareſt toa colour betwixe our murry & ſcarlet. On his head, which.was blacke and 
curled, he warea Perſien Tiare,all ſet downe with rowes of ſo rich Rubies, as they 
were inoughto ſpeake for him,thatthey had toiudgeof no meane perſonage; 
In this ſort with ereted countenances, . did theſe vnfortunate Princes ſuffer 
themſeclues to bee ledde, ſhewing aright, by the compariſon of them and Gynecia, 
how to diuers perſons compaſſion is diuerſly to beeſtirred, For as to Gywecis , a 
Ladie knowne of great eſtate, and greatly eſteemed,;the more miſerable repreſen- 
tation was made of her ſudden ruine,the more mens hearts were forced to bewaile 
ſuch ancuident witnefle of weake humanitie: ſo torheſe men, not regarded becauſe 
vnknowne, but rather (beſides the deteſtation of their faR) hated as ſtrangers, the 
more they ſhould haue fallen downe in an abie@ ſemblance, the more..in flead of 
compaſſion they ſhould haue gotten contempt : but therefore,wereto vie(as I may 
terme it) the more violence of magnanimitie,and fo ro conquer the expeRation of 
the lookers with an extraordinarie vertue. And ſuch effeR indeedeit wrought: in 
the whole aſſembly, their eyes yer ſtanding as-it were in ballance to-whether of 
them they ſhould moſt diretheir ſight; Auſidorns was in ſtature ſo much higher 
than Pyrocles, as commonly is gotten by one ycares growth. -His face now begin- 
ning to haue ſome tokens ofa beard, was compoſed to a kinde of manlike beautie. 
His colour was of a well pleafing browneneſle,. and the features of it fſuch;as they 
carried both delight and maieſtie : his countenance ſcuere, and-promifing a minde 
much giuento thinking. Pyrocles of a pure complexion, and. of ſuchachearefull 
fauour,as might ſceme cicher a womans face ina boy, or an excellentboyes face in 
Q qa a Womans

a woman. His looke gentle and baſhfull, which bred the more admiration, hauin 
ſhewed ſuch notable proofes of courage. Laſtly, though both had both, if there 
weteany oddes, Muſidorus was the more goodly,and Zyrocles the more Jouely.But 
aſſoone as Mnſidoras ſaw himſelf ſo farre torth led among the people, that heknew 
toa great number of them his voice ſhould bee heard, miſdoubting their intention 
ro the Princefle Pemels, (of whom hee was more carefull than of his owne life,) 
enen as he went (though his leader ſoughtto interrupt him) hee thus with a lowd 
voice ſpak: vnto them. And is it poſſible,O Arcadiars, ſaid hee, that you can for- 
get the naturall duty you owe to your Princeſle Pamela ? hath this ſoyle beene ſo 
lictle bcholdingto hernoble Anceſters? hath ſo longa time rooted no ſurer loue 
in your hearts ro that line £ Whereis that faith to your Princes bloud, which hath 
not onely preſerued you from all dangers heretofore,but hath ſpread your fame to 
all the Nations in the world 2 Where is that iuſtice the 4rcadiavs were wont to 
flouriſh in, whoſe natureis ro render to cuery one his owne 2 Will you now keepe 
the right from your Prince,who is the onely giuer of iudgement,the key of iuſtice, 
andliteof your lawes { Doe you hope ina few yeares, to ſet vp ſuch another race, 
which nothing bur length of time can eſtabliſh 2 Will you reward Befili#- children 
with vngratcfulnefle,thevery poy ſon of manhood? Will you betray your long ſet- 
led reputation, with the fowlename of traytours ? Is this your mourning for your 
Kings dcath,to encreaſc his loſle with his daughters miſeric ? Imagine your Prince 
dothlooke out of the heauens vato you, what do youthinke he could wiſh more at 
your hands than that you doe well by his children ? And whar more honourlT pray 
youcan you doe to his obſequies, than to ſatisfic his ſoule with a louing memoitie, 
as you doc his bodie withan vnfelt ſolemnity? What haue you done with thePrin- 
celle Pamela? Pamelathe iuſt inheritrix ofthis Countrey , Pamels whom this carth 
may bee happy, that it ſhall be hereafter ſaid; ſhee was borne in Arcadia; P amela in 
her ſelfe your ornament, in her education your foſter childe,and eucrie way your 
onely Princefle, vyhat account can yourenderto your ſelues of her 2 Truely I do 
notthinke that you all know whatis become ofher : ſo ſoone may a Diamond bee 
loſt : ſo ſoone may rhe faireſtlighr in the world bee pur out. But looke, lookevnto 
ir, O Arcad;exs, be not ſowilfully robbed of your greateſt treaſure, make not 
your ſelues miniſters ro privateambitions, who doe but vſe your ſeluesto put on 
your owneyokes. Whatſoeuer you determine of vs (who muſt confeſle are bur 
ſtrangers) yer let not Beſe/ims daughters bee ſtrangers vnto you. Laſtly,howſoeuer 
you barre her from her publike ſoueraigntie, (which if youdo.little may we =_ 
of cquitie where rebcllion reignes) yet deny not that childs right vnto her,thar ſhe 
'may come and dothe laſt duties to her fathers bodie.Denie not that happineſs(if in 
ſuch a caſc there bee aniy happineſſe)to yourlate King, that his bodie may hauchis 
' laſt couch of his deareſt childe. With ſuch like broken maner of queſtions and ſpec- 
chees,was Myuſidorwe deſirous as much as in paſſing by them'hee could,to moue the 
'people totender Pamela's fortune. Bur at length , by that chey came to the indge- 
'ment place, both Simpe#has and his guider hadgrearly ſatisfied him, with the aſſu- 
ftatice they gaue him, this aſſembly of people had neither meaning nor power to 
doeanyhurttothe Princefſe, whom they all acknowledged asthcir ſoucraigne La- 
dic. Butthatthe caſtome of Areadie was ſuch! till ſhee had more yeares, the ſtate 
-of the Countrie tobe guided by a ProteRor,vnder vvhom, he and his fellow were 
toreceinetheir iudgement.

Thou ſhalt haue that thouſeckeſt ; and 
yetſhak not be opprefſour of her , whocannotchooſe but loue thee for thy fingu- 
larfaith tothy: maſter, - I doe nor ſpeake this ro procure mercie, -orto prolong my 
lfe,ao,no, ay vmo youlT will nottiue; bur.Iam enely loth, my death ſhould bee 
ved with any wrong thou ſhouldeſt doe vnto-mee, I hayie been too painfull 
2indge oueriny ſclfe,to defire pardon in others iudgement.- Lhave been too cruell 
acgexecutioner of mine owne ſoule, to defire that execution of iuſtice ſhould bee 
ſtayed for me. Alas,they that know how forrow.can rentthe ſpirits,they thatknow 
what ot New ww contained ina ſelf-condemningmind,need not fear that fear can 
keepe ſuch a'one from deſiring to be ſeparated front that which nothing but death 
can ſeparate. I therfore ſay to thee(O iuſt Indge)thatI and onely I, was the worker 
of Boſilixs death. They were theſe handsthat gaue vato him the poyſonous poti- 
ontharhachbrought deathto him, and loſſe to Arcadia, it was Iandnone but T, 
that haſtned his aged yearesto an vnnaturall end, and that haue made all his peo» 
ple orphans of theirroyall father. I amche ſubicAchar hauekilled my Prince, Iam 
the wife that haue murdred my husband, Iam a degenerate woman, an vndoer of 
this Countrey, a ſhame of my children. What wouldeſt thou haue ſaid more, Oh 
Philenax? andall this I grant, there reftethchen nothing elſe: to ſay, but that I de-. 
fireyou, you will appoint quickly ſameto rid mee'of my life, rather than theſe 
hands, whichelſe are deftinied vnro it, and that indeede it may be done with ſuch 
rr cog I may not long diciin this life, which I haue in ſo- great horrour : with that 
ee croſſed herarmes ,” and fate downe vpon the ground, attending the Iudges 
anſwer, But a great while it was, before anic bodic could bee heard ſpeake , the 
whole people concurring ina lamentable crie, ſo much had Gywecie's words and 
behauiour Rirred their hearrs to a dolefull compathon , neither in troath could 
moſt of themin their iudgements tell, whether they ſhould bee more ſorrie for her 
fault or her miſerie : forthe loſle of her cſtate, or loſle of her vertue. Bat moſt 
were moſt moued with that which was vnder their eies, the ſenſe moſt ſubie& 
to pitie. Butaclengrh the reuerent awe they ſtood in of Exarchw , brought them 
toa filent waiting his determination, who hauing well conſidered the abomi- 
aationofthefact, attending more the manifeſt pruofe of fo horriblea treſpaſle, 
confeſſed by her ſelfe, & proued by ochers,;than aniething relenting tothoſetragi- 
call phraſes of hers (aprer to ſtirrea vulgar picic, than his minde, which hated evill, 
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in whar.colours ſocuer hee faynd ir), having conſidered. awhile wirhthe principall 
men of the countrey,,, and demanded thejraltlowance, hee defivitiuely gaue this 
ſentence: That whereas both in prigate aad puplike reſpects,this woman had moſt 
hainoully off-nded (ip-priuate, becauſe marriage being the moſt holy copiundtion 
that falsco mankinde,our of whichall familics,and ſoconſequemtly all focieties dg 
proceede, which not oply by communitic of goads, but communirie of.children, 
is to knit,the mindes-ina moſt perfect vaign, which who ſo-breakes diffolues a 
humanitie,: no man living free fram the danges of ſo geare a ncighbour, ſhee had 
not anely broken it, .þug broken it with death, and the moſt pretended death thax 
might bee; Ia publike.reſpeR, the Princes perſons, beeing in all monarchall go- 
ucraments. the very knat of the peoples welfare, and lightof all theirdoings, t 
which.they are ngr only in conſcience, but ia, neceſlitic bound to be loyall, 0 had 
trayreroufly empoyſoned him , neicher regarding her countries profite, /her own 
dutic,norche rigour of the lawes.) That therefore,as well for the due ſatisfaction tg 
cternall juſtice and accompliſhmeat ofthe&resd#en (tarures,as for the euerlaſting - 
examplctoall wiues and ſubiects, ſhee ſhould preſently be conueyed tocloſe pre 
ſon, and there kepr-with ſuch foode as might ſerve ro ſuftaine heraliue, vartill the 
day of. herhusbands buriall,at which time,ſhe ſhould be buried quicke,ia-the ſame 
zombe with him ;. that ſo'his marder might beea murder to her {elfe, and ſhee for- 
ccd to keepecompany withthe body from which ſhee had made ſodeteſtable a ſo 
uerancez and laſtly death might redrefle their dif-ioyned conjunRion of marriage. 
His iudgement was received of thewhole aflemoly, as notwith dilliking; ſo with 
great altoniſhmenr, the greatneſſeafthe maxter and perſon as it were ouerprefling 
the might of their conceits. But when.they did ſet it tothe beame, withthe mon- 
ſtrouſneſle of her ougly miſdeed, they could norbut yeeldin their hearts, there was 
no ouerballancing. As for Gynesia, who had already ſettled her thoughes,not only 
x0 looke but long for this euenr, hauing in this time of her vexation, found a ſweet- 
neſle in the reſt ſhe hoped by dearth (with a countengnce witneſling ſhe had before- 
hand ſo paſſed throughall the degrees of ſorrow, thar hee had no new looke to fi- 
gure forth any more)roſe vp, and effered forth her faire hands to bee bound or led 
as they would, being indeed troubled wich no part of this judgement, buetchat her 
death wasas ſhe thought long delayed. They that were appointed for-it,conueyed 
her tothe place ſhe was in before, where the guard was releeued, and rhe number b 
eacreaſed rokeepe her more ſure forthe time of her execution ; Nonepfthem all 
that led her,though moſt of them were ſuch, whoſe hearts had been longihardened 
With the often exerciſing ſuch offices, being able to-bar tegres fromrhewreyes, and 
.other manifeſt tokens of compaſſionate ſorrow. So goodly a vertuc is axeloluge 
conſtancic, that euen in euilldeſeruers, it ſeemesthat partic might baug beene ng- 
rably welldeſeruing.Thus the excellent Lady Gywecis,hauing paſſed five andthir- 
ty yearesof her age,euen tothe admiration of a beautifull miade & body, and ha- 
uing notin her owne knowledge, ener gona her ſoule with any wilfull vice, but 
her tmmmoderate loue of Ze/mene, was brought firſt by the violence of that ill-an- 
 ſwered paſsion,&then by the deſpairing conceirſhe took ofthe iudgment of God 
in her husbands death and her owne | amomang purpoſely ro ouerthrow her {clfe, 
. and confirme by a wrong confeGion, tharabhominable ſhame, which with her 
wiſedome, jioynedtothetruth, perhaps ſhe might haue refelled. Then, did Ever- 
 chus aske Philanax,whetherit were he that would chargethe two young priſoners, 
or that ſome other ſhoulddoe ir, and he fit, according to his;eſtate, as an. aſsiltant 
in the iudgement. Philanex told him as before hee had dobe, that hee thought no 
man 
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man could lay manifeſt the naughrineſſc of thoſe rwo yong men, with fo muchei: 


ther truthor zcale as himſelfe,and therfore he defired be might doe this laſt ſervice 
ro his faithfully beloued maſter, as toproſecutethe'trayterous cauſers of his death 
and diſhotour ; which being done; tus part hee meant togiue vpall dealing in 

licke affaires,fince that man was gone who had made hitn Nite them. Philanax 
thus being ready to ſpeake, the two Printes were commanndedro tell their names, 
who anſwered according to their agreethents; thatthey were Diapbantres of Lycia, 
& Pelledias Prince of Iberis. Which when they had ſaid;they demanded to know 
by what authoritic they could judge ofthem, ſince they werenot onely forreners 
znd ſonort borne vaderthelr lawes, butabſolure Princes, 'and therefore-not robe 
touched by lawes. Bur anſwer wis preſently tnade them, that L4cadie Lawes 
were to-hauerheir force vpon any were found in Lrcadis.: fince ſtrangers hane 
ſcope toknow the cuſtomes of a country, before they purthemſelues in ir: & when 
they once areentred, they muſt know,thatwhat by many was made, muſt nor for 
one bee broken. And ſo much lefle for a ſtranger, as heeisrolooke for no priui- 
ledge inthat place,to which in time gf neede, his ſeruice is norro be expetted. As 
for theirbeing Princes, whether rhey were ſo or no, the beleefe ſtood intheir own 
words; Which they had ſodiuerfſly falfified, -as they did nor deſerue beleefe. Bur 
wharſoeuer they were, Arcadia was to ackhowledge them bur as priate men, 
ſince they were nicither by Magiſtracie noralliance tothe princely bloudgtoclaime 
any thitigin thatregion; Therefore if they had offended (which now by the plain- 
tife and their defence was to bee lawes of nations, by the ro 
of nationsthey wertto be chaſtiſedt ifagainſtthe peculiar ordinancesof the pro- 
uince, thoſe peculiarordinances were to lay hold of them. The Princes ſtoode a- 
while vpon that,demianding leafureto giue _—_ knowledgeof their greatneſle, 
but when they were anſwered, that ina caſeof aPrinces death, the Law of thar 
Countrey had eter Been, that inimediatetriall ſhould be had they were forced to 
yeelde, reſolved that in thoſe names, they would as niuch as they could, couerthe 


ſhameof their royall parentageand keepeas long as mT bee(tfeuill weredeter- 
are 


mined againſt them) theeuill newes fromtheifec: | kinsfolke, wherein the 
chicfe man they conſidered was Ewarcbus : whom the ſtrange and ſecret working 
of iuſticehad brought to be the iudge overthem, in ſuch a ſhadow, or rather pit 
of darkeneſſe, the wormiſh- mankind liues,thar neitherthey know how to foreſee, 
nor whartofeare : andare like tenisbals, toffed by the racket of the higher pow- 
ers. Thus both ſides ready, ir was determined,betauſetheir caſes were ſeparated, 
firſt Fbi/ensx ſhould be heard y_ Pyrocles, whom they termed Diaphantss, and 
that heard, the others cauſe d follow, and fo receiue together ſuch iudge- 
ment, a5 they ſhouldbe found to haue deſctuced. But Planar that wits even ſhort 
breathed at the firſt, with the extreme vehemencie hee hadto ſpeake againſt them, 
ſtroking once or twice his forehead, arid wiping his cycs,(which either wepr,or he 
would at that time haue them ſeeme to weepe) _— firſt ypon Pyroc/es, as if he 
had proclaimed all hatcfulnefſc againſthim, humbly turning ro Evarchws, (who 
with quiet grauitie,ſhewed greatattentionJhe thus began his Oration, That which 
all men; who take vpon them to aceuſe another, are wont to deſire (moſt wor- 
thy Protector) to haue many proofesof faults in them they ſeeke ro haue condem- 


' ned + tharis co me iathis preſent ation,my greateſt comber,8 annoyance. For the 
-tumberis ſo grear, and the qualitie ſo monſtrous, of the enormities this wretched 


yong man hath commirted, that neither I in my ſclfe, can tell where tobegin (my 


thoughts being confuſed with the horrible multitude of them) ncither doeI think 


| your 
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- your vertuous eares Will be able ro endure the report : but will rather imagine, you 
hear ſome Tragedic inuented of the extremitie of wickednes,than a iuſt recitall of a 
wickedneſſe indeed committed: for ſuch is the diſpoſition of the moſt ſincere iudg- 
. ments, that as they can belecue meane faults, and ſuch as mans nature may {lide in- 
to, ſo when they paſſe to a certaine degree, nay when they paſle all degrees of vn- 
ſpeakeable naughtineſle, then finde they in themſelues a hardneſſe to giue credit 
that humane creatures can ſo fromall humanity be transformed.But in my ſelf,the 
ſtrength of my fairh to my dead maſter will helpe the weakeneſſe of my memorie, 
in you, your excellent loue of iuſtice will force you to vouchſafeattention : and as 
for the marter,it is ſo manifeſt, ſo pitifull cuidences lye before your eyes of it,that 
I ſhal need to be but a brief recounter, & no rhetoricall enlarger of this moſt harm- 
full miſchicfe.I willtherefore,in as few words,as fo huge a treſpaſſe can be contai- 
' ned,deliuer vnto you the ſum of this miſcrable fa: leauing oura great numberof 
particular tokens of his naughtineſle, 8 onely touching the eſfentiall points of this 
dolefull caſe. This man, whom to begin withall I know norhow to name, fincebe- 
ing comeinto this countrie, vnaccompanied like a loſt pilgrime,from amangrewa 
woman,from a woman a rauiſher of women,thencea priſoner, and now a Prince: 
But this Ze/mane,this Diaphantus,this what you will (for any ſhape ortitle heecan 
rake ypon him, that hath no reſtraint of ſhame) hauing vnderſtood theſolitary life 
my late maſter liued, and conſidering how open he had layd himſelfeto any trayre- 
rous attempt, for the firſt maske of his talſhood, diſguiſed himſelfe like a woman : 
which beingthe more fimple and hurtleſſe ſexe,might calter hide his ſubtle harme- 
fulnefſe, And preſenting himſelfto my maſter,the moſt curreous Princetharliued, 
was receiued of him with ſo great graciouſneſle,as mighthauc boundnot only any 
gratefull minde,but might haue mollifiedany enemies rancour. But this venemays 
ſerpent,admitted thus into his boſome,as contagion wil eaſily find a firbody forir, 
ſo had he quickly falne into ſo neat acquaintance withthis naughty woman, whom 
eue now you haue moſt iuſtly c6demned,that this was her right hand,ſhe ſaw with 
no eyes but his, nor ſeemed to haueany life bur ia him, ſoglad ſhe was to finde one 
more cunning than her ſclfe,in couering wickedneſle witha modeſt veile. What is 
to be thought paſſed betwixt twoſuch vertuous creatures, wherofthe onehath con» 
feſſed murder,8 the other rape, Ieaue to your wiſe conſideration. For my hart ha- 
ſtens to tlie miſerable point of B.ſiliws murder,for the executivg of 'w** with moge 
facility,this yong nymph of Dians's bringing vp,fainedcertain rites ſhe had to per- 
forme: ſo furious an impietic had caried him fr6 all remembrance of goodnes,that 
he did not onely not feare the gods,as the beholders and puniſhers of ſo vagadly a 
villany,bur did blaſphemouſly vſerheir ſacredholy name,as a miniſter vato it, And 
forſooth a caue here by was choſen, for the temple of his deuotions,a caue of ſuch 
darkeneſſe,as did prognoſticate,hee meant to pleaſe the infernall powers; for there 
this accurſed caytife, vpon thealtar of falſhood, ſacrificed the lite of the vertuous 
Baſilins,By what means he trained him thither, alas I know not, for if I might haue 
knowne it, either my life had accompanied my ' maſter, or this fellowes death had 
preſerued him. But this may fuffice,that in themouth of thisCaue,where this tray- 
tor had his lodging and chappell; when already maſter ſhepheard his companien 
had conueyed away the vndoubred inheritrix of this countrey, was Gynecte found 
by the deadcorps of her husband,newly cmpoyſoned rrelled inthe garments 
of the yong Ladie, and readic no queſtion tohaue fledro-ſome place, according 


to their conſort, bur that ſhee was by cerraine honE&ftſhepheards arreſted : while 


in the mmeanetime;, becauſe there ſhould bee left no reuenger of. this bloydic gs 
cet, 
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chicf,this noble Amezoz was violently gotren intothe chamber of the Lady Ph11s- 
clea,where by the mingling (as much as in him lay)of her ſhame with his miſdeed, 
he might enforce her to beacceſlary to her fathers death, 8 vader the countenance 
of her and her fiſter(againſt whom they knew wee would notrebell)ſeaz as it were 
wich one gripe into their trecherous hands, the regiment of this mighty Province, 
Put the almighty elec preueted him of the end of his miſchief,by viinga villain De- 
wet his hand to incloſe him in there where with as much fortificatioas in a houle 
could be madc,he thought himſelfe in moſt ſecuririe. Thus ſee you moſt iuſt iudge, 
2 ſhortand ſimple ſtorie ofthe infamous miſcric falne vpon this Countrey. Indeed 
infamous,fince by an effeminate man, wee ſhould ſuffer a greater ouerthrow, than 
our mightieſt enemies haue been euer able to lay vpon vs. And that all this, which I 
haue ſaid is moſt manifeſt, as well of the murdering of B«ſ#lies, as the rauiſhing of 
Philoclea(for thoſe two parts I eftabliſh of my accuſation) whois of ſo incredulous 
aminde, or rather who will ſo ſtop his eyes from ſeeing a thing clearer than the 
light, as not to hold for aſſured ſo palpable a matter. For to begin with his moſt 
cruell miſdeed,is it tobe imagined, thar Gymecia(a woman though wicked, yet wit- 
ty)would haue attempted & atchicucd an enterpriſe,no lefſe hazardous than horri- 
ble, without hauing ſome counſellor in the beginning, and ſome comforter in the 
performing ? Had ſhee, who ſhewed her thoughts were ſo ouer-ruled with ſome 
ſtrange defire, as in deſpite of God, natnre and womanhoode, to execute that in 
deeds, which in words we cannor heare withouttrembling £ had ſhee I ſay no pra- 
Rice to leade her vntoir? Or had ſhe a pratice without conſpiracie © Or could ſhe 
conſpire without ſome body to conſpire with ? Andif one were,who fo likely as 
this, tro whom ſhe communicated I am ſure herminde, the world thinkes her bo- 
\ die? Neither lether words taking the whole fault vpon her ſclfe, bee herein any 
thing auaileable. For to thoſe perſons who haue vomitted out of their ſoules 
all remnants of goodneſle, there reſts a certaine pride incuill, and bauing elſe no 
ſhadow of glorie left them, they glory to bee conſtant in iniquity, and that God 
knowes muſt bee held out tothe laſt gaſpe, withput reuealing their accomplices ; 
As thinking great courage is declared in being neither affeard of the heauens, 
nor aſhamed of the world. But let Gyweczs's ation dye with her ſelfe, what can all 
the carthanſwer for his comming hither © Why alone, if he bea Prince 2 How 
ſo richly iewelled if he be nota Prince ? Why then a woman if now a man 2 Why 
now Diephantus, if then Zelmane? Was allthis play for nothing, or if it had an 
end, what end but the endof my deare maſter ?. Shall wee doubt ſo many ſecret 
conferences with Gy#ecis, ſuch fained fauour to the ouer-foone ages Beſilins, 
a Caye madea lodging , andthe ſame lodging madea Temple of his Religion, 
laſtly ſuch changes and trecheries,as a quiet Poetcould ſcarce fill a Pocme withall, 
. werediretedtoany lefle ſcope than to this monſtrous murther 2 Oh ſnakie ambi- 
tion, whichcan windethy ſelfeto ſo many figures, toſlide thitherthou defireſtto 
come ! O corrupted reaſon of mankinde,that canyeeldro.deformethy ſelfe with 
fofilthy defires ! AndO hopeleflſe bee thoſe mindes, whom ſo vnnaturall defires 
doe not withtheir owne ouglinefle ſufficiently terrifie ! But. yetcuen of fauour 
let vsgrant him thus much more, as to fancie that in theſe foretold things, for- 
tune might be a great Actor, perchance toan evill end, yet to alefſeeuill end all 
theſe entangled deuiſes were cntended. But Ibeſeech your Ladiſhippe, my Ladic

coinhabitors or world-citizens together)hatheuer required publikeperions ſhoald 
be of all partics eſpecially regarded, fince tiototely in peace but in watre,ndtonly 
Princes, but heralds and trumpers;-arewirh grear reaſop-cxempted frominiuries, 
This point is true, bur yer ſotrue; as hey thar will recciuethe benefirofacuſtome, 
 muſtnorbethe firſtta breakeir; for then'canthey not eomplaine, if they:bee ridr 
helprby that which'they themſclues hurt. Ia Prince doeaRts of hoſtilitie, with» 
out denouncing warre, if he breake his oathofamitie, or itnumerable ſuch other 
thingg contrarie tothe law of armes,he mufttake heed how: he fall intotheir hands 
whomheeſo I then is courtefiethe beſt cuſtome he canclaime; much 
more theſe men, whochauenotonly-lefttodoe like Princes, but to-belike Princes, 
not onelyentred into-4rcadis, and ſointothe 4dreadien orders, but-intodomeſti- 
call ſcruices , and ſoby making themſclues priuate,deprived themſcluesvfreſpe&t 
duetotheir publike calling. For ho proportioo it were of iultice that aman-mighy 
make himſelfeno Prince when he would docuill,and mightanewcreatehi 
a Prince when he would not ſufferevill. Thus'tierefore by aHlawesofnawure and 
nations, and eſpecially by thetr owne puttingthemſclues out of the ſanQuarieof 
them,” theſe young men cannot in'iuſtice angide theiudgement : burlikepriuate 
men muſt have their doings either cleared, excuſed, or condemned.

To the firſt they vie direc deniall,: tothe ſe- 
cond, qualificationand excuſe. They deny the murtherof;the- King; and agai 
mighty preſumptionsbring forth ſome probable anſwers,w® they do pri R 
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fortifie withthe Queenes — ſelfe onely culpable. Certainly as in 
cqualitie of conieQures,we are norto take hold of the worſe, but rather to be glad 
we may figd any hope that mankind is not growne monſtrous (being vndoubtedly 
leſſe evill aguilty man ſhould eſcape, than a guiltleſle periſh) ſo if in the reſt they be 
ſpotleſe,rhen is thisno farther to bere red. But if they haue aggrauated theſe 
ſuſpicions withnewevils, then are thoſe ſuſpicions ſo farrerv ſhewrhemſelues, as 
tocauſe the other points to be throughly examined, and with lefle fauour weyed, 
ſince this no man can denie, they haue beene accidental , ifnor principall cauſes 
of the death. Now then weare todetermine of the other matters,which are 
lid tothein; whereinthey doe not denic the fa, but denic, or at leaſt diminiſh the 
faulr* burfieſt I may remember(though ic were not firſtalleaged by thetn) the ſer-

bur racherſo/much the more puniſhedgas hauing ſhewed he knew how to be gaod, 
yer would again 'his knowledge bee:naught” The fact then is nakedly withour 
paſſion or partialitic ro be viewed: wherin withourall queſtion they are equally cul- 
rms; he thattermes himſelfe D/aphenres, were ſooner diſappointed of 
is parpoſe of conveying away the ILady Philocles,than he that perſwaded thePrin- 
cells Famolvto flie her countrey, and accompaniedherin it : yet ſeeing incauſes of 
this nature;the will by the rules of iuſtice ſtandetliforthe EP are both alike 
tobe found gviltic, andguilic of haynous rauifliment. Forthough they rauiſhed 
them-not from themſclues, yerthey rauiſhedthem from hinuchat owed them,which 
was their father. Ana@puniſhed by al] the Grecian lawes, bythe loſle of the head, 
aa moſexecrable theft, For if they muſt dye; who ſteale from vs our goods, how 
much morethey,who ſteale from vs chat, for which wee gather our goods 2 and if 
ourlaweshaue it ſo in the priuate perſons, much: more forcible are they robe in 
Princeschildren,where one ſteals as it were the-whole ſtate and well beingof' that 
people, being tyedby the ſecrer of a long vie, tobe gourrned by none but thenext 

r ; Neither letrany manimaruell, our anceſtors haue beene ſo (euere in 

_ theſecaſes;ffince the example of the Phericien Europe, but eſpecially of Grecian 
Helene, ath taught them, what renner growne of fuchſ{parkles;And 
ughifelenc wasa wife, & this burachild;thar beotechnor.fiace the principall 
canſeof mariying wiues,is,that we may haue children of our owne. Butnowlervs 
fee how theſe yong men (truly fortheir perſons worthy of piry, ifthey had right- 
lypicied themſ{elues):doegoec abonrtro mitigate the' vehemencie of their ertours, 
Some of vheirexcuſes are commonto both, ſome peculiar onely to him that was 
the ſhepheard.” Both remember the forte of loue, and asir wererhe mending vp 
of the matrterby cheirmagriage': if thar vnbridled d-ilire which is intituled:$0ne; 
might facha fickneſle as this, ſurely wee ſhould hage many loving excuſes of 
hateful miſchiefe. Nay rarher, no miſchiefe ſhould be committed, rhar ſhould noc 
be veiled vader the name of loue, For as wel he thar ſteals mighralleage the loue of 
monyzherhat murders;cthe lone of reuenge;he that rebels, rhe loue of grearneſle, as 
theadultererthe louc of a woman, -Since they doe in all ſpeeches affirme they'louc 
thac,which awill | —_ paſſion maketh chem to follow : bur-loue may hate no 
fuch _ - hat ſweete and heauenlyvniring of the minds; which properly is 
dioue, hath no other knot but vertue, andtherefore if ir beearight loue,itcan 
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never ſlide into anie aRion that i3 not vertuous. The other; 8& indeed more effeQual 
reaſon is,that they may be married varo them, & ſo honorably redreſs the diſhonor 
of them, whom rhis matter ſeemeth moſt to touch, Surely if the queſtion vvere; 
what were convenient for the parties , .and not whar is iuf in the never changi 

juſtice,there might be-much ſaid in ir. Bur herein wee muſt conſider,that the lawes 
looke how to ptcuent by due examples; that ſuch things be not done: & not howts 
ſaue ſuch things when they are done. For it the governors of juſtice ſhall rake ſuch 
a ſcope, as to meaſure the foote ofthe law by aſhiew of conueniencie, and meaſure 
that conueniencie not by the publike ſocieric, but by that which is fitteſt for them 
which oftcnd : young —_— men; and rich-men, ſhall euer finde ——_ 
veniences how-to palliate ſuch Committed diſorders,as tothe publike thall not on- 
ly be inconvenient, but peſtilent, The marriage perchance might bee fir for them, 
but verie vaſit were it tothe ſtate, toallowa pattetne of ſuch procurations of mar-= 
riage. And thus muchdoethey both alleage, Further goes her char wene withthe 
Princefle Pamele,and requireth the benefit of a Counſcllor, who hath place of free 

' per{waſion : &the reaſonable excuſe of a ſeruant,thar did bur wait of his Miſtreſs, 
Vichour all queſtion, - as Counſellors haue great cauſe to take heede how they ad- 
uiſe any thingdireQly oppofitero the forme of thar preſent gouernment, eſpecial» 
ly when they do ir fingly without publike allowance : yer ſo is the caſe much more 
apparant; fince neither ſhee was an effectuall Princeſle, her father being thenaliue; 
and though hee had beene dead,ſhe not cometothe yeares of authoritie; nor heher 
ſeruant in ſuchmaner to obey her,butby his own preferment firſt belonging to D#- 
met4s,and then tothe king, and therefore if not by Arcadie lawes, yetby houſhold 
orders;bound to have donenothing without his ag reement- Thus therefore ſince 
the deedesaccomplithed by theſe rwo, are both abominable and inexcuſable,I' do 
in the behalte of iuſtice, and by the force of Arcadia lawes pronounce, that Dis» 
phantss ſhall be rhrowne our of 4 high tower to receiuc hisdeath by his fall, Pelle- 
aixs ſhall be beheaded, therime beforethe ſunneſer: the place, in Mantines:the cxe- 
cutioner,; Dametas : which office hee ſhall execute all the daies of his life, for his 
beaſtly torgerting the carefull duetie hee owed to his charge. This ſaid, hee turned 
_ ro Philapax, and twoof the orher Noblemen, commanding them to ſee 
the iudgemenr preſently performed. Philanex more greedie than an er of his 
cy, went ſtraight to lay hold of the cxcellent priſoners, who caſting a farewell 
ooke one vpon the other;repreſentedin their faces as much vnappalled conſtancy; 
avthe moſtexcellent courage can deliver in outward graces. Yetif atall there were 
any ſhew of change in them, ir was thar P3rovl/es was ſomewhat nearer to baſhful- 
nefſc, and Mufidorwsro anger, both ouer-ruledby reaſon & reſolution. Butas with 
greatnumber of armed men,Philavax wasdeſcending vnto them,and that Auſds- 
rus was beginning to ſay ſomething in 2yroc/es behalte, behold Kel/ander, that with 


armes caſiabroad,and open mouth came crying to Euarches, _ a ſtrangerin 
his hand that cryed much more than he,deſiring they might be heard ſpeak before 
the priſoners were re1toued,cuen the noble Gentleman Simperbus aided them in 
and taking ſuchas hee could command, ſtopped Philenax berwixtentreatic 
force,from cartying away the Princes, vntillic were-heard what new matters theſe 
men did bring, Soagainemountingrto the Tribunall, they hearkenedrto the ftran- 
gers vehemenr{peech,or ratherappaſſionate exclayming, It was indeed K«/odalns, 
the faithfull friend of Aduſidoras, ro whom his maſter, whea in deſpite of his beſt 
Pr determinations hee firſt became aſlaue to affeRion, had ſent the ſhep- 
ard Mewalcaq to be arreſted: by the helpe'of whoſe rayment in the meane = 
aduanced 
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2duanced himſelte to that eftare, which hee accounted moſt high, becauſe irmighe 
| be ſerviceable to thar fancie,which he had placed moſt high in his mtnde. For Afe- 
nalces hauing faithfully performed his errand, was as fairhfully impriſonedby &«- 
lodulgs Butas Keloduims performed the firſt part of his duety in doingthe comman- 
dement of his Prince : ſo vvas hee with abundance of fincere loyaltie extremely 
perplexed vvhen hee ynderſtood of Mevalcas the ſtrange diſguiling of his beloved 
maſter, For as the as hee and his coufin Pyrecles had donein js, had filled 
all the cares ofthe Theſa/iens and Macedeniens with noleſle ioy than admiration : 
ſovyas the feare of their loſſe no leſle grieuous vnto them, when by the noiſe of re- 
port they vaderſtood of their lonely commirting themſelues to the Sea, the iflue 
of which they had no way learned, But now that by Menalcas he perceived 
vvhere hee was, gheffing the like of Pyrocles,comparing the vnuſedneſle of this a& 
vvith the varipenefle of their agegſeeing in generall conicQure they could do it for 
nothing that might nor fall out dangerous : he was ſomewhile troubled with him- 
ſclfe,whatro doe,betwixt doubt of their hurt,and doubt of their diſpleaſure. Often 
he vyas minded(as his ſafeſt and honeſteſt way)ro reuecaleit tro the King Evarchas : 
that both his authority might preuent anie domage to them, and vader his vvings 
he himſelfe might remaine fate. But conſidering aiourney to Byzawrimom (vvhereas 
yet he ſuppoſed Esarches lay) would require more time,than he yvas willing rtore- 
maine doubtfull of his Princescſtate, he reſolued at length to vvrite the matter to 
Ex4archus,and himſclte the while to goc into Arcadia : vncertaine vyhatto do when 
hee came thither, burdetermined todoe his beſt ſeruiceto his dearemaſter, if by 
any good fortune hee might finde him. And ſoit happened, that being cuen:this 
day come to Mentines, and as vvarily and attentiuely as hee could, gining carero 
all reports,in hope to heare ſomething of them hee ſought, hee ſtraight receiued a 
ſtrange rumour of theſe things : but ſo vncertainly, as: pepular reports carry fo 
rare accidents. Bur this by all men he was willed,to ſecke out Ka/ender a great Gene 
tlemanof rhat Countrey, who would ſooneſt ſatisfic him of all occurrents. T hus 
inftruted hee came even about the midſt of Everchws iudgement to the deſert: 
where ſeeing great mulitudes, and hearing vaknowne names of Palledixs: and 
Diephantws,and notable to prefleto the place where Exerchas fate, he enquired for 
Kalander,and was ſoone brought vnto him, partly becauſe he was generally known 
yntoall men, and partly becauſe hee had withdrawne himſclfe from the preaſe; 
when he perceiued by Ex41chas words vvhither they tended, being notable to ene 
dure his gueſts condemnation. Hee enquired forthwith of Ka/ander the cauſeiof 
the aſſembly ;and whether the fame were truc of Z#archas preſence: who with ma» 
pie teares made adolefull recitall vato him, borhof the Amazon and ſhepheard, 
ſetting forth their naturall graces, and lamenting their pitifull vadoing. Bur rhis 
deſcription made Ka/odu/us immediately know the ſhepheard was his Duke, 'and 
ſoiudging the other to bee P3rocles, and ſpeedily communicating it to.Ke/ander, 
who he ſaw did fauour their caſe, they brake the preaſe with aſtoniſhing cuery 
man with their cries. And being cometo Exerchus, Kalodalss fell at his feete, telling . 
him thoſe he had iudged, were his owne Sonneand Nephew, theonethe comfort 
of Macedon,the other the onely Ray of The//alis. Withmany ſuch like words, bur 
as from amanthat aflured himſelfe in that matter hee ſhould neede ſmall ſpeectr, 
while Ka/awaer made itknowne to all men, what the priſoners were : ro whom 
hee cried they ſhould ſalute their father, and ioy inche good hap the gods had ſear 
them ; who were no lefle glad, thanall the people amazed ar the ſtrange cuent- of 
theſe matters. Euen Philenax owne reuengetull heart was mollified j- when W ſaw 
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from diners parts of the world ſo neare kinſmen ſhould meete in ſuch aneceſſitie, 
And withallthe fame of ?yrocles and Maſidores, greatly drew himtoa compaſſio- 
nate conceit, and had alreadie vnclothed his face of all ſhew of malice. Bur Euer- 
chus ſtaid a good vvhile vpon himſelte, like a valiant man that ſhould recceiue a no- 
table encounter, being vehemently ſtricken with the fatherly loue of ſoexcellene 
children, and ſtudying vvith his beſt reaſon , whar his officerequired: at lengrh 
with ſuch a kind of gravitie,as was neareto ſorrow, he thus vetered his mind: I rake 
witneſle of the immortall gods (ſaid hee} O. 4rcadians, that what this day I have 
faid, hathbeene out of my aſſured perſwaſion, what iuſtice it ſelfe and your juſt 
lawes require. Though ſtrangersthento mee, I had no defire to hurt them, butlea- 
uing afideall con{iderations of the perſons, I weighed the matter which you com- 
mitred into my hands, with my moſt ynpartiall and fartheſt reach of reaſon. And 
thereout haue condemned them ro loſetheir lives, contaminated with ſo manie 
foule breaches of hoſpitality,ciuility 8 vertue. Now contrary toallexpe@ations, 
I find them tobe my onely ſonne and nephew,ſuch vpon whom you ſee whar gifts 
nature hath beſtowed: ſuch who haue ſo ro the wonder of the world heretofore be- 
haued themſclues, as might iuetuſt cauſe to the greateſt hopes; .thar in ah excel- 
lent youth may be conceiued. Laftly, in few words, ſuch,in whom T placed allmy 
mortall ioyes,and choughtmy ſelfe now neare my graue,torecouer anew life. But 
alas, ſhall Iuſtice halt ? Or ſhall ſhee winke in ones cauſe, vvhich had Lywces cies 
in anothers * Orrathet ſhall all priuate reſpeds giue placeto that holy name 2 Bee 
it ſo, beit ſo, let my gray haires be laid in the duſt with ſorrow, let the ſmall rem- 
nant of my life beto mean inward and outward deſolation, and to the world a ga- 
zing ſtocke of wretched miſerie : but neuer,neuer let facredrightfulneſſe fall : it is 
immorcall,and immorrtally ought to bee preſerucd. It rightly I hauc iudged, then 
rightly I hauc iudged mine owne children : valeſſe the name of a child ſhould have 
forceto change the neuer changing Iuſtice., No,no, Pyrocles and Muſidorus , I pre- 
ferre you much before my life;bur I preferre Tuftice as farre before you: while you 
didlike your ſelues, my body ſhould willingly haue beene your ſhield,but I cannot 
keep you from rheeffeas of your owndoing:nay I canor in this caſeacknowledge 
you for mine: for neucr had I ſhepheard to my nephew,nor euer had woman tomy 
ſon,your vices haue degraded you from being Princes,8& haue diſanuld your birth- 
right. Therefore,if there be any thing left in you of Princely vertue,ſhew it in con- 
ſtant ſuffering , that your vnprincely dealing hath purchaſed vato you. For my 
part I muſt tell you, you haue forced a father ro rob himſelfe of his children. Doe 
youtherefore,O Philenex, and you my other Lords of this countrie, ſeethe iudge- 
ment bee rightly performedin time,place and manner, as before appointed, With 
that,though he would hauc refrainedthem, a man might perceiue the teares dr 
downe his long white beard. Which moued not onely K/odsles and Kslander to 
roring lamentations, but all theafſembly _ record that pitifull ſpeRa- 
cle. Philanex himſelfe could notabſtaine from great ſhewes of pitying ſorrow,arid 
manifeſt withdrawing from performing the kings commandement, But Mafide- 
r#s hauing the hope of his ſafetie, and recouering of the Princeſle Pamels, which 
made him moſt deſirous to liue, ſo fodainely daſhed ; bnt eſpecially moned for his 
deare Pyrocles, for whom hee was euer reſolued his laſt ſpeech ſhould be,and ſtirred 
vp with rageof vakindnefle, he thus ſpake:Enioy thy bloudy conqueſt;ryrannicall 
Exarchss,(aid he;for neither is convenient the title of a kingtoa murtherer, gor 
remembrance of kindred toa deſtroyer of his kindred, Goe home and DE 
' hath beene in thy power, ſhametully to kill Mufidores. Let thy 7 In

dedicate Crownes of Laurellvntothee, that the firſt of thy race thou haſt ouer- 
thtowna prince of The/alis.But forme ThopetheTheſ/aliencare not ſo degenerate 
from their anceſtors,but that they will revenge my iniury,8& their lofle vyponthee.[ 
my death'is no more vniuſtro me,than itſhalbe bitter tothee, howſoeuerir be, 
my death ſhall triumph over thy cruelty ; neither as now would liue,to make my 
life beholding vnto thee: But if thy cruelry hath not ſo blinded thine cies,that thou 
canſt not ſcerhine own hurt,if thy hart be not ſodineliſh,as thou haſt no power but 
tororment thy ſelf,then look vpon this yong Pyroc/es with a manily eie, if not with 
a pirifull: Give not occafion tothe whole carth to ſay, fee how the gods haue made 
the tyrant tear his own bowels!Examine theeies 8 voices of al this people,8 whar 
al men ſce,be not blind in thine own cauſe.Look, I ſay look vpon him, in whom the 
moſt curious ſearcher is able to finde no fault, burthat he is thy ſonne. Beleeue ir, 
thy owne ſubics wil deteſt thee, for robbing them of ſuch a Prince,in whom they 
haue right as well as thy ſelf. Some more words tothat purpoſe he would haue ſpo- 
ken: but Pyrocles who often had cald to him, did now fully interrupt him, defiring 
him nor to doe him the wrong to giue his father ill words before him, willing him 
toconfider it was their owne fault, & not his vniuſtice, & withall,to remember their 
reſolution of well ſuffering all accidents, which this impatiencie did ſeeme to varie 
from: & then kneeling down with all humblenefle, he rooke the ſpeech in this order 
to Enarchis :If my daily praiers tothe almighty gods, had ſo farre prevailed, as to 
haue granted me the end whereto I haue direQed my aQions, I ſhould rarher haue 
beene now a comfort to your minde,than an example of your juſtice ; rather apre- 
ſerver of your memory by my life,than a monumet of your iudgmentby my death. 
But fince it hath pleaſed their vnſearchable wiſedomes to ouerthow all the defir 
Thad to ſerue you, and make me becomeia ſhame vnto you; fince the laſt obedience 
Ican ſhew you is to die : vouchſafe yet O father (if my fault hauenort made me al- 
rogether vaworthy ſoto terme you): vouchſate Hay toler the few and laſt words 
your ſonne ſhall ever ſpeak,not tobe tediotis vnto you. And if the remembrance of 
my vertuous mother,who oncewas dear Ynto you, may beare any ſway with you, 
if the name of Pyrocles haue at any time becne pleaſant, let one requeſt of mine, 
which ſhall notbee for mine owne life, be graciouſly accepred of you, What you 
owe toiuſtice is performed in my death t-a father to haueexecured his only ſonne, 
will leaue a ſufficient example for a greater crimethan this. My bloud will fatisfie 
the higheſt point of cquitie, my bloud will fatisfierhe hardeſt hearted in this coun- 
| rxey. O ſaverhe life of this Prince ;thatis the onely all I will with my laſt breath 
demand of you. With what face will you looke vpon your ſiſter, when inre-

A child,cried out Mafiderss,to himtharkills 
 Pyrocles ? with that he fell again toentreate for Pyrocles,and Pyrocles as faſt for Ztw- 
fidorus,cach employing his wit how to ſhew himſelf moſt worthy to die,to ſuchan 
admiration of all the beholders, that moſt of them examining the matter by their 
owne paſlioris, thought Exerches, (as often extraordinary excellencies, not beeing 
rightly conceiued,doe rather offend than pleaſe)an obſtinate hearted man,and fi 
an one, who being pirilefſe, his dominion muſt needs be inſupportable.Bur Exerchs 
thac felthis owne miſerie more than they,and yer loued goodneſſe more than him- 
ſelfe, with ſuch a ſad aſſured behauiour as Ceo killed himſclfewithall,when he had 
heard the verermoſt of that their ſpeech tended vato, he commanded againe they 
ſhould be carried away, riſing vp fromthe ſcate(which he would much rather have 
wiſhed ſhould haue bit his graue )}and looking who wouldrake the charge wherero 
_ every one was exceeding backward.But as this pitiful marer was entring into,thoſe 
that were next the Dukes bodie, might heare from vnder the veluet wherewirth hee 
was couered, a great voyce of groning.

For ſo it was, that the dri zued, 
was neitheras Gyzecza firſt imagined, a loue potion, nor asir was after thought 
deadly poyſon, but a drinke made by norable art,and as it was thought nor without 
naturall magick,to procure for thirtie houres ſuch a deadly ſkeep,as ſhould's 
all ſhew of life.The cauſe of the making of this drinke had firſt bin,that a Princeſſe 
of Cyprus,grandmother to Gyzecia,being notably learned/and yer notable with all 
her learning to anſwer the obiections ftpid) did furioufly loue a young noble» 
man of her fathers Court.Who fearing the kings rage, and not once daring either

eo attempt or accept ſo high a place,ſhe made that ſleeping drink, and found means = 


by a truſtie ſeruant of hers (who of purpoſe inuiced him to his chamber)ro procure 
him, thar ſuſpeRed noſuch thing,to receiue it. Which done, he no way ableto refit 
was ſecretly caried by him into apleaſantchamber,inthe midft ofa garden ſhehad 
of purpoſe provided forthis enterpriſe, wherethat ſpace of time, pleafing her ſclfe

doore, and there finding his horſe (which his Page had brought by his appoint- 
ment) be rid away,whither he knew nor, and much card nor, ſo he might leauc her 
whoſe affetion deſeru'd a more courteous farewell. Bur alas ! when ſhce heard of 
his going , what tongue is able to cxpreſlc her ſorrow, in whom the equally cor- 
menting paſſions of griefe and deſpaire were lifted to their vttermoſt height; 

Two dayes ſince the departure of Amphials: poſted away, ſtriuing in vaine to os

councell ; wherein ſheexcuſed her ſecret ſtealing away by a vow paſs dto Apolls, in 
ſuch manner to goca pilgrimage to De/phos. Shee pur her ſetfe on her journey, ha- 
hauing an army of paffions for her conuoy, led by Lone and waited on by

together gaue ouer to reflect her borrowed language,expeRting (with like ſtilnefle) 
her furtherſpeech. Bur He4ez,not able longerto reſtrainetheouerflow of her pan- 
ting heart, began to cry out, Vnkind Amzphialas. Thus alſo did the Eccho repeat. But 
ſhe hearing,by the rebound of the words, Amphialus accusd;Diſcourteous Nimph, 
faid ſhe,and how is 4mphia/us vnkinder can the harmony of ſuch excellence admir 
ſo foulc a fault to beare a part with his vertues ? Yet,wo is me he is vnkinde: could

She had nor long debated the reaſons of her misfortune, when Rinars: (the only 
brother to Timetheus,bur yonger by many years) chanc'd to paſſe that way: a man 
on whom Fame tad beſtow'd,anddeſeruingly,the name of Valiant , yet of diſpoſi- 
tion ſo miſchicuouſly cruell, and ambitiouſly proud, that where his deedes might 
well haueclaim'd ſo greatan honour, there his conditions/as wel weighed)brought 
ateproachful burthen tothe ballance of his reputation, He, (his father dyingyoneg, 
and vawilliag to diſmember his eſtate,and vnable otherwiſe to ſatisfiethe hopes of 
his ſonnes ambition) heating of the warres of Lecovie,wentthither , wliere-ſoone 
he purchaſed the opinion of a man reſoluteto vndertake, and fortunatetoexccute 
what hee had yndergone : and ſeruing vader Eberbas (cChiefe commander for the 
King) becauſe of the ſympathie of humours betweene them (whereby Nature did 
iofinuate for Rizafes, and taught him Alatterie without diffimulation) he grew great 
in-his fauour. Soone after, this Eborbas, in a conflit berweene him and the Helors, 
being morrally wounded; yetin death, carefull ofthe welfare of his countrey, rc 
cominended this Rizetss (partly for his good liking of him, but principally for his

| hereturnes to Court, where Loue (or ſome indulgent Fate)inſpiredrhis proje in- 
ro his head : He calls the Nobiliry,andaftera long narration of the miſchiefes thar 
hung ouer Zeconis, he deſires their aduice for prevention. They glad thartlie onl 
oppoſer, as they thought, of their deſignes , would have recourſe torheir direQi- 
ons, in that cauſe wherein they were icalous of his partaking, after a flattering iriſi« 
nuation (the common exordizm to men of his place)they concluded thar it was fic 
Hellewſhould dye.

/Thegood King was ſcarce gone from mee , when I made Lemyie of counſaile 
with me, who = #6 fieneſſe of the time, being my iourney to Nies was to bee 
perform din thenight,and the cafie execution of ſo dangerieſſe an enterpriſe, my 
uard being only two of the Kings ſeruants; ſhe giues in charge to a ſufficientnum-

where ſccing this Lady,he became enamouredof her,to no other endthan to ſariſ- 
fie his luſt : and thinking ar firſt (becauſe he was in good eſteeme with himſelfe)ſhe 
would have ſtrain'd her modeſty to ſue for the acceptance of a preſent ſo gratefull 
to him, a while he was filent , but when he perceiued the vanity of his fruirleſſe ex- 
peRation, and foundthat this delay encreas'd the fury of his paſſion, diſpenſing 
with the Maicſty he had taken on, hee beganneto make knowne his loue ts her(for 
ſucha title did he giue to ſo baſe a deſire) forgetting not withalltoteliicr, that to 
excuſe her modeſtic, hee had firſt ſpoken her wiſhes. Bur the vertuous Tulcide 
loathing as much the thought of fuch a ſinne, as ſhe loued the memory of me,(to- 
cther with a reſolute deniall) let him know how baſe his minde was that mace fo 
injurious arequeſt, Wheteat Mermiden, becauſe this anſwer came vnexpeRed, 
was ſo muchthe moteamazed.Butbringing arguments from his late practice in the 
war, he beganto thinke his honour would be the greater, if after long refiſtance, he 
did ſurprife a well defended Fort:andtherforedaily both by richgitts;the baſe ena» 
mell ofaffetion, and many promiſes (which to winne the more vpon her, were: 
ſent by one of her owne ſexe, who, if example might moue her, could tell of ſuch@ 
preſidenr- in her ſelfe) did hee ſeeke to vndermine her reſolution. Mcanetime my 
conſtant Acids ſeeing the intemperance of Mermidens luſt to bring the rhreates 
of force with ir, nordaring to ſpeake with mee, becauſe our conference beganto 
bee ſuſpeRed, ſent me a letter ro haſten her carrying away, appointing this the fas 
tall place of our meeting, | | 
I muchreioyc'd ro be ſo neare my happineſle,therather,thar ſince our laſt confe« 
reaceI recciued intelligence, that my young Couſin of Nat0/iz being made away 
by one whom hee had rais'd to an vndeſerued height in his fauour , the Countrey 
was in greatdiſtreſſe by the faQtious ambition of the Nobility , andthat the beft 
affetedro the State, much deſired my preſence. But tlieſe meanes, how well 
ſocueras Ithought, 'conducing to my happineſle, by the vnmercifulneſſe of 'my 
hard deftinie were prevented, as one of thoſe, whom 'twas my fortune to 
kill, at his death reucaled : for Mermidon hauing intercepted the meſſenger, 
| madde vvith rage to finde his hopes croſt by ſo meane a man, as he rooke 
mee to bee , hauing againe ſeal'd vp the letter , hee caus'd jt to bee deliue- 
red, and determining to bee reueng'd, ſent theſe men to apprehend mee, 
himſclfe intending to follow preſently , leading with him my deareſt dlci- 
as, vvhom in my preſence {to adde a gloric to the execrablenefſe of the 
offence) hee meanes to rauiſh. And now Sir, you haue heard (faid hee) 
all what my ſfclte 'knowes 'of my birth and fortune, cucr till this time 
Vv 2 (when 
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 __ (when I am vvell aſſur'd my end'is neare at hand) kept ſecret. ui 40 
He ſcarce had clos'd vp this latnentable ſtory with a hearty figh, the compendi- 
onsabridgement of his ſufferings, when we might diſcerne Aermiden with twenry 
more(ſodiſtruſtful is treachery,thquglvthere be nocauſeto fear)make towards vs : 
but rhat fight, together with the thought of 4/cids's diſtreſſe,was a fignall ſufficient 
for Ceric/:oro begin his vaequalencounter;ſoas like a ſheeTygre,whoat herreturn 

to her caue finds her little ones to be ſtolne,, with a wilde furie, breathing nothin 

but deſtruRtion,he runs amongſt them , making way for my willingneſle to ſecon 
his attempt. A while the iuſtneſſe of thecauſe and Coric/iv's valour (ro which the 
glorie is only due) with the death of many, did hold the victory inan cquallbal- 
lance : at length the multitude ofour affailants made iniury the ſtronger, bringing 
roadeath mnch to be pitied ſo incomparable aman at Arms as was Ceric/io;yet not 
before he had (inthe fight of Acids) ſent Mermides to be his harbingerat Caroxs 
Ferric. And when by his death,the only ſtay & ſupport of the fight was remoued,if 
ſomerimes my deſire of reuenge made good the ground Ceric/is had bequeath'd 
me, alas how could I long refiſt without him? Know therefore, excellent Lady,that 
here I was made priſoner,8 together with A/cide,carried back ro Court,though (I 
call Cericlzs's ghoſt to witnes) I ſought all means to ioyne my ſelfegeuen in death, a 
companionto hisvertues. The folemnity intended for our execution, & the prepa-+ 
ration of new formes of torment, for vs thathad bin parties in themurther of the 
Dukes brother, won ſome lingring daics of life to the inward torture of our expe- 
Ration : in meanetime the cuerlaſting providence(that b — the intentions 
and doomes of men, will let them know,there is a power ha theirs)ſent an vn» 
expected meaneto helpe our diftrefle. . | | 
Plengw the famous Prince of Jberis, at this time making haſte with a few ſuch as 
vertue had ioyn'd partners in his cauſe, and taking into his Army ſuch of Z#«rchas 
ſouldiers as ina tempeſtat Sea were driuento Zyzenriem, tothe ſuccour of Ereoxe, 
(whoſe ſtory you cannot be ignorant of) & being to paſsthorow Ameſe,ſentto the 
Duke to demand athrough-fare for his ſouldicrs. But he who of long time had ob- 
ferued an vnuiolable league with the Armesie»s, knowing the pretence ofthis war, 
&deſpiſing the weaknefle of thoſe few P/anges led with him, not onely denied his 
requeſt, bur gathering a great power of ſouldiers(whom ſince his laft warres he had 
kept in garriſon in his frontier towns)meant, with the overthrow of her vograreful 
nephew,to gratific Ar7#«xis and her ill choſen husband ?/exertss. Bur the excellent 
Plangus(than whom this age ſhewes not, for conduRin warrea better Generall) 
with the well ordering thoſe few reſolute Troupes, 8 skilfull induſtry in choiſe of 
aduantages , in two ſet battels put him to the worſt: After whichthe Duke,nor able 
tore-inforce his weakened power, put himſelfe (with the relicks of his late ouer- 
throw) inta his chiefe Citic, wherein we were priſoners ; rowhich Plevgss,finding 
no open reſiſtance, with wondrous celeritic followed him, - And: though the 
Towne by Nature and Art for fite and fortification yvere thought impregnable, 
yet being defended but by ſuch vvho by their owne loſle held a' roo ſu- 
perſtitious opinion of the enemies, it vvas ſoone forc't by Plargas his vieo- 
rious Troupes, vvho belecued the ſuccefle of nothing impoſſible, ro which 
4 their cuer-fortunate Captaine would leade them. With the ſacke of this Ciric 
(wherein hee tooke the Duke, with his ſonne, priſoners) *largss hauing enrich't 
his ſouldiers with the bootie, and his owne fame by the ſpeedineſle of the Con- 
queſt, not abletoaſſure the Countrey to his deuotion, otherwiſe than by diſmem- 
bring his Armic, anddelaying his chicfe ends ; mou'd witha neceflary —_— 
wng 
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having firſt received fixe moneths pay for his ſouldiers,& the Dukes ſon as hoſtage; 
to barre his deſire of reuenge, (making 4/oids and my ſelfe ro ſecure our freedoms, 
companions in his trauaile)he leaues the Aweſians to their former gouernmenr. 
Many daies iournie we had not bin in our way to Armenje,when the good Alcids, 
| by the inward working of her thoughts, began to find the burden of her griefe too 
heauie for her;zwhich whenthe dulneſs of her cuer-warry cies, & the palcneſs of her 
cheeks had bewray'd to vs,we carried hertoa Monaſtery nearadioyning dedicated 
to Diexs,and much fam'd for the ſtriftnefle of the Virgins orders that be attendants 
on the goddeſle her ceremonies: where hauing recommended her to the gouerneſs 
of the houſe, alas 1 left her, bound euen by the greateſt rye of gratefulneſſe to fol- 
low him whom I oughtmy life to, | 
Theſe former accidenrs,moft dear Lady,together with the excellent Plewgs; his 
company,in whom ſorrow was drawne to the life , made mee refle@vpon my vn- 
rateful ſelf,& conſider how Cruel I had bin to you, whoſe deſert paſs'd ry beſt en- 
, Fxnon of requital: ſothat(far ingagd tothe memory of your vetrues)thenceforth 
the thought of my moſt dear Helen,won my heart toamoſt paſhonare affeRis,The 
Queenar this interrupted his ſpeech, with this anſwer: My Amphialu,chey who fol- 
low examples in their a&tions,arc to matchrightly what they aretodo,8 whar they 
ſee done.Leancade, Alciia,8& Erone might iultly claim the reward of loue;but Helew 
(whoſe deſcrt was far ſhort)could expect bur difdain.Diſdain,faid Amphielus | you 
renvea puniſhment: your mercy did once forgiue. And herewith teares in hiseies, 
he would hauc kneel'd robegge a further pardon: bur Heflewkitling away the but- 
then his cies went with, made as muchha{te to preuent his ſuit withthe like of her 
owne ; ſo thata friendly compoſition being made{as it well might. bee whereborh 
were parties,8 both Iudges in one cauſe)the Queen gotthe continuance ofthe ſtory 
(which 4-mphie/us would pur off ro another time)ta boot. And then, williog to dif 
charge himſclfe ofthe debr he ought for ſo good abargaine,he thus began, 
Madam, though my memory be a continued record of much ſorrow,yet _ | 
the many ftorics griete hath engrauen in mee, there is nonecompar'd with the di 
aſter of Plenzws and Eronz,chat deſerues compaſſion : Know therfSre,my only hap- 
, pineſs, that P/angus hauing received aduertiſement how the Nobleman, ynto whoſe 
faithfull cuſtody Ero»s(vpon the accord between him and 4r#axia} wasdeliuered, 
being hardly beficg'd by Plexertus, and brought to an extremity by famine , had 
yeelded to a compoſition , that if within fiue daies he were nor ſuccourd hee muſt 
deliuer the Caſtle. P/zngus therefore ouer-running the fame of his comming with 
His preſence, the fift night was neare Plexertus Campe, where (by oneofthe che- 
mies, whom his Scouts had taken) he was inform'd that late thareviening,the keyes 
of the City and Fort were giuen vp to Plexerrns ; but that he deferr'd hisentry till 
morning,leauing the next gate tothe Campe oped, that all night his-officers mighe 
prepare a magnificent triumph for him : as for Erexs, he would LEY 
other, yntill he had receiuedthe honour due to his vitory; At theſe lewes: Plangas, 
cauſing the reporter to bee ſafely kept, and giving to his wearied ſouldiers fome 
time to refreſh themſclues, after the toile endur'd in their laſt-dayes traucll, 
an houre before day (rightly imagining the ayre vvas Wo apt to diſperſe a 
dull ſleepineſle among Plexerras carelefle ſouldiers) he Calls his Troupes to- - 
gether : and ſetting before them the eaſineſle of the: victory, the riches of 
.the Campe, atſd the neceffitic of the time- , hee- did .incourage them with / 
the repetition of their former Conqueſt in '—4wefis,: the: iuſtneſſe of their 
cauſe, and the fame-of theirenterpriſe : and then preſently diſpoſing of 
| | Vv 3 chem 
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chem for his moſt he ſers vpon his enemy, who dream'd of nothing but 
ſecurity. But what ſhould I fright you , moſt deare Lady , with the particulars of 
, this fight * It will ſuffice you know, that Plawgw (doing things in his owne perſon, 
paſtthe power of expreſhion) made a bloudy ſlaughter among them. Some few 
there were thateſcaped, among whom Plexertas (fortune being alway indulgent ro 
miſchiefe) found, in the ſpeed of his horſe, a diſhonourable ateguard for his wret- 
ched life. This tumule being ſoone perceiu'd by the citizens (whom ſorrow made 
watchtull, and the well-knownetreacheries of Plexerras, ſuſpicious) they as ſoone 
imagined this was a practice of his, contrary to his faith giuen, to ſacke the towne. 
This once conceired, ir ſeemed by the hideous cries and confuſed lamentations, 
that, as ſorrow had put on the vizzard of _ ro make griefe vgly; ſo black night 
had borrowed the mouth of ſorrow to implore compaſſion. The-people leauing 
their walls and houſes, ran to their Temples & Altars, otfering vp{as they thought) 
their laſtdeuotions to their gods, Nor did this miſtake bring forth the effeR of 
miſtruſt only in the Citie : the Campe had likewiſe this feare added to their preſent 
misfortune : for P/exert»s ſouldicrs {like Satyrs, frighred with the ſound of the 
horne themſclues blow) thinking the Vantguard of the enemy had entred the 
towne, and caus'd this confuſion; durſtnor venture to make themſclues maſters of 
jt. But berweene both, vnable to determine of a meane of ſafety,ſtood fixt ina ſtu- 
pid irreſolution. 
. Meane time Aurore, weary of aged Titans —_—_— to warne Phebe of herbro- 
thers approach, when Ereves who had ſer dowae in her ſetled iudgement, a death 
worthy the o__ of her birth, now firſt giuingeare tothecries of the citizens, 
and miſdoubringrhe ſame falſe meaſure = expectcd : and not longafter,hearing 
a man arm'd comming vprhe ſtaires to her lodging,ſhe tooke a poyſoned cup(I6ng 
before fortharend prepar'd) and making haſte leſt ſhee ſhould be madea preſentto 
the proud Conqueror the wicked F/exertss, ſhee dranke morc than halte when her 
eyes met withrthe eyes of P/argss,who (infortunate Gentleman) defirous to be the 
rto Erexs of Erexna's freedome, had madethis haſte. The ſight of Plawg us 
ſtay'd her full dfaught a while ; bur vnable to ſatisfic her ſelfe how he might'come 
thither, ſhe began ro imagine that it was the force of the poy ſon which dimn'd her . 
' eycs, andplactthecharaer of Flanges (cuer preſent to her minde) vpon each ob+ 
jet, Withthis thought ſhe was ready to begin againe, when Flanges, falling at her 
feer, let her know the euent of ſo many dangers vndergone for her : Wherear Ere- 
#s being much aſtogiſhed, lifring him vp fromthe ground, thus ſaid, Prince F/ev- 
£#5, you come in a fit time to receive a hearty welcome, and as hearty a farewell, 
What I meane by this leaue-taking,alas - will too ſoone know : now ſuffer mee, 
onlyar ſuch atime, when the end will aſſure you Idid not flatter, ſpeake a few 
words. I would haue you belecue, yer Iam ſorry, for your ſake, IhauepraQtis'd 
ſacha o worke a beleefe in you: Truc it is, moſt excellent Plargss (nor ler 
that truth accuſe me of inconſtancie) that ſince the death of Antiphilus, whoſe me- 
morieeuenat this time is deareto mee, though ar firſt the exceile of ſorrow had 
ctos'd vp my minde from the thought of a ſecond choiſe , yet enforc'r by your de- 
ſerr, and to reward qjne owne loue in rewarding your defircs, I was reſolu'dto ſa- 
tisfic you, and make ty ſelfe happy : bur my cnuious Fate , finding therimes firto 
cauſe me to deſpaire,hath made your ſelfe the inſtrumentto barre our hopes for e- 
uer.Deare Zrons,repliedthe Prince, what may there now bee that the mot partiall 
iudgement cane<quall cothe exceſſe of content F/awges enioyes in the welfare of his 
free and louing Erevs?For this I haue pay'dthe mercifull heauens the tribute of my 
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yowesand teares : tothis harbour,through the Sea of griefe, (hanirig i 'C 
my carefull loue inthe ſhip of my defire) I haue alwgy bent my courſe ; and ſhall I 
now, when my. wiſhes be at anchorin ſo ſecure a hauen, fear fortune © No,no,moſt 
deare Lady, you are the life and being of what I only cfteeme happy.Alas Plewgae, 
id the ſweet Erowe, the teſtimonies of your loue haue been ſo many; that I feare 
(and only feare) they who haue heard your vndeſerued affetion,8&arenorpreſent 
at this my dying proteſtation, will for euer record(rogerher with my wan of iudg- 
ment) my iniury ro your verrues. Your dying proteſtation;ſaid P/angesr/affright not 
my ſoule with ſuch heauie news. Long may you liue he Fates muſt be indulgent ro 
your youth & beanty. And perhapy,laid ſhe, ſorhey might, hadnot my ſelf haſtened 
Clothorocut intworhe halte-ſpun threed of my life. And then ſheelet himknow 
how [co prenent the tortures and diſgraces Ar#«xis's indignation had prepar'd for 
her,ſecing the'Ciry broughe ro thar geſperate ſtate in which he found ir,andthink- 
ing bimlcltro haue bin an officer ſent by ?/exerras ro bring her before him)ſhe had 
poyſoned her ſelfe. Plewgus ar theſe laſt words (with a fixt look vpon Ereve, as if his 
cies would for euer dwell there)indenting his hands & ſuffering them to fall down, 
or rather not able to ſtay themy(inks ro the ground; 8 was a while happy inthis ex- 
ceſſc of ſorrow,that made him ſenſlefle of all forrow. Erone would haue forc't her 
ſelfrohelp him, bur this ſight(ioyn'd with the inward working of the poyſon)con- 
ſtrain'd herto beare him company in his happy forgerfulneſic ot his misfortunes. 
But when, by the = of her women, her ſenſes were reſtor'd,& rhat my endeuours 
—_— the ſame effeR on Planges: as if this had bin but griefes dumbeſhow;Alas 
excellent Prince, {Mi ſhze, whar vnexpeed efteRs hath the ſpeech of my death 
brought forth ! & yerthough I were filent, [ beleeue the deadly fignes in mine cies, 
this crembling in my full-ſwolne veines, &rthe often ſer and riſe of the bloud in my 
cheeks, would exprefle ir, But my 2/exgss;ſhould you, whom he worldis proud of, 
rake it ſo to heart? Erowe loues you: why lo may a more deſeruing Lady;yet ? lawgus 
remember me, and it will be the beſt parr of my ſoules life to liue in your memory, 
 Thentaking his hand,8 pacing iron her hearr,that now proudly began tobeat 
loud alarum of death, Feele here, ſaid ſhe,rhe batrery is begun,and this Fortis aban- 
doned of all the powers of life : only my defire ro be with you,deſperarely a while 
keeps the breach. But O my ?/axgss : & atthat word death clos'd vp(in erernall fi- 
lence) her tongue that yet ſtill mou'd,as lothto leaue her ſpeech imperfet; 
It was a deſperate griete,8wilde paſſion, that ſeiz'd vponthe heart of the 

Plenges, Accurſed earth, did hee ſay, how dareſt thou ſupport the burthen oftheſe 
many miſchicfes,caſtby the ſpirefull heauens intorhis ſink of miſery £*Tivas 1, E- 
70us,broughtan vntimely ſer to thy ſun ſhine of goodneſle: & do the heavens mean 
I ſhould breathe,that haue ſo much wronged them? What doe they doe ? will they 
heare me ſpeak that kil'd Erove?Butthey would haue meliue,totorture me withrhe 
memory of my guilt, No,no,I will prevent their proic&:that were a puniſhment fir 
for anill-meant offence, nor an infortunare. And with theſe words, drawing his 
ſword, &lifring vp his Baſes, he would hauerun himſclferhrough the belly : but I 
ſtay'd his hand from ſo vamaaly /as I then alleag'dit) a violence, forcing(with the 
remembrance of our friendſhip, & my much-prevailing reares)the ſword, bur not 
his reſolution, from him. Then did I beginne ro alleage all chart I thought inreaſon p 
_— remoue him from his purpoſe : for well Imight ſce inthe vneppal'd ſtayed- 

of his counrevance,the greatneſſe of ſome determination, To all my obieRi- 
ons, for a time his cies gaue a more heedfull atrenrion, than did his cares: Bur when 
I cameto call his valour in queſtion, whoſe vnſported memory hitherto] ſaid, this 
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{aſt inconſiderate a& would accuſcof alittle firmeconſtanicyin bearing the chan- 
ves of Fortune; Alas, ſaid hoyfic will-you my friend becrucllto mers itcertain Am- 
#hizlas,chatit well becomes that courage you would hauc ig your friend, to beare 
ancquall tetaper both in the frowtesand {miles of Fortube?andisit not as certain, 
thar whetvthe malice of heauen hath ioyn'd with Fortune inprodycing amonſtrous 
effe&,therecannot be left in man ſo infinite a power of ſuffering, which he dare op- 
_ poſerofuchwnlimited workes 2 No, will not gyant-like bandy againſt the gods : 
 Juchis their will, Imuſt dic. Then leading me ſoftly ouer to:£r9054, as if he would 
perſwade mee the violence of paſſion had norbih his guiderothis reſolution ; See 
Amphizlss,faid he,this is ſhe whom you would haue me tolineafter: whatcan mine 
cies,how ſheis gone, defire to look on © Ereve,a woman,could dic for Plexgas; and 
would you haue me wrong mankind witha greater fear ofdeath,or my loue with a 
lefle defire to die 2 This faid (but with a countenance that promis'd ho ſuddenneſſe 
in the execution,eſpecially to me who was Maſter of his ſword, his onely offenſine 
weapon) behold witha down-caſt look (which ſorrow excus'd, though deceit had 
then, Iam fure,pur iron for further miſchicte) and ſucha pace as vicd ſlowneſle to 
the ſame end, he approach't the window , where the remhaine of Eroxe's intercepted 
draught, appointed by rhe deſtinies to be fatall to them both, ſtood in a gilt cup : 
this he haſtily rakes,and as haſtily drinks off. I,all confus'd,pale,and trembling(as if 
the poyſon had wrought its effeRt in me) made, alas, too ſlow ſpeede to him. But 


Planzus, (now firſt preſenting an vnfained chearfulneſſe in his lookes, as if this 


draught had giuen him life)kneeling near Erona, Diuine ſoule, faid he,if confidence 
in thy Plezgss conſtancie makes thee houernearthis ſacred mftnſion of thine,to fee 
the end of his ſuffrings,O ſtay a while & beare me wicrthee : thy preſence, when T 
before Kadamanth, will be a countenanceto my canſe. Then turning himſelf 
to me , Amphialds,Reuenge ( Amphialus) Erone s death vpon the wicked Plexertus : 
his bloud will be the beſt ſacrifice ro my ghoſt. Leade the Army to Byzantium, and 
reſtore the 4mafian hoſtage. Then putting his trembling lipstothe pale lips of E- 
rona, he coldly kiſs'd away his life, | 
What my ſorrow was to be alooker on theſe tragedies,theſe tears,cuzn atthere- 
membrance of that time,may teſtifie : yer leauing the bodies to be imbalmied(with 
the Nobleman, who in her life time had beene taithfullto Erene) diſſembling the 
death of Planges, leſt ir ſhoyld work an innouation-among the ſouldiers; with ſome 
choiſc Troupes of light horſemen I followed F/exerras,who poſting to Court,had 
reccived aduertiſement from thence, how Argwto(the admirable engine by whom 
he wrought much miſchicfe) being lately falne from the faith vowed to his practi- 
ces,: had rcueal'd ro Artexiathe purpoſe his Maſter had to diſpatch her out of his 
way,fince now he had a ſonne by her ro whom. he might be guardian : cſtecming ir 
-more contentto be great alone, than to ſhare the royalties of her owne kingdome 
with Artexia. Theſc newes made his flight as dangerous aswould be his ſtay : but 
when he vnderſiood {forthe heauens had made this the rendeuow where his miſ- 
fortunes ſhould meete)thar the Princes of The//aly and Hecedon(of whom his trea- 
Chetics wereto expetheir iuſt reward) did liue,and ſhould be happy in the additi- 
-on of Arcadia to their greatneſſe : that Leanates had ſeiz'd vpon his ſeigniories in 
 Trebiſond for his treaſon to Pyraflesr and Muſidoras,of which not long before he had 
glorionſly boaſted : that there was no new forme of diflimulation left; ro which in 
this extremity hee might haue recourſe; O then the vglincfle of his guilty conſci- 
ence, that yntill this time had made peace with his wickedneſſe, preſented before 
 himthe progrefſcofhis ill-ſpene daies, drawne to life in the colours of deſpaire :

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now his father, now his friends, Tidess and Telenor were furnmon'd by his ſoule te 
make partie againſt him. In this affright he continuedall tharday,which ſcarce was 
cime ſufficient for him toreade ouer his miſdeedes : & when the filent night,drawn 
in her Ebon Chariot, had ſpred her curtainesto hide her brothers face,. F/exerras 
(glad to ſee her flatter his minde in this likenefle of darknefle) refolu'd,by defpaire, 
charthe gods wonted mercy for his faults,and wellaſſured men had lefle; he ſecrer- 
ly went into a Garden,to which a backe doore from his chamber led him : where;

But when the day appear'd, and made knowne his death, the Magiſtrates of the 
towne (ſtriuing who could be beſt ſighted in the diſcouerie of the murther, hoping 
to hauc the reward of their diligence from their Queen Ar#exis) ſoon found our,as 
a man to be moſt ſuſpeRed,the meſſenger come from Court, whom Plexertas had 
(rill late in the night)keptin his chamber,toknow of himthe particolars of 412870) 
reuolt. This fellow, becauſe none more likely, in the wilde forme of their popular 
iuſtice,was to dic a thouſand maner of deaths : But he, making iuft proteſtations of 
his innocencie,being queſtioned what occafion he had ſolong to ſtay the laſt night 
withthe King,if not for that end. Hee plainly let them know, vvhat Arguts 7 
uer'd; which he then reported to Plexertws, The many-headed multicudecallednat 
the truth much in queſtion of vvhar they heard, bur with the ſame violence as be« 
fore (cuery one in thisalſo thinking to gratifie the Queene)ranne to as vncertainea 
forme of exccution on the dead, as they did before roa way of the living : 
firſt they ſtript the body naked,then dragg'd it through the ; now they open 


his belly,and ſuffer his guts to marke forth his progreſle, doing many mo indignt, 
ties to him who had deſerued many more. I much reioyc'dto heare Plexertas 


been fo iuſt to himſelfe : yer I determined co ioyne Erevs's reuenge on A4riaxis (tg 
Plexertus his indgement on himſelfe)bur her an vatimely death had freed from my 
reuchge: for taking to the heart Plexereas his treacheries,and her brother Teridates 
vnreuenged death, ſhe calmly gauc her ſelfe ouer to a life oppreſſing griefe, leauing 
her kingdoms and young ſon to the care of Se/indor,whom ſhe appointed ProteRtor 
during the minority. = . SEE 

Rerurning therefore ſomewhat grieucd that both Plangus & Ergn's death, with 
out my help had bin reuenged, I conueyed the bodiesto Lycis, where the ſumptu- 
ouſneſſe of their Tombes ſhewes their eſtates,atid their cucrlaſting fametheir cuer- 
living vertues. From honce I would haue parted priuate ; but remembring #/awgas 
his laſt will, I paſs'dthorow Awe/ie, reſtoring his ſon to the Duke: and comming to 
Zyzentinm, 1 gaue vp my charge intothe hands of Liſantus a Macedonien , leauing 
the ſouldiers tull of Sendo ſorrow for the death of P/angas their Generall.

70we, together with Plexertas deſerued end,andthe death of Artaxie.Theaudience 
arlypiticdtheir forrunes,eſpecially Pyroc/es,who much gricu'd to hear of 2/ewgus 
his death, forthe loue he bore his vertues ; & wasinolefle ergubledit Plexertac his 
miſchance,, for his deare ſeruant:Ze/aaves ſake;Butthe entry of the Makers caus'd 
him putouer thoſe thoughts to more'ſolitarines;hiseic being fed with adainty vari- 
ety of repreſentations, 6& his cares with moſt harmonious well-agreeing mulick: to 
which the footing kept ſo good time, rhat doubtfull itwas whether the muſick con- 
form'd itſelfto the life of their motion,or the Maskers their motion tothe muficks 
ligelineſſe. Bur night (mask'r in theſe ſports)crept on vndiſcover'd: & though Pyro- 
cles and Muſfidoree at othertimes would diſpence with the length of the ſports, yer 
now(in reſpeR of the armfuls of ioy they were toexpeRt in bed)they thought them 
tedivus ; w** once perceiu'd, their dances were ſooner at an end than was intended, 
--Thus daics and nights paſt ouer, as if they had no other Spheare than delight to 
mouein , and the appointedtime for Amphialus his marriage was at hand: to which 
Befilizs invited the Shepheards,both to changetheir daily pleaſures,as alſo to ſhew

So among the 
Romans were Liajns, Audronicas,and Ennins. So inthe Italian language, the firſt 
thatmade ittogſpireto be a treaſure-houſe of Science were the Poets Dante, Borace, 

znd Petrarch; Soinour Exglifh were Gower and Chaucer : after whom, encouraged 
and delighted with their excellent fe ing,others haue followed to beautifie our 
mocker congue, 25 wellinthe ſame kinde as other arts. This did ſo notably ſhewir 
ſelfe;tharthe Philoſophers of Greece durſt nora long time appearetothe world, bur 
vaderthe maske of Poets. So Tha/es,Empedocles,and Parmenrdes,ſang theirnaturalt 
Philoſophy in verſes, So did Pyrbagores and Phocidides their morall Counſels. So 
did Tirtexs in warre matters, and So/on in matters of policie :.or ratherthey being 
Poets, did exerciſetheirdelightfull veine in thoſe points of higheſt knowledge; 
which before them lay hidden tothe world. For, that wiſe S#/os was diretly a 
Poet, it is manifeſt, hauing writtenin Verſe che notable Fable of the cNlanrichs 
Iſland, which was continued by ?/aro.And truelycuen Plats, whoſocuer well con- 
fideteth,ſhall find that inthe body of his work, though rhe infide-gnd ſtrengeh were

There is no Artdelivercd vato.tmankinde, that hath.not the works of 
nacure for his principall obict;.without which they could not conſiſt, and on 
which they ſo dependzas they became Aftorsand Players,as itwere,of what Na- 
ture will haue ſer forth, So doth the- _{Fromomer looke vpon the ſtarres; and by 
that hee ſeeth ſer downe what order Nature hath taken therein. So doth the Geames 
rricianand Arithmetician in their divers ſortsof quantities. So doth the Muſs- 
tian in turies tell you, which by Natureagree, which not. The naturall Philoſs+ 
pher thereon hath his name, and the morall Philoſopher ſtandeth vpon the naturall 
verxucs, vices, or paſſtons of man : and follow nature ſaith hee;therein, . and thou 
ſhalr noterre. T he Lawyer ſaith, what men haue determined. The Hi/toriew, what 
men haue done. The Grammeriaen ſpeaieth onely of the rules of ſpecth, andthe 
Rhetoritian and Logitien, conſidering what in nature will ſooneſt proue, and 
per{wade, thereon giue artificiall rules, which ſtillare compaſſed within the cira 
cle of a queſtion, accordingto the propoſed matter. The Fhyſitian weigheth the 
natyre ef mans body, and the nature of things helpefull or hurtfull vato it. Andrhe 
Metaphyſicke, though it bee inthe ſecond and abſtratmotrions, and therefore bee 


counted {upernaturall, yer doth hice indeede build ypon.the depth of Nature. Only 


the Poctdiidaining tabettycdroany ſuch ſubieRion, lifted vp withthe vigour of 
his owne jnuention, doth grow incfte& into another nature : in making things ey- 
ther better than nature bringeth forth, or quite anew, formes of ſuch as never were 
in nature: as the Heroes, Demi gods, Cyclops, Chymeras, Faries, and ſuch. like ; ſo 
as hee goeth hand in hand with Nature, not incloſed withiathe narrow warrant of 
hergitts, but freely ranging within the Zodjacke of his.owne wit. Nature neuer 
ſertorth theearth in ſorich Tapiſtry, as diyers Poets haue done, neither with 
ſo pleaſant riuers, fruitfull trees, ſweere-ſmelling lowers, nor whatſocuer elſe 
may make the too much loucd earth morelouely : her world is braſen, the Po-+ 
cts onely deliver a golden, Butler thoſethingsalone, and goe to man, for whom 
as the otherthings are, ſo it ſcemeth in him her vitermoſt cunniog is imploy- 
ed : and know whether ſhee haue brought forth ſo true a louer as Theegenes ; {o 
conſtant a friend as Pylades, ſovaliant a man as Orlengs, (6 righta Prince as Xe- 
nophon Cyrs,and (o cxcellent a man euery way, as Yirgils Eves. Neither let this 
be ieſtingly conceiued, becauſe the workes of the one beeflentiall, the other in-imi- 
ration or fiction : cuery vnderſtanding knowerth the kill of cach Artificer ftan- 
deth in that /de«, or foteconceitof.the worke, & not inthe worke it ſelfe. And that 
the Poet hath that /des, is manifeſt, by the deliuering them forth ih ſuch excellency 
as hce had imagined them :' which delivering forth alſo, is not wholly ima- 
ginatiue, .as wee are, want to.ſay by them that build Caſtles inthe ayre : bur ſo 
farre ſubſtantially it worketh,; not onely to make a Cyrw ,. which had been but a 
particvlar excellency , as nature might haue fone, but to beſtow a Cyres ypon 
the world to. make many Cyruſes,; if they will learne aright, why,,and how:that 
maker made him. Neyther let it bee deemed too ſawcic a compariſon, to ballance 
the higheſt point of mans wit vviththe efficacic of nature : bur father gine right 
honour tothe heauenly maker of tharmaker , who hauing nfſſde man to his owne 
likeneſſe, ſet him beyond; and ouer all the workes of thar ſecond nature, whichin 
nothing he ſheweth ſo muchas in Poetry, when with the force of a'diuine breath, 
hce bringeth things forth ſurpaſhng her doings : with. no ſmall arguments to the 
incredulons of that firſt accurſed fall of yy. ſince ourereRted wit makerti vs 
know what perfeQion is, and yerour infeRed will kceepeth vs from reaching vit= 


roit, Buttheſe arguments will by few bee vnderſtgod, and by fewer granted : 


Zt2 thus 
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thus much I hope will be giuen mee, that the Greekes with ſome probahiliric of 
reaſon, gave him the name aboue all names of learning : Now let vs goe to a 
more ordinary opening of him; that the truth may be the more palpable : and 
{o I hope , though wee get nor ſo vamatched a prayſe, as the Erymologie of his 
names will graunt, yet his verie deſcription, which no man will denie, ſhall nor 
iuſtly bee barred from a principall commendation. Pecfie therefore is an Arte 
of Imitation :for ſo Ariftetle tearmeth it in the word Mywns, that is to fay, a re- 
ſenting ;counterfciting or figuring forth : to ſpeake metaphorically, A ſpea- 
ing Pidtere, with ethisend,toteachand delight. Of this haue beene three gene- 
rall kindes ; the chicte both in antiquitie and excellencie, were they thatdid imi- 
tatethe vnconceiueable excellencies of God,fuch were Daxid in his Pſalmes, Sa/o- 
mn in his Song of Songs , in his EceleſiaFes and Proverbs, Moſes and Deborah 
inthcir Hymnes,andthe writer of J0b. Which, beſide other , the learned Ema- 
wact Tremelins, and Fr. [nnius doe entitle the Poeticall part of the Scripture : 
againſt theſe none will ſpeake that hath the Holy Ghoſt in due holy reuerence. In 
this kinde, chough in a wrong Diuinitic , were Orpheus, Amphion , Homer in his 
Hymnes,and many other both Greekes and Romanes.Andthis Poefie muſt be vicd 
by whoſocuer will follow Saint Pan/s counſaile, in ſinging Pſalmes when they are 
merrie,and I know is vied with the fruite of comfort by ſome, when in ſorrowfull 
pangs of their death-bringing finnes, they finde the conſolation of the neuer- 
leaving goodnefle. The ſecond kinde is of them that deale with matter Philoſo- 
phicall , cyrher Morall, as Tirreas, Phocilides, Cato, or Naturall, as Lacretias, 
and Yirzils Georgicks ; or Aſtronomicall, as Maevilias and Povtanus, or Hiſto- 
ricall,as £ueav: which who miſlike, the faulr is in their iudgement, quite our 
of taſte, not inthe ſweete foode of ſweetly viteredknowledge. Burt becauſe this 
ſecond ſort is wrapped within the folde of the propoſed ſubic, and takes nor 
the tree courſe of his owne inuention., whetherthey properly bee Poets or no, let 
Gremmariass diſpute ; andgoe to the thirdindeede right Poets, of whom chiefly 
this queſtion ariſcth : betwixe whom and theſe ſecond, is ſucha kinde of diffe- 
rence.as detwixt the meaner ſort of Painters, who counterfeite onely ſuch fa- 
ces 25 are ſet before them , and the more excellent, who hauing no law but wir, 
beſtow tharincolours vpon you, which is fitteſt for the eye to ſee, as the con- 
ſtant, though lamenting looke of Lacrerie, when ſhce puniſhed in her ſelfe 
anothers fault : wherein hee painteth not Lacretis whom hee neuer ſaw, but pain- 
teth the outward beautic of fuch a vertue . For theſe third bee they , which moſt 
properly doe imitate to reach and delight : andto imitate, borrownothing of whar 
is, hath beene, or ſhallbec ; but range onely, rained with learned diſcretion, into 
the divine confideration of what may be and ſhould bee. Theſe beethey,that as 
thefirſt and moſt noble ſort, may iuſtly bee tearmed 7225: ſo theſeare wayted 
on in the excellenteſt langnages and beſt vaderſtanding, with the forc-deſcribed 
name of Poets, For theſe indecde doemeerely make to imitate, and imitate both to 
delight and teach,and delight ro mone men to takethat goodnefſe in hand , which 
without delightthey would flye as from a ftranger ; and teach ro make them know 
that goodnefle unto-they are mooued : which being the nobleſt ſcope 
to which cuer any learning was direQed, yet wantthere not idle tongues to barke 
atthem. Theſe be ſabdiuided into ſundry more ſpeciall denominations. The moſt 
notable be the Heroicke, Lyricke, Tragicke, Comicke, Satyricke, Iambicke,Elegracke,

rall ſtares, laid toview, that wee: ſeemenotto heare ofthem, butclearely to ſex 
through them . Bureuen in the moſtexcellent determinatipnof goodnefle, what 
Philoſophers counſell can fo readily dire a Prince , asthe faigned Cyrarin Xews- 
phen? oravertuous man in all fortunes, as Aeness in Yirgi/? or a whole Common- 
wealth,as the Way ot Sir Thomas Moores Eatopis *I ſay the Way,becaulſe _ 
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Sir Thais Moore cried ; it wasthe fault of theman, andibtofthePoet : forthar: 
Way 6fpatterning 4 Cotimon wealth , was moſt abſolute, though hee perchance 
hath not f6ablolutely performed it . For the queſtion s,wherher the faincd image! 
of P6ctric; or the regular inftrution of Philoſophie, hath the more force in rea-+ 
ching ;Wherein if the Philoſophers have morerightly ſhewed theinſclues Phile-" 
ſopber#,ehen the Porrr hauc attained to the hightoppe' of their profoſsion (as. in 
eructh nizdrocribas eſſe: Poetis , now DyJ,non homines , now ronceſſere colamne) itis (I 
fay againeJnot the faulc ofthe Arr'; but that by few mpnthar Artcan bee accoin-. 
pliſhed*Certainely;cuen'out 'Sauiour Chrittcould as well hauc giuenthe morall 
*cominon places of yhcliaricableniefſe, arid hambleneſle; as the divinenirration of 
Dines afid Lazeras, or of diſobedience, and mercie, astharheauenly -diſcourſe of 
the loſt childe and the pratious father, but that his thorough ſearching wiſedome; 
knew the eſtate of Pines burning in Hell;,: and 'of Lezerwin Abrehems boſome, 
would more conſtantly as ir were habit both the memory and iudgement. Truly: 
for my ſclfe( me ſeemes)I ſee before mine eyes,rhe loſt childes difdainefullprodi- 
galitic /turnedtocnuic a Swings dinner whichby the learned Dizines.arethought 
norhifſtoricall as, ' butinſtruRing parables. Forconcluſion , ſay the Philo/opher 
reacherh', but hee teacheth obſcurely , ſoas the learned onely canvnderſtand him, 
that is to ſay, he teacheththem'thar arealreadie taught Burthe Poet is the food 
for the rendreft ſtomacks,the Poetis indeed the right popular Philoſophity. Whereof 
Eſopsrales giues good proof, whoſe pretty allegories ſtealing vnder the formal cales 
of bcaftes, make'many more'beaſtly than beafts, beginne to hearc the found: of 
vertue from thoſe dumbe ſpeakers , But now may it bee alleaped, that ifthis imagy- 
ning of matters be ſo fit forthe imagination,then.muſt the #//oriexnceds ſurpatle;; 
who brings you images of true marters, ſuchas indeede were done,not ſuch as fats, 
taſtically or falſly may be ſuggeſted to haue bindone. Truly 4ri#e/ehimiclfin his. 
diſcourſe of Foefie, plainly derermins this queſtion, ſaying that Poe#rie is tnomesreeyy 
and <wAvong; thiat is to ſay, it is more Philoſophicall ; and more ingenious thaw 
hiſtory.His reaſon is, becauſe Poeſie dealeth wirh www, thar is to ſay , with the vnis 
uerfall conſideration, &the hiſtorie withw#' kwo,the particular. Now, faith hc,the 
viiitietſall waics what is fir to be ſaid ot done,citheris likelihood or neceſsity,w <>. 
the Poeſie confidereth in his impoſed mannes:8 the particular only markes whether 
Alcibiae# did or ſuffered this or that. Thus far Ariforle.Which reaſon of his,as all 
his,is moſt full of reaſon. For indeed if the queſtion wore, whether it were berter ta 
haue a particulara@truly or falſly ſerdown, there is no doubt w** is to be choſen; 
no more thart whether you had rather haue Yeſp«fians picture rightas he was,orat 
the pataters pleaſure nothing reſembling. But if the queſtion be for your own vie & 
learning,whether it be better to haue it ſet down as it ſhold be,oras it was;then cer+ 
tainly is more doarinable the fainedCyrus in Xevophon,than the true Cyragin' inſtin; 
and the fained' Yevers inFirgil,chanthe right dence in Dares Phrygins : 25 th 
a' Ladie that defired ro faſhion her countenancetothe belt grace, a Painter ſhould 
more benefit her to portrait a moſt ſweete face, writing -Cenidiavponit;. thants 
paint” Cevidis as ſhee was, who Horace ſweareth was full ill fauourcd. If the Poeg 
doc his parfaright;hee will ſhew you in Taxtd/es , arrews and ſuchlike; nothing 
that is notto bee ſhurined in Eras ,*Levees , Fuſes, cach thing to bee followed: 
were-the Hiſtories bound to tell things asthings were, cannot bee librrall, with- 
out hee wilt bee Poeticall of a perfect parterne; but as in 4/exexder or Scipio him- 
ſelfe; ſhew doings, ſometo bee liked'; ſome tobee miſliked. , and then how will 
you'diſcerne what tofollow, but by your owne diſcretion, which you had with- 
Out reading Naira Crtiuss And whereas4 man-may ſay,thongh in; vniverall 
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conſideration of do@rine, : the Poer: prevaileth,, yer that the Hiſtorie in his 
ſaying ſucha thing .was done, .dgth warranta man more:inthat hee ſhall follow; 
The anſ{were is manifeſt ,. thatit ares 99m was , a if hee ſhould argue, 
Becauſe itrained yeſterday,therefore itſhauld raine to day ; rhen indeede hath'ir 
ſome aduantage to grofle conceit . But ifheeknowan' example onely enformes 
2 coniecured likclihood,and ſogoe by reaſon, the Pore doh ſo farre exceed him, 
as heeis to frame his example rotharwhich is moſt reaſonable, bee {t in warlike, 
politickor priuate tnarters ; where the Hiftorven in his bare, Was,hath many times 
that which wee call fortune, ro oucr-rulc the beſt wiſdoche . Many tines hee taut 
relleuenrs; whereof hee can yeelde nocauſc,orit heedoe, it muſtbee poetically ; 
For thara fained -example hathas much tatceeo teach, 'asa true cxample( foras 
tor tomouc , it is cleare, ſince the fained may be tuned roche higheſt key of paii- 
on )let vs take one cxample wherein an Hifforran and a Poet did conchire ; 
 otus and /uiline doe both reſtific, that Zepirws , King Derixs faithfull ſeruant, 
ſceing his maſter lang r<liſted by the rebe{lious 3eby/on1ax5, fained himſcife in ex- 
rreame diſgrace ofi his King, forverifying of which, hee cauſed his owne noſe 
andearesto bee cut off, and ſofliying co the Beby/oniews was receiued,and for his 
knowne valure ſofarrecreditcd, that hee did finde meanes to deliver them ouer ts 
Darizs, Much like matter doth Z/ay record of Terquizizs and his ſonne . Xewophon 
excellently fained fuch avother ftratagem,, performed by Abradetes in Cyras be- 
halfe . Now would Ifaine know, if occaſion bee preſented vata you, to ſerue your 
_ Princeby ſuch an honeſt difimulation, why you docnoras well learne it of Xewe- 
phons fictions as ofthe others veritic : and truely ſo much the better; as you (hall 
faue your noſe by the bargaine. For «Abradzzes did nor counterfeit ſo farre . S> 
thea the beſt of the Hi/or1anis ſubictto the Fort : for whatſocuer ation of fa- 
Rion,whatſocuer counſell, policie,or warre ſtratagem the Hifforiewis bound to 


recite, that may the Poet if hee Jift' with his imiracion make his owne : beautify- 
ing it both for further teaching,and moredelighting,as it pleaſe him : having all 
from Dante his heauento his hell, vader the aurhoritie of his pen . Which if Ibee 
asked what Poets haue done ſo 7 asI mighewellname ome, ſo ycelayT, andfay 
againe, I ſpeake of the Artand notof the Artificer . Nowtothat whichcom- 
monly is attributed to the praiſe of Hiſtorie, inceſpet of rhe notable learning is got 
by markingthe ſucceſſe,as though therein aman ſhould ſee vertueexalted and vice 
puniſhed : truly ther commendarion is peculiar to Poerrie , and farre off from HE 
ſtorie ; for indeed Poetrie cucr ſets vertne ſo.out in her beſt colours,making for. 
une her web waiting handmaid,that one muſt needes be enamoured of her , Welf 
may you ſee Y/yſes ina ſtorme and in other. hard plights, burthey are bur 
exerciſes of patience and magnanimitie, to make them ſhine the more inthe neare 
following proſperirie . And of the concrarie part , ifeuill men cometothe ſtage, 
they cuer goe out (as the Tragedic writer an{wered to one that miſlikedcthe ſhew 
of ſuch perſons ) ſo manacled , as they little animate folkes to follow them . Bur 
the Hiſtory being capriued tothe eruch of a fooliſh world, is many times aterrour 
from well-doing,and an encouragement to vabridled wickedneſle. For ſee we not 
valiant Milciades rot in his fetters £ The iuſt Phocion and the accomplithed Sooretes 
put todeath like traitors £ The cruel Sexeras live proſperouſly The excellent Se- 
zerws miſerably murthered 2 Sy/ta & Marius dying in their beds £ Pompey & Citers 
ſlaine then when they would haue thought exile a happineſſe? Sce we not verttious 
Cato driuen to kill himſelfe, and rebell Ceſar fo aduanced, that his name, yetafter 
athouſand fix hundred yeares,laſterh in the higheſt honour? And marke buteuenr 
Ceſars owne wordcs of the forenained Sy/{s, ( whoihthat onely did honeſtly ,to' 
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put downe his diſhoneſt ryranay )- Literas weſciait:as if wanrof learning cauſed 
em to doewcll; Heemeant it not by Poetric,/ which,not content with carthly 
Pp - deniſeth new puniſhments in-hell fortyrants : nor yer by Philoſophie, 
which teacheth Occidentes offe , but hs doubtby ill in Hiſtoric , for that indeede 
.can afford you Cipſelus , Prriander , Phalaris,Dionyſius , and I know not how many 
moe of the ſame Fanath that ſped well enough in their -abhominable iniuſtice of 
yſurpatriod.] conclude cherefore,that he excelleth hiſtorie,not only in furniſhing 
the minde with knowledge, bur in ferring it forward to that which 'deſerues to bee 
;called and accounted good: which ſetting forward and mouing to well-doing, 
indeede ſctteth the Laurcll crowne vpon the Poers as victorious, not only of the 
Hifteriarr, but oucr the Philoſopher , howſoeverin reaching” it may be queſtio- 
Pable. Foriſuppoſe it be graunted, that which 1 ſuppoſe with great reaſon may 
.bedenied,thart the Philoſopher in reſpet of his merhodicall proceedinggteach more 
perfectly than the Pocr , yet doeIthinke, that no man is ſo-much enooune©;, as 
10 compare the Ph:/oſopher in moning withthe' Po:#, And'that mouing is of a 
higher degree than teaching ; irmay'by this appeare , thatit iswell nigh both the 
cauſcand cffeR of teaching. For who will be taughr,it he be nor moued with defire 
tobe taught? And what ſo much good doth that teaching bring forth,(I ſpeake ſtill 
.of moral] docrine ) as that it moueth one to doe that which itdoth teach £- For as 
Ariſtoile (air it is not 94ios but aces muſt berthe frait: and how aes&s can be with= 
out beeiog-moued topradtiſe, iris no hard marterto conſider. The Philoſopher 
ſheweth you the way , hee informerh you of rhe particulariries, as well of the te- 
diouſheſle of the way,andofthe pleaſant lodging'you ſhall haue when your jour- 
ney. is ended, as of themany by-turnings that may diuert you from your way . 
But-this isro no man but to him that will reade him, and reade him with atrentiue 
ſudious painefulneſſe, which conſtant defire whoſocner hath in him, hath already 
; "= halfe the hardneſle of the way : and therefore is beholding to the #hilgſapher 
;but for the other halfe . Nay truly learned men haue learnedly thought, that where 
.once. reaſon hath ſo much ouer- maſtered paſſion, as that the minde hath a free de- 
ize to dot well, the inwardlight cach minde hathin it ſelfe, is as good as a Philoſo- 
Fhers,bogke, ſince in Nature wee know it is well, to doe well, and what is well and 
Whar iscuill,alchough not in the words of Art which Ph:1o/ophers beſtow vpon vs: 
for out of naturall conceit the Philgfophers drew it; but to bee moued to doe that 
which wee know,or to bee moued with delire to know , Hoc ops5,hic labor eff , Now © 
herein of all Sciences (1 ſpeake ftill of humane, and according to the humane con- 
ceit) is our Pdet the Monarch. For hee doth not onely ſhew the way, but giueth fo 
ſweete a proſpeR-into the way , aSwill intice any mantoecntcr into it : Nay hee 
doth as if your journey ſhould lye through a faire vineyard, atthevery firſt, giue 
you acluſtcr ofgrapes, that full ofthat taſt, you may long to paſle further ; Hee be- 
ginneth not wirh obſcuredefinitions, which muſt blurre the margent with inter- 
pretations,and load the memory with doubtfulneſs: but he commerh ro you with 
wordes ſet in delightfull proportion, cither accompanied with,or prepared for the 
well enchaunting skill of Meſicke, 8& with a tale (forſooth) he commerh vnto you, 
with a tale which holdeth children from play, and old men from the Chimney 
corner ; and pretending no more, doth intend the winning of the minde from wic- 
kedneſle ro vertue ; cuen as the child is often brought to take moſt wholſom things 
by hiding them in ſuch other as hauca pleaſant taſte : which if one ſhould begin 
totellthem the nature of the Mes or Rhabarbaram they ſhould recciuc , would 
ſoanertake their phyfickeat their cares than at their mouth, ſo is it in men ( moſt of 
which are childiſh inthe beſt things , till they bec cradled in their graucs ) glad oy

though perchance the ſacke of 'his owhefaults lie fo-behind his backe; thatheſeerh 
nor himſelfe rb dance the Tame meaſre: 'whergtoyetnothingicar more operihis. 
eyes, than to fee his owne aQions contemnptibly ſer forth..'So thattherighe vie of 
Comedie,will,l thinke, by no bodie bee blamed;and much lefle of che highiandiex- 
cellent Tragedie , that openeth the greateſt wonnds,-aad ſhewerh forth the Piers 
that areconeredwirh Ti/+e, that maketh Kings fearpto bee Tyrants;and Tyrants 
manifeſt their tyrannicalſhymors,that with ſtirring the effe&s of 4dmirerize and 
Commiſeration,teacheththe vncertainty ofthis world, & vponthow wedkefounda< 
tions guilderi roofes are builded, that maketh vsknow, 25 feeptra ſeurs turo'imps- 
rioregit , Timet timentes , metus in anthorum redit . Buchow miuchitcan motie > Ply 
tarch yeeldeth anotablereftimonie of the abhominableTyranc Alexemer Pherans, 
from whoſe cycs a Trageaie well made and repreſented, drewabundarideofteats} 
who with outall pitie had murthgred itffinite numbers;8 ſome of his owne blood: 
ſoas hee that was not aſhamedro miake matters\for Tregeties; yetcould norrefift 
the ſweet violence of a Trazeaie . And if it wrought no further goodin hin, 1t 
was, that hee in deſpite of himſelfe, withdrew' himſelfe from hearkeningro'that 
which might mollifie his hardned heart.Burit is not the Tragedie they doe millike's 
for it were too abſurde,to caſt out ſo excellent repreſentation of whatſoever is 
moſt worthy to bee learned. Isitthe Lyricke that moſt diſpleaſeth ; who with his 
tuned Lyre, & well accorded voice, giueth praiſe, the reward of vertue to'vertuoys 
ads: who giueth morall precepts and naturali Problemes, who ſometime ralſettrvy 
his voyceto the height ofthe heauens, in fingingthe'laudes of theimmortall Gods 
Certainely I muſt confeſſe mine owne barbarouſneſſe, I never heardthe/o1d Song 
of Percie & Douglas, that I found not my heart moued morethin witha trumpet : 
* and yet isſung butby ſomeblinde Crowder, withno rougher yoyce, than rude 
ſtile; which beeing ſo tuill apparelled in the duſt and Cobweb oftharvnciuilf 
age, what would it work, trimmed in the gorgeouseloquence of Findere? In tus: 
garie T haue ſcene in the manner of all feaſtes and other ſuch like meetings; ro hays 
ſongs of their anceſtors valure,which that righe ſouldicrlike nation, thinkeone of 
the chicfeſt kindlers of braue courage. The incomparable Lecedemoniexs did nor 
onely carrie that kind of Acoſick.cuer with themito the field 5 bur euen athome,as 
ſach ſongs were made, ſo were they all content to bee fingers of them when'the 
luſtie men were to tell whatthey did, the old men what they haue done, and the 
young what they would doe. And wherea man may ſay ,that Pindere many times 
praiſcth{highly viQories of ſmall moment, tather matters of ſport than vertue,as it 
may he an{wered,it was the tault of the Poeg, 8: not of thePoerry, ſoindeedthechicfe 
faok was inthetime & cuſtome of the Greeks,who ſet thoſe royes at ſauhigha pricey 
that Philip of Macedon reckoned a horſe-race won't O/ympus,among his three fear- 
full felicities . Bur as the vnimitable Pindere often did,ſo is that kinde moſt capable 
and moſt fit to awake the thoughts from the ſleepe of idleneſſe,to imbrate honou- 
rable enterpriſes, There reſts the Hericall,whoſevery name T think ſhoyld daunt all 
backbiters . For by whatconceit can a tofgue bee directed to ſpeake evill of that 
which draweth with him no lefle champions than Achilles , Cyras, Arners, Turniis 
. Tydeas , Rinaldo, whe doth not only teach and mone to atrith, but reachethand 
moueth to the moſt high andexcellenttruth: who maketh magnanimitic and ju- 
tice, ſhine through all miſtie fearefulneſſe and foggie deſires, Who if the ſaying 6f 
Plats and Tully be true,that who could ſee vertue,would bee wonderfally raniifed 
with the louc of hir beantie, this man ſettethher out ro make her more lovely in 
her holiday apparell , to the eye of any _ will daigne,notro diſdaine vncill ”— 
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vaderſtand. Bur ifanyrhing be already faid in the defence of ſweete Foerry,all can- 
carre tothe maintainingthe Her#ice//,which is not onely a kinde, bur the beſt and 
moſt accompliſhed kinde of Poetry. For as the image of each Aion ſtirreth and 
inſtrucerh To mind,ſoche lofty image of ſuch worthies, moſt inflameth theminde 
vvith defire to be worthy : and enformes wich counſaile how to bee worthy. Only 
lere£zea bee worne in the Tabler of your memory, how he gonerneth himſclfe in 
the ruine of his Country,in the preſeruing his old Father, and carrying away his re- 
ligious Ceremonics, in obeying Gods Commandement to leaue Dido, though nor 
only all paffionatekindneſſe, bur euen the humane conſideration of vertuous grate- 
fulnefle would haue craued other of him: how in ſtormes, how in ſports, how in 
vvarre,howin peace, how a fugitiuc,how victorious, how belicged, how belieging, 
how to ſtrangers, how to Allies, how to cnemics, how to his owne. Laſtly, how in 
bis inward felfe, and how in his outward gouernement, and I thinke in a minde 
moſt pteiudiced witha preiudicating humour, hee will bee found in excellency 
fruitfall. Yea as Horace ſaith , Melins Chrifippo & Crantore : but truely, I ima- 
gine ir falleth our with theſe Poer-whippers,as with ſome good vvomen, whooften 
are ficke, but in faith they cannottell where. So the name of Poetrieis odious to 
them, burneither his cauſe npe effects, neyther the ſumme that containes him, 
nor the particularitics deſcending: from him, gine any faſt handle to their car- 
ping diſpraiſe. Since then Poerrie is of all humane learnings the moſt ancient, 
.- of moſt fatherly antiquity, as from vvhence other [earnings have taken their 
ings ; Since it is ſo vniverſall, thatnokarned Nation doth deſpiſe it, nor 
barbarous Nation is without it. Since both Komvexe and Greeke gaue ſuch diuine 
namesvnto it, the one of propheſying , the other of making ; and that indeede 
thatname of making is fic for hin , conſidering , that vvhere all other Arts re- 
taine themſelues withia their ſubicR, and recciue as it were their being from it ; 
The Poet onely, onely bringeth his owne ſtuffe, and doth nor learne a Conceit 
out of a matter, burmaketh matter for a Conceit. Since neither his deſcription, 
norendcomaineth any.cuill, the thing deſcribed cannot bee euill , fince his cf- 
fe&sbee ſo good as to teach goodneſſe, and delight the learners of it ; fince there- 
in (namely in morall-doarinethe chicfe of all knowledges) hee doth not ongly 
farre paſſe the Hiforien, but for inftruting is well nigh comparable to the #b4- 
loſapber, for mouing, leaucth him behind him. Since the holy Scripture (where- 
in there is no vncleaneneſſe) hath whole parts init Pocticall, and that euen our 
Saujour Chriſt vouchſafed to vie the lowers of it: fince all his kindnefles are nor 
onely-in their vnited formes, but in their ſeuercd difleRions fully commendable, 
I thinke, (andrhinke Ithinke rightly) the Laurell Crowne appointed for trium- 
hant Captgines, doth worthily of all other learnings, honour the Poets triumph. 
becauſe wee haue cares as well as tongues, and that thelighteſt reaſons that 
may bee, will ſceme to waigh greatly , it nothing bee put in the counterbal- 
lance, ler vs heare, and as well as wee can , ponder what obieGions be made a- 
gainſt this Art, which may bee worthy eyther of yeelding or anſwering. Firſt, 
eruly I note, not onely in theſe weiwor, Poet-harers, butin all that kinde of peo- 
ple who ſeckea praiſe, by diſpraiſing others, thatthey do prodigally ſpend agreat 
many wandrivg words in quips and ſcoffes, carping and — cach thing, 
which by ſtirring the ſpleene, may ſtay the braine from a through beholding the 
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of an Aſſe; the comfortableneſſc of beeing in debt, and the iolly commodities of 
being ſicke ofthe plague. So of the'contrary fide, if we will turne Oxias verſe,7 {ys 
reat virtus proximitate mali , that good lies hid in neereneſſe of the eaill, * Agripa will 
bee as merry in the ſhewing the vanitie of Science, as Ere/mns was inthe commens 
ding of folly : neither ſhall any man or matrer ,eſcape fometouch of theſe ſmiling 
Raylers. But for Era/mas and 4grippe, they had an other foundation than the ſu- 
perficiall part would promiſe . Marry theſe other pleaſant fault-finders, who will 
correc the Yerbbefore they vnderſtand the Nowne, and confure others knowledge 
before they confirme their ovrne , T would haue them onely remember, that 
ſcoffing commetrh not of wiſedonie; fo as the beſt ritlein true Engliſh they 
get with their meryments, isro bee called good fooles : for ſo haue-our graus 
forefathers euer tearmed that huinorous kind of iefters. Bur that which ginerh 
greateſt ſcope to their ſcorning humor, is ryming and verſing . It isalreadie faid, 
CandasI thinke truly ſaid ) itis not ryming and verſing that maketh-Foeffe: One 
may bce a Poet withour verſing, anda verfifier withour Poetrie. But yer preſup- 
poſe it were inſeparable, as indeede it ſeemerh Sca/sger iudgeth truly, it werean in- 
ſeparable commendation', For if Ora?io, next to Ratio, Speech next to Reaſon, bee 
the greateſt gift beſtowed ypon Mortalirie, that cannot bee prayſeleſſe which doth 
moſt poliſh thar bleſſing of ſpeech; which confidereth each: word , not only as 
a man may ſay by his forcible qualitie, bur by his beſt meaſured quantirie, carying 
cuen in themſ{clues a Hearmorie; withour perchaunce number, meaſure,order, prcs 
portion bee inour time growne odious. But lay afide the iuft prayſe it hathiby be- 
1og the onely fir ſpeech for Meſick ( Muſicke I fay , the moſt diuine ſtriker of the 
ſenſes,. ) Thus much is vndoubtedly true, rhat if: reading bee fooliſh withont re- 
membring, Memory being the onely treaſure of knowledge;, thoſe words which 
are fitteſt tor memory,are likewile moſt conuenient for knowledge. : Now that 
Verſe farre exceedeth Profe,in the knitting vp of the memorie, the reaſon is mani- 
feſt, the wordes (beſides their delight, which hath a great affinitie to memory ) bez 
ing ſo ſet as one cannot bee loſt, but the whole worke failes: which accuſing it ſelfe; 
calleth the remembrance backe to it ſelfe, 8 ſo moſt ſtrongly confirmeth it. Beſides 
one word,ſoas it were begetting another, as be it in:rime or meaſured verſe, by the 
former a man ſhall hane a neere gheſte to the follower. Laftly ; euen they that have 
raught the Art of memorie, and ſhewed m—_— apt for it z a$acertaine roome 
divided into many places, well and throughly knowne : Now that haththe verſe 
in effec perfectly, cuery word hauing his naturall ſear, which ſeatmuſt needs make 
the word remembred. Bur whatneedes more ina thing ſs knowne to all men ? 
Who is itthat euer was ſcholler, that doth not catric away fome verſesof Yirgill, 

' Horace, or Cato, which in his youth hee learned; and cuento his olde age ferue 
him for hourely leffons , as, Percontatorem fugits ; nans garitins inem oft, Dum fibs - 
, qniſque placet credals tart « ſumns ; But the firnefle irhath formemorie, is notably 
proved by all deliuerie of Arts, wherein for the tnoſt part, from Grammar to Ls- 
gicke, Mathematickes, Phyſicke , and thereſt, rheRuleschiefly neceſſacieto bee 
borne away , are compiled in verſes: Sothat verſe being in-irfclfeſweere and or- 
derly, and being beſt for memoric, the onely handle of knowledge, it muſt bee. 
in ieſt thatatiy man can ſpeake againſtit. Nowthen goe weeto the moſt impor- 
eant imputations laid to the poore Peers ; for ougt I cats yetleaxne,they are theſe: 
Firſt, that there beeivg many othet more' fruitfull knowledges:; a man might 
berrer ſpend his time in them , than in'this . Secondly, thar it is the'morher of 
lies. Thirdly','thar itis the nurſe of abuſe , infe@ing-vs with many peſtilear de- 
—_— fires, 
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faith , how both in other nations and ours, beforePeers did ſoften vs, wee were 
full of courage, giuento marriall exerciſes, the pillars of manlike libertie ,and 
not lulled aflcepe in ſhadie idlenefle with Poers paſtimes . Andiaſtly and chiefly , 
they cry our with open mouth, as if they had ouer-fhot Robinho , that Plaroba- 
niſhed them our of his Common- wealth. Truly ,this is much , if therebee much 
truth inir. Eirſt ro the firſt . Thataman might better ſpend hisrime, isa reaſon 
indeede: butit doth asthey ſay , bur Perere principium . For if itbee, as Taffirme, 
that no learning is ſo good , as that which teacheth and mouethto vertue , and that 
none can both teach and moue thereto ſo much as Poeſie, then is the concluſion 
manifeſt; that inke and paper cannot bee to a more profitable purpoſe imployed. 
And certainely though a man ſhould grant their firſt aſſumption ,it ſhould tollow 
(mee thinke Jvery vawillingly,that good is not good, becaule better is better, Bur I 
fill andvtterly deny , thatthere is ſprung out of eartha more fruitfull knowledge, 
Tothe ſecond therefore, that they ſhould bee the principall Iyars , Ianſwer Pare- 
daxically, but trucly , Ithinke truely : that ofall writers vnder the Sunne,the Poet is 
the leaſt lyar : and though he would,as a Fee7,can ſcarcely bee alyar. The 4/rone- 
mer with his couſin the Geometrician can hardly eſcape , when they take vpon them 
to meaſure the height of the ſtarres. How often thinke you doe the Phyfitians lye, 
when they auerre things good for ſickneſſes, which afterwards ſend Cherowa great 
number of ſoules drowned ina potion, before they come to hisFertic? And no leſſe 
of the reſt, whichtake vpon themro affirme . Now for the Pow? , hee nothing affir- 
meth,and therefore never lyerh : for as I take it, to lyegisto affirme thatto bee true, 
which is falſe . So as the other Artiſtes, & eſpecially the HiForien,aftirming many 
things, can in the cloudy knowledge of mankind, hardly eſcape from many lyes . 
But the Peet, as I ſaid before, neuer affirmeth, the Poe neuer maketh any Circles 
2bout your imagination,to conture you to beleeue fortrue,what he writerh : he ci- 
teth not authorities of other hiſtories, bur cucn for hisentrie , calleththe ſweere 
Muſesto inſpire into hima good invention. In trothnor labouring totell you what 
is.oris not, but what ſhould, or ſhould not bee, Andtherefore though heerecount 
things not true, yet becauſcheerelleth chem nor for true, he lyeth not: without wee 
will fay,that Nether lycd in his ſpeech before alledgedroDaeid, which asa wicked 
man durft ſcarce ſay; ſothinke none ſo ſimple , would ſay, that Z/opeIyedin the 
tales of his beaſts: tor whothinkerh that Z/ope wrote it for aRually true, were well 
worthy to bauc his nameChronicled among the beaſts he writeth of, Whatchild is 
there, that pers. 1 a play and ſeeing Thebes written in greatletters vponan 
olde doore , doth belecue that it is Thebes? If thznaman can arrive tothe childes 
age, to know thatthe'Pvers perſonisand doings, are but pictures what ſhouldbee, 
& not tories what haue been, they will neuergiuethe lyeto things notaffirmatiue- 
ly, but allegorically. and figuratively written , and therefore as in hiſtory looking 
for truth,they may go away full fraught with falſhood:Soin Poeſie, looking but for 
fiQion,chey ſhall victhe narration buras an imaginative ground-plat of aprofitable 
invention. But hereto is replied.,.;tbatthe Poers giue names to men they write of, 
which arguetha conceitof an; aQuall truth;:and ſo not being true, proucth falſe- 
hood. Anddoththe Lawyer lye then, when vader the names of 7b» of theSr/le,and 
Tobs of the Nokes he putteth his Caſe ? Bug that is cafily anſwered, their naming of 
men, is but tomaketheir piture the more liucly , aad not to build any Hiſtorie, 
Painting men,they cannot leaue men nameleſſe. Wee ſee wecannot play at apy 
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bur that we muſt giue names to our Cheſlemen , and yet me thinkes hee werea verie 
partiall Champion of truth, that would ſay wee:lyed, for giving apeece of wood 
the rcuerend title of a Biſhop. The Poet nameth Cara ande/£3ea5,no othier way, 
than to ſhew what men of their. fames, fortunes, and eſtates, ſhould doe. Their 
third is, how muchir abuſerh mens wits, trayning it to- wanton finfulneſſe, and 
luſtfulllouc. For indeedethat is the principall, if not the onely abuſe I can heare 
alledged- They ſay, the Comedies ratherteach than reptehend amorous conceits. 
They ſay the Lyricke is larded with paſſionate Souners, the Elegiacke weepes. the 
want of his Miſtrefle , and that cuen to the Heroicall,: Capid: hath ambitiouſly 
climed. Alas Louc, I would thou couldeſt as well defend thy ſelfe, as thou canſt 
offend others: I would thoſe on whom thou doeſt attend, could eyrher put thee 
away,or yceld good reaſon why they keepe thee. But grant loue of beauty to bee 
2beaſtly fault, alchoughir bee very hard, ſince onely man and no beaſt hath that 
oift to diſcerne beautic z grant that louely name of Loue- to deſcrue all hatefull 
reprockes,alrhough cuen ſome of my maſters, the Philoſophers, ſpenta good deale 
of their Lamp-oyle in ſerring forth the excellency of it, grant 1 ſay, what they will 
have granted, thatnot oncly loue, bur luſt, bur vanity ; burif they liſt, ſcurrilitie 

offelle many leaues of the Poets bookes, yet thinke I, when this is granted, they 
will finde their ſentence may with good manners put the laſt words formoſt ; and 
nor ſay, that Poctry abuſeth mans wit, bur that mans wir, abyſeth Poetry, For I 
will not denic, but that mans wit may make Poeſie, which ſhould bee pre, which 
ſomc learned haue defined figuring forth good things, to. bee eamzaui, which doth 
contrariwiſe infec the fancic with vaworthy obieQs, as the Painter ſhould giue 
rotheeyecither ſome excellent perſpeRtiue, or ſome fine picture fit for building or. 
fortification,or containing in ic ſome notableexample, as Abraham (acrificing his 
ſonne /ſaec, /aaith killing Holofernes, Dauid fighting with Golich, may leaue thoſe, 
& pleaſe an ill pleaſed cyc with wanton ſhewes of berter hidden matters. But what, 
ſhall the abuſe of a thing make the right vie odious? Nay truly:though I yeeld that 
Pocfie may not onely be abuſed, bur thatggeing abuſed, by the reaſon of his ſweete 
charming force, it can do more hurt than any other armie of words, yet ſhall itbee ſo 
farre from concluding, that the abuſe ſhould giue reproachto theabuſed, that con- 
trariwiſc, iris agood reaſon, that wharſoeuer being abuſed, doth much harme, 
being rightly vicd (and vpon theright vic, each thing receiues his title) doth 
moſt good. Doe wee not ſee kill of Phyſickezthe beſt rampierto our often aſſaul- 
| redbodics, being abuſed, tcach poyſon the moſt violent deſtroyer? Doth not 
knowledge of Law, whoſe end is to cuen and right. all things, beingabuſed, 
' grow the crooked foſterer of horrible iniuries ? Doth not [to goein the higheſt) 
Gods Word ahuſed, breede hercfic; and his Name abuſed, become blaſphe- 
mic? Truly, a Needle cannotdoe much hurt, and as truly (with leaue of Ladies 
bee it ſpoken) it cannot doe much good. Witha ſword thou mayelt kill thy Fa-. 
ther, and with a ſwordthou mayeſt defend thy Prince and Countrey.; ſathat, as 
in their calling Poets, fathers of lycs, they ſaid nothing, ſo in this their argu- 
ment of abuſe, they prouc the commendation. They allodge herewith, that be-. 
fore Ports begannetobee in price, our Nation had ſet their hearts delight vpon 
ation, and nor imagination, rather doing things worthy to bee written, than wri-, 
ting things fittobe done. Whatrthat before tune was, Ithioke ſcarcely Sy/iwecan 
tell: fince no memory is ſo ancient,” that hath not the precedence of Poerrie. And. 
certaine itis, that in our plaineſt homelinefle, yer never 'was the £biow Nation 
without Poetrce. Mary, this argument, though it be leuelled againſt Poerry, yer is it” 
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Of ſuch minde were certaine Gorhes,of whom it is written, that having inthe ſpoile 
ofa famous Cirtie, taken a faire Library,one hangman belike fir toexecute the truits 
of their wits, who had murthered a great number of bodics,would haue ferfire in it. 
Noſaid another very grauely,take heed what you do, for while they are bufic abour 
thoſe toyes, we ſhall with more leiſure conquer their Countries. This indeed is the 
ordinary dodtrine of ignorance, and many words ſometimes haue heard ſpent in 
it : but becauſethis reaſon is generally againſt all learning,as well as Poetry, or rather 
all learning but Poe#rie, becauſe ir were too large a digreſhion to handle it, or atleaſt 
roo ſuperfluous, ſince it is manifeſt, thatall gouernement of aRion isto bee gotten 
by knowledge, and knowledge beſt, by gathering many knowledges, which is rea- 
ding ; I onely with Horace, to him that is of that opinion, Iubeo ſtultameſſe libenter : 
for as for Poerrie it ſelfe, it is the freeft from this obieRion: for Feerry is the Compa- 
nion of Camps.1 dare vndertake,that Or/auds farioſo,or honeſt king Artber,will ne- 
uer diſpleaſe a ſouldier : but the quidditie of Es and prime materia, will hardly a- 
gree witha Corſelet. And therefore,as I ſaid in the beginning, cuen Tarkes and 
Tartares are delighted with Poets. Homer a Greeke flouriſhed before Greece flouriſhed: 
and if roaſleight conieture, a conicure may bee oppoſed, truly it may ſeeme, 

thatas by himtheir learned men tooke almoſt their firſt light of knowledge , ſo 

their aRtiue men receiued their firſt motions of courage. Onely Hlexanders cx- 
ample may ſcrue, who by Pluterch is accountedof ſuch vertue, that fortune was 
not his guide, but his foot-ſtoole, whoſe Ads ſpeake for him, though Platerch 

did not : indeed the Phexix of warrelike Princes. This Alexander, left his Schoole- 

maſter liuing 4riſtot/e behinde him, but tooke dead Homer with him. Hee pur the 

Philoſopher Califthezes to death, for his ſeeming Philoſophicall, indeed muti- 

nous ſtubbornneſle : but the chiefe thing he was euer heard to wiſh for,was, that H0- 

mer had beene alive. Hee well found he receiued more bravery of minde by the par- 
terne of Ach;lles, than by hearing the definition of Fortirvde. And thereforeif Ca- 
fo miſliked Feluiws for carrying Emniws with him to the field, it may bee anſwered, 
that if Ca#o miſliked it, the noble Fa/u7us liked it, orclſc he had not done it for it was 
not the excelletit Cars Yricenſ;s, whoſe authoritie I would much more haue reueren- 
ced: butit was the former,in truth a bitter punifher of faults, butelſea man that had 
neuer ſacrificedto the Graces. He miſliked &cryed our againſt all Greeke learning, 8 
yet being foureſcore yeares 01d, began to learneit, belike fearing that Pluto vnder- 
ſood nor Latine : Indeede the Ramene lawes allowed no perſonto be carried tothe 
wars,bur he that was in the ſouldiers role. Andtherforethough Caro milliked his vn- 
muſtred perſon, he miſliked not his work. And ifhe had, Scipio Neſice (iudged by c6- 
mon conſentthe beſt Romare) loucd him : both the other Scipio brothers , who had 
by their vertues no leſs ſurnames than of Aſs & Africk, ſo loued him, that they cau- 
ſed his bodyto be buriedin their ſepulture. Soas Carv's authority being bur againſt 
his perſon, & that anſwered with ſo far greaterthan himſelf,is herein of no validity. 

But new indeed my burthenis great, that P/ars his name is laid vpon mee, whom I 

muſt confetle of all Philoſophers, I hauc cuer citeemed moſt worthy of reverence ; 8& 
with goodreaſon, ſince of all Phiofgphers he is the moſt Poeticall: yer if he will defile 
the fountaine out of which his lowing ſtreames haue proceeded, let ys boldly exa- 

mine with what reaſon hee did it. . Firſt,truly aman might maliciouſly obic&, thar 
Plaro being a Phileſopher,vras a naturall enemy of Poets. For indeed atter the Phileſs- 

phers had picked out of the ſweet myſteries of Porrry,the right diſcerning true points 
of knowledge, they forthwith putting ir in method,8& making a ſchoole Art of that 
whichthe Pge#+ did onely teach by a diuine delightfulneſle, beginning to ſpurne at 
theirguides,like vogratetul prentizes,were not contentto ſet ypſhop torthemſelues, 
| bur 
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but ſought by all meanes to diſcredit their maſters : which by the force of delight 
being barred chem, the lefle they could onerthrow them, the more they hated them, 
For indeed they found, for Hemers ſeuen cities ſtrane who ſhould haue him for their 
Citizen, where many cities baniſhed Philoſophers, as not fit members to liue amon 
them. For onely repeating certaine of Euripides verſes, many Azpenians had their 
liues ſaued of rhe Syracsſens, where the Athenians themſelues thought manie ?hils- 
ſophers vaworthy to liue. Certaine Poets, as Symoniaes & Pindarus, had ſo preuailed 
with Hero the firſt, that of atyrantthey made him a iuſt King: whete P/arocould:doe 
ſo little with Dyoniſius, that hee himſelfe of a Philoſopher, was made a flaue. But who 
ſhould do thus,l confeſle ſhould requite the obietions made againſt Poezs, with like 
cauellations againſt Philoſqphers : as likewiſe one ſhould do that ſhould bid one reade 
Phedras or Sympoſium in Plato, or the diſcourſe of loue in Plutareb,and fee whether 
any Poet do authorize abominable filthineſſeas they doe. Againe, a man mightaske; 
out of what comon-wealth Plato doth baniſh them, in ſooth, thence where hee him- 
ſclte alloweth community of women. So as belike this baniſhmenr grew not for ef- 
feminare wantonnes, fincelittle ſhould poeticalSonzers be hurtful, whena man might 
haue what woman he liſted. Bur 1 honour Philoſophicall inſtruions, &bleſſe the * 
wits Which bred them : ſo as they be not abuſed, which is likewiſe ſtretched to Poe» 
trie. Saint Pau! himſclfe ſets a watch- word vpon Philoſophie, indeed vpon the abuſe. 
So doth Pl:to vpon the abuſc,not vpon Poetry. Plato found fault that the Poets of his 
time,fild the world with wrong opinions of the gods, making light tales of that vn« 
ſportedeſlence; & therfore would not haue the youth depraucd with ſuch opinions? 
herein may much bee ſaid, letthis ſuffice,” The Poers did not indvce ſuch opinions, 
bur did imitate thoſe @pinionsalready induced. For all the Greeke ſtories can wellte- 
ſtifie, that the very religion of that time,ſtood ypon many, & many faſhioned gods : 
nottaught ſo by Poezs, but followed according to their nature of imitation. Who 
liſt may reade in Pluterch, the diſcourſes of Iſs and Ofiris, of the cauſe why Oracles 
ceaſed,of the diuine Prouidence,and ſee whether the Theologie of that Nation ſtood 
not vpon ſuch dreams which the Poer3 indeed ſuperſticiouſly obſerued;8 truly fince 
they had not the light of Chriſt did much better in it than the Philoſephers, who ſha- 
king off ſuperftirion brought in Acheiſme , Plats therefore whoſe authoritie I had 
much rather juſtly conſtrue than vniuſtly reſiſt, meantnot in-generall of Poexs ;in 
thoſe words of which Julius Scaliger ſaith, 2u4 authoritate barbari quidam atque in- 
ſipidi abuti velint ad Poet e kepublica exigenasr, But onely meant to driue out thoſe 
wrong opinions of the Deity : whereof npw without further law , Chriſtianity hath 
taken away all the hurtfull beleete, perchance as he thought,nouriſhed by then eſtee- 
med Poets, And a man need goeno furtherthan to Plazv himſelfe ro know his mea» 
ning: who in his Dialogue called 1o#,giueth high, & rightly diuine commendations 
_ vnto Poerry, Soas Platobaniſhing the abuſe, not the thing, not baniſhing it, but gi- 
uving due honourto ir, ſhall be our Patron, 8& not our aduerſary. For indeede; Thad 
rather, fince truely I may doe it, ſhew their miftaking of Plato, vader whoſe 
Lyons skinne they would make an Afﬀe-like braying againſt Poefie, than goe about 
to ouerthrow his authority ; whom the wiſer a man is, the more 1uſt cauſe hee ſhall 
findeto hauc in admiration : eſpecially ſince he attributeth vato Poefie more than my- 
ſelfe doe ; namely to bee a very inſpiring of, a divine force, tarre aboue mans wit, as 
in the forenamed Dialogue isapparant. Of the otherſide, who would ſhew the ho- 
nours have bcene by the beſt ſort of indgements grafted them, awhole ſea of ex- 
amples would preſent themſclues , Alexan4ers, Ceſars,Scipio's,all fanourers of Poets, 
Lelizs, called the Romane Socrates himſelfe a Poet ; fo as partof Heawrontimeroume- 
non in Terence, was ſuppoſed to bee made by him. And euen the Greeke — 
whom 
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diſgrace the moſt gracefull Poeſie. For now,as if all the 4uſcs were gat with childe, 


—— 


who 4pol/o confirmed tobe the onely wiſe man, is ſaid to haue ſpent partof his old 
time in putting E/ops Fables into Verſes. And therefore full cuill ſhould it become 
his ſcholler #/ato, to put ſuch words in his maſters mouth againſt Poers, Put what 
necdes more 2 <4riforle writes the Art of Poeſie :and why, if it ſhould not be writ- 
ten? Pluterch teacheth the vie to be gathered of them: and how, if they ſhould nor 
beeread? And who reades Plutarchs cither Hiſtoric or Philoſophie, ſhall finde hee 
trimmeth both their garments with guards of Poeſie, But I liſt not to defend Poeſie 
with the helpe of#his vaderling Hi#oriographie. Let ir ſuffice to haue ſhewed, it is 
2 firſoile for praiſe to dwell vpon : and what diſpraiſe may ſerypon it, is cither eaſi- 
ly ouercome,or transformed into juſt commendations.So that ſince the excellencies 
of it may bee ſo caſily and ſoiuſtly confirmed, and the low-creeping obicRions ſo 
ſoonetrodden downe, it not being an Art of lyes, but of true doctrine ;not of effe. * 
minateneſſe, bur of notableſtirring of courage ; not of abuſing mans wir, but of 
ftrengthning mans wit, not baniſhed, but honoured by P?/ato, let vs rather plant 
more Lautels for to ingarland the Poers heads (which honour of being Laureate, 
25 belides them, onely triumphant Capraines were, isa ſufficient authority ro ſhew 
the pricethey oughtro be held in) than ſuffer the ill ſauoured breath of ſuch wrong 
ſpeakers, once to blow vpon the cleare ſprings of Poeſie, But fince I haue runne ſo 
long a Carreerin this matter, meethinkes, before I giue my pennea full toppe,it 
ſhall bee but a little more loſt rime, to inquire why England, the mother of exccllcnt 
mindes, ſhould bee growne fo hard a ſtep-matherto Peers, who certainely in wit 
ought to paſſe all others, ſinceall onely procceds from their wit, being indeed ma- 
kers of themſc]ues,not takers of others. How can I but exclaime, Muſa mihi canſay 
mwemers quo numine laſs. Sweete Pueſie,tbar hath anciently had Kings, Emperours, 
Senators, great Captaines, fuch as bcſides athouuſand others, Dauia, Adrian, So- 


 phocles, Germanic, not onely to fauour Ports, but to bee Poets : and of our nearer 


times, can preſent for her Patrons, a Rebeyt King of Sici/l, the great King Francis 
of France, King /ames of Scotland, ſuch Cardinals as Bembus, and Zibiews , ſuch 
famous preachers and teachers, as 5ez4 and Melanchton, ſo learned Philoſophers, as 
Fraceſtorius, and Sceliger, ſo great Orators, as Powtanwu, and Muretw; io picrcing 
Wits, as George Buchanan, {0 graue Counſcllours, as befides manic, but before all, 
that Hoſpital of Frexce;than whom' I thinke that Realme neuer brought forth a 
more accompliſhed iudgement, more firmely builded vpon vertue : I ſay,theſe with 
numbers of others, not onely to reade others Poefies, but to Poetiſe for orners rea- 
ding ; that Poeſie thus embraced in all other places, ſhould onely finde in ourtime a 
hard welcome in England, I rhinke the very earth laments it, and therefore deckes 
our ſoile with fewer Laurelsthan it was accuſtomed, For heretofore, Poets haue 
in England alſo flouriſhed : and which is ro be noted, eucn inthoſc times when the 
Trumpet of Mers did ſound lowdeſt. And nowthbatanouer-faint quietneſlſe ſhould 
ſceme to ſtrow the houſe for Foers, they are almoſt in as good reputation, as the 
Aoantecbankes atYenice. Truly even that, as of the one fide it giueth great praiſe to 
Poefie, which like Ye#xs (but to better purpoſe) had rather bee troubled in thener 
with Mars, than enioy the —_ quiet Yelcan: So ſerues it forapeece of a 
reaſon, why they are leſſegratefullto 1dle Emy/and, which now can ſcarce endure 
the paine of a penne.” Vponthis neceſſarily followeth, that baſe men with ſeruile 
wits vndertake it, who thinke it enoughit they can bee rewarded of the Printer : 
and ſo as Epeminondas is ſaid with the honour of his vertueto haue madean office, 
by his exerciſing it, which before was contemptible, ro become highly reſpected : 
ſotheſe men no more bur ſetting their names to it, by their owne diſgracetulneſie, 
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to bring forth baſtard Poers: without any commiſſion they doe poaſt- oucrthe 
bankes of Helicon,till they make the Readers more wearie than poaſt-horſes, while 
inthe meane time, they 2ucis meliore luto finxit precordia Tit aw, are bettesx content 
to ſuppreſle the out-flowings of their wit,than by publiſhing them,to bee accoun- 
rcd Knights of the ſame order. But I, that before cuer I durſt _ vnto the dig- 
niric, am admitted intothe company of the Paper-blarrers, doc findethe yery true 
cauſe of our wanting eſtimation is want of deſert, raking ypon vstobee Poerrin 
deſpite of Pallas . Now wherein wee want deſert, werea thanke-worthy labour 
to expreſſe, But if Iknew, I ſhould haue mended my ſelfe:but as I never defired the 
ticle, ſo haue InegleAed the meanes to come by it, onely ouer-maſtered by ſome 
thoughts, I yeeldedan inkie tribute vnto them. Marry they thatdelight in Poeſie 
ir ſelte, ſhould ſeeke ro know what they doe : and how they doeeſpecially looke 
themſclues in an vnſlattering glaſle of reaſon, if they bee inclinable yaro it, For 
Poeſie muſt not bee drawne by the eares, it muſt be gently led,or rather irmuſt lead; 
which was partly the cauſc that made the ancient learnedaffirme, it was a diuine 
gifrandno humane skill, finceall other knowledges lye readie for any that haue 
ſtrengthof wit: A Poet no induſtric can make, if his owne Geniss bee not carried 
into it . And therefore is an olde prouerbe, Orator fit, Poete naſcitur , Yet cots 
feſſe alwayes, thatas the fertileſt yu muſt bee manured, ſo muſtthe higheſt 
flying wit hauea Dedalus to. guide him , That Deds/as they fay both in this and 
in other, hath three wings to beareir ſelfe vp into the ayre of due commendation 2 
' thatis, Art, Imitation and Exerciſe. But theſe neither Artificiall Rules, nor 
imitatiue patternes wee-much cumber our ſclues withall , Exerciſc indeedewee 
doe, but that very fore-backwardly ; for where we ſhould exerciſe to know, wee 
exerciſeas hauing knowne : and ſo is our brainedeliuered of much matter, which 
neuer was begotten by knowledge. For there being twoprincipall parts, Matter to 
be expreſſed by words,and wordes toexpreſle the matter : In neither, we vſc Are 
or Imitation righely; Our matter is, 2»oa/iber, indeedealthough wrongly perfor« 
ming Owids Verle ; A 7 


Lxuicquid conaber dicere, Verſus erit. | 
Neuer marſhalling it into any aſſured ranke, that almoſt the Readers cannot tell 
where to finde themſelueg. Chances vndoubredly didexcellently in his Treilus 8 
Creſcid : of whom truly | know not whetherco maruell more, either thathe inthat 
myſtic time could ſee fo clearely, or that wee in this cleareage, goe ſo ſtumblingly 
after him. Yer had he great wants, fit to be'forgiuen in ſo reuerent an Antiquitie.I 
accountthe Mirrourof Magiſtrates, meetely furniſhed of beautifull parts. And in 
the Earle of Swrrys Lyrickes, many things taſting of a noble birth, -and worthie 
of anoble minde. The Shepheards Kalender hath much Poetry in hisEclop 
indeed worthy the reading , it I be notdeceiued. That ſame framing of his ſtileto 
an olderuſticke languague, I dare not allow : fince neither Theocritas in Grecke, 
Virgilin Latine,nor Se#ezerein Italian did affeRir. Beſides theſe, Idonotremem- 
ber to haue ſcene bur few(ts ſpeake boldly) printed that haue P oeticall finewesin 
them. For proofe whereof, ler but moſt of the Verſes be put in Proſe, andthen aske 
the meaning , and it will bee found , that one Verſe did but beget another, without 
ordering arthe firſt, what ſhould bee at the laſt, which becomes a confuſed mae 
of words, with atingling ſound of ryme, barely accompanied with reaſon. Our 
Tragedies and Comedies, not without cauſe cried out againſt, obſeruing rules 
ole of honeſt ciuilitic, nor skilfull Poe#rie. Excepting Gorbodwcke(againe 1 ſay 
.of thoſethatl haue ſeene) which notwithſtanding, asitis full of ſtately ſpeeches: 
and well ſounding phraſes climing tothe heighrof Sexecs hisſtile,and as full _ 
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tablemoralitie, which it doth moſt delightfully teach, and fo obraine the very end 
of Pepe: Yetin truth ,itis very defetuousin the circumſtances, which grieues me, 
becauſe ir might nor remaine as an exaR modell of all Tragedics. For it is faultic 
bottrirrplace and time;the two neceſſaric companions of all corporall ations. For 
where the ſtage ſhould alway repreſent but one place, and the vttermoſt time pre- 
fſed-in it ſhould bee both by 4ri/otles precept, and commen reaſon, but one 
day; there are both many dayes and many places inartificially imagined.But if irbe 
ſo-in Gorbpducke, how much more in all che reſt? where you ſhall haue ſz of the 
one fide ,and Africke ofthe other, and ſo many ether vader-kingdomes, that the 
Plater when hee comes in, muft euer begin with telling where hee is,or clſe therale 
wil not be conceiued. Now ſhall you hauethree Ladies walke to gather flowers, 
andthen wee muſt beleeue the ſtage to beagarden. By and by wee heare newesof 
ſhipwracke in the ſame place,then wee are too blame if we acceptit not for a rocke, 
Vpon thebacke of that comes outa hideous monſter with fire and ſmoke, and then 
the miſcrable beholders are boundro take it for a caue : while in che meane time 
ewo atinies flic in, repreſented with foure ſwordes and bucklers, and then what - 
hard heartwill not receiuc it fora pitched field 2 Now of time they are much more 
liberall. For ordinaric it is, thattwo young Princesfall in loue , after many tra- 
gerſes thee is got with childe, deliuered of a faire boy, hee is loſt ,growetha man, 
falleth in loue, and is readie to ger another childe and all this in two houres ſpace : 
which how abſurd it is in ſenſe, cucn ſenſe may imagine : and Art hath taught, and 
all aufcient examplcs iuſtified,and atthis day the ordinary Players in 1t«/y will not 
erre in. Yet will ſome bring in an example of Eunnch in Terence ,that containeth 
marter of ewo dayes, yet farre ſhort of twentic yeares. True it is, and ſo was it 
to'bee played intwo dayes, and ſo fitted ro the time it ſet forth . Andalthough 
Plautss haue in one place done amiſle, let vs hit it with him, and not miſfſe with 
- kim .- But'rchey will ſay , how then ſhall wee ſet forth a ſtorie, which containes 
both many-places, and many times? And doethey not know that a Tragedic is 
rycdtothe lawes of Poeſie, and not of Hiſtorie : nor bound to follow the ſtorie, 
bur hauing libertiecither to faynea quite new mattog, or to frame the Hiſtorieto 
the moſt eragicall conueniencic? Againe, many things may bee cold, which cannot 
bee ſhewed : if they know the difference betwixt reporting and repreſenting. As 
for example, I may ſpeake, though Iam heeregof Pers, andin ſpeech digrefle from 
thar, ro the deſcription of Ca/ecnt : but in ation I-cannot repreſent it wichout 
Pacotets tiorſe. ' And ſo was rhe manner the auncients tooke , by ſome Nanrius 
co recount things donein former time or other place. Laftly, if they will repre- 
ſent an Hiſtorie , they muſt not (as Horace ſaith) begin 4b #0, but they muſt come 
ro rhe prinicipall point of that one ation which they will repreſent, By example 
this. will-be beſt expreſſed. I hauea ſtoric of young Polydores, deliucred for ſafe- 
ties-ſake with great riches by his father Priewus; to Polimneſter king of Thrace, in 
the Troies warre time, Hee after ſome yeares, hearing of the ouerthrow of Pris- 
mas ;fortomake the treaſure his owne, murthererh the childe; the bodic ofthe 
childe is taken vp, Heeabe, ſheethe ſame day findeth a flight ro bee revenged moſt 
cruclly of the Tyrant. Where now would one of our Tragedie-writers begin, 
but withrhe deliuerie of the childe £ Then ſhould one faile ouer intoThrace ,and'fo 
ſpead Iknow not how many yeares, and trauaile numbers of places . But where 
xXh Eergpiaes teen with the finding of the bodie , the reſt leaving to bee tolde by 
the ſpirit of Po/ydorw . This necdes no further to bee enlarged, the dulleſt wit 
may conceiue ir', But beſides theſe groſle abſurdities , how all their Playes bee 
gcither right Tragedics, nor right Comedics, mingling Kings and Clownes, 
of no 
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. not becauſe the matter ſo carrieth ir, bur thraſt in the Clowne by head and 
ſhoulders to play a part ib Maieſticall, matters, . with neither degencie nor diſ- 
crerion : ſo as neither the admiration and commiſeratian ,, tior.che right uv 
fulneſſe,is by their mongrell Tragicomedic obtained. Iknow _tpoletas jd 

whar ſo; bur that i$athing recounted with ſpace of time, not repreſented in--one- 
moment,;.and1 know the Ancients haue one or two. examples of Tragi 

dies, a5 Plentas hath Amphicrie.But if we marke them well, we ſhall Gndethar 


neuer or very daintily match horne-pipes and- funerals. So falleth-it out ; that - 


hauing indeede no tight Comedie in that Comicall partof our Tragedie; we.haue 

nothing bur ſcurrilitie, vaworthy of any chaſte cares, or ſome ſhew of dol- 

tiſhneſſe, indeede fittolik vpa lowd laughter and nothing elſe : where the vubole 

tra of a Comedy ſhould be full of delight, as the Tragedy ſhould bee ſtill main- 

rained ina well raiſed admiration. Bur our Comedients thinke there is, _ 

h laughter may come with de- 
y 


wichout laughter, vyhichis very wrong : for Io. 
light, yer commeth'ir nor of delight,as though _—_ ſhould be the cauſe of laugh+ 
ter : but well niay one thing breede both together. Nay in themſclues,they haye as 
it were a kinde of contrariety : For delight we ſcarcely doe, but in things that have 
aconueniencie to our (clues, or tothe generall nature. Laughter almoſt ever com- 
| meth of things moſt diſproportionedto our ſelues & nature. Delight hath a ioy in 

it eyther permanent or preſent:Laughter hath only a ſcornefulltickling, For exam- 

ple ; wee are rauiſhed with delight to ſeea faire vvoman,and yer meter from be- 
ing mouued tolaughter. Wee laugh at deformed creatures, wherein certainely we 
cannot delight. Weedelightin good chances ; wee laugh at miſchances. Weedes 
light to heare the happineſle of our friends and Countrey, at vvhich he were vyor- 


thy to be laughed at that would laugh: we ſhall contrarily ſometimes laugh to finda 


matter quite miſtaken, & goe downe the wn the byas;in the mouth of ſome 
ſuch men, as for the reſpet of them, one be heartily ſorry he cannot chooſe 
but laugh, and ſos rather pained, than delighted with laughter. Yerdeny I not, 
bur that they may goe well together : for as in .{/exeuders piture well ſet out, we 
delight without laughter,and in twenty mad Antickes wee laugh without delight 
Soin Hercules painted with his great beard and furious countenance in a womans 
atryre, ſpinning at Omphales commandement, it breedes both delight and laugh- 
ter: for the repreſenting of fo ſtrange a power ih Lioue;procuresdelight,8& the ſcorn» 
fulneſfe of the aRion ſtirreth laughter. But I ſpeake tothis purpoſe, that all the end 
of the Comicallpart,be not vpon ſuch ſcornfull matters as ſtirte er only, bur 
mixe with it thatdelightfull reaching,which istheend of Poefe. And the great fault 
cuen inthat pointof laughter and forbidden plainly. by Arife#le,is;that they ftirrg 
laughter in infull things, which are rather execrable than ridiculous : or in miſ- 
rable, which are rather to bee __w chan ſcorned.For what js it to make folks gape 


at a wretched beggar, anda beggarly Clowne: or. againſt law of hoſpitality, to 
eſt at ſtrangers, becauſe they ſpeak not Engliſh ſo well as we do? what do we learn, 
face it is certaine 5 NU habet inſelix paupertas durins in ſe, Zuam quod ridicalos he- 
wines facit. But rather a buſic loving Courtiergand a heartlefſe threatning 7hro/o; 
a ſelfe-wiſe ſeeming Schoolemaſter, a vvrie transformed Trauailer : theſe if we ſaw 
vvalke in ſtagenames, which wee play naturally, therein were delightfull laughter, 
and teaching dclighrfulneſſe, as inthe other the Tragedies of Bachenan doc iuſtly 
bring fortha dinine admiration, But I haue laviſhed out too many words of this 
play-marter; Ido it, becauſe asthey arc excclling parts of Poefie, ſo is there none ſo 
much vſedin Eng/end,8& none can bee more pit abuſed:which like an vaman- 
nerly daughter,ſhewing a bad education, canſeth her mother Poeſies honeſty w_ bee 
c 
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called inqueſtion.Other ſorts of Poetry almoſt hauc we none, but that Zyricel kinde . 
of ſongs and Sonners,which, Lord,ifhe gaue vsſogood mindes, how well it might 
beetployed,and with how heauenly fruits, bottyprivate and publike,in finging the 

es of thekamortall beauty, the immorrall goodnefle of that God, who giueth 
vs hands to'writc,and wits to corceiue'? of which we might well want words, but 
never matter :iof which wee could curne oureyesto nothing, but weeſhould cuer 
han&new budding occaſions. But truely, many! offuch writings as come. vnder the 
banner of vnreſiſtableloue, if I werea miſtreſſe, would never perſwade mee they 
weteinloue:ſacoldly they apply fiery ipceches;as men that had rather reade louers 
ritings,8 fo-cauph vp certaine ſwelling phraſes, which hang together, like a man 
thatorice told me the wind was at Northweſt and by South; becauſe hee would bee 
ſureco name winds cnow;than that in truth they feele thoſe paſſions, which eaſily, 
as Irhinkegniay be bewrayed by thar ſame forcibleneſle or Energie (as the Greekes 
caltit)of the writer. Bur lerthis be a ſufficient,though ſhorrnote, that wee miſle the 
risht vic of the materiall point of Poeſie, Now forthe outſide of it, which is words, 
or(as I may terme it) Di##07,it is cuen well worſe : ſoisrhat hony-flowing matron 
Eloquence,appat relled; orrather diſguiſcd in acurtifan-like paintedaffecation. One 
time with {o farre-ferched words, that many ſeem monſters, but moſt ſceme ſtran- 
gersto any poore Eogliſhman: another rime with courling of a letter, as if they 
were bound to follow the method of a Didtionary : another time with figures and 
flowers, extremely vvinter- ſtarued.: Bur I would this fault were oncly peculiar to 
Vetſifiers, and had notas large poſſe ſsion among Proſe-Printers : and which is to 
be maruelledamong many Schollers, and which is to bee piticd among ſome Prea- 
chets.Truly,1could wiſh,if at leaft I mightbe ſo bold towiſh,in a thing beyond the 
reach of my capacity, the diligent imitators of Taly and Demoſfbenes, moſt worthy 
to be imitated, did not ſo much keep Niz0/:4» paper-books of their figures 8 phra- 
ſes,as by atrentiue tran{lation;as it were,deuourethem whole,8& make them wholly 
theirs. For n&w they caſt ſugar and ſpice vpon euery diſh that is ſerued at the table: 
like choſe 1ndia#5,not content to weare care-rings at the fit and naturall place of the 
eares,but they will thruſt iewels through theirnoſe and lippes, becauſe rhey will be 
fure to be fine. Twly whenhe was to driue out Catc/ipe,as it were with a thunderbolt 
ofeloquetice, often vieththe figure of repetition, as v/#it & vincir, imo in ſcnatum 
venir, imo in ſenatum otzit, &c, Indeede inflamed, with a well grounded rage, he 
would have his words (as it were)doubleout of his mouth,8& ſodothat artificially, 
which wee ſee men in choler do naturally. And we hauing noted the grace of thoſe 
words, hale them in ſomerimestoa familiar Epiſtle, when ir were too much choler 
to bee cholericke. How well ſtore of Similiter Cadenſes doth ſound with the grauity 
efetic Pulpit, I would not inuoke Demoſthenes ſoule to tell, vyho with a rare dainti- 
hifſe vſcth them. Truely they haue made me thinke of the Sophier , that with too 
much ſubtilty would proue two Epgges three, &rhough hce might be counted a 40- 
phifter, had none for his labour.Sorheſe men bringing in fucha kind of cloquence, 
well may they obraine an opinion ofa ſeeming fineneſle, but perſwade few, which 
ſhould be the end of their finenes, Now for fimilitudesin certain printed diſcourſes, 
I think all Herberiſts,all ſtories of beaſts, fowles & fiſhes, are rifled vp, that they may 
come in multitudes to wait vpon any of our conceits, which certainly is asabfurda 
ſurfet ro the eares as is pollible, For the force of a fimilitude nor being to proue any 
thing toa contrary diſputer, but-onely to explaine co a willing hearer, when that is 
done,the reſt is a moſt tedious pratling, rather ouer-ſwaying the memory from the 
ſe wherero they were applied,than any whit enforming the mdgementalrea- 


pu 
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when Avtevind bc Craſſws,the great forefathers of Cicero in cloquence, the one (as 


Ciceroreſtifierhot them) pretended not to know Art, the other not to ſer by it (be- 
cauſe witha plaine {enſibleneſle they tnight win credit of popular cares, which cre. 


dite is the necreſt ſtep ro perſwaſion, which perſwaſion is the chiefe marke of Ora- 


rorie)I doe nordoubr, ay, butthat they vied theſe knackes very ſparingly, which 
who doth generally vſc,any man may ſee, doth daunce to his own muſicke, and ſo 
to be noted by the audicnce, more caretull ro ſpeake curiouſly thantruly, Vndoub. 
tedly(at leaſt romy opinion vndoubtedly)I haue fonnd in diuersſinal learned conr- 
tiers amore ſound ſtile,than in ſome poſleſſors of learning,of which I cag 2heſleno 
other cauſe, but char rhe Courrier following that, which by przQice hee findeth fic- 
' teſtronature, therein (though he know it not)dothaccording to Art,though not by 

Art: where the other viing Artto ſhew Art,and not hide Art (as intheſechſes hee 
ſhould doe) flicth from nature, and indeede abuſethart. | Burwhat? methinkes1 
deſcrueto be pounded for ſtraying from Poctrie to Oretorie: bur both have ſuch an 
affinitic inthe wordiſh conſideration,that I rhinkchisdigrefſion willmake wy mea- 
ning recciue the fuller vnderſtanding : which is nottorakevpon metorecchÞocys 
how they ſhould doe, but only, finding my ſelfe ficke among thereſt, to ſhew ſome 
one or two ſpots ofthe common infection grown among themoſt part of writers : 
that acknowledging ourſclues ſomewhat awry, we may bend tothe rightvſe both 
of matter and manger. Whereto our language giveth vs great occaſion, beeing in- 
deed capable of any excellent exercifing obir. Iknowfome will fay,itis 2 mit 'pled

think was a piece of the tower of Baby/onscurſe,thata man ſhould be pur toſth' 
to learne his mother rongue. Bur for the rcngs weetly and properly herbal 
of che mind, which is the end ot ſpeech, that hath ir equally wich any ather tongue 
in the world : andis particularly happy in compoſitions of ewo or three words to. 
gether, neer the Greeke,far beyond the Latine, which is one of the greateſt 'beati.. 
ties can be in a language. Now of verfifying,therearetwo ſorts.the oneancient,rhe 
other moderne: the ancient markearhe quantitic of cach ſyHable,and accorditip to 
that framed his verſe: the moderne,obſeruing only vumber,with ſome regardofthe 
accent;the chiefe life of ir ſtandeth inthat like ſounding of che words,which weeal 
Ryme. Whether of theſe be the moreexcellent, would beare many ſpeeches, the 
ancient no doubt more fit for Muſicke,both words & time obſeruing quantitic;and 
more fit lively to expreſle divers paſſions by the low or loftie ſound of the well- 
weighed ſyllable. The latter likewiſe with his rymeNtrikerh acertainemuſickrorhe 
eare : &1n fine, ſince irdothdelight,though by another way, ir obraineth the ſarhe 
purpoſe,there being in cither (weetneſle,& wanting in neicher Maieftie. Truly the 
Engliſh before any vulgar language Iknow,is fit for both ſorrs:for,for the ancient. 
the /*«/ian is ſo ful of vowels, that it muſt cuer becumbred with Elifions.The Dutch 
. Toofthe other fide withConſonants,thatrhey cannor yeeld the ſiveet ſliding, fit for 
a Verſe. TheFrexch in his whole language hath not one word that hath his accent in 
the laſt ſyllable ſauing two, called 4ntepernltime ; andlittle more hath the Spaniſp, . 
and cherfore very graceleſly may they vie De&iles.The Engliſh is ſubictto none of 
theſe defeRs. Now for Rime,though we do not obſerue quancitie, yet we obſerue 
the accent verie preciſely, which other languages either cannordo, or will notdo 
{o abſolutely, That Ceſ#re,or breathing place - o_ midſt of the Verſe, neither 19«-

hathnor; where the Engliſh hath all three, as Due, Trac, Father Rather ; Motion, Po- 
fie, with much more which might be ſaid, but that alrcadie I finde the triflings of 
this diſcourſe is machroo much enlarged.So that ſince the euer-praiſe-worthy Poe- 
feis ful of vertue, breeding delightfulnefle, 8 void of no gift that oughtrobe in the 
noble name of learning,fince the blames laid againſt ir arc either falſe or feeble,ſfince 
the cauſe why it is noteſtcemed inExglavd,is the fault of Poet-apes,norPoers; ſince 
laſtly.our rongue is moſt fir to honour Poeſie, & to be honoured by Poeſie, I coniure 
you all that haue had he cuill lucke to reade this inke-waſting toy of mine, cuen in 
the name of the nine Muſes, no more to ſcorne the ſacred myſteries of Poeſie 2 no 
more. to-laugh atrhe name of Poets, as though they were next inheritors to feoles, 
no moretoleſt at the reuerenttitle ofa rimer, but to belecue with Ari/orle,that they 
were the ancient Treaſurers ofthe Grecians divinitic;tobelecue with Bembao, thar 
they were firſt bringers in of all ciuilitie;to belecue withSceliger,that noPhiloſopbers 
precepts can ſooner make you an/honeſt man,than the readingef Yirgi/;to belecuc 
with Clasſerw,the Tranſlator of Cornatw,that it pleaſed the heauenly deitic by He- 
food & Homerynder the vaile of fables to giue vs all knowledge, Lozicke,Rhetoriche, 
Philoſophy naturall and morall, and 28id vow ? Tobelccuewithme, that there are 
manie myſerics contained in Poetry, which of purpoſe were written darkly, leſt 
by "hynagrs wits it ſhould be abuſed:to belecue with Lendix,that they are ſo beloued 
ofthe gods,that whatſocucr they write, proceeds out ofadiuine furie. Laſtly,to be- 
lecue themſclues when they tell you they will make you immortall by their verſes. 
Thus doing, your name ſhallflouriſhin the Printers ſhops : thus doing, you fhalbe 
of kinne to many a Poetical Preface : thus doing,you ſhall be moſt faire,moft rich, 
moſt wiſe, moſR all : youſhalldwel vponſuperlatiues : thus doing, though you be 
Libertins patre netw:, you ſhall ſaddenly grow Hercules proles, Siquid meacarmins 
po//ant. Thus doing, your ſoule ſhall be placed with Denres Beatrix, or Yirgils Au- 
ebiſes.” But if (fie of ſuch a But) you be borne ſoneare the dul-making Cetera of 
Nilw,that you cannot hearethe Planet-like muſick of Poetry ;if you haue ſocarthe 
creeping a mind, that it cannot lift it ſelfe vp to look to the skies of Poezyy,or rather 
by a certaine ruſticall diſdain will become ſuch a mome,as tobea Momw of Poetry: 
then though Iwill not wiſh vatoyou the Aﬀes cares of Midas, nor tobe driven by 
a Poets verſes as Bubonax was to hang himſclfe, nor to be rimed to death, as is faid 
to be done in /reland; yet thus much curſe I muſt ſend you in the behalf of all Peers, 
that while you liue,you liuc in loue, and ncuer get fauour,for lacking skill of aSon- 
net, and when you die, your memorie die fromthe earth tor want of an Epitaph.
